near as their cies were ful maſters ofche obic&, hey ſaw aſighe ful of pitious ſtrange- _ 
nefle :a ſhip, or rather the carkas of the ſhip, or rather ſomefew bones of thecarkas, 5 
hulling there, part broken, pare burned, part drowned: death hauing vied morerhan 
onedart rothardeſtruQion. Aboutit floted great ſtoreof very richchings, and ma- 
ny cheſtes which might promiſe noleſle. Andamidfſt the precious-chings werea 
number of dead bodics, which likewiſe did nor onely teſtific both elements violence, 
bur tharthe chicfe violence was growne of humane inhumaniry : for their bodies Io 
werefullofgriſly wounds,and their bloud had(as it were) filled. the wrinkles of the 
ſeas vilage:which itſeemed the ſea would nor waſh away, that ic might witnefle iris 
notalwaies his fault, when we condemne his crueltie. In lumme, a deteate, wherethe 
conquered kept both ficldand ſpoile: a ſhipwrack without ſtormeorill fooring :and 
a waſt of fire inthe midſt ofthe water. _ ” 
Buralittle way off chey ſaw the maſt, whoſe proude heightnow lay along; likea 
widdow hauing loſt her make of whom ſhe held her honour: butvpon the maſt they 
ſawayong man (atleaſtit hee were a man.) bearing ſhew of about 18.yearesof age, 
who fate (as on horſebacke ) hauing nothing vpon him bur his ſhire, which being 
wrought with blew filke and gold , hada kind of reſemblance co the ſea: on which 25 
the ſun ( chen neare his Weſterne home ) did ſhoote- ſome of his beames, His haire 
(which che young manof Greece vied to weare ygry long) was ſtirred vpand downe 
withthe wind , which ſeemed ro hauea ſportto.play with it, astheſea had ro kifſe 
his feete; himſclfe fullofadmirable beaurie, ſer foorth by the ſtrangenefle both of his 
ſcateand geſture: for, holding his head vp full of vamoued maieſtie, he heldaſword 25 
aloft with his fairearme,whichofcen he waued about bis crowne, as though he wold 
threaten che world in thar extreamitie. But the fiſhermen, when they came ſoneare 
him, that it wastime to throweouta rope, by which hold they mightdrawhim, 
cheir{implicity bred ſuch amaſemenr, and their amaſemenc ſuch ſuperſticion, thar 
(aſluredly thinking it was ſome God begortren betweene Neptune &Venns, that had 30 
made all this terrible ſlaughtcr ) as they went ynder ſaile by him, held vp their hands 
and made their praiers.VV hich when As/idoras ſaw,though he were almoſt as much 
rauiſhed withioy,asthey with aſtoniſhment, helcaprrothe Mariner, and tooke the 
cord out of his hand,and ( ſaying, Doe thou liue, and art well ? whoanſwered, thou 
canſtrell beſt, ſince moſt of my well being ſtands in thee, )chreweic our, bur al- 35 
rcadie the ſhippe was paſt beyond Pyrocles :and therefore Myſidorus could doe no 
more but perſwade the Mariners to caſt abour againe, aſſuring them that he was 
buta man, althoughof moſt diuine excellencies , and promiſing great rewards for 
their paine. | : 
And now they werealreadiecomevpontheſtaies; whenoneof the failers deſcri- 40 
ed a Galley vyhich came vvith failes and oarcs direly in the chaſe of them ; and 
ſtreighr perceived it vvasa vvel knovvne Pirare,vvho hunted not onely for goods bur 
tor bodicsof men, vvhich hee emploiedeicherto be his Galley ſlaues, orco ſell at 
che beſt marker. Which vvhen the Maiſtexynderſtood , hecommannded foorthvvith 
toſcronallchecanuaſſethey could, and flie homevvard, leauinginthar ſort poore 45 
Pyrocles (o neare to be reſcued, Bur vvhar did not Me/idorusſaie 2 vvhardid he nor 
offerto perſyvade them to vencurethe fight ? Bur feare ſtanding ar the gates of their 
cares, put backeall perſvvaſions ; {o that he had nothing vvherevvich to accompanic 
Pyrocles

Pyrocles, but his eyes; norto ſuccourhim, bur his wiſhes. Therefote praying for him 
and caſtinga long looke that way , he ſaw the Gally laverhepurſuireofthem, and 
curne torake vp the ſpoiles ofthe other wracke : and laſtly he might wellſeerhem lift 
vpthe young man 3 andalas(faid hee to himſelfe) deare Pyrories ſhall that body of 
5 thine beenchained ? ſhal choſe viorious hands of thine becomanded ro baſe offices? 
ſhal vercue becomea ſlauero thoſe that be ſlaues to viciouſnefle?Alas,betterhadit bin 
thou hadſt ended nobly thy noble daies: whar death is ſo evilas vnworthy ſervitude? 
Bur that opinion ſoone ceaſed, when he ſaw the gallie ſetting vpon anocher ſhippe, 
which heid long and ſtrong fight with her : for then he began atreſh co fearethe life 
10 of hisfricnd, and to wiſh wellro the Pirates whom before he hated, leaſt in their ruine 
he mighr periſh. But the fiſhermen made ſuchi{pgede imo the haven, that they ab- 


ſenred hiseyesfrom beholding the iſſue : where being entred, hecould procurenci- / 


therchem norany otherasthen to pur themſelnesinrothelea ? (© that being as ful of 
ſorrow for being vnable to doany thing , as voideofcounſell haw to do any thing, 
15 beſides that lickneſſe grew ſomething vpon him, the honeſt ſheapheards Srrephon & 
Clairs (who being them lcluestruefriends,did the more perfeRly iudge the uſtnefſe 
of his ſorrow ) aduile him , thathe ſhould mitigate ſomwhat of his woe, ſince he had 
gotren an amendmentin forrune, being come fromaſſured perſwaſion of hisdearh, 


ro haueno cauſe to deſpaireof his life : as one that had lamented the deathof his - 


20 ſhecpe, ſhouldafter know they were but ſtraid, wouldreceiue pleaſure rhough rea- 
dily he knew not wherero find them. | 


Now fir ( ſaid they ) thus for our ſelues it is; Wearein profeſsion but ſhepheards; | 


and in this countric of Laconialittle better then ftraungers, and thereforeneirher in 
$kill, norability of power greatly to ſtead you. But what we canpreſentvnroyou 
25 isthis: Arcadia, of which countrie we are, isbuta little way hence ;andeuenvpon 
the next confines there dwelletha Gentleman, by name Kalender , who vouchſa-

chatno newes ſtirre, but comes to hiseares ; for his vpright dealing ſo belovedof 
hisneighbours, that he hath many euerreadie rodoehim their verermoſt ſeruice, 

3o and by thegreat good will our Princebeares him, may ſoone obraine the vic of his 
nameand credit, which hath a principM ſwaie, nor onely in his owne Arcadia, but 
inall theſe countries of Peloponneſas:and(which is worthall)all theſe things give him 
not ſo much power, as his nature gives him willto benefir : ſorhat ir ſeemesno Mu- 
ſick is ſo (weetto hiseareasdeſerued thanks. To him we will bring yon, and there you 

35 may recoveragaine your health,wichour which you cannot beablero makeany dili- 
gent ſearch for your friend :and therefore you muſt ſabourfor ir. Beſides, weatrefare 
the comfort of curteſic,and eaſeof wiſe counſel ſhall nor be wanting. 


Muſidorus (who beſides he was meerely vnacquainted inthe countrie,had his wits 2- 


aſtoniſhed with ſorow ) gaue eaſie conſent ro thar, from which heeſaw no rea- 
40.ſon to difagrec : and therefore (defraying the marriners witharing beſtowed vpon 
them ) they tooke their iourney rogether through Laconia; Clains and Strephowby 
courle carying his cheſt forhim , Muſidorws only bearing in his countenance cuident' 
markes of aſorrowful mind ſupported witha weake bodie : which chey percemuing, 
and knowing that che violence of ſorrow is nor at the firſt to be ſtriuen withall (| be- 
45 ing like a mighty beaſt, ſooner tamed withfollowing , than ouerthrowne by with- 
ſtanding) they gaue way vneo it for char day and thenext ;neuer troubling him, eci- 
ther wichasking queſtions, or finding faulc with his melancholie, butratherfirring 
to his dolor dolorousdiſcourſesof rheirowneand other folks misforrune. _

ſpeeches, though they had nora liuely entrance ro his ſenſes ſhutvpinſorow, yet 
like one halfe aſlecpe he rooke hold of the matters ſpoken vnco him, ſo asa man 
may ſay, ere ſorow was aware, they made his thoughts beare away ſomething 
els beſide his own forow; which wrought ſoin him,tharar vhe length he grew corent 
to marke their ſpeeches, then co maruellar ſuch wit in ſhepheards, after to like their 5 
company , andlaſtly co vouchſafe conference: ſo tharthe third day after, in thetime 
that the morning did irow roſes and violets in the heaucnly floore againſt the com- 
ming of the Sunne,thenightingales(firiuing one with the orher which could in moſt 
dainty varietie recount their wrong cauſed ſorow ) madethem pur off their ſleepe,8& 
riſing from vnder atree(which chat night had bin their pauilion) they wenc on their 6 
journey, which by and by welcomed Muſiderss eyes ( wearied with the waſted ſoile 


| 4 of Laconia) with delightfull proſpe&s. There were hilles which garniſhed their 
/, © proud heights with ſtately trees: humble valleis, whoſe baſe eſtare ſeemed comfor- 


ted with refreſhing of filuer rivers: medowes, enameld with all ſortes of ey-pleaſing 
flowers: chickers, which being lined with moſt pleaſant ſhade, were witneſlcd ſo too, , 5 
by the cherefull depoſition of many wel-runed birds: each paſture ſtorcd with ſheep 
fecding wich ſober (ecuricie, while the pretie lambes with blearingoratorie craued 
thedamscomfort: herea ſhepheards boy piping, asthough he ſhould neuer be old: 
therea yong ſhepherdeſſeknicring,and withall ſinging, and it ſeemed thather voice 
comforted her hands tro worke, and her hands kept rimeto her voices muſick. As 256 
forthehouſes of che country ( for many houſes came vnder their eye) they were all 
ſcattered,no two being one by rth' other,and yernort ſo far offas that it barred mutuall 
ſuccor: a ſhew,as it were, of anaccompanableſolitarines,and of a ciuil wildnes. I pray 
you,ſaid Muſidorws (then firſt vnſealing his long ſilenclips )what countreyes be theſe 
we paſſc through, which are ſo divers in ſhewe, theone wantingno ſtore, th'other 2 5 
having no ſtore bur of want. | E 
The country ( anſwered Clains ) where'you were caſt a ſhore, and noware paſt 
through , is Laconia, not ſo poor by the barrenncsof the ſoyle ( though in irſelfe 
nor paſsing fercill) as bya ciuill warre, which bcing theſe rwo yeares within the 
bowels of chat eſtate, berweene thegentlemen and che peaſants ( by chem named 3o 
Helots hath in this ſorte as it were disfigured the face of nature, and made irſovn- 
hoſpital. as now you have found it : the rownes neither of the one ſide nor the 0- 
cher, willingly opening their gates co ſtrangers , nor ſtrangers willinglyentring for 
fcarc of being miſtaken. ; 
But this countrie(where now you ler your foot)is Arcadia:and even hard by is the 35 
houſe of Kalander whither we leade you: this country being thus decked with peace, 
& ( thechild of peace )good husbandrie. Theſe houſes you ſee fo ſcattredare of men, 
as wetwoare, thatliueyponthe commoditie of their ſheepe: and therefore in the 
diuiſionof the Arcadian eſtatearctermed ſhepheards;a happy people wanting little, 
becauſethey deſire not much. What cauſerhen,ſaid Muſidorws, made you venter to 4 
leauerhis{weer life, and pur your ſelfe in yonder vnpleaſant and dangerous realme? 
Guarded with pouertie (anſwered Strephon)and guided with loue. But now (ſaid - 
Claius) {inceit hath pleaſed you to askeany thing of vs whoſe baſenes is ſuchas the 
very knowledge isdarknes: giue vs leaueto know ſome thing of you, and ofthe 
yongmanyou ſo much lament, char ar leaſt we may be the berter inſtructed toen- 45 
forme Kalander and he the better know how to proportion his entertainment. Mu- 
ſidorus (according tothe agreement betweene Pyrocles and him to alter their names) 
anſwered, that he called himſelfe Pa/lagdns , and his friend Deiphantws ; burtill Thaue

T hey perccived he wasnot willing toopen himielfe further, and therefore with- 6X 0 


fir confiderarion both of the aire,the proſpe&,and the natute of theground) all ſuch Fed . 
neceſlarie additions toa great houſe, as might wellſhew, Klander knew thar proui- 
ſionis the foundation of hoſpitalitie,and thrift the fewellof magnificence, The houſe 
10 is ſelfe was built of faire and ſtrong ſtone, noraffeQting ſo much any cxtraordinarie ?

riful , but char the conſideration of the exceeding laſtingneſfſe made the eye beleeuc 
it was exceeding beautifull. The ſeruants nor ſo many in number, ascleanly inap- 
parell,and ſeruiceablein behauiour, teſtifying euen in theircountenances, thar their 
maiſter tooke a(iyell care of them that did ſerve, as to be ſerued. Oneof them was 
20 forthwith-rcady ro welcomethe ſhepherds, as men, whorhough they were poore, 
thcir maiſter greatly fauored ; and vnderſtanding by them,that the young man wirh 
them was to be much accounted of, for that they had ſeen tokensof morethencom- 
mon greatneſſe, how-ſocucr now eclipſed with fortune: he ran ttohismaiſter, who 
came preſently forth ; and pleaſantly welcomming theſhepherds, bureſpecially ap- 
25 plying him co Muſidorss , Strephon privately rold him all what heknew of him, and 
partcularlie that he found this ſtraunger was loth ro beknowne. 

No faid Kalandey ( ſpeakingaloud ) Iam no Herald roenquire of menspedegrees, 7 
itſufficerh meif I know their vertues ; which (ifthis young mans face be nota falſe 
witneſſe)do betrerapparel his minde,the you haue done his body. While he was thus 

z3o ſpeaking,there came a boy,in ſhew likea Marchantsprentiſe, who raking Strephon by 
theſlecue, deliuercd him a letter , written iointly borhro him and Clazasfrom Yra- 
zia: which they no ſooner had read, but that with ſhort leaue-raking of Kalander 
(who quickly gueſſed and fmiled at the matter ) arid onceagaine (though haſtily)re- 
commending the yong man vnto him, they went away, leauing M#ſidorss euenlorh 
35 topartwiththem, forthe good conucrſation he had of them, andobligationheac- - 
counted himſelfe tied in vnto them : and therefore they deliuering his cheſtynro 
him, heopencdir, and would haue preſented them with rwo verie rich jewels; bur 
they abſolucely refuſed them , celling him, that they were more then enoughrewar- 
dedinthe knowing of him,and withouc harkening vnroa reply(like men whoſe harrs 
40 diſdained all deſires but one ) gat ſpeedily away, as if thelerter had bronghc wings 
to make them flie. Bucby that ſight Kalander ſoone judged, that his gueſt was ofno 
meane calling ; and therfore the more reſpeQfully entertaining him, M#ſidor#s found 
his ſicknefle ( whichthe fight, the ſea and late crauell had layd vpon him )grow great- 
lic ; ſorharfearing ſome ſodaineaccidenr, hedcliuered thecheſt ro Kalander, which 
5 was full of moftprecious ſtones, gorgeouſlic and cunningly ſerin diuerſe maners, 
deſiring him he would keep thoſetrifles , andif he died, he would beſtow ſo much 
of iras was needfull, ro find outand redeemea young man, naming himlelfe Dai 
phantus,as then in the hands of Laconia pirats. | :

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out further queſtioning brought him to the houſe;abour which they might ſee (with u4e d 
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$ Bur K/andey ſeeing him faint moreand more, with carefull ſpeed conueyed him 
rothe moſt commodious lodging in his houſe : where being poſſeſt with an ex+ 
treame burning feucr, he continued ſome while with no greathope of life : buc 
youth atlength gor the vitorie of ſickneſle, ſothar in ſixe weeks the cxcellencie of

' tion) by daylie diſcourſes, which he delighted himlelfero haue with him, a mind of 
moſtexcellent compoſition (a piercing witquite voydof oftencation ,| high creed 
thoughts ſeared ina heart of counteſie, an cloquenceas ſiveer inthe vigering, as ſlow 
rocometothe vttering, a behauiour ſo noble, as gauea maieſtie to aducrſitie :and 
allina man whoſe age could not be aboue one and twentic yeares) che good olde ; x 
man waseuen enamourcd witha fatherlie loue towards him , orrather became his 
ſeruantby the bonds ſuch vertuc laid vpon him z once, he acknowledged himſelfefo 
to be,by the badge of diligentattendance, 

But Palladius hauing gotten his health,and only ſtaying thereto be in place where 


he might heareanſwere of the ſhips ſer forth ,- Kalander one afternoone led hima- 2 0 


broad toa well arrayed ground he had behind his houſe , which hethoughtro ſhew 
him before his going , as the place himſelfe more then inanie orher delighted, The 
backſideof the houſe was neither field, garden, nororchard ; orratherit was borh 
field, garden, and orchard: for as ſoone as the deſcending of the ſtaires had deliue- 


red chem downe, they came intoaplace cunningly ſer with trees of che moſttaſt- 25 


pleaſing fruits : bur ſcarcely they had taken that into their conſideration, but that 
they were ſodainly ſteprintoa delicate greene, of each {ideof che greenea thicker, 
and behind the thickets againe new beds of flowers, which being vnder the trees 
thetrees weretorthem a Pauillion, and they ro the trees a Moſaicall floore : fo thar ic 
{cemed that Arte therein would needs be delighrfull , by counterfeyring his cnemie 30 
Errour,and making order in confuſion. | 

| In the middeſt of all cheplace was a faire pond, whoſe ſhaking cryſtall was a per- 
fetmirrour toallthe other beauties, ſorhar iebareſhew of two gardens ; one in 
deede,the orher inſhadowes : and in one of the thickets was a fine fountaine made 


thus: A naked Yexx5of whice marble, whereinthe graver had vied ſuch cunning, that 3 5 


the natural blew vcines of the marble were framed in fic places , roſer forth the beau- 
rifull veynes of her bodie. At her breaſt ſhe had her babe A-neas, whoſeemed ( ha- 
uing begunto ſucke) roleaue thar, to looke vpon herfaire eyes , which ſ(miledat the 
babes follic, meane while the breaſt running. Hard by wasa houſe of pleaſure built 


for a ſommerretiring place: whither Kalander lcading him, he foundaſquareroome 40 


full of delighttullpiQures,made by the moſtexcellent workeman of Greece. There 
was Diana when Adeonſaw her bathing, in whoſe cheekes the Painter had ſer ſuch a 
colour, as was mixt berweeneſhame and difdaine; and one of her fooliſh Nymphs, 
who weeping , and withall lowring, one might ſee the workman mcantto ſerforth 
tearcsof anger. In another table was Atalanta; the poſture of wholelimmes wasſo 45 
lively exprefled, thatiftheceyes were the only iudges , as they bethe only ſeers , one 
wold haue ſiyorn the very pifture had run. Beſides many mo, as of Helena, Omphale, 
lole : butin none of chem allbeautic ſeemed to ſpeake lo much asina large table, 
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which contained acomely old man, witha Ladie of middle age;biitof excell&betiis 
tic; and:moreexcellent would have bene deemed, butthatthere ſtood berween theini/ 
a young maid, whoſe wonderfulnefle rooke away all beautie from her; bur thar which 
it might ſeeme ſhe gaucher backe againe by her veric ſhadow'; Andfuch difference: 

5 (being knowne thar ir did indeed counterfeir a perſon liuing) was therebetweene 
her andall the other, though Goddefles, tharir ſeemed the skillof the Painterbeſto- 
wed ontheothernew beautic, but that the beauty of her beſtowed new $kill of the: 
Paincer. Though he choughrinquiliciueneſſe an vacomely gueſt he'eould nor chooſe 
buraske who ſhe was, that bearing ſhewof'one-being indeed; could wich natural 

10 gifts go beyond che reachofinuention. Kalender anſwered, that it was rhadeby Ph5- 
loclea the younger daughter of his Prince, who alſo with his wife were contained ity 
that Table: che Patcicer meaning ro repreſent thepreſent condicion'of theyoungLa- 
die, who ſtood watched by an ouer-curious eye of her parents; andthat hewouldal- 
ſo havedrawne hereldeſt fiſter,eſteemed hermatch forbeavrie; in her ſhepheardiſh 

5 attire, burthar che rude clowne hergardianwould nor (uffer ir; neither durſt beaske 
leaue of the Prince for feare of ſuſpicion. Palladiss perceined that the 'marter was 

wraptvpin ſome fecrecie, and therefore would for modeſtie demaund no furcher:- 
bur yerhis countenance could not bur wich dumbe'cloquence defireit: Which K#- 
lander perceiuing, well fayd he, my deare gueſt; Iknow your mind, and I will arisfie 
20 it; neither will-I doirlike a niggardlyanſwerer, goingno further therithe bonads of 
the queſtion,but I will diſcouervnto you aſwellchar whereinmy knowledge is com 
monwith others,aschar which by exrraordinazie means. is delivered vnto me: krio- 
wing ſo muchin you (though not longacquainced) rhacTiſhall find your cares faich- 
fallcreaſurers. Sorhen (icring downe intwockaires, and ſometimes caſting his eye

Now then, our Baſilizs being {o publikelie happie asto bea Prince, 
and ſo happieinthar happineſle, asco bea beloued Prince, and ſo in his priuate ble 
ſedasto haueſoexcellenta wife, and ſoouerexcellent children, hath of lace takena 
courſe, which yet makes him more ſpoken of rhan all theſe bleſsings. For, hauing 25

Moſt redoubted and beloved Prince, if as well it had pleaſed you at yourgoing a 
to Delphos as now, to haue vied my humble ſeruice, both I ſhould in becter ſeaſon, 
andro better purpoſe haue ſpoken : and you( if my ipeech had preuailed) ſhould 
haue becne ar this time, asno way more in danger , ſo much morein quienes; I 
would then haveſaide, that wiſedome and vertuebe the only deſtinies appointed 
to manto follow , whence weoughr roſcekeall our knowledge, ſince they beſuch 30 
guidesas cannor faile ; which, beſides their inward comfort, doleadelodireta way 
of procceJing, as either proſperitie muſt enſue; or, if the wickednefſe of the world 
ſhould oppreſleir, ir can neuer be laid , thar cuill happenerh co him , who falles ac- 
companied with vertue:: I would then haueſaid , the heaucnly powers cobereue- 
renced, and not ſerchedimo z andrheir mercies rather by praicrsto beſoughe, then 35 
thcirhidden — curiolitie. Theſekindes of footh ſayings (ſince they haue 
 Iftvsinour {clues ſufficient guides) ro be nothing bur fancie , wherein there maſt 
/ either bevanitic, orinfalliblenes, and(o, either nor to bereſpefted, ornor to bepre- 

- vented. Bur ſinceit is weakenefle roo much roremember what ſhould haue beene 
done, and that your commaundementftretcherh co know whar is ro be done, Ido 40 
(m-oſtdeareLord) with humble boldneſleſay,that che manner of your determinaci- 
on doth in no ſort better pleaſe me, then the caule of your going. Thele thirtie 
yeares you haue {o gouerned this Region, tharncither your Subiets haue wanted

thinking. Laſtly, for the recommending io principall a charge of the Princeſle 
30 Pamels ( whoſe mind goes beyond the gouerning of manie thouſands ſuch ) ro 
ſachaperſon as Dametres is( belides rhar che thing inic ſelfeis ſtrange) ircomes of 
averiecuillground, thatignorance ſhould be the morherof faithfulneſſe ;O nozhee 
cannot be good that knowes not why he is good, bur ſtands ſo farregood as hisfor- 
rune may keepe him vnaſſayed: but comming oncetothar, his rude fimplicirieisci- 
35 ther calily changed, or eaſily decciued : and ſo growes chat toberhe laſtexcuſe of 
his fault, which (cemed tohaue benerhe firſt foundation of his faith. Thus farze hath

Forhauingleftthe ſterne of his 
gouernment, with much amazement tothe people, among whome many ſtrange 
bruitsare receiued for currant, and with ſome apparance of dangerin reſpe of the 
valiant Am9phialus his nephew, and much enuying the ambicious number of the No- 
biliticagainſt Philevax, to ee Philevex ſo aduanced, though (ro ſpeake ſimply ) he 5 
deſerue more thenas many of vs as there be in Arcadie : the Prince himſelfe hath 
hidden his head, in ſuch fort as I rould you, nor ſticking plainly to confefle, that hee 
meanes not ( while he breathes ) that his daughters ſhal haueany husband, burkeepe 
them thus ſolicary with him : where he giuesno other body leaueto viſithim atany 
time buta certaine Prieſt, who being cxcellent in poetric, he makes him write out Io 
ſuchthings as he beſtlikes, he being noleſſedelightfullin conuerſation, then need- 
full for deuorion, and about twenty ſpecified ſhepheards, in whom (ſomefor exer- 
ciſcs,and ſomefor Eglogs) heraketh greater recreation. | Foo bldthes 
And now you know as much as my ſelfe : wherein if Thaue held you ouerlong, 
lay hardly the fault vpon my oldeage, which in the very diſpoſition of it, is ralka- I 5

thing whereof we poorc olde men can brag, we cannot make it knowne but by vt- 
terance: or, that mankind by all meanes ſecking to erernize himſelfe ſo much the 
more, as heisncarc his end, doth irnot oncly by the childrentharcome of him, bur 2 6 
by ſpeechesand writings recommended tothe memorie of hearers &readers. And

Buramong many ſtrange conceirs you told me, which haue ſhewed cffeQs 
in your Prince, truly even the laſt, thathe ſhould conceive ſuch pleaſure in ſhep- 3? 
heardsdiſcourſes, would nortſeemetheleaftvnto me, ſauing tharyou tould me ar 
the firſt, tharthis country is notable in thoſe wits , and chat indeed my ſelfe having 
bene brought nor only to this place, butto my life by Srrephon andClaivs, in their 
conference found wits as might better become ſuch ſhepheards as Homer ſpeakes 
of, tharbegouernours of peoples, then ſuch Senators who hold their Councellin 35. 
a ſheep-core. Forrhem two ( laid Kalender ) eſpecially Clains, they are beyond the 
reſt by ſo much, as learning commonly doth adde ro nature: for, hauing negleted 
their wealth in reſpe& of their knowledge, they haue not ſo much impaired the 
meaner, as they bertered the better. Which all notwithſtanding, it is a ſporte to 
heare how they imputeroloue, which hath induedtheir thoughts (ſay they ) with 4 
ſuch aftrength. 

ur certainly all che people of this country from highto lowe, is giuen to thoſe 
ſports of the wit, ſo as you would wonder to heare how ſoone cuen children will 
begin roverlifie.

Demagoras himlelfe deſired hee might be kept aliue 3 perchaunce with incentionto 
feede his owne eyes with ſome cruell execution to bec layd vpon him : bur death 
came ſooner then he lookt for; yet hauing had leiſureroappoinr his ſuccefſor,a yong 
man, not long beforedeliuered out of the priſon of the King of Latedemon, where ; 
he ſhould haue ſuffered death for hauing ſlaine the kings Nephew : but-himhee 
named, whoat that time wasabſenr, making roades vpon the Zacedemwoniens; bur 
being returned, che reſt of the Helots, for the great liking they conceived of thar 
yong man,eſpecially becauſe they had none among themſclues tro whome the others 
would yceld, were content to follow Demagorasappointment. And well hath it ſuc- 20 


' ceeded with chem, he having ſince done things beyond the hope of the yogeſt heads: 


of whom I ſpeaketherather, becauſe he hach hitherropreſerued Argatesaliue, vn- 
der pretence to have him publiquelie, and wich exquiſice rormients execured, 
after theende of theſe warres, of which they hope for a ſoone and proſperous 
iſſue. | en EIN ON $ 
And hehathlikewiſe hitherco kept my young Lord Clitephonalive,, who (rore- : 
deemchisfriend) went with certeineother noble men of Laconia, and forces gathe- 
redby chem, to beſtege this young and new ſucceſſor : bur hee iſſuing our ( rothe 
wonder of all men) defeated che Laconians , flue many of che noble men, and tooke 
Clitophon priſoner , whom with much adoe he keeperh aliue , rhe Helots being villa- 30 
nouſly cruel; bur heremperetch them ſo ſomerimes by following their hamour, ſome. 
times by ſtriving with ic, thar hicherto hee hath ſaued both their lives, but in diffe-. 
rent eſtates; Argalus being keptina cloſeand hard priſon, (Grophonarſome liberty. 
Andnow Sir, though (to lay the truth) we canpromiſe our ſelues little of rhiir ſafe- 
ties, while they are inthe Helets hands, I hauedelivered all I vnderftand touching 3 5 
the loſſeof my Lordsſonne,and thecauſethereof: which, though it was not nece(- 
farietoClitephons caſe, tobe ſoparticularlie rold, yertthe ſtrangeneſſe of itmade mee 
thinke ic would nocbe vnpleaſanc vnto you. | Ko, 
Palladins thanked him greatly for it,beingeuen paſsionatly delighted with hearing 
ſofſtraungeanaccident,of aknightfo famousouer the world,as _Hrgalvs, wich whom 40 
he had himſelfe a long defirc ro meete; ſo had fame powred a noble emulation in 
him cowards him. | | GR 
Burthen (wellberhinking himſelfe)he called for armour,defiring them toprouide 
him ofhorſe and guide:& armedallfauing the head,he wentvp to Kalapder,whom he 
found lying vpon the ground, haning cuer ſince baniſhed both fleepe and foode, as 45 
-enemiesrothe monrning, which paſsjion perſwaded him was reaſonable. But Pal- 
tadins rayied him vp, ſaying vnro him : No more,no moreof this, my Lord Kalan-

Once, Kalanders ſpirics wereſo reaiued withall;char (receiving ſome ſaſte- 
nance, and takingalictle reſt) he armed himlelfe, and thoſe few of his ſeruants he had 
icfr vnſenr, and {o himſelfe guided Palladiws rothe place vpontheftonticers ; where 
already there were aſſembled berweenethree & foutothoufand men, all welldipoied 
( for Kalandeys fake) ro abide any perill:bur like men difafed with 's long peace,more 
10 determinate todo, chenskilfult how to do :luftic bodies; and brauearmours; with 
ſuch courage, as rather grew of deſpiſing their enemies, whom they knew not , chen 
of any confidence for any thing which in themſelues they knew ; burneither cun- 
ning vieof their weapons, norart ſhewed-in their marching, orin cataping. Which 
Pal{adins (oone perceiuing , hee defired to vderſtand( as much as conld be deliue- 

15 redvnico him )theeſtare of the Helots, 

And he was anſwered by a man well acquainted with the affaires of Laconia, 
char chey were a kind of people, who hauing bene of old,freemenand poſſeſzioners, 
the Lacedemonians had conquered them, andlaid, not only tribure, burboadage vp- 
ponthem ; which they had long borne;rill of late the Zaeidanominny hiotigh hong; 

20 neſſe growing more heauie then they could beare, and through contemprleſle care- 
full how to makethem beare, they had withs generall conſent (rather ſpringing by 
the generalneſſe of the cauſe, rhen of any artificiall praftiſe) fer themſelues in 
armes: and whetting their courage with-reuenge, andgrounding their reſolurion 
vpon deſpaire , they had proceeded with vnlooked for ſucceſſe, hauing already raken 

25 diverſe Townes and Caftels, wich cheſlaughterofmany of the gentrie; for whom no 
ſex nor age could be accepted foran excufe. And thatalcthough R—_— had 
fought racher with beaſtly fury , then-any ſouldierly Diſcipline , praQife had now 
made them comparableto the beſt of the Tacedemonians, and more of late theneuers 
by reaſon, firſt of Demageras'agreatLord, who had made himfſelfe of rheir party; 

30 and ſince hisdeath, ofanother Caprtainerhey-had gorren ,, who had brought vp their 
ighorance, andbrought downe theirfurie;; toſuch a meane of good gouernmetit, 
and withall led chem ſo valourouſly, that (beſidesthe time wherein Ci#tophon was ta- 
ken) they hadche better in ſomeother gtearconflis -'in ſuch wile, thar the eftare 
of Lacedemon had ſent vnto them, offering peace with thoſt reaſonable and honon- 

35 table conditions, Palladins hauing gorte this generall knowledge of the party againſt 
whom,as he badalready of che party for whom he wasro fight, he went ro Kalender, 
and cold him plainly,that by plaine force, there was ſinallapparance of helpingCh- 
tophon : bur ſore deuice wasto be taken in hand, wherein nolefle difcretion then 
valour was to be vſed. | | WW 

40 Whercupon, the counſel! of the chiefe then was called ;andarlaft, rhis way Pal- 
ladins (who by ſome expetienee, bur eſpecially by reading Hiſtories , was ac- 

uainted with tratagems ) inuented, and was by all the reſt approoued : that 
all the men there ſhould drefle themſehnes like the pooreſt ſorre of the people 
in Arcadia, having no banners,” bue bloudie ſhirres hanged vpon long ſtapes, 

45 with ſome bad bagye-pipes in ſtead of drummeand fife ; their armourthey ſhonſd 
aFvellas mightbee, cover, orat leaft make them looke fo ruſtilie, andill favour- 
redly as mightwell become ſuch wearers-3and this the whole number ſhould do, 
faving two hundred of the beſt choſe Gentlemen , for courage 1) 
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whereof Palladivs himiclfe would beeone, who ſhould haue theirarmes chayned, 
and be put in cartes like priſoners . This being performed according to the agree- 
ment, they marched on towards the rowne of Cardemila where Clitophon was Ca 
ciue;and being come two houres before Sunn-ſet within viewe of the walles, x 
Helots alrcadie deſcrying their number, and beginning roſoundrhe Allarum , they 5 
ſenta cunning fellow(ſo muchthe cunninger as that he could maske it vnder rude- 
nefſe) who with ſuchakind of Rhetorike, as weeded ourall flowers of Rhetorike,de- 
livered vnto the Helots aſſembled together, chat they were countrie people of Arce- 
dia,noleſſc oppreſied by their Lords, and nolefle deſirous of libertie chen chey; and 
therefore had pur themſelues inthe field, and had already ( beſides a great number 10 
Naine) raken nine or cen ſcore Gentlemen priſoners whome they had there well and 
faſt chained. Now becauſethey had no ſtrong retiring place in Arcadia , and were 
not yetof numbercnough to keepe the field againſt their Princesforces, they were 
come to them for ſuccourz knowing thatdayly more & more of their qualitie would 
flockevnto them; bucthatin che meanerime, leaſt their Prince ſhould purſuethem, 1 5 
or the Lacedemonian King & Nobiltcy ( for thelikeneſſeof the caule ) fall vpon them, 
chey deſired that if chere were not roome enough forthem in therowne, that yer 
hey mightencampe vnder the walles, and forſurery haue their priſoners ( who were 
ſuch menas wereeuerable to make their peace) kept within the rowne. 

T he Helots made buta ſhortcon(ultation,being gladchat their c6tagion had ſpread 26 
it ſelfe into Arcadia, and making account tharit chepeace did not fallour berweene 
chem and their King, thatic was the beſt way to ſet fireinall the partsof Greece z be- 
fides their greedineſle to haue ſo many Gentlemen in their hands, in whoſe raun- 
ſome they already meantto haucaſhare : ro which haſtof concluding , two things 
wel helped ; theone, that che Captaine withthewiſcſt of them, wasar chattime ab- 2 5 
ſent about confirming or breaking thepeace with the ſtate of Zaced amen: the ſecond, 
thac over many good fortunes begantobreedea proude reckleſneſſein the: therfore 
ſendingtoview the Campe, and finding that by their ſpeach they were Arcadians, 
with whom they had had no warre, never ſuſpeCinga priuate mans credit could 
hauvegathered ſuch aforce, andchar all other rokens wirnefſed them to bee of the 30 
loweſt calling (beſides the chaines vpon the Gentlemen) they graunted not onely 
leaue forthe priſoners , bur for ſome others of the companiezand toall, that they 
mighc harbour vnder the walles. So opened they rhegates, and receiued in the 
carts z which being done, and Pa/ladixs ſeeing fir time, hee gaue the ſigne, and 
ſhaking off cheir chaines ( which were made with tuch arte, chat though they 35 
Ce moſt ſtrong and faſt, hethar warethem might eaſilie loole them ) drewe 
cheir [wordes hiddeninthecartes, and oerting vponthe ward , madethemco flye 
either from the place, or from their. bodies, and (> giue entrie to all che force 
of the Arcadians,bcfore the Helots could make anie head toreſiſtthem, 

But the Helots, being men hardenedagainſt dangers, gathered ( as well as they 40 
could ) together in the market place, and thence would haue given 2 ſhrewd 
welcome tothe Arcadians , but that Palladius (blaming thoſethat were ſlow, hart- 
ning them that wercforward , but eſpecially with his owne example leading them) 
madeſuch an impreſsion intotheſquadron of the Helots, thatar firſt the great body 
ofrhem beginning co ſhake and ſtagger z atlengch, cuery particular bodie recom- 45 
mended che proreQion of his lifero his feete. Then Kalander cried togoto the pri- 
ſon, where he thought his ſonne was : bur Pa/ladins wiſht him ( firſt Couring the 
ſtceeres )ro houſe allthe Helors,aud make themiclues mailters of thegates. "

BuS#ere thar could bee accompliſhed , the Helors had gorten new heart, and with 
divers forces of ſhot from cornersof ſtreetes, and houſe windowes, galled chem 
which courage wascome vnto them by thererurne of their Captain, who chough 
he brought not many wich him ( hauing diſperſt moſt of his companies roother of 

5 his holds) yer mecting a grearnumber running outof thegate; noryetpoſleſt by the 
Areadians, he made them turne face, and with banners diſplayed, his Frumper giue 
the lowdeſt teſtimony he couldof his returne;z which once heard, thereſt of the He- 
lots which were ocherwile ſcattered, bent thitherward;, with anew life of refolu- 
tion:asif rheir Captaine had beena roote, out of which(as into branches ) their 

10 courage had (prong. Then began che fight to grow moſtſharpe ,-and rheeticounters. 
of morecruelobſtinacy. The &rcadians fighting to keepe that they had wonnexthe 
Helotsto recouer what they had loſt. The Areadians asinanvnknowneplace, ha- 
uing no ſaccour but inthcir hands ; che Helazs, as intheirowne place fighting for 
their linings, wiuesand children. There was victory and courage againſt revenge and 
15 deſpaire: ſafery of both ſides being no otherwiſe ro begorten, but by deſtruQon. 
Aclength , the left wing of the 4rcadiansbeganto loſeground:; which Palladias 
ſeeing, hefſtraighr thruſt himſelfe with his choiſe band againfttherhrong that op- 
preſſed them , with ſuchan overflowing ofvalour, rhar the Capraine of the Helozs - 
( whoſeeyes ſoone iudged of that wherewith themſelnes were gouerned) faw that 
20 hcalone was worthall the reſtof the Arcadzans.VWhich he ſo wondred at, thatit was 
hardto fay, whether hemoreliked his doings, ormiſliked cheeffe&ts of his doings? 
but derermining charvpon that caſtche gamelay, and diſdaining co fight with any 
other, ſoughronly to ioyne with him: which mindewasno lefle in Palladins, having 
eafily marked , that he was as the firſt mouer of allche others hands. And forheir 
25 rhoughrs meeting inone poinr, they conſented (though notagreed) totry cacho- 
thers fortune : and {o drawing themiclucsto be the vttermoſt of theone ſide, they 


beganacombat , which was ſo much inferior to the barraile in noiſe and nuniber, as A 2.64 1

ir was ſurpasſingitin brauery of fighring,and(as ic were)delightful terriblenes. Their 


courage was guided with skill, andtheirskill was armed with courage; neither did 7 2: 


Their fecre 
ſedy, their hands diligent, theireyes watchfull, and their harts reſolute. The partes 
either not armed, or weakely armed, were well knowne, andaccording tothe knows= 
35 ledge ſhould haue bene ſharply viſited, burthat theanſwere wasas quick asrhe ob- 
jection. Yer ſome lighting ; the ſmarr bred rage, andthe rage bred (marragaine : 
till both fides beginning to wax faint, and rather defirousrodie accompanied, then 
hopefull co live victorious, the Capraine of the Helotswitha blow, whoſe violence 
grew of fury,not of ſtrengrth,or of ſtrength proceeding of fury, ſtrake Palladius vpon 
4o thelide of the head that he recled aftonied : and withall the helmet fell of, heere- 
maining bare headed : but other of the Arcadians were ready to ſhield himfromany

* Bythat-watchword Palladiss knew that ic was hisonely friend Pyrocles , whom 


he had loſtvponthe Sea, and therefore both moſt full of wonder,ſoro be met, if they 
had not bene fuller of ioy then wonder, cauſed theretraittobe ſounded , Daiphentus 
by authoriticand Pelledins by perſwaſion ; to which helped well thelirtle aduanrage 
chat wasof eitherſide : andthar of the Helots partie their Captaines bebauiour had 
madeas many amazedas ſawe or heardofit:and of the ,Hrcadien (ide the goodold 
Kalender, Rtriuing more then his old age could atchicue , was newly takenpriſoner. 
But indeed the chicfe parter of the fray was the night, which with her blackarmes 
led cheir malicious lights one from the other. But he that tooke Kalender, mcanc 
nothing eſſe then to ſave him, butonely ſolong, as the Capraine mighrlearne the 10 
enemies ſecrets :rowards whome he led the old Gentleman , when he cauſed there» 
treicrobe ſounded yz, looking for noother deliuerie from that captiuitie, but by the 
painfulltaking away of allpaine : when, whom ſhould he ſee next to the capraine 
(wich good cokens how valiancly he had fought that day againſtthe Arcadians) but 
his ſonne Clitophon ? But now the Captaine had cauſed all the principall Helors 1 5 
tobe aſſembled, as well todeliberate what they had rodo, as to recciuea meflage 
from the 4rc445ans; Among whom Palladius vertue ( beſides the loue Kalender bare. 
him ) hauing gotten principall authoritie, hee had perſwaded them to ſeeke rather 
by parley to recouer the Father and the Sonne, chen 1 the ſworde : ſincethe good- 
nes of the Captaine aſſured him that way co ſpecde,and his value ( wherewith he was 26 
of oldacquainted) made him thinkeany other way dangerous. This thercfore was 
done in orderly maner, giuing them to vnderſtand, that as they came but ro deliver 
Chtophon, ſooftcringtoleaue the footing they alreadie hadin cherowne, to goea- 
way wichoutany furcher hurt, ſoasthey might hauerhe facher and the ſonne wich- 
outraunſomedeliuered. Which conditions being heard and conceiued by the He- 2 
lots, Daiphantus perſwaded them without delay roacceptthem. For firſt ( aid - 
ſince the ſtrife is within our owne home, if you loſe, you loſe all thatinthislife 


_ can bedearevntoyou: if you winne, it will be a bloudie viRorie wich no profit, but 


cheAlactering in our ſelues that lame bad humour of reuenge. Beſides, iris like ro 
ſtirre Arcadia vpon vs, which now, by vſing theſe perſons well, may be broughtto 30 
ſome amitie.Laſtly,but cſpecially,leaſt thekingand nobilitie of Zaconie ( with whom 
now wehaue made a perfeC peace) ſhould hope by occaſion of this quarrclroioyn 
the Arcadians with them, and ſo breake off the profitable agreement alreadie con- 
cluded. In ſumme.as inalldeliberations ( wayingthe profitof the good ſucceſſe wich 
che harme of the cuil ſuccefſe ) you ſhall finde this way moſt ſafe and honorable. 35 
The Helsts,as much moucd by his authoricie, as perſwaded by his reaſons, were 
content therewith . VVhereupon, Paladins tooke order that the Arcadians ſhould 
preſently march our of the towne, taking with them theirpriſoners, while the night 
with mucuall diffidence might keepe them quiet, andere day came they mightbe 
well on oftheir way, and ſoauoid choſeaccidents which inlarecnemies, a looke, a 40 
word , oraparticular mans quarell mighe engender. This being on both ſides con- 
cluded on,Calander and Clitephen,who now(with infiniteioy didknoweeach other) 
catnctokiſſeche hands and feere of Daiphentes : Clitophon telling hisfather, how 
Daiphantas (not without danger to himſelfe) had preſerued him from the furious 
malice of the Hels?s:andeuventhat day going to conclude the peace (lcaſtin hisab- 45 
ſence he might receiue ſome hurt) he had taken him in his companie, and giuen 
him armour, vpon promiſche ſhould take the part of the Helots ; which hee had in 
this fighe performed, licele knowing hat ir wasagainſt his father: bur ( aid Clitophon) -

| Sothen afterafewdaies,ſerting chem in perfetorder, herook his leaue ofthem,'20 
whoſe. eyes bad him farewell wich teares, and mourhes with kiſsing the places 
where he ſtepr', and after making remples vnto himas to ademi-God: thinking ir 
beyondthedegree of humanitie to hauea witlo farreouergoing his age, and fuch 
dreadfull cerrour proceedefrom ſvexcellent beauty. But hee for his ſake obtained 
free pardon for Argalus, vvhom alſo (vpon oathneuer robearearmesagainſtthe 2 5 
Helats) hee delivered : and taking onely wich him: certaine principall Iewels' of 
his owne , bee would baue parted alone with 4rgalus ( whole countenance well 
ſhewed, while Partheniawas loft he counted not himſclfe deliuered ) bur that che 
whole multitude would needs gard him into Arcadia. Where againeleauing them 
allro lament his departure, hee by enquiry gorto the well-knownc houſe of Ka- 30 
lander : T here was hee receiued with loving ioje of Kalaxder , vvith ioyfull loue 
of Palladius,with humble(though dolefull) demeanor of Argalus(whomefpecially 
both heand Palladizs regarded) with gratefull ſeruiceablenes of Elirophon, & hono- 
rable admiration of all. For being now well viewed to haue no haireon his face, 
to witnelle hima man, vvho had done aQs beyond thedegree of aman, and to 3 5 
lookewith a certaine almoſt baſhfull kinde of modeſtie, as if hee feared rliceyes 
of men, vvho vvas vnmooued with' ſight of the moſt horrible countenances 
of death ; and as if nature had miftaken her worke co haue a «Marſes hearr 
ina Cupids bodie: All charbeheld him (and all that mightbeholde him, did be- 
hold him) madetheir eyes quicke mefſengerstotheir mindes , that there they had 46 
ſcene the vttermoſt chat in mankind might beſeen. T helike wonder Palladirs had 
before ſtirred, but that Dajphantue, as younger & newer come, had gotten now the 
aduancage in the moiſt and fickle impreſsion of cye-ſight. Bur while all men (fa- 
uing poore Argalus) made the ioicof their eyes ſpeake for their hearts rowards 
Dajphantus : Fortune(thar belike was bid totharbanquer, & meant then to play the 45 
good fellow ) brought apleaſant aduenture among them.

For hauing in the beginning of Pyrocles ſpeech which defended 
his ſolitarines, framed in his mindea replieagainſtir,inthepraiſe of honourableaQi- 
on, in ſhewingtharſuchakind of contemplation is buta' glorious titleroid!enefſe;, 35 
that ination amandid noronly better himſelfe but benefit others; thatithe'gods 
would not hauedeliucred a ſoulc into the body, which hath armes arid legges, oily 
- Inſtruments of doing, but thar it were-intended the 'mind ſhould-imploy them, 
and thac the mind ſhould beſt know his owne good or evill by praQtiſe, which 
knowledge was the only way to increalethe one, 'and'corre&the other : beſides z5 
many other arguments, whiehtthe plemifulneſſe ofithe matter yeelded to the 
 ſharpencſſeofhis wir. When hee found P3racles leaue that , and fall into ſuchi'in 
affected prailing of che place, heelefc iclikewiſe, and ioyated wich him therein*be- 
. cauſe he found him in that humourverer more tore of pifrion;zandeven thus kind- 
ly embracing him, he ſaid : Your words are ſich (nobtecolin) ſo ſiveetly and fironpsyo 
ly handicdinthepraiſe of folicarinefſe, asthiey would nike me likewiſe yecldn 
felfe vp into irghur char the lame words make me knowe;itiismore Dleanreo emit | 
che companic of him that can ſpeake ſach words, then byſiich words tobe perſiva- 
ded tofollow ſolitrrinefſe. And enen ſodoTgiue youlete( ſweete Pfrories)everto

20 with inuiting them coche hunting of a goodly tagge ,, which being hatboured in 2 
woodthercby, he hoped would maketticm good port, and driue away ſomeparrof 
Daiphantas melancholy. They condiſcended, and ſo'going to their lodgings, fur- 
niſhed themſelues asliked them, Deiphants; writingafew words which heleft ſcaled 
inaletreragainſttheir returne; I gc £43 ORIBD © 43 11h 14203] RE 
25 Thenwentthey together abroad the good Kilindey entertaining chem wich plex 
fantdiſcourſing, how well he loued the ſpott of hating ; when hewas a yong man, 
how much in the compariſon thereof he difdained all-chamber delights, that che 
Sunne ( how greataiourney ſoeuer he had ro make) could never preveht him with 
carlineſſe, nor the Moone.(with her ſober countenance) diſſwade him from war- 
30 chibg ill niidnight for che deeres feeding. O, faid he, you will never liueromyage, 
without you keepe your ſelucsin breath with exerciſe, andin hearc with ioyfulneſle* 
roo much thinking doth conſume che ſpirirs , and of ir falles out; that while one 
thinks,too much of his doing,. he teaues to do the effe& of histhinking : Then 
ſpared he not to remember, . how much  Arcadis was changed: ſince His youth: 
35 aRiuitie and good fellowſhip being nothing in the price it was: then held in, 
but according tothe natureof theold growing world, ſtil worſeand worſe. Then 
would he teltchem ſtorics of ſuch gallantsas he had knowne:: andfo with plealanc 
company beguiled che tirhes haſt, and fhortned the wayeslength , till they came co 
theſideof the wood, where the hounds werein couples ſtayingrheir comming,bur 
46 witha whining accent crauing libertie: many of them incolourand markes fo re- 
ſembling , thar ic ſhewed they were of one kind. The huntſmnen handſomely at- 
tired in their greene liucries, as though they were children of ' Summer, with 
ftnues in their hands co beare the guiltlefſe earth, when che hounges were ar 2 
fault, and with hornes about their neckes., to ſound analarumvpon a fille fagi- 
45 tive. The hounds were ftraighr vncoupled, and ere long the Stagge thoughe ic 
better ro truſt to the nimbleneſſe of his feere,, rhento the lender forrificationof his

The wood ſeemed toconſpire with them a» 
gainſt his owne Citizens, diſperſingtheirnoiſcthroughall his quarters, andeucnthe 
Nymph Eccholeftro bewailethe loſſe of Nerciſses , and becamea hunter. Bur the 
Staggewas intheend ſo hotly purſued, thar ( leauing his flight hee was driucn co Io 
make courage of deſpaire ;and ſo tarning his head, made the hounds ( with change of 
ſpeech ) ro reſtifierhar he was ar a bay : as if from hor purſuite of theirenemy they 
wereſuddenly come toa pony. | | 

But Kalender ( by his skill of coaſting thecountrey) was among the firſt that came 
in to the beſieged Deere z whom when ſome of the younger fort would haue kil- I 5 
ted wich theirfwordes , he would nor ſaffer : but witha Croſſe-bow ſentadeathro 
chepoore beaſt, who with tcares ſhewed chevnkindneſſe he tooke of mans cruelrie. 

But by therime thatche whole company was aſſembled , and that the Staggehad 
beſtowed him (elfe liberally among rhem thathad killed him, Daiphantes was miſt: 
for whom Palladivs'carefully enquiring, nonewes could bee giuen him, but by 26 
enethar ſaid, he thoughthee was returned home ; forthar heemarkchim, in the 
chiefeof the hunting, takea by way, which might lead co Kalanders houſe. T hatan- 
{were for the time ſatisfying , and they having performedalldutics, as well for the 
Stagges funerall, as the hounds triumph, they returned: ſomeralking of the farnefſe 
of the Decres body ; ſome of the faireneſſe of his head; ſomeof the hounds cunning; 25 
ſomcoftheirſpeede ; and ſomeof their cry : till comming home _ thetimerthac 
thecandles begin co inhericthe Sunnes office )they found Daiphantws wasnotro be 
found, VWherear Palladins greatly marueclling, anda day or twopasſing , whilenei- 
ther ſearch nor inquirie could heſpe him to knowledge, atlaſthee lighted vpon che 
letter, which Pyrocles had written before heewent a hunting, andleftin his ſtudy a- 39 
mong other of his writings. Thelctter was direcd to Palladias himſclfe,and contat 
ned theſe words; 

My onely friend, violence of loue leades me into ſucha courſe, whereof your 
knowledge may much morevexe you,then helpe me. Therefore pardon my concea- 
ling ic from you; ſince, if Iwrong you, itisinthcreſpe&T beareyou. Returneimro 35 
Theſsalia, I pray you, as full of good fortune, as Iam of defire :andif Tliuc, I will in 
ſhorttime follow you ;if Idie, louemy memory. 5% 

This was all,and this Palladius read twiſe or thriſ ouer. Ah (ſaid he) Pyrocles,what 
meanes thisalreration? what hauc I deſerued of rhee,ro be thus baniſhed of thy coun- 
ſels?Heretoforel haueaccuſcdthe ſca,codemned the Pirates,& hated my euil fortune, 49 
that depriued meof thee;bur now thy (elf is the ſea, which drownes my comforr,thy 
ſelfe is the Pirac that robsthy (clfe fr6 me:thy own wil becomes my euil fortune. Then 
turned he hjs choughtsto all formes of gheſles that mighr lighc vpon the purpoſe 
and courſe of Pyroeles: for he wasnotlo ſure by his words, thatitwas loue,ashe was 
doubtfull where the loue was. One time he thought, ſome beautie in Laconia had lay-45 
ed hold of his cies zanothertime he feared, that ir mightbe Parthenjas cxcellency, 
 w® had broken che bands of al formerrcſolution;but the more hethought,themore 

hcknew not what tothinke, armies of obieRions riſing againſtany acceptedopinion.

Then as carcfull he was whatto doehimſelfe: ar length determibed, neuerrs 
leaueſecking him., till his ſearch ſhould beeirher by meering accompliſhed, ork 
deathended. T herfore(foralithe vnkindnes bearingrenderreſpeR; that his friends 
ſecrerdercrminatis ſhould bekept from any ſuſpicion iniothers) he wenreo Kelis 
5  der,androldhim; that head teceineda meflagefromihisfriend, by which hevvn< 
© derſtood he vvasgone back again inroZacamia, about ſome matters grearly impor: 
ting che pooremen,whoſeproreRion he had vudertaken, & rhacit vvas in apyfort 
fic for him, to follow him, yerin ſuch pricatevvile, as norto be knowne, and hac 
therefore he vvouldas thenbid bim farewell: arming dimlelfe inablacke armour: 
10 45cithet abadge,orprognoſtication of his minde: andraking onely with him-good 
ſtorc of money, anda few choiſe iewels, leauing thegrexeſtnumber ofthem., and 
moſt of his apparel with Alander:which hedidpartly togiuethe morecauſeroK- 
lender roexpett thicir returne, and (o to be the lels curiouſly inquiſitiueafter them? 
and.partly to leave thoſe honourablechankes vaio him, for his charge and kinds 
1 5 nefſe, vvhich hee knevy hee would no other vvaic receiue. The good ofde man 
hauing ncither realon rodiſſwade, nor hope toperfwade, receiued the things, vvith 
mindeofa keeper,norof an owner; but before he went, deſired he might haueche 
happinefle, fully ro knovve vvhar they vvere:which he ſaid, he had ever till then de- 
layed, fearing to beany wayimportune:burtiow hecould not beſo muchanenemy 
20 tohisdelires as any longer toimpriſon them in ſilences Palladwws rold him, thatthe 
matter vvasnorfoſecrer, burthar (o vvorthyatriend deferued cheknowledpe, and © 


ſhould hauc irasſoone as he might pocknepich his friend: without whoſcconſene 

(becauſe theirpromiſc bound him otherwiſe) he could not reueale ic: but bad him 

hold for moſtaſſured, thar if chey lived buta while, he ſhould finde,tharthey which 

25 barethenamesof Dajpheantusand Palladius, would giuehim and his cauſerothinke 

his noble courreſie well imploycd.” Klander would preſſe him no furcher, bur defi- 

_ ring thar hee might haue leauc to goe, or at' leaſt roſend his ſonne and/ſeruants 

wich him, Palladizs brake offal ceremonies, by telling himzhis caſe ſtood ſo,thar his 

greateſt fawour ſhould be in making leaſt adoof his parting. Wherewich &s/andex 

39 knowing it ro be more cumberthen carreſie,coftriue,abſtained from further vrging 
him, bur nor from hearty mourning the lofſcof lo ſweete aconuerſarion. 

Onely Clitophon by vehement importuniry obtainedto goe with him, ro come 
againe to Daiphantus , vwuhom hee named and accounted his Lord. And in ſuch 
priuare guiſe departed Palladixs, though having a companion to talke "_— 

35 yer talking much more with vakindnes. And firſt they vvent to Mantines, wh 
becauſe Partheniawvas, hce ſuſpected there might be ſomecauſeof hisabode. Bur 
finding there no newesof him, hee vventto Tegea, Ripa, Eniſpe, Stimphalus, and 
Phenews, famous for the poiſonous Stygian water, &throughall thereſt of Arcadia; 
making their eyes, their cares, and their tongues ſerue almoſt for nothing, bur 

40 thar enquiry. Bur they could knovv nothing burthar in none of thole places hee 
vvas knowne. And ſo vvent they, making oneplace ſucceede to another , in like vn- 
certaine torheir ſcarch,many rimesencountring ſtrange aduentures, worthy co be _ 
regiſtred intheroules of fame ; bur this may nocbe omitted. Asthey paſt ina plea- 
lantvalley(ofcither ſide of vvhich high hils lifced vp their bectle-browes, as if they 

45 vwouldouerlookethe pleaſancneſſe of their vnder-proſpeA)rhey vvere by the dain- 
tineſſe ofthe place, &the wearines of chemielues, inuited tolight from their horles; 
andpulling off their birs,thatthey might ſomthing refreſh theirmourhes vponi the 
grallc (yvhich plencifully grew , brought vp vnder che careof rhoſevvell ==5 
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trocs) they themſelues layed themdowne hard yo murmuring muſicke ofcer- 
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tainc waters, vvhich poured out of theſideof che hils,andinthe botrome ofcheva- 
lic made of many ſpringsa prettie brooke, likeacommen-wealth of many families: 
but vvhen pada while hearkencdtothe perſwaſionof ileepe, they roſe,and 
walktonward inthac ſhady place,cill Clirophow cſpicd apecceofarmour,and nor far x - 
off another peece :and ſo the ſighr ofone pecce teaching him tolooke for more; he 
atlength foundall, wich _ and ſhicld, by the deuice whereof, vvhich yvas 
ſtraight knevy itro be the armourofhiscolin,the 


noble Amphialss. Whercupon ( fearing ſome inconuenience hapned vmohim)ho 


cold both his doubt and cauſc of his doubeto Palladiws, who (con(ideringthereot) 16 
choughrbeſtco makeno longer ſtay , bur co follow on: leaſt perchance ſome vio+ 
lence were offerd ro ſo worthy a Knight, whom che fame ofthe world ſeemed toſer 
in ballance with any Knighc liuing. Yer wicha ſuddenconceipt,hauing long borne 
great honour roche nameof Amphiales, Paladins rhought beſt rorake thararmour, 
thinking thereby to learne by them thac ſhould knowe chararmour,ſome newcsof 1 5 
Amphialas,and ycrnot hinder himinthe arch of Dejphantastoo. So hee by the 
helpof Chrophon quickly pur onthatarmour, wherofthere was no one pcece wan- 
ring,though hacked in ſome places,bewraying ſome fightnor long ſince paſſed.” It 
was ſomthing roo great,bur yet (erued well inough. And ſogettingoncthcir horſes, 
clcy crauelled bucalitcle way , vvhen in opening of the mouch ofthevalley into 20 
faire field, they merwith acoach drawne with foure milke-white horſes furniſhed 
allin blacke,with ablacka More boy vpan euery horle,they all appareſicdin white, 
the coachirlelfe very richly furniſhed with blacke and white. Bur before they could 
comeſdneareasto diſcern what vvas within, there came running vpon them aboue 
adoſen horſemen , whocried co themto yeeld themſelues priloners, orelle they 2 5 
ſhould dic. But Pal{adius not accuſtomed to grant oner the poſſeſsion of himſclte 
vponſo vniuſt cicles;vvith (word drawne, gaucthem fo rudcananſwere, thar di- 
uerſe ofthem neucr had breath co reply againe: forbeing well backe by Clirophos, 
and hauing an excellent horſevnder hirh, when he was ouerpreſt by ſome, heauoi- 
ded them,&ererh'other thonghcofir, puniſhed in him his fellowes faulrs : and fo 39 
Cither vvith cunningor with force,or rather witha cunning force, left none of them 
either liuing, or able co make his life ſerue ro others hurr. Which being done, he 
approached the coach,aſſuringthe black boies chey ſhould haue no hurt, who were 
elſe ready to haue run away : and looking into thecoach, hee found in theoneend a 
Lady of great beauty,& ſucha beaury,as ſhewed forth the beames both of wiſedom 3 5 
and good nature, butallas muchdarkned,as might be, wich ſorrow. In the other, 
two Ladies ( who by their demeanure ſhewed well, they were her ſeruants) hold- 
ing before them apiQurezin which wasa goodly Gentleman (whom he knew not) 
painted. hauing intheir faces a cerraine waiting ſorrow , their cyes being infeted 
with heir miſtres weeping. Bur, the chiefe Lady hauing not ſo much as once heard 40. 
the noiſe of this confli(fo had ſorrow cloſed vp all the entries of her mind, &loue 
ciedher ſenſes to that belov'd piture)now the ſhadow ofhim falling vps the picture 
made her caſt vp hereye, and ſeeing chearmour which coo well ſhe knew, think- 
ing him tobe Amphialss che Lord of her deſires ( bloud comming more freely in- 
to her cheekes,asthough ic would be bold, and yer there growing new againe pale 4 5

place; theaged and vercuous Timvthens, who(hauing heard ofhisſonnes ſodaine and 
paſionate mannerof patring from my Court) had followed him as ſpeedily as he 25 
could; butalas nor ſo ſpeedily, but chat he found him-dead before he: could ouertake * 
him, Though my hearr be nothing but a ſtage for Tragedies; yer I muſt confeſle, 
itis even vnableto beare the miſerable repreſentation thereaf : knowing Arphialus 
and Timothersas I hane done.

For this cauſe 
have left my countrey, purring in hazard how my people will intime deale by me, 
aduenturing what perils or diſhonors might enſue, onely to followhim, wbopro- 
claimeth hare againſt me , and to bring my neckvmrohim, if tharmayredetinemy 
treſpaſſeand aſlwage his furie. And now fir ( aid ſhe) you have yout requeſt, [pray 
you take paines to guide merothe next rowne , that there I may gather iuchot my 
company againe,as your valour hath left me. Palladrus willingly condiſcended:burere 
they began togo, therecame Cltophox, who having bene ſomething hurt by one of 
chem, bad purlued him a good way : atlengthouertaking him, and ready to kit him, 


4 to vnderſtood they were icruantstothe faire Queene Helex, and that che cauſe of this

enterpriſe was for nothing, bur to make 4mphialu: priloner, whom they knew their 
miſtrefle ſought; for ſhe concealed herſorrow,nor cauſe of her ſorrow from no body; 


But Clirophen (veric (ory for this accident)came back to comforrthe Queene,hel- 13 


ping ſuchas were hurr, inthe beſt ſort that he could;and framing friendly conſtrus 
ions of this raſhly vnder-rtaken enmitie, whEin comes another(tilthattimevnſeen) 
allarmed, with his beuer downe, who firſt looking roundabout vpon the company; 
as ſooneas he ſpiced Palladiws, he drew his ſword, and making no other prologue, ler 
flieat him. Bur Palladius (ſorie for ſo much harmeas hadalreadic happened) ſought 
rather torectire, and ward , thinking he mighr be ſome one thar belonged rothefaire 


+9 Queecne, wholecaſein his heart he piried. Which Clophonſeeing, teprbetweene 
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chem, asking thenew comeknighr the cauſe of his quarell; whoanſwered him, thar 
he would kill that theefe, who had ſtolen'away his maiſters armour; if hedidnorre- 
ſtoreir. With that Palladixslookt vpon him , and ſaw thar he ofthe other fide had 
Palladzus own armour vpon him : truely. (ſaid Palladizs )it I have ſtolen thisarmour, 
youdid nor buy thar : bur you ſhall not fight with me vpon ſachaquarell, you ſhall 
have this armour willingly, which I did onely put on to do honor tothe owner: 
But C/;zophon ſtraight knew by his words and voice,thar ic was 1/menzs the faithfull 
and diligent Pageof _AUmphialu: :and therefore telling him that he was Clzophoy, 
and willing himroacknowledge his error totheother , who deſerued allhenor;the 
yong Gentleman pulled off his hcad-peece, and (lighting) went to kiſle Palladius 
hands ; deſiring him to pardon his follie, cauſed by extreatne griefe, which eafilie 
might bring foorth anger. Sweet Gentleman ( ſaid Palladiiz) you ſhall onely make 
methisamends, that youſhallcarie this your Lords armour from meero him; and 
tellhim from an vnknowneknight ( who admires his worthineſſe) that he cannorcaſt 
agreater miſt over his gloric, then by being vakind ro ſo excellent a Princeſle as 
this Queeneis. 7/3vens promiſed he would as ſooneas he durſt find his maiſter: and 
with that wentrodoe his dueticto the Queene, whom inall theſe encounrersaſto- 
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with thedumbe counſeller, as if they might comforrone another in their miſcries.' 

Bur my Lord hauing ſpied me, roſe vp in ſuch rage, thatin'cruth I feared he would 
killme : yerasthen he ſaid onely,if I would nordilplcaſe him I ſhould nor comeneere: 
him tillhe ſent for me : roo harda commaundement formerodilobey : I yeelded, 

leauing himonely waited on by his dog, andas I chinkeſeeking ourthe molt ſolitary 5; . 
places, thatthis orany other countriecangraunt him:andI returning where he had 
left his armour, found another in ſteede thereof, and (diſdaining I muſt confeſſe thar 
any ſhould beare the armour of the beſt Knightliving ) armed my lelfe therein to

With thar ( ſobbing ) ſhe deſired to be conduRted tothe next rowne, where Palla. 
dius lefcher to be waited on by Clitophon, ar Palladius carneſt entreatic , whodeſired 
alone totakethar melancholy courie of ſecking his friend : and therefore changing 
armours againe with 7/menus (who went withal toacaſtle belonging to his mailter ) 
he continued hisquelt for his trend Daiphantus, i5 

SodireQed he his courſe ro Lacoma, alwellamong the Helots, as Spartans. There 
indcede he found his fame flouriſhing, his monuments engraued in Marble, and yer 
more durably in mens memories 3 but the vniverſall lamcnting his abſented pre- 
ſence; aſſured him of his preſenrabſence.: Thence into che Elear province, ro lee 
whether at che Olympian games ( therc celebrated ) he might in ſuch concourſe 29 
bleſſe his eyes with ſo deſired an encounter : bur that hugeand ſportfull aſſemblic 
grew to hima tedious lonelinefle, eſtecming no bodie found, ſince Daiphantus was 
loſt. Afterward hepaſled through _A1chataand Sicyonia, to the Corinthians, prowde 
of their two Seas, to learne whether by the ſtreight ofthar 1/hmws, irwerepolsible 
roknow ot his paſſage. Bur finding cuery place more dumbethen other to his de- 25 
maunds,andremembring thar it was late-taken loue, which had wrought this new 
courſe, he returned againe ( after two moneths trauailein vaine)to make a freſh 
ſearchin Arcadia ; ſomuchrhemore, as then firſt he bethoughthimſclfeof thept- 
Qtureof Philoclea,which (reſembling her he had once loued)) mightperhaps awake a- 

+ gaincthar ſleeping paſsion. And having alreadie paſt ouer the greateſt part of 4rca- 39 
dia, one day comming vnder the ſide of the pleaſant mountaine Merals, his horle 
(nothing guiltic of his inquiſitiueneſſe) with flar-tyring taught him, thar diſcreete 
ſtayes make ſpecdietourneis. And therforelighting down,and vnbridling his horſe, 
hehim ſeife wentto repoſe him (clfcina lictle wood he ſaw thate by. Where lying 
vndertheprotreftionof a ſhadierree, with intention to make forgetting ſleepe com- 35 
fortaſorrowfull memorie, helawa ſight which perlwaded, and obrained of hiseies, 
that they would abide yer awhile open. Itwasthe appcaring of a Ladic, who be- 
cauſc ſhe walked with herſide roward him, he could nor perfeRtly ſee her face 3 but ſo 

-much he mightſceof her,thar wasa ſuretie for the reſt, that all was excellenr. 

; Well mighr he perceive the hanging of her hairein faireſt quantitic, inlockes 49 
ſomecurled, and ſome as it wereforgotten, wich ſucha cireleſſecare, and anartſo hi- 
dingart, that ſhe ſeemed ſhe wouldlay them fora pattern , wherber nature ſimply, 
or nature helped by cunning, berthe more excellent :the reſt whereof was drawne 
Iintoa coroner of gold richly ſet withpearle, and lo ioynedall over withgold wiers 
andcouered with feathers of diuerscolours, thar it was nor vnlike toanhelmer, ſuch 4 5 
a glittering ſhewe it bare,and ſo brauely it was held vp from the head. Vpon her body 
ſhe warea doublet of Skie colour ſattin, couered with plates of gold, and asit were

His wife in graue Matrom-like attire, with countcnanceand geſture ſutable, and 
of ſuch faircnefſe (being in the ftrengch of her age )as if her daughters had not 
bene by, might with iuſt price haue purchaſed admiration; burthey being there, 
25 it was enough chat the moſt dainty eye'wouldthinke her a worthy morherofiſuch 
children.

lantas was, having never knowne him further then by xeporcofhisgoediuſting,in 
ſo muchas hewas commonly called, Thefairemanof armes, Faſil:45toid her that 
he had had occaſion by one very inward with him,to know in partthcdiſcourle of 
hislife,which was that he was baſtard-brother co the faire Helen QuecnofCorinth; 15 
and deerely eſteemed of her for his exceeding good parts, being hongrablic cour- | 
rcous, and vyrongleſ]y valiant, conſiderately pleaſanc in converſation, and an cx 
cellent courticr-vvithout vnfaithfulneſle;zvvho finding his ſiſters vaperſwadeable 
melancholy,through the loue of Amphralas , had fora time left her court,and gone 
into Zaconrm : wherein the warre againſt the Helots,he had gotten thereputarionof 29 
one,thar both durſt and knew.Bur as it was rather choiſe then nature, char led him * 
ro marrers of armes,fo as ſooneas the ſpur of honor ceaſed, hee willingly reſted in 
peaccable delights,being beloved inall companics for hislouely qualities, and (as 
a man may tearme it) winning cheerfulneſs,wherby ro the Princeand Court of La, _ 
conia,nonc was more agreeablethen Phalantws:and he nor giuen greatly ro ſtruggle 2 5 
vvich his ownediſpoſition, followed the gentle currant of ir, hauinga fortune ſuthcj- © * 
entto content,and he content with a ſufficient fortune. But inthat court heſaw, & 
vyasacquainted with this Arfeſia, vvhole beaucie he now defends, became her ſer- 
uant, faid himſelfe,and perchauncethought himſclfe hcrlouer. Bur certainely, ſaid 
Baſil:us, many rimes it falles our, that thele yong companions make themſelnes be» 39 
leeue they loucart the firſtliking of alikely beautie; louing , becauſethey will love 
for want of orher bulineſſe,nor becauſerhey feele indeedethar diuinepower,which 
| makesthe heart find a reaſon in paſsion: and ſo(God knowes Jas inconſtantly leaue 
vponthe next chaunce that beautie caſtes before them. Sothereforeraking loue 
vpon him like a faſhion, he courted this Ladie Arteſia,vvho wasas fit to pay himin Z5F 
his owne monyas might be. For ſhe thinking ſhe did vvrong to her beauticifſhe 
vvcrenot proud of ir,called her diſdaine of him chaſtitic, and placed her honour in 
liccle ſerting by his honouring her: dercermining neuerto marry, buthim, vvhom 
ſhe chought worthy of her: and that vvasone, in vvhom all worthineſſes yverc har- 
boured. And to this conceipt not only nature had bent her, but the bringing vp ſhe 49 
received at my ſiſter in law Cecropia,had confirmed her: who having in her widow- 
hood taken this young Arteſiainto her charge ; becauſe her father had beneadeare 
friend of her dead husbands, had taught hero thinkethar there is no wildome bur 
in including both heauenand earth in ones felfe : and thacloue, curteſie; grateful- 
neſle, friendſhip, and all other vertuesare ratherto be taken on , then taken in ones 45 
tele: And fo goodadilciple ſhe found of her,thar liking the fruits ofher own plan- = 
ting, ſhe was content ( if ſo her ſonne could haue liked of ic) co have wiſhed herin 
marriage tomy Nephew ,4mphialas, But I thinke that deſire hath loſt ſome of his

Andthere afterthe war ofthe Helots,this Knight Phalantes, (atleaſt for tongue- 
delight) made himſcltc her ſeruant:and ſhe (o little caring, as not ro ſhevy millike 
thereof, vvas content onely to be nored ro hauea notable ſeruant.: For traely:one 
in my court neerely acquainted vvith him, vvichin theſe few daies made meaplea-

For ſhe madecarneſt benefite of his ieſt, forcing him in reſpe& of his profelſsion, 
todo her ſuch ſeruices,as were both cumberſomeand coſtly vnto him, while he fall 
thought he went beyond her, becauſe his hearrdid not commir theidolarrie; :So 
chaclaſtly, ſhe (I thinke)hauing in mind co make the fame of her beauty an oratout

kio.And now hath healready paſſed the courts of Zaconia, Eli, Argos &Corintb : 
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(as many times it happes)chata good pleader makesa bad cauſe ro preuaile;ſo hath 

his Launce brought captiucs to the triumph of Arteſias beautie, ſuch, as though 
Arteſia be among the faireſt, yer in that companie were to haue the preheminencee 
for in thoſe courts many knights (thar had bene inother farre countries)defended 
ſachasthey had ſeencand likedin their crauaile : burtheirdefence had bene ſuch, as 5 
they had forfaired the piftures of their Ladies, to giuea forcedfalſcreſtimonicro 
LArteſias excellencie.

But Iaſſurcyou,if Ithought it not indueand true conſideration an in- 
iurious ſeruice and churliſh curtcſie, roput the danger of ſonoblea ticle in the deci- 
ding of ſuch adangerleſs combat, I would make yong maſter Phalantws know, that x5 
yourcies can ſharpen a blunt Launce,and that age, which my gray haires(onlygor- 
ten by the louing care of others)makeſeeme morethen itis,hath nordiminiſhed in 
methe power to proteQ an vndeniable veritie. Witch that he buſtled vp himſelfe, as 
though his heart would fainc haue walked abroad Zelwane withan inward {miling 
gaue him outward thanks, deſiring him to reſerue his force for worthier cauſes. So x g 
paſsing their timeaccording to their vvoont,they waited forthe comming of Pha- 
lantus, whothe next morning havingalready cauſed his tentsto bepirched, neere 
roa faire tree hard by the Lodge , had vpon the tree made a ſhield robehanged vp, 
which the defendant ſhould ſtrike, that would call him tothe maintaining hischal- 
lenge. T he 1-wpreſa inthe ſhield ; vvasa heauen full of ſtarres, vvith a ſpeech ſigni 26 
fying,tharit vvas the beauty which gaue it the praiſe. 

Himſelfe came in next aftcr atriumphantchariot, madeof Carnationveluet, en- 
riched withpurleand pearle, vvherein Arteſia fate, drawne by foure winged horſes 
with artificiall flaming mouths, and fiery wings,as if ſhe had newly borowed them 
of Phebws.Before her marched, rwo after two, certaine foormen pleafantlyarrired, 25 
who between them held one piQure afteranother of them, that by Phalantas vvell 
running had loſttheprize in the race of beauty , andateuery pacethey ſtayed, rur- 
ning the piftures tocach ſide, ſo fcaſurely, that with perfe& iudgement they might 
bediſcerned. T he firſt that camein( following the order of thetime wherein chey 


- hadbeen wonne)wasthe piture of 4»dromanas,Queen of 1beria;zwhom a Laconian 30 


Knight hauing ſometime (and vvith ſpeciall fauour) ſerued, (though ſome yeeres 
ſincerecurned home) with morcgratefulneſſethen good fortune defended. Bur 
rhercin Forfuxe had borrowed wit; for indeede ſhe was not comparableto Arteſia; 
not becauſe ſhe wasa good deale elder ( fortime had not yet bcenable to impoue- 
riſh her ſtore thereof ) bur an exceeding red haire vvith ſmall eyes,did (like ill com- 35 
panions) diſgrace the otherafſemblies of moſt commendable beauties.

Burdiucrs beſides theſe (faid Baſihes) hath Phalentss 3 5 
wonne, bur he leaues chereſt,carryingonly ſuch, vvhocither for greatnes ofcſtate, 
or of beauty, may iuſtly glorific the glory of _Arreſies triumph. 
T hus talked Baſilins with Zelmane, glad comake any macter fubiett ro ſpeake of 
with his miſtreſs, while Pbalazt#5inthis pompous maner, brought Arreſia with her 
gentlewomanincoone Tent, by which he had another : vvherethey both wayted 49 
who would firſt trikevpon the ſhield, vvhile Baſeliws the Indgeappointed Ric 
and trumpets,to whom the other ſhould obey.

filizs him(clfe was content, not onely toſuffer, bur tobe delighted with he carried 


10 itin ſo honourableand open plaineneſle ;ſetring ro his loue no other marke,thenro 


doe her fairhfull ſeruice. But neyrhcrher faire piQure,nor his faire running, could 
warrant him fromouerthrow,and herfrom becommingasthenche laſtof Arteſues 
victories: a thing Gymecias vertues wouldlictle haue reckoned atanother time, nor 
then,if Ze/mane had nor ſeene ir. Bur her champion wentaway aſmuch diſcomfor- 


x5 ted,as diſcomfired.

complaints within ic ſelfe , thar whileall his ſenſes wereartentiuerherero, cunning 
Iudges might perceiuc his mind: ſo thar he was known to loue though hedenied, or 
rather was the better known, becauſe he denied ir. Hisarmour& his attire was of a 
Sea colour, his »prefe,the fiſh called Sepie,which being inthe ner,caſtsa blackink ;5 
abour it ſelfe, rhar in the darknefle thereof ir may ſcape: his word was,Not ſo.Philo- 
cleas pifture withalmoſt an idolatrous magnificence was borne in by him. Buc 
ſtraighticalouſic was a harbinger for diſdaine in Ze/manes heart, when ſhe ſaw any. 
(but herſelfe) ſhould be anowed a champion for Philoelea: in ſo much char ſhee 
wiſhc his ſhatne, till ſhe ſaw him ſhamed : for at the ſecond courſe hee was ſtriken ; 
quice from our of che ſaddle,lo full of griete,& rage withal,that he would fain wich 
the ſword hauc reuenged it :bur that being contrary ro the order ſer down, Beſolirss 
 woldnotſuffer zſothar wiſhinghimſelfin the bottom of che earth, he went his way, 
leauing Zelmaneno lcſſeangry with hisloſſe, then ſhe would have beene wich bis 
vicory.Forifſherhought before ariualspraiſe would haneangred her, her Ladies 20 
diſgrace did make her much more forger what ſhe chen thought,while char paſsion 
raigned ſo much the more, as ſhe ſaw apretty bluſh in Philscheas cheekes bewray a 
modeſt diſcontentment.But the night commanded rruceforthole ſports, and Pha-.

forthe had euergone ſince the feare Zelmaene had put himin. Bur he noſooner ſaw: 
her, but with headand armes he laid his renerenceafore her , enough totiauc made 
any man forſweareall curtcſie, And then in Boſilius name he didinuice her ro walk 


 downe totheplace,where that day they were to hauethe paſtorals. 


Bur when he ſpicd Maſidorus ro be none of the ſhepheardsallowedin rtharplace, ro 
hewould faine haue perſwaded himſelfc ro vtrer ſome anger, bur tharhedurſtnorz 
yer murtering & champing,asrhogh his cud croubled him,he gane occaſion ro Ma- 
ſidorusto come neare him,and feinerhis raleof his ownelife : That be wasa youn- 
gerbrother of the ſheepheard Menaleas,by name Dorws,ſentby hisfacher in his ten- 
der age tO Athens,there to learneſome cunning morethen ordinaric, chart hemighe x5 
be che bertcr liked of the Prince: and that after his fachers death,his brother AMenal= 
c45 (lately gonethicher co ferch him home) was alſo deceaſed :where (vpon his 
death) hehad charged him ro'ſeeke the leruice of Dametas;and to be wholly & cuer: 
guided by him,as one in whoſe tudgement &integrity rhe Prince had fingularcon- 
fidence.Forroken whereof, he gauc ro Dametas a good ſam of gold in ready coine,.2g 
w*Þ Menalcas had bequeathed vnto him, vpen condirion he ſhold receive this poor 
Dorws into his ſcruice,that his mindand maners might grow the better by his daily 
example.Dametas,thart ofall mancr of ſtile could beſt conceiue of goldeneloquece,

him good maners. Andeuen thanks tothar beautic, anſwered Zelmene, which cag 
giue anedgetotheblunteſt ſwords. T here Philoclearold herfacher howithad haps 16 
ned:buras ſhe had tuthed hereycsin her rale to Zelmane, ſheperceived fom'bloud . 
vpon Zelmanes ſhoulder,ſorhar ſtarting with che louely graceof picie, ſheeſhewed 
ic toherfather and mother; who, as thenurſe ſometimes with ouer-muchkifiing 
may forgertogiucthe babe ſucke, ſo had they withtoo muchdelighting;in behol- 
ding and praiſing Zelwane, left offto marke whether ſhe needed ſuccour. But then 1 5

Io theplace wherel lay, ſo behaved himlclf, chatthe firſt ſight I had (wheii Irhought 
my ſelfealready neareChareys ferrie) was the:ſhepheard ſhewing me hisbloudie 
knife in token of viQorie, I pray you (laid Zeimaye, ſpeaking to Derss,whoſevalour 
ſhe was carefullto hauemaniteſted)in whatſorr, ſoil weaponed,could you archicue 
this cnterpriſe?Noble Lady, ſaid Dora, the manet:afthele beaſts fightitig wich any 

I5 man, is toſtand ypon char hinder feet; and ſo this did, and being rs ro gite 
mea ſhrewd embracemenc,I thinkethe God Pax (cuer carefulof thechic bleſsings 
of Arcadia) guided my hand ſo iuſt tothe hearrofthe beaſt,chit neither ſheecould 
once touch me,nor (which is the onely matter inthis worchy remembrance)breed 
any danger tothe Princeſſe. For my part, I am rather (With all ſubie&ed humble- |

of mirth,ſomewhat ſhe (miled and thus (pake on's When(faid ſhe) Dor#s made mee 
aſſuredlypercciuc,thar all cauſcof feare was paſſed ( thetruthis) I wasaſhamedro 
39 find my felfe alone with this ſhepheard ; and therefore looking abour me, if Icould 
ſeany body; atlengrh we both perceived thegentle Dametas, lying wich his head 
and breaſt as far as hecould chruſt himſelfe inroabuſh, drawing vp his legs as cloſe. 
vnto himas hecould : for, likea manof a very kind nature , ſoonero takepitty of 
himſelfe, he was full reſolued notto ſee his owne death. And when this ſhepheard

T his Baſi/5ws(hauing the quicke ſence of a louer) rooke, as though his Miftrefle 
had giuen hima ſecret reprehenſion, that he had not ſhewed moregratefulneſle co 
Dorss; and therefore ( as nimbly as hee could) enquired of his cftace, adding pro- 
miſe of great rewards:among the reſt, offering to him, if he vvould excerciſe his cou- 19 
rage inſouldierie, hee vvould commit ſome charge vntohim vnder his Licutenant 
Ph:lanax. But Dorus(whoſe ambition climed by another aire ) having firſt aniwe- 
red touching his cſtate,thar he vvas brother tothe ſhepherd Menalcas;whoamong - 
other,was wont co relort to the-Princes preſence, and exculed his going to ſovuldi- 
eric,by che vnaptneſſe he foundin himſelfe that ways he told Beſi/r#6, that his bro- x 5 
cherin his laſt rcſtament had willed him to ſcrue Dameras;and therefore(forduc o-. 
bediencetherunto)be would think his ſeruice greatly rewarded, if he might obrain 
by that meancroliuc inthe ſighrof his Prince, and yer praftile his owne choſenvo- 
cation. Baſiliws(liking vvel his goodly ſhapeand handſome manner) charged Dame- 
tas to receiue him likeatonne into his houſe ;{aying, that his valour, and Cameras 20 
truth vvould be good bulwarkes againſt ſuch milchiefcs, as (he ſticked nor to ſay ) 
vverc threatned to his daughter Pamela. | 

Dametas, no whit out of countenance vvith all that had beneſaid(becauſe he had 
no vvorſerto falinrochen his owne) acccpred Dorus:and withallrelling Bafilres,thar 
ſome of the ſhepheards vvere come; demanded in vvhat place hee vvould ſee their 2 
ſports:who hr{t,curious to knovy wherher ic were not more requiſite for Zelmanes 
hurt to reſt.then (ir vp at tizo/e paſtimes;and ſhee (that felrno wound but one) ear- 
nefily deſired to have the Paſtorals. Baſilias commanded ir ſhould beat the gate of 
the Lodge: where the throne of che Prince being(accordingrotheancientmaner) 
he mage 2:/mane it berweene himand his vviferherein, who thought her lelfe be- 30 
twecnc Growningang burningand cherwo young Ladies ofcither ſidethe throne, 
and to prepared their cycs and cares to be delighted by the ſhepheards. 

But beforc all of them vvere atſeinbled ro begin their ſports, there came a fellow 
vvho beiag our of breath{oriecming loro befor haſte) vvith humble haſtineſs told 
Baſilins,char his Miſtreſſe, the Ladie Cecropta, had ſent him rocxcuſe the miſchance 3 5 
of ker beaſts raunging in that dangerous lort , being happened by thefollie ofthe 
keeper;whothinking t1mlcifeablero rule chem, had carried themabroad, & ſo was 
decriued:whom yer(if Ba/ilizs would puniſh for it)ſhe was ready trodeliuer. Baſilizs 
made noothcranſwere,but that his Miſtrefleif ſhe had any moreſach beaſts, ſhould 
cauiethenco be killed: & then hetold his wife and Zelmare of it, becauſe they ſhould 49 
not fear thoſe woods,as though they harboured ſuch beaſts, where the like had ne- 
ver beene ſeen, Bur Gynecta rookea further conceit of it, miſtruſting greatly Cecro- 
pia, becauſe the had heard much of the diueliſh wickedneſle of her.hearr, and that 
particularlieſhedid her beſt co bring vp her ſonne Amphialus{being brothers ſonro 
Baſilias) coaſpireto the Crowne,as next heire male afier Baſilins, and therfore ſavy 
no reaſon, bur that ſhe mighr conicure, ir proceeded ratherof ſome milchicuous 
pradtiſe,then of misfortune. Yerdid ſhe only vttcr her doubt to her daughters,thin- 
kinz, ſince che worſt was paſi, ſhe would attend a further occaſion, lealt over _

haſt might ſeeme roproceedeof theordinarie miſlike berweene ſiſters in ſaw , onlie 
they maruelled char Bafilins looked no furrher intoir, who ( good man) thoughtlo 
much of his late conceiued common wealth , that all other matters were but di 
oreſsions vnro him. But the ſhepheards wete readic, and ith well handling them- 
(clues, called their ſenſes toatrendtheirpaſtinies; 5 FIRE « 
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Pai, becauſe Zelmazeo would haucir, vcd theartificialtday of torches, ro 
io lighten the ſports their inuentions could miniſter : and becauſe.many, of the 
ſhepheards were but newlycomme, he did in'a gentle thathet chafliſe'their neg]i- 
gence, with making them (Fforthat night) therorch-bearers 3 andthe ochers, he wil- 
Icd withall fredome of ſpeeetiand behaujony ro keepe'their accuſtoitied merhod: 
which while they preparedto do; Demitzz , who much Uildained ( fince bislateau- 
15 thoritie) all hisold companions, broughthis feraant Doris in good acquaintance 
andallowance of them,and himlelfe ſtood" tikex Eireerpuct them”, with nodding; 
gearing, winking, or ſtamping, ſhewing how hee did like or miſlike thoſe chinges 
he did nor vnderſtand. The firft fportsthethepheards ſhewed, were fuf of ſich leaps 
and gambols,as being accorded trothepipe (which they bate intheir mobthes, euen 
2c as they daunced ) madea right pifure of their chiefe God Pap, and his companions 
the Satyres;Then would they caſtaway theirpipeszand holding hand in hahd,daunce 
as it were ina braule, by the only cadenceof their voyces, whichthey would vſcin 
ſinging ſome ſhort coplers, wherero the one halfe beginning , cheother halfe ſhould

'thatwrackſucha one wastaken vp,and therctorethat Plangus might well erre, who 
knew notof anics raking vp : againethat hee that was ſoprelerued brought good to- 
25 kens tobe one of the two, chiefe of chat wracked companie: which two ſince Plan- 
gusknew tobe Muſidorus and Pyrocles , hee muſtmeedes bee one of them, alchough 
( as I faide ) ypona foteraken vow , he was otherwiſe atthar timecallcd: Befides,che 
Princefle muſt needes iudge, thartno lefle thena Prince durſtvndertake ſuchan en- 


terpriſe, which ( chough he mighrgerthe fauourof the Princeſle ) he covld never - 


30 defend with leflethena Princes power, againſt the force of Arcadia. Laſtly,for a 
certaine demonſtration, hepreſumedrtoſhew vnto'the Princeſſeamarkehe had on 
his face, as I might (ſaid ] ) ſhew this of my neck to the rare@Mopſa:and withall, 
ſhewed my necketo them both , where ( as you know ) there isaredde fpotbearing 


 figure(as they tell me ) of a Lyons pawe, that fhee may aſcertain her ſelfe, thar 


35 lamcMencas brother. Andiodid he, beleeching herto ſendiome one ſhe mighr 
cruſt, into Theſ/alia,ſeeretly to bee advertiſed, whether the age, thecomplexion,and 
,particularly that notable ſigne , did not fully agree with their Prince Muſidorws; Do 
ou not know further ({aid ſhe, withaſerled countenance, notaccuſing anykind of 
 inwardmotion)) of tharfprie? Alas no, (ſaid T ) forcuen hererhe Hiſtoriographer 
40 ſtopped, ſaying,T hereſi belonged to Aſtrologie. And therewith,thinking her filent 
' imaginations began to. worke ypon ſomwhar z-tomollifie them (as the nature of 
Muſick is/rodo) and withall, toſhew what kinde of ſhepheard I was,l tooke vp my

Andthen, partly ro bring Mopſaagaine tothe matter { leaſt ſhe ſhoutd roo much , 
rake heed roour diſcourſes ) bur principally if ir were pos(ible to gather ſome com- 
fort outof heranſwers, I kneeled downertothe Princeſſe, and humblic beſought 
herro moue 2/opſa in my behalfe , thar ſhewould vnarme her noble hart of char ſtee- 
ly reſiſtance againſt the {weet blowes of Loue : that ſince all herparrs weredecked 15 
with ſome particular ornament; her face with beaucie, her head with wiſdome, her 
cycs with maicltie, her countenance with gracetulneſle, herlips with louelineſle,ber 
rongue with victorie; that ſhee would make herharc the chroneofpittie, being the 
moſt excellent raymennt of the moſt excellencpatrr. | 

Pamela withour ſhew either of fauour ordifdaine , cicher of heeding or negle- ts 
ing whar I had ſaid, curned her ſpeech co.Mopſa, and with ſuch a voiceandattion, , 
as might ſhew ſhee ſpake of a matter which lictle did concerne her, Take heede ro 
your ſelfe ( ſaid ſhee ) Mopſa, for your ſhepheard can ſpeake well : but truly, if he doe 
fully proue himlſelfe ſuch as heſaith, Imeane, che honeſt ſhepheard Henalchas his 
brotherand heire, I know no reaſon why you ſhould thinke ſcorneof him. Hopſa ,,, 
though ( inmy conſcience) ſhee were euen then farre ſpent rowards me, yerſhce 
anſwered her, thar for allmy qucint ſpeaches, ſhe wouldkeepe her honeflie cloſe 
inough : And that as for the way of matrimony, ſhee would ſtep neuer a foote 
further, till my Maſter her father had ſpoken the whole word himlſelfc, no ſhee 
would nor.

Now the Princeſle being abour co withdraw herlſelfe from vs , Itooke a Tewell 
madein the figure of a Crab-fiſh , which, becauſeit lookes one way and goes ano- 
ther, I thoughrir did ficly patterne out my looking to 2opſa, but bending to Pamela: 
The wordabouric was , By force, notchoice ; and ſtill kneeling , beſoughethe Prin- 
celſe that ſhe would vouchlafe to giue it Mopſa, and with thebleſſednes of her 
hand co makeacceprable vnto her that roye which I had found, following of latean - 
acquaintaunceof mineatthe plowe. For {ſaid I ) as the eatth was turned vp, the 3? 
plow-ſharelighted vpona grear ſtone : wee puld thatvp.,- and fo fourid both thar 
and ſome other prety things, which we had divided berwixc vs. | "1, | 

Mopſa was benummed with toy when the Princefſe Myc irher: but in the Prin- 
 celſe I could find no apprehenſion of whar I eicher ſaid ordid, but witha calme',, 
careleſneſſelerting each thing ſlide, iuſtly as we doo by their ſpeeches (who neither 
in matter nor perſon doo any way belong vnto vs) which kinde of cold cemper, 
mixt with thac lightning of hernaturall maieſtie, isof allothers moſt terriblevnto 
me: for yctif I found ſhe contemned mee, I would deſperatly labour both in for-, .

parties (ever keeping her courſe like the Sun, who neither for our prayſcs, nor cur- 

5 (es, will fpur or ſtop his horſes.) This, I ſay, heauenlineſs of hers(for howlocver my 
milery is I cannor but ſoenticleirt)is ſo impolsible ro reach vnto, that [almoſt begin 
roſubmir my ſelfero the tyranny of deſpaire,not knowingany way of per{wafion, 
whcre wiſdomeſcemes to be vnlenſible. I haue appeared to hereyes, like my ſclfe, 
by a deuiſel vied with my maiſter, perſwading him that wetwo might pur oncer-: 

to rainerichapparell I had prouided and fo pracile ſomerhing on horſebacke before 
Pamela,telling him,it was m—_ I had gotten for playing well the part of aking 
ina Tragedy ar Athens:my horſe indecd was it I bad left at Menalcas houle, & Da- 
met as got one by friendfhip out of the Princes ſtable. Buc howſocuer I ſhew, Fam 
no bale body, all I dois butro beare a rocke and get forme. 

i5 Butas Dorws was about totell further, Dameras (whocamewhiſtling, andeoun- 
ting vpon his fingers, how many loade of hay his ſeuenteenc fatte oxeneatvpina 
yeare) defired Ze/mane ſro the king that ſhe wold come into the lodge, whererhey 

- ſtayed for her. Alas (ſaid Dorws,taking his leaue) the ſum is this,char you may'well 
tinde you have beaten your ſorrow againſt ſucha wall, which with the force of rc- 
29 bound may wel make your ſorow ſtronger. Bat Ze/manerturning herſpecch ro Da- 
metas,l (hill growe,ſaid ſhee, skilfull in country marrers,if I haucoftenconference 
with your ſeruanc. In ſooth (anſwered Damet as with a graceleſle ſcorne) the Lad 
may prouewell cnough, if hee ouer-ſoone thinkenor roo well of himlelfc,and wil 
beareaway that hee heareth of hiselders.. And therewith as they walked cotheo- 

25 therlodge,to make Zelmane find ſhe might have ſpent hertime better wich him; he 
began witha wilde Mcthodeto runne ouer all the arrof husbandry: eſpecially im- 
ploying his tongueabont well dunging of a field: while poore Zelmane yeelded her 
carcs tothoſe tedious ſtrokes,nor warding them ſo much as withany oneanſwere, 
till they camero Baſiliws, and Gynecie, whoatrended for her in coach tocary her 

30 abroad to fee ſome ſports prepared for her. Baſilins,and Gynecia ſicring in the one 
cnd, placed her atche other, with herleft {1dero Philoclea. Zelmane was mooued in 
her mind,to have kiſſed their feet for the fauour of ſo blefied aſeat: for thenarrows4 
neſſe of the coach made them ioyne ſrom the foore torhe ſhoulders very cloſe ro- 
gcther ;the truer touch whereof chough ir were barred by their envious apparell, 

; 5 yerasa perfe Magnes, though bur inan juorie box ,- will through the box fend 
forth his imbracing vertue ro a beloned necdle; ſorhis imparadiſed neighborhood 
made Zelmanes {oule cleaue vnto her, both thorow the juory caſe of her body,and 

theapparellwhich did ouer-cloude it. | | il FE 
All the bloud of Zelmanes body ſtirring in her,as wine wil do whenſugeris hafti- 

46 ly put intoit,ſecking ro ſuck theſweetnes of rhe beloued gueſt; her harr, like alion 
- new impriſoned, ſeeing him tharreſtraines his liberty, before thegrate; norpan- 
ring, bur iriving violently (ifir had beenepolsible) ro have leapr into the lappeof 
Phileclea. But Damet as, cuen then proceeding from beeing maiſterofacart, ro bee 
doQor ofa coach, notalirtleproude in himſelfe, thac his whippear that rimegui- 

45 dedtherule of Arcadia, drauethecoach (thecouer whereof was made withfuch 
ioynts, thar as they mighe (coavaiderhe weather) pull irvp cloſe when they liſted, 

ſo when they would they might put cachendedowne, andremaine as diſcouered 
and open ſighted as on horlebacke ) till vpon the fide of the forreſt they _ 
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both greyhounds, ſpanicls, and hounds: whereof the firſt might feeme the Lords, \» 
the ſecond the Gentlemen, and thelaſt the yeomen of dogges; a caſt of Merlins 
there was beſides , which flying of a gallanc height ouer certaine buſhes , would 
beate the birds (thatroſe) downevnro the buſhes, as Falcons will doe wild-foule 
oucr a riucr. But the ſport which for thatday Baſelins would principallic ſhew to 5 
Zelmane, was the mountie ata Hearne, which getting vp on his wagling wings 
with paine, till he was come toſome height (asthough che aire next to the earth 
were not fit for his greatbody to fliethorough ) was now growne codiminiſh the 
fight of himſclfe,and ro giuc example to great perſons, that the higher they be, the 
leſſe they ſhould ſhew : whena Terfaulcon wascaſt off after her , who ſtreight ſpy- 16 
ing where the pray was, fixing hereye with deſire , and guiding her wing by her 
eye, vied nomore ſtrength then induſtry. F orasa good builder toa high rower 
will not make his ſtayre vpright, but winding almoſt the full compaſle about, thac 
the ſteepeneſſe bee the morevnienſible : lo ſhee, ſceing the towring of her purſued 
chaſe, went circling, and compalsing about riſing ſo with thelefleſence of rifing; 1.5 
and yet finding that way ſcantly ſcruc the greedineſſeof her haſt, as an ambirious * 
body will gofarout ofthedire& way, to winto a pointof height which heedeſircs, 

ſo would ſhe (as it were ) turnetailetothe Heron, and fliequite ouranother way, 
bur all was to returne ina higher pitch z which once gotten, ſhe would either beate 
with cruellafſaults the Heron , who now was driven to the beſt defenceof force, 20 
ſince flight wouldnot (erue;or elle claſping with him,come downetogether, to be 
pared by the over-partiallbcholders. 

- Divucrleof which flights Baſi/izs ſhewing to Zelmane,thus was the richeſſe of the 
time ſpent, and the day decealed beſoreit wasthought of, till night like a degene+ 
rating ſucceſſour made his departuretheberter remembred. And therefore(ſocon- 25 
ſtrained)thcy willed Dametes trodriue homeward, who(half ſleeping, halfe muſing 
abour the mcndingof a winepreſle) guided the horſes ſo ill, thatthe wheele com- 
ming ouer a great ſtubof a nee, it oucrturncd the coach. Which though irfcll 
violently vpon the{ide where Zelmane andG znecialate, yet for Zelmanes part, ſhee 
would haue been glad of thefall, which made her bearethe ſweet burthen of Philo- 39 
clea,but that ſhe fearee ſhe might recciue ſome hurt. Bur indeede neither ſhe did, 
ncrany ofthe reſt,by reaſon they kept their armes and legs within the coach,fauing 
Gynecia,who with the oncly bruze of the fall, had her ſhoulder put out of ioynRz 
which though by one of the Faulkeners cunning , ic was ſet wellagaine, yervvith 
much paine was ſhe brought tothe lodge; and paine (fetching his ordinary compas 35 
nion, a feucr with him) drauc herro entertainethem both in her bed. 

But neither was the feuerof ſuch impatient heate, as the inward plague-ſore of 
her affeQion,nor the painc halfe ſo noyſome, as the icalouſie ſheconceived of her 
daughter Philoclea,lcaſt thistimeof her {ickneflc might giueapr occaſion toZelma- 
ze,whom ſhe miſdoubred. T herfore ſhe called Philocleato her, and though it were 40 
late intbenight, commanded herin her carero goto cheother lodge, & lend Miſe 
ro ker, with whom ſhe would fpcake, and ſhe lie with her fiſter Pamela. T he meane 
while Gynecia kept Zelmane with her,becaulc ſhe would beſure, ſhee ſhould be our 
of thc lodge,beforcſhe licenſed Zelmane. Philoclea nor skildin any thing better then 
obedicnce, vvent quictly downezand the Moonethenfull ( notthinkingſcornero 45 
bea torch-bearer toſuch beauty) guided her ſteppes, whoſe motions bearea mind 
. which bare in irſelfe farre more ſtirring motions. Andalas ({weere Philoclea) how 
hath my pen till now forgot thy palsions, ſincero thy memory principally all this 
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long matter isinrended ? pardon the flackeneſſe rocome tothofe woes, which ha- 
uing cauſed in others, thou didſifcele in chy ſelfe. 7100 Loſe ce IN 

T hefweet minded Philoclea was in their degree of well doing, to whom the not 
knowing ofcuill ſcruerh for a ground of vertuc, and hold their inward powersin 
5 berrer forme withan vaſported {implicicic, chen many, who rather cunningly ſceke 
co know what goodnefleis,then willingly cake inco themnſcluesthe followmg ofic. 
Bur as thar ſweete and (imple breathot heauenly goodnefſle, is cheeafterrobealte- 
red, becauſe ic hath not paſſed through che worldly wickedneſle, nor feclingly 
foundtheeuill, thateuill carics wich it;fo now che Lady Phvlosles ( whole eyesand 

Io ſenſes had receiued nothing , bur accordingas the naturall courſeof each thing re- 
quired; whoſe cender youth had obedicntly lived vnder herparencs beheſts,with- 
out framing outof her owne will the fore-choſing of any thing) when now ſliee 
came coappoint, wherein her judgement was to be practifed, in knowingfuaiiltines 
by his firſt cokens, ſhe was like a yong Faunc, who comming ta the windofthehun- 

15 ters, doth not know whether icbe athing or noto beeeſchewed,; whereof at this 
cime ſhe began toget a coſtly experience. Forafter chat Ze{mane had awhileliued 
inthe lodge with her, andchac her only being a noble ſtranger had breda kindeof 
heedfullarcention; hercomming tothat louely place { where ſhe had nobody bur 
her parents) a willingnesof conucrfarion; her wic & behautour ;alikingand{ilent 

20 admiration;ar length the excellency of her natnrallgifcs,joyned with thecxcreame 
ſhewesſhe made of moſt deuout honouring Philoclea ( carying thus inoneperion; 
theonly two bands of good will, lovelineſle and louingnefle ) broughc forthin her 
heartayceldingroa moſt fricndly affeQtion; which when ic had goteenſofullpoF- 
ſeſsion of the keyes ofher mind, thac it would recciue no meſſage from-her ſenſes, 

25 withour that affeion werethe interpreter z then ftreight grewan cxecedinng de-- 
lighc ſtil to be with her, withan vameaſurableliking of all tharZelmane did:mwiattc 
being ſorurnedin her, chatvvhere at firſtliking her manners did brecde goad-will, . 
now good-will became thechicfe cauſe of liking her manners: (© that yvithina- 
vvhile Zelmane vvasnot prized for her demeanure , but the demeanurevvaspri 

30 becauſe it was Zelmanes. T hen followed that moſt naturalleffef of cox 
ones {elfero thar, vvhich ſhe did like, and not onely wiſhing to be her ſeffe ſuchan- 
otherin all things, but rogroundanimicationvponſo much an efteemed avthori- 
tie: ſothar thenext degree was to marke all Zelmaenes doings, ſpeeches,and falhi- 
ons, and totake them into her (elfe, as a parterne of worthy procceding.. Which 

35 whenonce itvvas enatted, not onely by thecomminalcie of Paſsions, buragreed 
vnto by her moſt noble Thoughts, andchat Reaſonir ſelfe (not yerexpetienced- 
in the iſſues of ſuch matrers ) had granced his royall aſſent ;rhenFriendſhip (adili- 
gent officer) cooke care to ſec the ſtarure throughly obferued.. Then grewon thar 
not onely ſhee did imitate the ſoberneſſeofher countenance, the gracefulneſſe of 

40 herſpeech, bureven their particular geſtures: ſorhat as Zelmaxedidofteneye her,. 
ſhe vvould ofteneie Zelmaxe;and as Zelmanes eyes would deliuer aſubmiſsive, bur 
vehementdefire in theirlooke, ſhe,though as yet ſhe had nor the deſire in her, yer 
ſhould hereyesanſwerein like piercing kindneſle of a looke. Zelmane as muchas 
Gymecias jcalouſie vvould ſuffer,defircdio be neare Philoclea; Philoclea,'as much as 

45 Gyneciasicalouſie vvould ſuffer, delired to be neare Zelmene.: If Zelmanerooke her 
hand, and ſoftly ſtrained ir, ſhe alſo. (thinking theknors of friendfhipoughrro be 
muruall) vvould (witha (weetefaſtnefſe ) ſhew ſhe was loth to part from.it:Andif 
Zelmane ſighed, ſhe would figh I Zelmane + 
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andrherefore ſhe would be ſad too. Zelmanes langutſhing countenance-with croft 
armes, and ſomerimes caſt-vp eyes, ſhee thought to haueanexcellent grace: and 
thereforeſhce alſo willingly puron the ſame countenance : till at the laſt-(poore 
ſoule, cre ſhee wereaware) ſhe accepted not onely the badge, bur the ſeruice; nor 
only the ſigne, but the paſsionignified. For wherher it were, thather witincon- 5 
tinuancedid finde, thar Zelmanes friendſhip was full of impatientdefire, hauing 
morethenordinary limits, & chertorc ſhe wascontent to ſecond Zelmane, though 
her ſelfe knew nor the limits.z or that in truth; true laue (well conſidered) hath 
an infe&tiue powerzat laſt ſhe fellin acquaintafice with loues harbinger, vviſhing : 
Frift ſhe would vvifh, that they ewomightliveall theirliues rogether, like rwo of 10 
Drianas Nymphs. Bur that wiſh, fhe thought norſufficient, becauſe ſhe knew, there 
would be more Nymphs beſidesthem,whoalſo would hauetheirparc inZelmane. 
T hen wouldſhe wiſh,that ſhe wereher ſiſter, that ſucha naturall band might make 
her more ſpeciall ro her. Butagainſtchar, ſhe conſidered, thar though being her ſi- 
ſer, if ſhe happened ro be married,ſhe ſhould be robbed of her. T hen grownebok- 1 5 
der, ſhe would wiſh either her {clfe, or Zelmanea man, thatthere mightſucccede a 
bleſſed mariage berwixt them. But when thar wiſh had once diſplaied his enfigne 
in her minde,then followed whole ſquadrons of longings,tharſo it mightbe,with a 
maine batteliof miſlikings,and repinings againſttheir creatioh, thar ſo it wasnor. 
T hen dreamesby night began ro bring morevnroher, then ſhe durſt vviſhby day, 26 
where out Waking did make her know her ſelfethe bercer by the image of thoſe 
fancies. But as ſome diſcaſes when theyare eaſje ro be cured, theyare hardto bee 
knowne;but when they grow cafiero be knowne,theyarealmoſtimpoſsibleto bee 
cured : ſo the [weete'Philoclea, while ſhe mightpreuentir, ſhedid nor feeleit; now 
ſhcfelrir, when it was paſt preventing: like a river, no rampifes being builr againſt 25 
Ir, tillalreadieit have overflowed, For now'inderde loue puld of his maske, and 
ſhewedhis face vnto her, and cold her plainly, rhat ſhe was hispriſoner. Then nee- 
dedſheno morepaint her face with palsions;for paſsions ſhonethorough her face; 
then her roſie colour was often encreaſed with extraordinarie bluſhing : and ſo 
anorher rime, perfect whiteneſſe deſcended roa degree ofpaleneſle; now hor,then 36 
cold, deſiring ſhe knew not what, nor how , if ſhe knew what. Then her minde 
(though toolate) by theſmart was broughtcothinke of the diſeaſe, and her owne 
proofc taught hertoknowe her morhers minde;which(asnoerrorgiues ſoſtrong 
aſſault, as that which comesarmedin the authoritie ofa parent) ſo greatly forti- 
fied her deſires, to ſec, that her mother had chelike deſires. And the more tealous 35 
her mother was, the more ſhe thought che fewell precious; which was with ſo 
many lockes garded. Bur that preuailing fo farte , as ro keepe the two louers from 
priuare conference , thenbegan ſheto feele the ſweerneſſe ofa louers ſolirarinefle, 
when freely with words and geſtures, as if Zelmane were preſent, ſhe 'inighr 
giue paſſage to her thoughts, and fo as iwwere, veer our ſome ſmoke of thoſe 40 
flames, wherewithelſe ſhe was not onely burned, burſmorhercd: Asthis'nighr, 
thar going from the one lodgeto the other by her mothers commandemenr, ' with 
dolefull geſtures and vncertaine paces, ſhe did willingly accept the times offer, 
ro bea while alone : forhatgoingalittleaſide intorhe wood z'where many' times 
before ſhe had delightedto walke, hereycs wereſaluted withatuft of trees, fotlole 45 
ſer rogether, as withthe ſhade che moone gavethroughit, irmight breedea feare- 
full kinde of deuotion to looke:vppon it. But true thoughts of loue baniſhed all 
vaine fancie of ſuperſtition. Full-well ſhe did both rememberandlike theplace 3

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for therc had ſhe often with their ſhade beguiled Phaha ay me er? 
T here had ſhe enioyed her ſelfe often, while ſhe was. miſtreſle of her 
noother thoughts, burſuch as mighr ariſe our of quiet | 
But che principall cauſe rhat-inuired:\her remembrance, vvas a goodly white

Alas ſhe weepes becauſe ſhee 
would be no ſooner happy; weepe, becauſeI cannever be happie: her teares flow 
from pitry 3 mine from being roo far lower then the reach of pitty. Yerdo Inoten- 
uy chee, deare Pamela,l do notenuy thee,onely I could wiſh that being my ſiſterin 

nature,l werenorſo farre off a kinin fortune, + 

25 Butthedarkneſſcof ſorrow oner-ſhadowing hex mind asthe night did hereyes, 
they were both contentto hide them(ſelues vader rhe wings of fleepe,, tillthe nexc 
morning had almoſt loſt his name, before che two (weete ſleeping ſiſters awaked 
from dreames, which flatrered them with morccomforr, then their waking conld, 
or would conſent vmo.For then they were called vpby M#ſo;who hauing been with 
10 Gyvecia, had received commandement to be cornminually with herdaughters, and 
particularly not ro let Ze/mane, and Philocles baue any pripate conference, but char 
ſhe ſhould bepreſent ro heare whar paſſed. M/s having now her authoritie increa- 
ſed, came with skowling eyes to deliuer a flauering g9od morrow co the two 
Ladies, telling chem, it was aſhame forchem tomarre cheircomplexions, yea-and 
35 conditions too,with long lying a bed : and that when ſhe was of theirage,ſhetrow- 
ed, ſheewould ha& madea hand-kerehiefcby thar time aday. The wo ſweete 
Princeſſes witha ſmiling ſilence an{wered herentercainement, and obeying her di- 
reQion, coueredtheirdainty beaurieswith rhe gladclothes. Butas ſoone as Pame- 
la was ready (and ſooner ſhe was then her {jiter)) rhe agony of Doras giuingafit to 
40 herſelfe,whichthe words of his lecter (lively imprinted in her mind ) ſtill remem- 
bred her of, ſhe called ro Mopſa, and willed her.to fetch Dorss ro ſpeake with her : 
becauſe( ſhelaid)-ſhee would take fyrther iundgement of him, beforeſhee would 
moue Dametasto graunther inmariage vnto him.. Mopſa(as glad as of (weet-meate 
r0 gocof (uch anarrant) quickly returned with Dorws to Pamela, vuho cntended 
45 both by ſpeaking vvith, hum to giue. ſome-comfort ro his palsionate heart, and 
withall ro heare lome, part of his lifepaſt; which although fame hadalready de- 
liuered vnto her, yet ſhee deſired in more particular.certaintics co hauc it fromſo 
beloued an hiſtorian.

father: which thus ſhe did. 

Dor«s,ſaid ſhe, you rold methe laſt cay, that Plangws was deceived in that he af- 5 

firmed the Prince M#ſidorws was drowned: but withall, you confeſſed his colin Py- 
roclesperiſhed;zof whom certainly inthat age there was a grear loſle,ſince{(as | haue 

heard) he wasa young Prince, of whom all men expeedas much,as mans power 

could bring forth. and yet vertve promiled for him, their expeQation ſhould not 

be deceiued. Moſt cxcellent Lady,laid Dorss,no cxpeAation in others, norhopein 16 [ 
himſelfe could alpiretoa higher mark, then co be thought worthy co bepraiſcd by 
your iudgement, and made worchy to be praiſed by your mouth. Bur moſt ſurett 
15, thatas his fame could by no meanes ger lo {weer & noble anaireto fliein, as in 
your breath,ſo could not you (leaving your ſclle afide) findein the world a fitter 
i{ubie& of commendartion;as noble,as a long ſuccelsion of royallanceſtors,famous, 1 
and famous for viories could make him : of ſhape moſt louely , and yerofmind 
moreclovely ; valiant, curtcous, wiſe, what ſhould I ſay more? (weec Pyrocles,excel- 
lent Pyrocles, what can my words but wrong thy perfcftions,which I wold tro God 
in ſome {mall meaiure thou hadſt bequeathed to him that ener muſt have thy ver- 
ruczin admiration; that masked acleaſtin them , 1 might have found ſome more 20 . 
graciousaccepration? With that he impriſoned his looke for a while vpon Meop/e, 
whorthcrevpon fell inroa very wide ſmiling. Truly, ſaid Pamels, Doras I like well 

your mind,that can raiſcitſelfe out of fo baſea fortune,as yours is,to thinke of the 

imicating ſoexccllentaPrince, as Pyrecles was. Who ſhootes at the midday Sun, 

though he be ſure heſhall never hit the mark; yetas ſure heis, he ſhal ſhoore higher, 2F , 
then whoaimes but ata buſh. But I pray you Dores, {ayd ſhee, rell me (ſince I per- 

cciue youare wel acquainted wich that ftory)what Prince was that Ewarches, father 

to Pyrocles of whom ſo much fame goes, tor his rightly royallvertues, or by what 

waies he got that opinion.

eyen cxtreame ſeuerity, notſomuch forchevery faults themſelves, (which hea 
ther ſought to prevent then topuniſh). as forthe faultyones, who ſtrong;cucnin 
their faulcs, corned his youth, andcould _ learnetodiſgeft, thatthe ——

they ſolong bad vied tomasketheir owne appetites, fhould now be the reducerof 
them into order.

theirlove hchadall.In ſumme ( peerclels Princeſs) I mighr aseafily ſer down the 25 2 
whole Arte of gouernement , as tolay before your eyes the piQure of his procee- 
. Hings. Butin ſuch ſort hee flouriſhed in the[weere comfort ofdoing much good, 
whenby anoccaſion of ſeauing his country, he wasforced to bring foorth his ver- 
rue of magnanimitic,as before he had done of juſtice. @— 

Hehadonely one ſiſter, a Lady (lcft ſhouldtooealiliefall copartiallpraiſesof 39 p 
her) of whom ir may beiuſtly ſaid, that ſhe was no vafit branch rothe noble ſtocke | 
wherof ſhe was come. Her he had given in mariageto Dorilavs Prince of Theſ/alia, 
notſo much to makeafriendſhip, asto confirme the friendſhip betweentheir po- 
ſcritie, which betwecne them, by che likeneſle of vertue, had beenc long before 
made :forcertainly, Dorilaus,couldneed noamplifiers mouth forthe higheſt point 35 
of praiſe. Who hath not heard ({aid Pamela) ot the valiant, wiſe, and iuſt Dorilans, 
whoſe vnripedeath doth yer(ſo many ycares ſince) draw tearesfrom vertuous cies? 
Andindeed, my father is wont roſpeakeof nothing with greater admiration,then 
of thenotablefriendſhip (ararething in Princes, mote rare berweene Princes)that 
ſo holily wasobſerued tothe laſt of thoſetwo excellent men. Bur (faid ſhe) goonT 40 
pray you. Dorilans ( aid be) having maried his ſiſter, had his mariage in ſhort time 
bleſt (forſoare folke wont ro ſay, how vnhappie ſocuer thechildren after grow) 
with a ſonne, vvhom they named Maſidoyas : of whom I muſtneedes firſt (peake 
before I cometo Pyrocles; becauſeas hewas borne firſt, ſo vpon hisoccaſion grewe 
(as I may ſay accidentally)rhe others birth.

when his faithfullfriend and brother Faar ws cameſo mig oor.X 
with ſome enterchanging changes of fortune, they begar ofa tuſtwarre,, thebeſt 
child,pcace. In which time Exarchus madea crofſematiagealſo with Dori/all9 bis fis 
ſter,ahd ſhortly left her with child ofthe famous Pyrocles, drives teturne tothe 
5 3 5 defence of his owne countrie, which'in his abſence (helped wich'fore 6FtheH! 
"Wy a contented nobiliry) che mighty King of 7brace,and his brother, King of Pamniowie, 
had incaded. The ſucceſſeof thoſe wars wastoo notable cobevnknownetoyour 
' eares, to which irleemesall worthy fame hath gloty ro come vnto. Bur thete was 
Dorilass (valiantly requifing his friends helpe ) in a greac buttailedeprived oflife, 
bo 29 his obſequies being no more ſolemnized by the reares of his parrakers, then the 
bloud of hisenemics3 with ſo piercing a ſorrow to the conſtant heart of Evarebus, 
that the newes of his ſonnes birth could lighten his countenance ;'with no ſhew of 
comfort,alchough all che comfort charmight bein achild;rruth it Rifin hin forch- 
with delinered.For what fortune onely fourthſayers foterold of. Muſidores; tharall 
25 men mighrſecprognoſticared in Pyyetles, both Heanens & Earchgiving tokens of 
thecomming forth of an Heroicall vertue. The ſenate houſe of the planets wisat 
no time ſo ſer, for the decreeing of perfeRion in a man, asat that timeallfoſkes skil- 
full thereindid acknowledge:only love was threarned,and promiſed to hith,andfo 
ro his couſin,as both the tempeſt and hitven 6f their beſt yeares. Bur as deathmay 
30 hauepreuented Pyrocles, ſo vnworthineſſe muſt bethedeath of Aſaſtdorus. © _ 
Butthe mother of Pyrocles ( ſhortly after her child-birth) dying, wascanſe chae | Chap 7: 
Fnarchas recommended thecare of his onely ſonnerto his ſiſter; doing it the racher 
becauſerhe warrecontinuedin cruell heat, berwixr him andthoſeevillneighbours 
of his. In which meanecime thoſe young Princes (the onely comforters of that 'ver- 
35 tuous widow greweon ſo, that Pyroelestaught admiration to the hardeſt congrirs: 
Muſidoras ( pcrchaunce becauſeamong his —_— exceedingly beloted:and by 
the good order of Exerchus (well performed by his lifter) they were ſo bronghrvp, 
charall che ſparkes of vere, which nature had kindledinrhem, were ſo blowneto 
giveforth their verermoſt hear, rhariuſtly ir may beaffirmed, they enflamed the af- 
40 feftionsofallcthatknew them. For almoſtbefore they could perfeQly ſpeake, chey 
began'to receive conceirs notvnworthy of the beſt ſpeakers ; exceffenc deniſes be- 
ing vſed,to make enen theirſporrsprofitablezimagesof barrailes, & fortifications 
being thEdeliuered toctheir memorie, whichafter,theirſtronger indgemEts mighc 
diſpence,the delight of tales being connerred ro the knowledge of altthe ftoriesof

the beauty of verrucſtill beingſer beforecheireyes ,andthac raught chem with! far 
morediligent care, then Grammaticall rules , their bodies exerciſed in all abilities,

_ Among which nothing Iſomuch delightrorecouncy as the memorable friend- 
ſhipchatgrew berwixtihe rwo Princes, fuchas made them motelike chenthe like- 
neſleofall other.yertues, and: made them-more neere one totheother, thenthe 
ncercnes of their blond coulgdaſpire vatog which Ithinke grew the faſter, andthe 
faſter-was ticd. betweene them, by reaſon that Mxſedores being Elder by :threeor 19 
foureyeares, ir was:neicher ſq greata difference in age as did takeaway the delight 
inſocttic, and,yer by the difference there was taken away the odeafion of childiſh 
contentions; tillthey had both paſtouer thehumourofluchcontentions. For Pj- 
rocles bare reucreacefullofloueto Muſederns , and Mefidorns hadiadelight full of 
louein Pyrocles,' Maſidornus, what he had [earnedcither for body or minde, would 1 
teach it to P3roctes 3, and Pyreces was lo glad to learne of none, as of Muſiderws : till 
Pyrocles, being come to ſixteene yeares of age, hce ſcemed ſorooverrun hisagein 
growth,ſtrengrth, and all things followiog ir,that not Auſidorss,no norany manli- 
uing(Ithink) could performeanyaRion,cicher on horle,or foore,more ſtrongly,or 
gdel:ucrrhar ſtrength morenimbly,or become the deliueriemoregracefully,orim- 20 
ploy allmorevertuouſly. Which may wellſceme wonderfull : bur wondersare no 
wonders in a wonderfullſubicct. I; ie! | 
At which time, vnderſtanding that rhe King Exarches, after ſo many yeares 
warre,andtheconqueſtofall Pannonia, andalmoſt Thrace, had now broughc the 
concluſion of all tothe ſiege of Bizantium(corherailing of which fiegegreatforces 25__ 
were made ) they would needes fallcothe praQtiſeofchoſe vertues, which they.be- 
forelearned. And therfore the mother of Aaſidorusnobly yeelding ouer herowne 
affets to her childrens good ( fora mothker.ſhee was ineffetrothem borh )-che 
rather that they might helpe her beloued brochergthey brake offalldelayes;which: 
Muſidorus for his partthought already had deyourcd roo much of his goodtime; 39 
but that hee had once granted a boone ( before he knew whatir was.) to his deere 
friend Pyrecles;that he would ncuerſeckethe adyenturesofarmes, vntillhee might 
£0 with him; which hauing faſt bound his hean (a crueſlaue to faith) he had bid a 
tedious delay of following his owne humour for his friends ſake, till now being 
both ſent for by Ezarchus, and finding Pyroelesablecnery way togo thorow with: 35 
thar kinde of life-he was as deſirous for hisfake, as for hisowne, ro cnter into it. So 
cherfore preparing a navie, thatthey might golike chemſelues, and not only bring 
the comtot of their preſence, but of their power rotheir deere parent Ewarches, 
they recommended themſclues rothe Sca, leauing the ſhore of Theſ/alia full of 
reares and vowes; and were rceciued thercon with ſo ſmooth and ſmiling a face, as 40 
if Neptune had as thenlearned fallely ro fawne on Princes. The winde was like a ſer- 
vant, wayting behind them ſoiuſt ,thar they might fill theſailes as they liſted;and 
the beſt ſaylers ſhewing themſelues leſte couerous of his liberality, ſo tempered 
It, that they all kept rogether likea beautifull locke,which fo well couldobey their 
maiſters pipe : without ſometimes, rodelightthe Princes eyes, ſome twoor three 45 
of them would triue,whocould(cicher by thecunningof wellſpending the windes 
breath , or by theaduantageous building of their mouing houſes) leauetheir fel- 
lowes behindethem in the honour of ſpeede : while che two Princes had leaſure 
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roſce the praftife of that, which before they had learned by bookes: toconſiderthe 
artof catching the winde priſoner, ro noother cnd, bur rorunneaway withitz to 
ſcehow beauric; and viccanſo well agreetogether, thar of alltherrinkers, where- 
wich they are attired , there isnotone but ſerves to ſome neceiiariepurpole; And 
5 (6 Lord):to ſce theadmirable power and noble eftets of Love, whereby thee:

And lo the Princes delighting their conceirs with confirming their knows 
ledge,ſecing wherein the Sea-duicipline differed from Land-ſeruice, they hadfora 
day andalmoſtawholenighr, as pleaſing encertainmens, as the falſeſt heartcould 
give co him hemeines worſtco. | | | 
Bur by char the next morning began a little ro make a gilden ſhew of a good 
15 meaning,thercaraſecucn with the Sunne, a vaile of darkecloudes befare his tace,

ſhip ſhould clime, £o be ſtreight carried downe-againetoapir of helliſh darknefle 5 
25 with ſuch cruetblowes againſtthe fidesofthe ſhip (char,which way ſocucrit wear; 
* wasſtillinhis malice) thar there wasleftneitherpower to ſtay, nor way roeſcape. 
Andhortly had ie {o diſſeuered the loving company, which the day before had 
rarricd together,that moſt of them neuen mer againe,butvvereſwallowed vp inhis 
neuer-ſatised mouth. Somcindeede (as ſince was knawne ) afrerlongwandring 

30 returned into Thefſaliazother recouered Bizentiam , and lerued Enarcbus inhis 
vvarte.

4o that their ruine was the wager of che others contention, and'che heaucn roaring 
out thunders tbe more amazed them , as hauing thoſe, powers for enemies, 'Cer« 
cainly there isna: daunger caries vvith icmore horror, chen that vvhich growesin 
thoſe flotingkingdomes., .Forthatdwellingplacc isvtnaturall ctomankinde, and 
then theterriblenefic of the continual motion, the delolationof che far-being from 

45 comfort, theeye and thecarehauing ougly images ever beforerr;;doth ſtill -vexe 
che mind,cuenvyhen ir is: beſtarmed againſt ir. Bur thus che day paſt (ifrhac might 
becalleda day)while thecunningeſt mariners wereſo conquered by the ſtorme,as 
they.thoughric heſt with Arikenfailes to _ to be gouctned by 1x —__ 
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feeling inward diſmayednes, and yet the fearfulleſt aſhamed fully co ſhewir, ſeeing 
that the Princes (who were toparrt fromthe greateſt fortunes) didintheircoun« 
tenances accuſe no point of feare , bur encouraging them ro:doc wharmight be 
done ( putting their hands rocuery moſt painfulloffice ) raughr rhemarone ins 
ſtant ro promiſe themſclues the beſt, and yer rodeſpiſe che worſt. Bur. ſo were 5 
they carried by the tyrannie of che winde, and the treaſon of the Sca, all char 
night, whichtheelderit was, the more way wardic ſhewedic ſclfe rowards them 7 
tillche next morning(knowneto bea morning better by the houre-glaſle, chenby 
the day cleereneſſe ) having runne fortune (o blindly, as it ſclfecucr was painted, 
leſt the concluſion ſhould nor aunſwere to thereſt of the play , they were driven 16 
vponarocke : which hidden with thoſeoutrageous wanes, did , as'it were, cloſcty 
difſemble his cruell minde, rill with an vnbelecued violence(buttorhem that have 
rriedit) the ſhip rannevpon it ; and ſeeming willingerto periſh thento haveher 
courſe ſtayed, redoubled her blowes, rill ſhee had broken her (clfeinperces ; and 
as ir wcretearing our her owne bowelsto feede the ſeas greedinefſe, left nothing 1 5 
within it, but deſpaire of ſaferie, and expeftation ofa lochlomeend .

But the Princes vling the pasſionsof fearing euill, and deſiring to eſcape, one! 


to ſeruc the rule of vertue,notro abandon ones (elf, leprtoa ribofthe ſhip , which 25 


broken from his fellowes, floted with morclikelichood to doſeruice, thenany 0- 
therlimme of char ruinous bodie;z vpon which cherehadgortenalreadierwo bre- 
thren, well knowne ſcruantsoftheirs ; and ſtraight they foure werecaried our of 
ſighr, inthar huge riſing of the (ea, fromrhereſt oftheſhip. Bur the peece they 
wercon finking by littleand little vnder them , nor ableto ſupport the weighe of 39 
ſo manie,the brethren (theelder whereef was Zezcippus, the younger Nelſus ) ſhe- 
wed them(clucs righr faichfulland gratefull ſeruancsvatothem ; gratcfull (I faic ) 
forthis cauſe: Thoſe rwo gentlemen had beene taken priſoners inthe great warre 
the king of Phrygia made vpon Theſ/alia, inthe time of Muſidoras hisinfancie; and 
hauing beene (old into another countrie-(though peace fell after berweene theſe ; 5 
Realmes ) could not bedeliucred, becauſe of their valour knowne, bur fora farre 
greater ſumme, then either all cheir friends wereable , or the Dowager willingto 
make,in rcſpet of the great expences herſelfe and people had beene pur ro in thoſe 
warresz and ſo hadthey remained in priſon about thirteene yeares , when the two 
young Princes ( hearing ſpeeches of their good deſerts) found meanes both by ſel. 40 
ling all the Iewcls they had of great price, and by giuing vader their hands grear 
eſtates whenthey ſhould comerobe Kings (which promiles their.verrue promi- 
ſed forthem ſhould bekepr ) roger ſomuch creaſureas redeemed:ithemfromcap- 
riuitic, This remembred,andkindly remembred byrtheſetwobrochers, perchance 
helped by a nacural! duetie to their Princes blood, they willingly lefc holdeof the 45 
boord, commirting themſclues co the ſeasrage, and'even when they meant to die; 
chemlelues praying for the Princes lives, Ic is true,;that neither rhe paine nor 
daunger, ſo moued thePrinces hearts astherenderneſſeof tharlouing part, farre 
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from glory,having ſo few lookers0n; fiarrefrom hope of reward,ſincerhemfoliies 
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Burnow of all the royall Nauic they larely had, they had left bur onelittlopeece 
of one ſhip, whercon they keptthenvieſhuesinall cruth, having interchanged thei 
5 cares, while either cared torother,cachcomforcing and counſeltinghowtolabour 
for the berter;androabideche worſe: Bur fo fell irour, thar asrhey were caried by 
cheride (which there ſeconded'by theſtorme ran exceeding (wiſtly)At@ſidornsſee- 
ing(as herhoaght ) F5roctes hot well vponithe boord, as hewould with hisrighe 
hand haue helped him on better, he had no fooner vnfaſtened his hoſde, bur char a 
10 waueforciblieſpoiled hisweaker hand ofhold, & ſo fora time patredrhoſe frietids, 
each crying tothe other; but the noyſe of the ſea drowned their farewell. Bur Pyyo- 
cles (then carcleſſeof death, if ir had come by any meanes,bur his owne)was ſhort- 
liebrought ourof theſeas furie rothe Lands comfort, when (in'my conſcieneel 
know) cthatcomfort was but bitter vato him: and bitter indeed ic fell out cuen1imit

35 whom he was ſen, a Prince ofa melancholie conſtitution both of body and 
wickedly fad, euer muling of horrible matters; ſuſpetting;orrachet conders 
all menof euill,, becauſe his mind had no eye to efpie goodneſſe:' arid therefor 
acculing Sycophents of all men did beſt ſort ro hisnature; bur chefefore nor ſee 
ming Szcophants , becaule of no euill they ſaid,they couldbringany new ordoubr- 

4o full ching vaco him , bur ſuch as already he had beenapr ro'determiney ſoas they 
came but as proofes of his wiſdome: fearefull and never ſceure, whilethe feare 
he had figured in his mind had any posſibiliry of euent . Atodelike'retirednefſe; 
and cloſcnefleof mind; nature-ceaching the odiouſneſle of poyſorr;antthedaun- 
ger ofodiouſneſſe. Yetwhile youth laſtedin him, the excrciſesofcli#t age, and his 

45 humour( noryer fully diſcouerd)-made him ſomerhitigthe more frequetitable 
andleſſedaungerous. But after that yearesbegan to corhie on withorhe though 
more ſeldome fhewes ofa bloudy nature, atidthatrhe prophecieof Meſidorss de- 
ſtinie came to hiscares(deliueted varo him , arid receiued of him with'the hardeſt 
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incerpretation , as though his ſubieQs did delight inthe hearing thereof .) Then 
gaue he himſelfe indeed tothe full carrent of his diſpoſition, efpecially afterthe 
-warreof Theſlalia, wherein (though in eryerth wrongly) he deemed, bis vnſucceſle 
-procceded of theirvawillingneſle to hauc himproſper:and hen thinking himſelfe 
-contemned (knowing no coyntermineagainſtcontempr, bur cerrour)beganto ler 5 
nothing paſſe which might beare che colour ofa fauk., wichour ſharp puniſhmenc+; 
and when he wanted faults, excellencie grew a faulrez and it was ſutficient ro make 
oneguiltie, that he had power to be guiltie, Andasthereis no hamoir, co which 
impudentpouertic cannormakeirſelfe ſerviceable; ſo-were there enow of thoſe of 
deſperateambirion, who would build their houſes vponorhersruines, whichafter 16 
ſhould fall by like praQtiſes. Soas ſervitude came mainly vpon thartpoore people, 
whole deedes were not onely puniſhed , bur words correed,, amid even choughts 
by ſome meanorother puldour of them: while ſuſpicion bred the mind of cruelty, 
and the eftetsof crueltie ſtirred a new cauleof ſuſpicion. And inthis plight (futlof 
warchfull fearfulneſſe) did the ſtorme deliver ſweer Pyrocles torheftormy minde i 
of chat Tyraft,all men that did ſuch wrong co (o rarca ſtranger{whoſe counte- 
nance delcrued both pitie and admiration) condemning themlelues as much in 
their hearts, asthey did bragin their faces. ail of. rot gi >" 

But when this bloudy king knew whac he was, &in what order he and hiscoſin 
AMuſidorus ({o much of him feared) wereicome out of Theſſalia, alluredly thinking 29 

(becauſe eucr thinking the worſt ) chatthoſe forces wereprouided againſt him z 
gladoftheperiſhing(as he thoughr)of Muſrdorus,dererminedinpublikeſorcropur 
Pyrocles rodeath. For having quite loſt the way of nobleneſle, heſtraue ro climeto 
the height of terribleneſle; and thinkingto makeall menadread ,tomake ſuchone 
anenemie, who would not ſpare, nor feare tokill ſoigreata Prince ; and laſtly has 35 
uing nothing in him why co make him-hisfriend,be thought he would take him a 
way from being his enemie. T he day wasappointed,andall things appointed, for 
thatcruell blow, in ſo ſolemne an order, asif they.wouldſerforthryranny in moſt 
gorgeous decking. The Princely youth, of inuinciþleyalour, yet {ovniuſtlic ſubic- 
Qed toluch ourragious wrong,carying himſelfeinallhisdemenour ſoconſtantly 30 
abidingextremitie, thar one might ſceicwas thecutring away ofthic greateſt hope 
of the world, and deftroyingvercue in his weereſtgrowth. _. 

Bur ſo ir fellour, thar hisdeath was prevented by a rare example of friendſhip in 
Auſidorts: whobeingalmoſtdrowned,, had been takenvp by a-Fiſherman bclon- 
oing tothe kingdome of Bethynia; &beingthere,& vnderſtandingthe fulldiſcourſe 35 
(as Fame was very prodigall of ſo notablean accident) in what calc Pyrocles was; 
learning withall , thac his hate was farre more to him then to Pyrocles, he found 
mecanesto acquaint himſelfe witha Noble manof rhar Countrie,co whom largely 
diſcoucring whathe;was, he found him a moſt fit inftrument toeffcuare his de- 
fire. Forthis Nobleman had been one, whoin many warres hadſerved Evare+w4,& 40 
had bin ſo mind-ſtriken by che beutie of vertue in thatnoblekingyrbar (though nor 
borne his ſubie@ ) heeuer profeſt bimlelfc his ſeruanc. His deliretherforecg him 
was, to keep. Mufidorws ina ſtrong Caſtleof his, &chenro make the king of Phrgere 
vnderſtand that if he- would deliuer Pyrocles , Muſidorws would willingly puthim- 
ſelfe inco hishands; knowing wel,that how chirftic focuer he was of Pyrocles bloud, 45.

Bur as they were ſtill fighting with weake armes and ſtrong hearrs,ic happened; 
that one of the ſouldiers ( comaunded togovp after his fellowes againſt the Prin- x I 
ces) having recciuedalight hurt, more woundedin his heart , wentbacke with as _ 4 
much diligence, as hecame vp with modeſtie: which another of hisfellowes ſee- 
ing, topicke a thankc of the king, ſtrake hinivpon the face, reuiling him, tharſo ac- 
companied, hewould run away from ſo few.Bur he(asmany timesicfalsour) only 
valiant, when he wasangrie,in reuengethruſthim chrough: which with his trad 9 
was ſtraighrreuenged by a brother of his: and chatagaine required by a fellow of 
the others. There beganto be a great tumult amongſttheſouldiers; which leene, 
and not vnderſtood by the people ( vied to feares, but nor vied robe bold inthem) 
ſome began tocrierreaſon; and that voiceſtraight multiplyingit ſelfe, rhe king ( 6 
thecowardiſe of a guiltic conſcience) before any man ſer vpon him, fled away. 15 
Wherewicha bruit (cither by artof ſome well meaning men, or by ſuch chaunce 
as ſuch chingsofcen fall our by)ranfrom one tothe other, thar che king was flaine 
wherewith cerraine young menofthe braueſt minds, cried with aloud voyce, Li- 
berty ; and encouraging the other Citizens to follow them, ſerypon the guard and 
ſouldiers,as chiefeinſtrumenrs of tyranny: andquicklyayded by the Princes they 36 
ſortſerhis handto the worke of their ſcruitude, and ( God knowes) by the blind: 
neſſeof rage, killing many guiltleſſe perſons, either for affinitierothe tyrant, oren- 
mitieto the ryrant-killers. Bur ſome of the wiſer (ſecing thata popular licence is in- 
decd the many-headed tyrannic) prevailed withche reft ro rnake Meſidorss their 35 
chicfe: chooſing one oftkem(becauſe Princes)ro defend them,& him becauſe elder 
and moſt hated of the Tyrant, and by him to beruled: whom forthwith they lif- 
red vp, Fortune (I thinke) ſmilingac her worke therein, thata ſcaffold of executi- 
on ſhould grow a ſcaffold of coronation.

. dead, bur fled roaſtrong caſtle of his, neare hand, where he was gathering forcesin 


all peed posſibleto ſuppreſſe thismutiny. But now they had runne themſclues roo 
farreourof breath, togo backeagainethe ſame carcer;and roo wellthey knew the 
ſharpeneſſeofhis memoric co forger fuch an iniury ; therefore learning verrue of 
necesſitie, chey continued reſolute to obey Muſidorus .

Bur that iniury wentbeyond all degree of reconcilment; ſo that they making 
forcesin Phrygia(akingdom wholly ar their commandement, by the loue of che 
people, andgratefulnefle of che king ) they entred his countriez and wholly con- 
quering ir ( with ſuch deedsas at leaſt Fameſaid were excellent) cooketheking z & 
by Aaſidorss comandement (Pyrecles heart more cnclining to pitie) he was ſlaine 25 
vpon thetombeof cheir two rrueſeruants; which they cauſed co be made for them 
with royall expences, and notable workmanſhip to preſerue their dead lives. For 
- bis wicked ſeruanc he ſhould hauefeltthelike, or worſe, but that his heart brake e- 

- uentodeath with the bcholding the honour donero their dead carkaſſes, There 
might Pyrocles quietly haueenioyed that Crowne, by all thedeſire of that people, 30 
moſtof whom had reuolted vnto him : bur he finding a iſterof the latekings (a 
faire & well eſteemed Lady)looking fornothing more, thento be oppreſſed with 
her brothers ruines,gaue herin mariageto the Nobleman his fathers old friend, & 
endowed them with the Crowne of chatkingdome.-And nortcontent with choſe 
publike ations, of princely, and (as irwere) goucrning vertue, they did (inthar 35 
kingdomeand ſome othernecrabour)diuerſeatts of particularcrials,more famous, 
becauſe moreperilous. For inthat time thoſe regions were full both of crucllmon- 
ſters, and monſtrous men: allwhichin ſhort time by priuate combats they deliue- 
redthecountrics of. 

Among thereſt, rwo brothers of hugcboth greatacſicand force,thereforecom- 40 
monly called Giants, who kept chemſclues ina caſtic ſeated vpon the top of a rock, 
impregnable, becaulc there was no comming vnto it bur by one narrow path, 
where one mans force was able rokeepe downe anarmy. Thele brothers hada 
while ſcrued theking of Pontws, andin all his affaires (eſpeciallic of warre , where- 
uncothey were only apt) they had ſhewed,as vaconquercd courage,ſoarude fairh- 45 
fulncfle: being men indeed by nature apter tothe faulrsofrage,then of deceirznor 
greatly ambitious, more thento be welland vprightly dealt with; rather impati- 
entof iniury ,then delighted with more thenordinarie curteſies; and in inipries 
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moreſenfible of ſmart orloſſe, then of reproch or diſgrace. Theſe men beeing of 
thisnarure (and certainly iewelsro.a wile man, conſidering what indeed wonders 
they wereable ro performe) yer were diſcarded by that worthy Prince, after ma- 
nie notable deſerts, as not worthy the holding . Which was the more cuident; ro 
5 them ; becauſcicſodainly fell froman exceſle of fauour, which (many examples 
hauing tanghe them) neucr ſtopr his race rillir camerto an headlong ouerthrowe: =; 
chey fullof rage, retired themſelues vncothiscaſtle : where thinking nothing iuſter ; 
then revenge, nor more noblc then theeffes of anger, that (according tothena» þ 
ture) fall of inward braueric and ficrceneſle, ſcarcely .in.che glaſſe of reaſon, think» . 
toing iclelfefaire but when itis terrible, chey immediatly gaue themſelues ro make 
all the countric about chem (ſubic& torthar king). ro ſmarc for their Lords follic 
notcaring how innocentrhey were, bur rather thinking the more innocent they 
were, the more irreſtified their ſpighr, which chey deſired to manifeſt. And nn 
vſc of euill, growing mggeand morceuill, they rooke delight in ſlaughter, & plea» 
15 ſed ghemiclues in makingiorhers wrackthecffcR of their power: ſo thac where in 
, ©thetimethat they obeyed a maiſter, rheiranger wasa ſeruiceable power ofthe 
mindro do publique good; ſo now vnbrideled, and blind iudge ofir felfe, it made 
wickednefle violent; and praiſed irelfe in excellencie of milchiefe; almoſt to the 
ruineof the country, not greatly regarded by their careleſſe and loueleſſcking. Till 
20 now theſe Princes finding them fo fleſhedin crueltie,asnot ro be reclaitned,(ecret- 
ly vaderrooke the marteralone: for accompanicd they would nor haue ſuffered 
them to haue mounted; and ſo thoſe grear fellowes ſcornefully recciuingthem,,as 
fooliſh birds fallen into cheirner, it plealedche erernall iufticeto make them luffer 
death by their hands: and(o they, were.manifoldly acknowledged he lauers of 
25thatcountreFe).., 12 ob on onieg ets id aides) os cron al ol ba 
It wereche part of a verietdle Oratortoſer forth che, nnbersof we devited ho. FT 
norsdone varo them:burasbigh honorignoronely ggten, &, borne bypaineand 
danger,burmuſt benurſthy chelike,orgllevaniſherh as looneas irappearestothe 
world: (o che naturall hunger thercot (which, was in-Pyrocles) CEThim notto 
z0accountareſting ſeat of that, which cicher.riſeth orfallerh,bucſtillro. make oneogy 
calion begeranother; wherby his doings might ſend his praiſe ro others —_ 
to reboundagaine true contentiment to his ſpirit. And rherfore having well cſtabli- 
ſhed thoſekingdoms vnder good Gouernours,and rid chem by their valure of ſuch 
Gianrs and monſters, as before timearmics were notable co ſubdue, God determi 
35 ned in vnknowne order to lee more of the world,and to imploy thole gifs eltce- 
medrarcinthem, to the good of mankind; and therefoxg;wauld chemſclues (va; 
derſtanding chat the King Fuarchas was paſſed allthe cumber of his warres) goe 
priuately ro ſeeke excrciles of their vertue, thinking ic not ſo worthy ro be broughe 
ro heroicall efte&ts by forrune,or necelsiry (like Ylyſesand Heneas)as by ones own 
4o choiceand working. And ſo went they away from verie vnwillingpeopleto leaue 
them, making time haſteir ſelfe ro bea circymſtanceot their honor , and one place 
witnelſe toanocher of the truth of their doings. For ſcarcely werethey out of the 
confines of Pontws, burtharasthey ridalonearmed, (for alone thaywenr, one ler= 
vingthe other) they meran adventure; which though nor ſo —_— any great 
45 effe&t they performed, yet worthy ro beremembred fprthe vauſedexamples ther» 
in, as well of cru naturallgoodneſfe, asof wretched vngratefulneſſe. 
Ir was in the kingdome of Galacia, che ſean being (asinthedeprhof Vvinter) » Cap. lo. 
very co1d, andaschen ſodainely growneto ſocttreame and foule x ſtorme , Bu 
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neucrany winter(I chink)brought fortha fowler child: ſo that the Princes were e- 
uen compelled by the haile,thar che prideof the wind blew into their faces, to ſeek 
ſom ſhrowding place whicha certain hollow rocke offering vaco them, they made 

it thcir ſhicld againſt the cempeſts fury.' And ſo ſtaying there,tillthe violence there- 
of was paſſed, they heard tiie ſpeech ofa couple, who not perceyuing them, being 5 
hid within that rude canapie, held a ſtrange and pitifull diſputation , which made 
chem ſtep our, yer in ſuch ſort as they might ſee vaſeene.

Bart then the march} had been. (o ill made for P/exirir, thar his ill-led life, and 
yvorlegotten honour ſhould have tumbled rogether ro deſtruftion; had therenot 
come in Tydexand Telenor,vvith forty or fifty in their ſuite, tothe defence of Ple- 
xirtzs.Thecſe two werebrothers, ofche nobleſthouſe of thar countrie, broughe vp 
from their infancy with Plexirtus, men of ſuch proweſle, as not to knowe feare in 
themſelnes, and yer to teach ir in.others that ſhould deale with chem : for hey had 
oftenmadethcir liues-triumph ouer moſt terrible'dangers;nener diſmayed, and e- 
ver fortunate; and truely.no moreſettedin valure, then diſpoſed togoodnefſe __ 
_ wſtice 
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juſtice, ifeicher they had lighted on a bercer friend, or could haue learned to-make 
friendſhip a child,& nor he father of Verrue.Bur bringing vp (rather then choice) 
having firſt knic cheir mindesvato him(indeedecrafty enough, eitherto hide his 
faulcs, or never roſhew chem, but when they mighr pay tiome)) they willingly 
held out the courſe, rather roſatisfiehim, thenall cheworld ;andratherrobegood 
friends, then good men: ſoas though chey did nor like the evill he did, 'yertheyli- 
ked him char did checuill ;and though nor counlcllours of the offence, yer proce- 
Qors of the offender. Now they hauing heard ofthis ſodaine going out with ſo (mal 
a company,ina country ful of cuil-wiſhing minds toward him (rhough theyknew 
10 notthecauſe)followed him;rtil chey found himinfſuch caſe,as they werero venture 
theirliues, orelſe heto loic his: which they did with fuch force of mind and bodie, 


chat truely I may iuſtly ſay, Pyrocles and Aiwſidorns had neuertill then foundany, * 
that could make them ſo well repeat their hardeſtleſion inthe featesofarmes. And * 
briefly ſo they did, thatifrhey ouercame not; yer were they noronercome, butca- | 


w | -1 5 ried away that vngratefull maſterof theirs to aplaceof iecurity; howloeuerthe 

= Princes laboured to thecontrary. Burthis matterbeing chus far begun, ic became 

not the conſtancie of the Princes ſoto leaucir; butinallhaſtmaking forces both in 

Poptwe and Phrigia, they had in few daies left him but onely tharone Rrong place 

vvhere he was. Forfeare hauing beenthe only knortharhad faſtened his people vn- 

20 tO him, that once vnticd by a greater force, they all {catrered from him, likefotria» 
ny birds,whoſe cage had been broken.

In which ſeaſon the blind king ( having inthe chiefe citie of his realme ſet rhe 

crown vpon his ſonne Leonatze head)with many rears(both of ioy:and ſorrow)ſet- 

ting forch to the whole people, his owne faultand hisſons vertae;after hehadkift 

25 him,andfored his ſonneroaccept honourofhim (as of his new-becomeſubieRye- 

nen ina moment died,as it ſhould ſceme;his heartbroken with vnkindneficatrdat- 

fliction,ſtserched lo far beyond his limits with thisacceſs of comforr,asit wasable 

no longer ro keep ſafe his vical{pirits. But the new king(hauing noleſs lovingly per- 

formed all duties to him dead, then aliue) purſucd-onthe ſiege of his vnnaturallbro-

of Pontius (who returned toenioy their benefice, both of his wife and kingdome) iy ll, 


they priuately went chence,hauing onely with them the two valiancbrothers,who 
would ncedes accompany them through diuerſe places; they foure dooing afs 
more dangerous, though leſle famous, becauſe they were bur priuate chiualries: 
rill hearing of the faire & vertuous Queene Eronaof Lycia,beſicged by the puiſlanc 
king of Armenia,they bentchemlelues ro herſuccour, both becauſethe weaker (& 20 
weakeras beinga Lady)andpartly becauſe they heard the king of Armenia had in 
his companie three of the moſt famous men liuing, for matters ofarmes,that were 
knownetobeinthe world. VVhereof one was the Prince Plangw (wholename 
was ſiycetned by your breath, pecrelcſs Lady, when the laſtday irpleaſed you to 
mention him vato me:) the other ewo were twogreat Princes (chough holding of 25 
him) Barzanes and Ewardws, men of Giant-like both hugeneſs & force: in vvhich 
rwoeſpecially, the truſt the king had of victory was repoſed. And ofthem, thoſe 
brothers Tydessand Telenoy ({ufficient Tudges in warlike matters) ſpake fo high 
commendations, that the two Princes had cuen a youthfull longing to bauc ſome 
triall of their verrue. And therefore as ſoone as they were entred into Lycia, they 39 
ioynedthemſelues with chem that faichfully ſerucd the poore Queene, atthattime = 
beſieged: andere long animatcd inſuch ſort their almoſt ouerthrowne harts, that 
they went by force to relieue the towne,though they weredepriued ofa great parr 
of their ſtrength by the parting ofthe erwo brothers ,whowerelſent for inall haſt to

Bur by and by hee 
cameagaine, and amongſtthe raiments (My/eand Xopſa. being preparing ſheers a- 
gainſt theircomming out) the dog lighted vpon alittle booke of four or fiuc leaues 20 
of paper,and was bearing that away to. Burthen Ze/mane (norknowing wharim- 
portance it might be of) ran afterthe dog, who going ſtreight corhoſle buſhes, ſhe 
might ſcerhe dog deliver itroa Gentleman who {ecretly Jay there, Bur ſhee haſtily 
comming in,the Gentleman roſe vp, & wisha curteous (though ſad) countenance 
preſented himſelte vnco her. Zelmaneseyes ftreight willed her mind romarkehim: 25 
for ſhethoughr, in herlife ſhe had neuer ſeehea.man ofa more. good]! yprelence, in 
whom ſtrong making tooke not away delicacie, nor beaurie fierceneſle : beeing in- 
deed ſucha right manlike man, as Nature ofcencerring, yer ſhewes ſhee would faine 
make. But when ſhe had a while (not wichour admiration) viewed him, ſhe deſired 
him rodeliuer backe the gloue and paper, becaulerhey wereche Lady Philocleas , 30 
eclling him wicha!l,that ſhe would nor willinglylet chem know of hiscloſe lyingin 
that prohibiccd place, while they were bathing themiclues; becauſe ſhee knevv 
they would be mortally offended wirhall. Faire Ladie,anlwered hee, the worſt of 
the complaint isalready paſſed, fince I] feele of my fault ia my (elf thepuniſhmenr. 
But for theſcthingsIafſure you,it was my dogs wants boldnes,nor my preſump- 35 
cion. With chat he gaue her back the paper: But for the gloue, ſaid he, ſince ic is my 
Ladie Phzlocleas, giue meleaue to keepe ir, ith my harc cannor perſwadeir (clfe ro 
part from it. AndI pray youtell the Lady (Lady indeede of all my deſires) chat 
owes it, thatT will dire&t my life co honour this glouc with ſeruing her. O villaine 
(cried out Zelmane,madded with findingan vnlooked-for Rijuall, &tharhe would 40 
make hera meſſenger) diſpatch, ſaid ſhee, andd<liucrir, or by the life. of her that 
owes it, I wil make thy ſoule (thogh roo baleaprice)pay for it. And with that drew 
out herſword, which (Amazorn-like) ſheeucr wareabour her. T he Gentleman reti- 
red himſelfeintoan open place fr6 amongthe buſhes, & then drawing out his coo, 
hee offred ro deliver itvnto her, ſaying wichall, God forbid 1 ſhould vie my (word 45 
againſt you,fich (if 1 be nor deceived) you axethe lame famous 4m2z99, thar both 
gefended my Ladicsiuſt ricle of beautie againſt the valiant Phalantws, and laued her 
lfe in killing the Lion: thertoreT am rather cokiſle your hands, with acknowledge- 
ing

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ging my ſcife bound to obey you. Butthiscurrefie was worſethcna baſtonado to 
Zelmane :ſochat againe with ragefull eyes ſhe bad him defend himlelfe; fornoteſle 
then hislife ſhould aniwere ic. A hard cale ( ſaid be )to reach my-fword:thatlefſon; * 
which hatheuer vicd roturneit lelfe to a ſhield ina Ladies pretence. /Bur-Zelwmiane 
harkening to no more wordes, began wich ſuch wittie furie topurſuchimwith 

5 blowes and thruſts, that Nature and Vertue commaunded the Gemilemantolooke 
to his ſafcrie. Yer ſtill courteſie, thatſeemed incorporate in his hearr, would not be 
pcrſwaded by daunger to offer any offence, bur only ro ſtand vpon the beſtdefen-: 
fiuc gard he could, ſometimes going backe, being contentinthar reſpe&torake on 

to the figureof cowardile; ſomcime with firong and well-mer wardes, ſoratimecun- 
ning auoidings of his body; and ſomerimesfaining ſome blowes,which himſelfpuld 
backebeforethey needed ro be withſtood. And ſo with play did hea goodwhile 
fight againſt the tighrof Zelmane, who ( more ſpited with Es curteſie,thar one that 
did nothing ſhould beable co reſiſt her ) burned away with choler any motions; 


15 which might grow out of her own {weet diſpolition, determining ro kill himif he 


fought no better ;and ſoredoubling ker blowes, draue the ſtranger tono other ſhift 
then co ward,and go backe ; atthartime ſeeming the image of innocencieagainft vi- 
olcnce. Butarlength he found, thatboth in publike and priuace reſpeRs,who ſtands * 
only vpondefence, ſtands vpon no defence:for Zelmane lecming ro fAlrikeathishead, 
20 and hegoing to wardir, withall ſtept back as he was accuſtomed ſhe ſtopt her blow 
in theaire, and ſodainly turning the poinr, ran fullat his breaſt 3ſoas he wasdriuen 
with the pommel of his (word(hauing no other weapon of defence)to bearit down: 
burtthe thruſt was ſo ſtrong, that he could not ſo wholly beate ir away, butthat ir 
met wich his thigh , thorow which it ranne. But Zelmane retiring herſworde, and 
ſceing his bloud, viftorious anger was conquered by the before-conqueredþ pittie 5 
*2 and hartily ſorie, and cuenaſhamed with her ſelſe ſhe was, conſidering how little 
he had done, who well ſhe found could hauedone more. In ſo much tharſhefaid, 
truly Iamforiefor your hurt, bu your ſelfe gaue the cauſe, both inrefuſingro de- 
liver the gloue, and yctnor fighting as I know you could have done. Bur (aid ſhe) 
10 becauſel. perceiue you dildayne.ro fight witha woman, it may be before a'yeare 
comeabour, you ſhall meet with a neerekin{man of mine , Pyrocles Prince of Mace- 
don, and 1 give you my.worde, he for me ſhall maintaine this quare!Jagainſtyou.l 
would ( anſwered © Amphialis) Thad many moreſuch hores to meeteand knowthar 
worthy Prince, whole vertucI loucand admire, though my good deftiny hath not 
benetoſee his perſon. | | T 
; Buras they were ſo ſpeaking. the yong Ladies came,to whom Mop/a(curiousin 
any thing, but her owne good behaviour) having followedand ſeenc Zelmanefigh- 
ting, had cried, whar ſhe had ſecne, while they were drying themlelues, andthe wa- 
ter (with ſome drops) ſeemedto weepe, tharir ſhould part from ſuch bodies. But 
40 they carefull of Zelmane (aſſuring themſclues tharany A readian would beare reue- 
rencerothem) Pamela witha noble mind, and Philocles withaloving ( haſtily bi- 
ding the beautics, whercof Nature was proude, and they aſhamed ) they made 
quicke worke rocometo laue Zelmane. Butalreadie they found them in talke, and 
Zelmane carefullof his wound. Bur when they ſaw him,they knew ir was theircolin 
45 germain , the famous .Hmphialus ; whom yer witha ſweet-graced birterneſle they 
blamed for breaking their fachers commaundement ,- eſpecially while themſelues 
were in ſuch ſort retired. But he craued pardon, proteſting vnto them that hehad 
only bene to ſecke ſolicarie paces, by an extreme me'ancholy that had a 800d 
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whilepoſſeſt him, and guided tothat place by his ſpaniel ; where whilethedog hun- 
ctedin-the river, he had withdrawae himſelfeco pacific with {lecpe his overivarched 
eyes : till adreame waked him, and made him ſeerhar whereof he had dreamed, 
and withall not obſcurcly ſignified , thathefetrche ſmart of his owne doings . But 
Philoclea ( that was even icalous of her ſelfe for Zelmane )' would needes haue her ,.

Bur Mopſa had alreadie called certain ſhepheards 

not far off {who knew and wellobſcrucdheirlimirs )xocome & help ro carrie away 
Amphialus, whoſe wound fuffered him nor withour dangerto fſtraine it : andfo he rF 
leauing himſcife withthem, departed fromthe, faſter bleeding inhis hart, then at -* * viſe 
his wound: which bound vp by the ſheeres, wherewith Phzloclea had bene wrapped, 


- madehim thank che wound, and bleſlethe [word for chat fauour. 
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He bcing gone, the Ladies (with mery anger talking, in whatnakedimplicitic 
theircouſin had ſcene them ) returned rothelodge-ward : yerthinking/it cooearly 26 
(aslong asthey had any day ) to breake off ſopleaſing acompanie, wirh going ro 
performea cumberſom obedience, Zelmare inuited themrothelictle arbour , only 
relerued for her, which they willingly did : and there fitting, Pamela hauing a while 
madethe lute in his language ſhew how gladit wastobe touched by her fingers, 
Zelmanedeliuered vp the paper, which Amphialzs hadar firſt ycelded vntoker :and 25 
ſceing written vpon the back(ide of it, the complaint of Plangws, remembring whar 
Dorss had told her, and deſiring ro know how much Philocleaknew of her eſtate, ſhe 
tooke occalionin preſentingot it, roaske whether it were any ſecret, orno. No ' 
truely (anſwered Phzloclea) iris but even ancxcerciſeof my fathers writing, vpon 
this occaſion: He was one day (ſomewhile before your comming hither) walking a- 30 
broad, hauing vs rwo wich him, almoſta mile hence; and crosfinga hieway, which 
comes from the cictic of Megalopo!zs , he ſaw this Gentleman, whoſe nameis there þ 
written, oneof the propreſtand beſt-graced menthar ever Ifawe , being of middle 
ageandofa meane ſtarure. Hee lay as then vndera tree, while his ſeruants were | 
gettting freſh poſt-horſes for him.

ther ſheliked perſwaſions, nor feared threatnings, norchanged forabſence : & when 
ſhechought him dead, ſheſoughrall means (as well by poylon as knife) ro ſend her 
foule, ac leaſt, ro bemaricdin theeternall Church with him. This ſo brake theren- 
der fachers heart, thar (leauing thingsas he found chem)he ſhortly after died. Then 
forchwith Erona (being ſeized of thecrowne, andarming her will withauthoricie) 
ſought toaduance heraffetion to the holieticle of matrimonie. 6 
Bur before ſhecould accompliſh all the ſolemnities , ſhe was ouertaken witha 3 
warrerheking 7zridates made vpon her, only for her perſon; towards whom(for her 
ruinc)Loue had kindled his cruell heart, indeed cruelland tyrannous: (for being fat 
2) roo ftrongin thefield) he ſpared notman, woman, and child, bur (as thoughthere 
could be found no foileto ſer forth theextremitieof hisloue, bur cxtremitie ofha- 
tred) wrote, as icwete, the ſonersofhis Love in the bloud , and tuned chem in the 
cries of her ſubiets z although his faire ſiſter Ar7axia (who wouldaccompanie him 
40 inthearmie) ſoughtall meansto appeaſe his furic: rill laſflie , hebeſteged Eroxa in 
her beſt citie, vowing to win her,orloſe his life. And now had he broughthertorhe 
poinr either ofa wofull conſent, ora runious deniall, when therecamerhicher ( fo 
lowing the courſe which Vertueand Fortune led them) two excellent young Prin- 
ces, Pyroclesand Muſidorus, the one Prince of Macedon, theother of Theſſala:two 
45 Piinces,as Plangwe laid(and he witneſſed his aying with ſighes and reares)themoſt 
accompliſhed both in bodieand mind, that the Suncuer lookd vpon. 'W hile Philo- 
clea (pake thoſe words; 6 [weert words ( thoughr Zelmaneto lier ſelfe) whicharenor 
only apraiſc to me, bura praiſe topraiſcit ſclte, which out of thar mouth iflueth. 
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Theſetwo Princes(laid Philoclea) alwell to helpe the weaker (elpeciallicbeinga 
Ladie ) ascolauea Grecke people from being ruined by ſuch, whom we calland 
count barbarous , gathering cogether ſuch of the honelteſt Lycians, as would ven- 
rurecheir lives to ſuccour their Princeſle :giuing order by a ſecrer meſlage,they {enr 
inco the cicie, that they ſhould iſſue wichall torce at an appointed time; they let vp- ,._ 
pon Tiridates campe withlo well guided a fiercencſle, that being of both ſicesa FE 
{aulred, he was likerobe ouerthrowne: bucthat this Plargrs (being Generall of 7i- 
ridates hor{men) eſpecially ayded by the cwo mightie men Exardes and Bar=anes,re- 
ſcued the foormen, cucnalmoſtdeteated : bur yercould nor barre the Princes ( with 


theirſuccours both of menand viftuall) co enter thecitic. 1 
Which when 77ridates found would make the warrelong, (which length ſcemed 

ro him worſethena languiſhing conſumption) he madea challenge of three; Prin- 

ces in his rerinue, againſt thole cwo Princes and Artiphiles : and that thereupon the 

quarrell ſhould be decided, with compa, that neither {ide {kould help his tellow ; F 


butof whole {ide the more ouercame, with him the vitoric ſhould remaine. _Antt- 
philus (though Eronachole rather to bidethe brunt of warre,then vencure him,yet) 
could not for ſhame refuſe the offer , eſpecially ſince the two ſtrangers that had no 
incereſtin ir, did willingly accept it: belidesthat, he ſaw it like enough, that the peo- 
ple ( wearieof the milerics of war) would rather giue him vp,ifthey ſaw him ſhrink, 
then for his ſake venture their ruine: conſideiing thac the challengers were of farre ,, : 
greater worthineſlerhen himſeife: So it wasagreed vpon 5 and againſt Pyrocles was = 
Euardes king of Bichinia 3 Barzazes of Hircania againſt Muſiaorws, two men, that 
thought the world ſcarceadle rorefiſt them « and againſt Amtiphiizs he placed this 
ſame Plangus, being his ownecouſin germane,and ſonne to the king of 1beria. Now 
ſo it fell our, that -Muſtdorus ſlew Barzanes,and Pyrocles Euardes, which viciory thoſe 
Princes eſtecemcdaboueallchar cuer they had : bur of the other {ide Plaugm rooke 5 
Antiphiluzpriloner: vader which colour (asif the marcerhad beneequal] , though 
indeed it was nor, the greater part being oucrcome of his ide ) Tzridates continued 
his warre:andto bring Eroxatoa compelled yeclding, ſcent her word that he would - 
the third morow after, before the walles of the town ſtrike off Amtiphilus head with- 
out his ſuite in chat ſpice were granted; adding withall ( becauſe he had heardof her 
de{perareaffetion)rharitin the mcane time ſhedid her lelfe any hurc, what tortures 
could be deuiled ſhould be laid vpon CAntiphilus. | 
Thenlo if Cupid be a God, orthattheryrannie ofour ownethoughtsſeemeas a 
God vntovs: bur whatſocuer it was, thenir did ſer forththe miſcrableneſle of his 
effe&ts :the being drawne to twocontraries by one caule( for the loue of him come ? 
maunded her ro yceld to no other : the loue of him commaunded her to preſerue 
his life : which knot might well becur, but vntied ir could.not be. Sothar louein 
her pas(ijons (likea right make-barc) whiſperedto both ſidesargumentsof quarrell. 
Whar, ſaid he (of theone ſide ) doeſtthouloue AYntiphilus, 6 Erona? and ſhall Tire- 40 . 
datesentoy thy bodic ? With whateycs wilt thou looke vpon Antiphilus, when he 
ſhallknow that another poſſeſlerh thee ? Bur if thou wilt doit, canſt thou do it? 
canſtthou forcethy heart ? Thinke witch thy (elfe, if this man havethee, rhou ſhalt 
neuer hauc morepart of 4ztiphilus thenif he weredead. Butthus much more, thac 
rheaffeftion ſhall be ſtillgnawing, and the remorſe ſill preſent. Death perhaps wil 45 4 
coolc the rage of thy afteftion : where thus, thou ſhalt ever loue, andeuer lacke. | 
Thinkethis beſide, if thou maric 7iridates, Antiphilus is ſo excellent a man, that long e 
he cannot be from being in lome high place maried z canſt thou ſuffer that too? If 
ang 
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another kill his, hedoch him the wrong : if chou abuſechy body , thou dooſthim 
the wrong. His death isa worke of nacure, andeither now,orat anochertime he ſhal 
dic. But it ſhalbe thy worke, thy ſhamefull worke, which is in thy power co ſhun, to 
make him live coſe thy faith falſified, and his beddefiled. Bur when Love had well 
kindled chat party of herthoughts, then went he rocheorher ſide. Whar (fayd he )

deſiredthemrotry ſome way for her deliuerance ;ſhewing her ſelfereſolued, norto 
ouer-live Amiphilws,noryer to yeeld to Tiridates. 

They thac knew not whacſhe had donein priuate, prepared chat night accor- 
26 —_—_— as ſometimes ir falsour, that whartis inconſtancy, ſcemes cunning; fodid 
this change indeed ſtand in as good ſtced asa witty dis{1mulation. For ic madetheK. 
as reckles,asthem diligent: ſo that in the dead rime of the night, the Princes iflued 
outofthe towne zwith whom ſhe would ncedes go, eithertodie her ſelfe,orreskew 
Antiphilus, having no armor, or weapon, buraftcQion. And I cannortellyou how, 
by whatdeuiſe(though Plangw at largedeſcribedir ) che concluſion was, thewon- 
derfull valour of the two Princes ſo prevailed, thar Antiphilzs was ſuccoured, andthe 
king ſlaine. Playgus wasthen thechiefe manlefr inthecampe 4 andtherefore ſeeing 
noother remedy,conucied infafery into her country Artaxie,now Queene of Arme- 
ia; who with true lamentations,made knowneco the world, thather new greatneſſe 
did no way comfort herin reſpe& ofherbrothersloſſe, whom ſheſtudiedalmeanes 
posſible co reuengevponeuery oneof the occaſioners, hauing(as ſherhoughr) ouer- 
throwne her brother by a moſt abhominable treaſon. In ſomuch, that being at 
home ſheproclaimed great rewardsto any priuate man, and her iclfe in mariage 
troany Prince, that would deſtroy Pyroclesand Mufidorus. Bur thus was Aniiphilus 
redeemed, and ( though againſttheconſent of all her nobilicy) married ro Erona ; 
a caſe the rwo Grecke Princes(being called away by another adventure) 

leftthem. Fo |

And ſhee(whoſe husbandabour that time died) forgertingithe abſent Plangss,25 
orat leaſtnor hoping of him coobtaine ſo aſpiringapurpoſe;tefeno artevnuled, } 
which mightkeep thelinefrom breaking , wherearthe fiſh wasalrcady taken z noc 
drawing him violently,butlerting him play hos ns wy the hooke, which he had. 
ſogreedily.ſwallowed.For,accompanying her mourning garments with adoſcful 
countenance,yet neither forgetting handiomneſſein her-mourninggarmentrs, nor 39 
{weerneſſein her dolefult countenance; her words werecuer ſeaſoned with fighes, 
and any fauour ſhe ſhewed,bathed in teares, thar affeQion mighrſee cauſe of piric,

Where I was met with this 
Chremes, a driveling old fellow, leane, ſhaking both of head and hands, alreadie 20 
halfe carth,and yer then moſtgreedie of Earth:who ſcarcely would giue me thankes 
for whac | had done for feare I ſuppoſe, that thankfulnefle might haueanintrodu- 
tion of reward. But witha hollow voice, giuing meafalle welcome, I might per- 
cciue in hiseye to hisdaughter , thar ic was hard toſay , whether the diſpleaſure of 


her companie did nor ouer-way the pleaſure of her owne comming. Bur on he 25 


b:ought me , inro ſobarea houſe, that it was the pifture of miſerable happinelle, 
and tich beggerie ({crucd onely by acompanie of ruſticall villaines, full of weat and 
duſt, noroneof them other,chcn a labourcr)in ſumme (as he countedit)proficable 
drudgerie: and all preparations both for foodeand lodging ſuch, as would make 
one deteſt nigardneſle, itis fo ſluttiſha vice. Histatke of nothing butof his pouer- 30 
tie, for fcarebclike leaſt I ſhould haueproued a yorg borrower. In ſumme, ſucha 
man, asany enimie could not wiſh him worſethen to'be himſelfe. But therethar 
night bid I the burthen of being a tedious gueſt roa loathſome hoſt: ouer-hearing 
him ſometimes bitterly warne his daughter of bringing ſuch coſtly mates vn- 
der his roote': which ſheegrieuingar, deſired much roknow ny name, I thinke 
partly of kindneſſc, roremergber who had done ſomething for hcr, and partly, 
becauſecſhee aflured her ſelfe I was ſuchaoneas would make even his miſer-mind 
conrented with what he had done.

remouable determination paue her ſelfe to the counſel of loue , afterſhee had once 
ſer before her mind the worthinefle of your colin 4mphialus, and yeris ncicher her 19 
wildomedoubred of,nor honor blemiſhed. For(O God) what doth berter become 
wiſdome, then todiſcerne what is worthy the louing? whar moreagrea'vic ro good- 
neſle, thencolouc it ſo diſcerned?and what togrearnefſe of hare,then to be conſtant 
inic onceloued?Burar that time,that loue of hers was nor ſo publikely known,as the 
death of Philoxenusand her ſearchof Amphialus hath madeic : butthenleemed to 15 
haueſuch lealureto ſend thicher diverſe choite knights of her courr, becaule they 
might bring her,arleaſt the knowledge, perchance che honor ofthat triiph. Wher- 
'3nſorhey behaued them(cluesas for three daies they caried the prizey which being 
comefrom io far a place todilgrace her ſeruants, Pallaazus ( who himielfe had ncuer 
vied armecs) perlwaded the Queene Andromanato be content ( for the honor ſake of 20 
her court)coſaffer vsrworto hauc our horſcand armour,that he withvs might vnder- 
rake the rccouery of cheirloſt honour : which ſhe granted , raking ourothcogo no 
further then her {onne, nor cucr to abandon him. Which ſhe did not more for 1a- 
uing him, then keeping vs : and yet notfatisfied with our oth, appointeda bandof 
horſemen to haveeye , that we ſhovld norgo beyond appoimed limits. Wewaes 
willing togratifie the yong Prince, who(we ſaw)loucd vs. And ſothe fourth day of 
that exerciſe, we came intothe ficld:where (I remember )che manner was,that the 
forenoone they ſhold runartilt, oneafter che other: the afrernooneina broad field 
in mancr ofa barrell, til either the ſtrangers , or thar countrie Knights wan the field, 
The firſt that ran wasa braue Knight, whoſe dcuile wasto comein, all chayned z9 
with a Nymph leading him:his 7preſa was | 
Againſt him cameforth an 1h:ria, whoſe mannerofentring was, 
with Bagpipesin ſiced of trumpets ; a ſhepheards boy before him fora Page, and 
by him a dozen apparelledlike ſhepheards for the faſhion, though rich in Nutfe, who 
caried his Lances, which though ſtrong to giuea launcely blow indeed, yer lo ,. 
werethey colourcd wich hookes necre the mourne, that they pretily repreſcated © 
ſheephooks. His owne furnicure was dreſt over wich wooll, ſo emriched with Tewels 
artificially placed, that one would haue thought ira mariage berweene the loweſt 
; andthe higheſt His 1ypreſa was a ſheepe marked with pirch,with this woord , Spot 
2ed tobe knowne. And becauſe I may cell you out his conceipr ( thonghthar were not 40 
don,till che running forthat time wasended ) before che Layies departed from the 
windowes, among whome there was one (they ſay )rhar was the Star, whereby his 
courſe was onely directed, the Shepherds attendingypon PH7ZI1SIDES went 
among them;and ſang aneclogue; one of them anſyeringanother, whi'cche other 
ſhepherds puliing out recorders ( which poſſeſt che place of pipes) accorded their 45 
muliketo the others voice, The Eclogue had grearpraiſe : I oncly remember ſixe 
verſcs, while hauing queſtionedone with the orher;, of their fellow-ſhepheards 10- 
gaine growinga man of armes , andche cauſe of his ſo doing, they thusſaid.

. Thus hauedigreſt , hecauſe his manner liked mewell : But when he beganro 
runagainſt Zeli#s, ir hadnecregrowne ( though grearloue hadeuer beneberwixe 
10 them) co aquarrell, For Phibiides breaking his ſtaves, with great commendation, 
Lelizs ( who wasknowne.to be ſecond cononein the perfeQion of thar art }ranne 
ener ouer his head, bur ſo finely tothe $kilfulleyes, tharonemight well (ce he ſhe- 
wed more knowledgein misfing, chen others did in.hirting. For with fo gallanta 
grace his ſtaffe came ſwimming cloſe over the creſtof the Helmet ,; as if hewould 
15 repreſentthe kifle, and not the ſtroke of Mars.

Butſo by Zelius willing-misfing was the oddes of the 1herian [ide, and continued 
ſoin the next by theexcellent running ofa Knight, though foſtred fo'by the @H=#- 
ſes, as many times the very ruſticke people letr both their delights nd: rofirs tof + 
harken to his ſongs, yet could he ſo weltperformeallarmed ſports, asif he hadne-

whichthough chey fell nor, Rill chrearned falling. His I»5preſa was,a milkhorſe il 
bound co gocinone circle z withthis word, Data fataſequutus. Bur afterhim the C+- 
rinthian knightsabſolutely pretailed,cſpecially a greatnoble manof Corinth, whoſe 
30 deuice wastocome withour any device, all in white likea new Knight, as indeed 
he was; bur ſo new, as hisnewnes ſhamed moſt of the others long exerciſe. Then *© 
another from whoſe tent I remember a birde was made flie, with fuch artro 
a written ambaſſageamong the Ladies, tharone mightlay , If aliue bird, how fo 
taught?ifadead bird, how ſomade ? T hen he, who hidden, manand hotſcin a 
35 great figure liucly repreſenting the Phenix: the firerooke ſoartificially asit conſu- 
med the bird, andleft him toriſc asit were, out of the aſhestbercof.

40 Bur the delight ofthofe pleaſing ſights, have caried me roo farre intoatvit®s 5 
neceſſary dilcourle. I er itthen ſuffice (moſt excellent Lady) that you know the 
Corinthians that morning inthe exerciſe ( as they had donerhedaies before) had the 
berter ; Palladixs neither ſuffring vs,nor himfelfro take in hand thepartie tiltheafter 
noone; when wewereto fightintroupes, nordiffering otherwiſe from earneſt, bug 
45 tharthe ſharpneſſeof the weapons was raken away.

Andromanas,& hated vsfor hauing diſpoſſeſt him of her heart)raking him to be one

herhand, clsdiſarmed. Herapparcll of white , wrought vpon with broken knots, 
her horſe, faire anduſtie,which ſherid ſo,as might ſhew afcarcfull boldnes, daring 
todoo that, which ſhe knew that ſhe knew nor how ro doo: and the ſweeteneſle of 29 
ber countenance did giue ſuchagrace to what ſhe did , thatitdid make handiome 
the vnhandſomneſle, and make theeye force the minde to beleeve, that there was a 
praiſe in that vnskilfulnefle. Bur ſhe ſtraighrapproached me , and with fewe words 
( which borrowed the helpe of her countenance ro make chemſelues vaderſtood) 
ſhedeſired me toaccept her into my ſervice : telling me ſhe was anoblemans ſonne x5 
of 7heria,her name Daiphartus , who having ſeen what I had done intharcourt, had 
Rolne from her father,co follow me.

This weicarncdchieflic, by the chicfe of thoſe way-beaters , after the dearh of 
thoſe: o worthiebrothers, whoſe lone was noleſle then their valour: but well we 4, 
might find much cherot by theirpicitul lamentation whe they knew their miſtnee- 
tiag, and ſaw each ocher( in deſpite of the ſurgerie we could do vntothem) firiuing

cannot with loue. And whenſocucr ye ſhall make any other Ladichappic with your 
wedl placed afteftion, if you tell her my follie, I pray you ſpeake of it, not with 
ſcorne, but with pirie. I aſſure you, dearePrincefleof my life ( for how couldit beyg 
otherwiſe?) her words and her maner, with the liuclie conſideration of herloue, ſo 
picrced me,that chough.I had diuerſegrictes before, yerme thought, neuer felt till 
then, how much ſorrow enfcebleth all reſolution: for I could not chooſe but yeeld 
tothe weakeneſle of abundant weeping in ruth wich ſuch griefe, that Icould wil 
linglieatthat time have chaunged liues wich her.

Bur when ſhe ſaw my tearcs, O God, ſaid ſhe, how largely am Irecompenced 
for my loſſes? why then (laid ſhe) I may take boldneſſero make ſome requeſts vnto 
you.

the ſtraunge working of vniuſt fortune )I was to leave the ſtaridingby &Huſidorne, 
whome better then my lelfc I loved, togoſaue him, whom foriuſt cauſes] hated, 
Burt my promiſe giuen,and given to Zelmaxe,and io Zelmanedying , prevaticd more 
withme, then my fricadſhiptoMafitorus: though certainely I may affirme, no- 
30 thing had fogreatrulein my thoughtsasthat. Bur my promiſe caried me theeaſter, 
becaulc Muſidorus himſelte would not ſuffer merobreakeir. And ſowith heauie 
minds ( morecarefull cach of others (ucceſſe, then of our owne) we partcd 5 Ito>

40 ried Zelmanes mother, whodyingofthatonely child-birth, heawidower, 'andnot 
yeta king, hauntedthe Courtof Armenia; where (as he wascunningrowinne fa- 
uour ) heobcained great goodliking of Artaxia, which he purſued, till ( being cal- 
led homey hisfarher ) hefalſly gor hisfathers kingdome ; and then negleQedhis 
formerloue:til{chrowneour of that (by our means) before he was deeply rocredin 
45 it,andby and by againeplaccd in Treb/ond, vndcrftanding that £1*taxiz by her 
brathersdeath was become Qucene of 4rmenia.he was hotter then'ener in thatpur- 
fait: which bcing vnderſtood by thisold knight, heforged ſuch aierrer;, as might be

I dare ſay, if Ze/mane had knowne whar dannger] ſhould haue paſſed, ſhe would 
rather haueler her tacher periſh, then me co haue bidden thar aduentore. But my20 
word was paſt: and trulic, the hardnefle of the enterpriſe was nor ſo mucha biras 
a ſpurre vncome, knowing well, that the tourney of high honour lies nor inplaine 
waycs.

It is no ſmall comforrvnto me ((aid ſhe) hauing ro fpeake ſomething vnto you

But as ſoone asrhat blow was giuen (as if Aglwe had broke open the doore to let 
all his winds oiir)in6 hand was idle, each one killing him'that was nexr, for fearchs 
ſhoulddoas mucho him. For being diuided in minds and not diuided in compa» 
nies, they that would yeeld4<0'Baſilws were intermingled wich rhem chat would 5 
not yeeld. Theſe men thinkifg their ruine ſioode vpon'itzthoſe menro get fauouy 
of their Prince, conuerted their vngracious motion into their owne bowels, & byg 
erue iudgemenegrew their ownepuniſhers. None was fooner killed thenthoſe that _ 
had been leaders inthe diſobedience : whoby being ſo, had taugbrihen ,thac they 
did leade diſobedienceto the ſame leaders.

their fingers. Burthencame downe Zelmare; and Baſilius with Dores iſſued , and 
ſomerimes ſeeking rodraw together rhoſeof their party, ſomerimes laying indiffes 
rently among them, madeſuch hauocke (among the reſt Zelwaxe ſtriking the fars 
merto the hart wich her ſword,as before ſhe had done with hereyes)thatina while 15 
all they of che contrarie ſide were pur ro flighr,and fled tocertaine woods vpon the | 
frontiers; where feeding wildly, and drinking onely water, they weere diſciplined 
forthcir drunkenriots; many of them being {laineinthechaſle, about a ſcore only 
eſcaping. But when theſclate rebels, now ſouldiers, werererurned from the chaſe; 
Baſilizs calling them rogicher; partly for policy ſake,burprincipally becauſe Zelms 20 
ze before had ſpoken ic (which was to him more thenadiuine ordinance) he pro 
nounced their generall pardon, willing them to returnetotheir houſes, and theres 
after be more circumſpet in their proceedings : whichthey did moſtof them with 
ſharp marks of their folly .

they had the glorious name of liberty with them. Theſe words,being ſpoken(likea 
| furious ſtorme)preſently caried away their well inclined braines. VVhat T;and form 
5 35 otherofthe honeſter ſort contddo,wasno more then if wichapuffe of breath, one 
ſhould go about co make a ſaile go againſts mighty winde:or, wich one hand, tay 
the ruine of a mighty wall. So generall grewe this madneſſc among them; there 
needed nodrumme, where eich man cricd,cach ſpake to other tharſpakeas faſt wb 
him, andthe diſagreeing ſoundofſo many voyees was the chicfc token ofcheir vii- 
{0 40 meete agreement. Thus wastheir banquet turned roa barraile, theirwinic mirthes 
co bloudierages, and the happy prayers for your life ro monſtrous threarning of 
your eſtate ; the ſolemnizing your birthday; fended to hive been theeanteof your - 
funerals.

Thusarmed, thus gouerned, forcing the vawilling, and 
harrening che willing, adding furicco furie, and increaſing rage wich running, they 
came headlong towatd this lodge : no man (Idareſay) reloluedin his owne heart; 
what was the vitermoſt he would doo when hecame hither. Burtas miſchief is of 5 
ſachnature, thatit cannot ſtand bur with ſtrengrhning onecuill by another, and

diſcerning of the ground over vvhich he is;ſo washis mind lifted ſofar beyond the 
leucll of his owne diſcourſe, that remembring onely that himſelfe was in the high 
ſearofa King, he could not perceiue thathe was a king of reaſonable creatures,who 
would quickly ſcorne follics, and repineat iniuries. But imagining noſo truce pro- . 
pertie of ſouereigntie,as rodo what he liſted, andtolifſt wharſoeuerplealed his fan- gp 
cie, he quickly made hiskingdome a Teniſcourt , where hisſubic&s ſhould bethe 
balles,not in truth cruelly , bur licenciouſly abuſing them, preſumingſofar vpon 
himſelfe, that what he did was liked of euery bodie : nay, that hisdiſgraces were fa- 
vours,&all becauſe he wasa King. Forin Naturenotable to conceivethe bounds 
of great marters (ſuddenly borne intoan vnknowne Ocean of abſolute power) he ts 
was ſwayed withal(he knew not how)aseuery winde of pas{16s puffed him. Wher- 
ronothing helped him betccr, then that poy ſonous ſugar of flattery : which ſome 
vſcd,outof the innate baſencſle of their hart, ſtraight like dogs fawning vpon the 
greateſt : others ſecretly hating him , and diſdaininghis great rifing ſo ſuddenly, ſo 
vndeſeruedly (finding his humour) bencrheirexalting him onelyto his overthrow; i 
like the bird that carries the ſhel-fiſh high, ro breake him the caſter with his fall.But 
bis minde ( beinganapt matter to recciue what forme their amplifying ſpeeches 
wouldlay vp9 it) daunced ſopretica mulick totheir falſe meaſure, that he thought 
himſefeche wiſeſt, the worthicſt, and beſt beloued, that cuer gauchonor to.royall 
title. And being bur obſcurely borne, he had found out vnbluſhing pedegrees; that 29 
madehim not only ofthe bloudroyall, buctrue heirecthoughvniuſtly diſpoſſeſt by 
Eyrenasaunceſtors.And like the fooliſh birde, that when it ſo hides the head tharit 
ſees not it ſelfe,thinks no body clſeſeesir: ſodid heimagine, rhat no bodicknewe 
his baſeneſſe, while he himſelfecurned his eyes from ic. YT 
2 Thenvaineneſſe (a meager friend cogratefulneſſe ) brought him ſotodeſpiſe BF 25 
rona,as0f whom he had receiued no bencfic, that within halfa yeares mariagehee 
began to precend barrennes: & making firſt an valawfull law of having mo wiues 
then one, he ſtill keeping Ero#a,vnder-hand, by meſſages ſought 4rtaxia: whono 
leflehating him,chen louing(as vnluckiea choile) thenaughtic King Plexirtus, yer 
to bring to paſſe whar ſhee purpoſed , vvas contenttotraine him into falſe hopes, 30 
tillalrcadic his imagination had crowned him King of .4rmenia,& had made that 
but the foundation of more & more monarchics; as if fortune had only gotten cies 
rocheriſh him.In whichtimea great aſſembly of moſt partofal the Princes of 4ſe 
being todo honor rothe neuer ſufficiently praiſed Pyrocles & Muſidorus,he vvould 
beone;not roacknowledge his obligation(which was as great as any of the others) 35 
bur looking to haue bin yong-maſtred among thaſegreateſtates, as he was among 
hisabuſing vnderlings. But ſo many valorous Princes, indeed far neerer todiſdain 
him then otherwiſe, he was quickly (as ſtanding vpon no true ground, inwardly) 
out of countenance with himſelfe, till his ſeldom-comforricſſe flatterers ( perſiva- 
ding him, itwasenuicandfearc of his expected grearnefſe) made him haſtaway 40 
from that company, and vvichout further delay appointed the meeting vvith Ar- 
taxia; fo incredibly blinded vvith the over-bright ſhining ofhisroyaltie, chat hee 
could thinkeſuch a Queene would bee conrent co be ioyned-patent withanother 
ro haneſuchan husband. Poore Eroxatoall this obeyed, cither vehemencie of af- 
feftion making her ſtoop to ſooucrbaſe a ſeruitude, or aſtoniſhed vvicth anvnloo- 45 
ked for fortune, dullto any behoofefull reſolution, or (as many times it fallesout 
euenin great hearts vvhen they can accuſenone but themſelues)deſperately bentro 
maintaine it. For ſo went ſhe on in that way of her louc, that (poore Lady ) wn 
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beyondall otherexamples of ill ſetaffeQion, ſhe was brought towrite to Artaxia, 
ctharſhewascontcnt, for che publike good, to beaſecond wife, and yeeld the firſt 
place to her; nay toextol! him, and even woo Artexie forhim. . * 
Bue 4rtexi«(mortally hating them both for her brothers lake ) was contencro Z 
5 bide her ate, till ſhee had time coſhew it :-and pretending tharall her grudge was 
againſt the rwoparagonsof vertue, Muſidorweand Pyrocles , cuen met them halfe 
way inexcufing ber brothers murther, as not being principall atorszand ofthe o- 
ther ſide, driuen to what they did by the cuer-pardonable neces(itic: and ſo well 
handled the matter, as though ſhe promilcd nothing , yer Antiphilus promiled 
10 himſelfe all that ſhe would haue him thinke. And ſoa ſolemne enteruiew was ap- 
pointed : But (asthe Poets ſay ) Zymew had not there his faffron-coloured coat. Far 
Artaxialaying menſecrerly(&eaſily they might beſecrer,fince 4»tiphilus thoughs 
ſheeouer-ran himinloue) when he came euen ready to embrace her (ſhewing ra- 
ther acouncenance of accepting then offering) they came forth, and (having much 
15 aduantage both irinumber,valure, & fore-preparation) putall his company co the 
ſword, but ſuch as could fly away. As for 4ntiphilus ſhe cauſed him & Erone both 
to be put in yrons, haſting back roward her brotherstombe, vpon which ſhe meant 
colacrifice them z making rhe loue of her brother ſtand berween her andall other 
motions of grace, from which by nature ſhewasalicnated. 121 fig 
29 But great diuerſitie in them cwo quickly diſcouered it ſelfe for the bearing of 4- 
tharafflition: for 4#tiphilas that had nogreatnefle bur outward, that raken away, 
was ready tofall faſter thencalamiticcould thruſt him; with fruiclefſe begging of 
life(where reaſon might well affure him/bis death was reſolued) and weake bemo- 
ning his fortune, togiue his enemicsa moſt pleaſing mulike,, withmany promiſes 
25 and proteſtations, roas little purpoſe, as from lictle mind . But Erexe lad indeed, 
yerlike one rather vſed, then new fallen to ſadnefſe(as who had chejoyes of her hare 
alreadic broken)ſeemed rather ro welcomethento ſhunthatend of milcrie zſpea- 
king little, burwhar ſhe ſpake was for 4#tiphilus, remembring hisguilrleſneſle, be- 
ingat thattimepriſonerto Tiridates, when the valiant Princes flue him: tothe dif- 
30 grace of men, ſhewing that chereare women both more wiſe toiudge whar istobe 
expefted, and moreconſtantto bearcir when itis happened. Noe 
Bur her wit endcared by her youth, her afflition by her birth, & her ſadnefſe by F 
her beautie, made this noble Prince Plangws , who (never almoſt from his couſin 
Artaxia) was now preſent at Erenas taking, to perceiue the ſhape of louclineſſe 
5 more perfeQly in woe, then in ioyfulnefle ( asin apifure which recciuesgreater 
life by the darkneſſe of ſhadowes, then by more glittering colours) and ſeeing to 
like, and liking to loue, and louing ſtraight to feele'rhe moſt incidenceffetsof 
loue, to ſerue and preſerue. So borne by the haſtieride of ſhort leaſure, he did ha- 
ſtilie deliver rogether hisaffeftion, and affeionatecare. Bur ſhe (as if he had ſpo- 
40 kenofa (mall matter, when he mentioned herlife, rowhich hehad not leaſureco 
attend) deſired him if heloucd her, ro ſhew it, in findingſome way toſaue Auti- 
philus. For her,ſhe found the world but a wearifome ſtage varo her, where ſhe play- 
edapartagainſt her will: and cherefore beſought him, notto caſt hisJoucinſovn- 
fruicfulla place, as could not loue ic ſelfe:but fora teſtimonie of conſtancie,&aſuta- 
45 bleneflero hisword, todo ſo much comfortro her mind, as that for her ſake 4#- 
tipbilss were faued. He told me how much he argucd againſther cendring him, 
who had ſo vngratefullie betrayed her, and fooliſhly caſtaway bimlelfe. Burper- . 
cciuing ſhe didnot only bend her veric good wits toſpeake for him againſt _ 
c 
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but whenſucha cauſecould beallied to no reaſon, yer loue would needes make ig. 
ſeſſea cauſe, and barre herrather from hcaring, then yceld char ſhe ſhould yeeldto 
ſucharguments: helikewiſcin whom the power of Loue(asthey ſay of ſpirits) way. 
ſbieR tothe loucin her, with grief conſcnted, and (though backwardly) wasdili. - 
gcnttolabour che hclpe of Antiphilus :a man whom henotouly hated, asatraytor j 

. to Erona, butenuicd asa poſleſfor of Erona.Yer Love ſware, his hart, in ſpiteofhis . 
hart, ſhould make him become a ſernant to his rivall. And ſo did he, ſeekingallche 
meancsof perſwading Artaxia, whichtheauthoritie of ſo neare , & ſo vercuousa | 
kinſman could giue vnto him. But ſhe ro whom the cloquenceof hatred had given 


revenge the face of delight, reieed all ſuch motions; burrather.themorecloſtly 14 


impriſoningthemin herchicfecitie, where ſhekepr the wich intentionat the births 
day of Tiridates (which was very neare) to execute Antiphilus , &at the day of his 
dcath (which was about halfea yearc atter) rovſerhe ſame rigortowards Erons, : 
Plangus muchgrieued(becauſemuch louing)artem _ the humors of the Lycians; 
to ſee, whether they would come in with forces to ſuccor their Princefſe. Butchere z 
thencxtinhericor trothecrown (withtherrueplaythatisvſedinthegame ofking- 
domes) had no ſooner his miſtreſſe in capriuirie, bur he had vſurped herplace,and 
making her odious to herpeople, becauſe of the vnfireleion ſhe had made,had lo _ 
leftno hopethere: but which is worſe, had ſent to Artaxia, perſwading the iuſti- 
cing her, becauſe tharvnioſtice might giue his ticlethename of iuſtice ..VVaating 2g 
that way,Plangw prattiſed with ſome dear friends of his,co ſaue Antiphilus out of 
priſon, whoſe day becauſeir was muchnearer then Fronaes, &chatthe well found; 
ſhchad twiſted herlife vp6 the ſamethreed with his, hedetermined firſttoger him 
outofpriſon :and to that end hauing perparedallmarters as wellas inſuch caſe he 
could, where Artaxia had ſermany of Tiridates old ſcruantsro-haue well-marking ag 
eyes,he conferred with Antiphiles,as(by the authority he hao)he found meanesto 
do; &agreed with him of thetime & maner, how he thould by chedeathof ſome 
of his iaylors eſcape. Burall being well ordered, & Planges willingly putcing bimfalf 
incothe greateſt danger, Antiphilus (who, like a bladder , ſweld ready to breake; 
while it was full of the wind of proſperitie;that being our, was ſoabicRed, asaprto 
berrodon by eucry body) whenic cametothe point, thatwich ſame hazard, heg 
mightbe inapparant likelihood roauoid the verermoſt harme, his hart fainted,and 
(weake foole , ncirher hoping, nor fearingas he ſhould) gata conceipr, that with 
bewraying this praQiſe, he might obtainepardon: & therefore,cuena little before 
Plangus ſhould hauecome vnto him, opened the whole praCtiſero him that hadthe 35 
charge, with vnpiticd teares idely proteſting, he had rather die by Artaxias com - 
mandement, then againſt her willeſcape: yerbegging life yponany the hardeſt, & 
wretchedeſt conditions that ſhe would lay vpon him . His kecper prouidedaccors 
dingly,ſo that when Plangss came, he was like himſclfe ro have bin entrapped: bue 
that finding (with aluckiein-ſight) chat ic was diſconered, he retired;' and (calling 40 
his friendsabour him) ſtood vpon his guard, as he had good cauſe. For, A4riaxi 
(accounting him moſt vngratefull,conſidering that her brother & ſhe had not only 
preſerued him againſt the malice of his farher , but ever vſed him much liker, his 
birth, then his fortune) ſent forces to apprehend him. Burhe among the marrtiall 
men hadgorten ſo great loue,that hecould not only keep himlelf from her malice, 45 
bur worke in their minds a compasſion of Er9xas aducrficy. epi > a. 
- Butforthe ſuccour of Antiphilus he could gerno body ro ioyne with him, the 
contempt of him hauing not beenable to qualifie the hatred;ſorhar Artaxia _ 
calllie 
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eaſily ypon him-_trfarwe ber:vill; which was (arche humbleſuice of all chowos 
menoftharcirie) co deliuerhim co their cenſure, who moriallie h4ring bimfor 
having madealiuotf Polygemce;after many torcures yforſthim roghrow himſelfe 
froma high Pyremis, whichwits builc-cuier. 75r:detrsfombe, and {o- croend his 
5 Rye life, which had planred no firong chougbr.inhim;butthathe could be 
ynlo =.

;\BunPlengnewell perceiving that Xr/exietaied only for theappainced day,chat 
thi faire Eroxgr body (conſumed toaſhes)ſhovid make notorious reſtimanie,how 
deeply her brothers death wasengrauen in her breaſt, heaſſembled good numbers 
10 of gieads, whom: his vertue (though a ſtranger.) hadried vato him, by forceto 
give her libertic. Contrariwile, 4rtex:i4, ro whom Angergauemorecourage then 
her ſex did feare,, vſcd her regallauthoririe (the moſt Decould )ro ſuppreſſe that 
ſedjriqn, and hauc her will: »which ( ſhe thoughr is the inoſt princelic ching that 
may be. But Playgrs, whoindecd (asall men witnefſe)izoneof the bet Captaines 
I 5 (both for policicand valour ) thararetrained intheſchooleof Aars,; in:a conflict 
ouerthrew: Artexias power, though of farregreater nomber :and there tooke pris 
ſonerabaleſonrieof her brothers, whom ſhe dearly affefted, &chen ſent her word 
that he ſhould runne the ſamerdceof forrune(wharſocuerir was)chat Eromadid : 8 
happie was thatthrearning for her; for clſe. Artexis had: haſtened the day of her 
20 death, inreſpe of thoſe rumules. tru 3 | | | 
But now (ſame principall Noblemerof.char countrie interpoſing themſelues) 
it was agreed, that all perſons el(cfully pi , and'all priſoners (except Erona) 
delivered, ſhe ſhould be pur-into the handsofa prineipall Nobleman;whb had 2 
caſtle of great ſtrength, vponoath, if by che:day two'yeare from Tiridates death; 
25 Pyrocles & Muſidorws did notin perſon combar,and ouctcame rwoknighes, whom 
ſhe appointed to maintain her quarrell againſt Eroxa & them, of hauing by treaſon 
deſtroyed her brother, that then Eroxx ſhold be that ſame day burned roaſhes: but 
ifcthey came, and had che viQorie, ſhe ſhould-be deliuered; bur vponnooccalion 
neither freed,norexecuted tilltbarday. And herero of both (ides,all cookſolemne 
30 Oath, and ſo thepeace was concluded; they of Plaxges partie forcing himtoagree, 
chough he himlſelfe the ſooner condiſcended , knowing thecurrelie of thoſe rwo 
excellent Princes, not to refuſe ſo nebleaquarrell, andtheir power ſuch, astu: . 
moare(like the other two) were noc able toreliſt, Bur 4rtaxia was more, anSypon 
berter ground, pleaſed with this aQion; for ſhe had cuen'newly receiucd newes fr6 
35 Plexirtws,tharvpon the ſea he had cauſed them both eoperith, &rherefore ſhe held 
her (elfe ſureofchemarch. | - . | 
But poore Plengas knew not ſomuch , and therefore ſceing his pattie (as moſt 
times it falles oucinlike caſe) hungricofany condirionsof peace, accepted chem; 
and then obrained leaue ofthe Lord , ctharindifferently kept her, to viſite Erone, 
40 whom he found full ofdeſperate forrow, ſuffering neither his vnworthineſle, nor 
his wrongs, nor his deach ( whichische naturall concluſionof all worldlicats) ei- 
ther to couer with forgerfulneſſe,or diminiſh with conſideration, theaffeRion ſhee 
had borne him : but even glorying inafflition, & ſhunningallcomforr;ſhe ſeemed 
ro haue nodelight,burin making her ſelfe rhe pifture ofmitery.

So that Plenges having norhing bur arauiſhrkiſſe from her handatcheir 
wentaway toward Greeez;whitherward he vaderſtood chePrinces were ddl 
But by the way it washis fortane to intercept lerters, written by {r8axi4 to Florin 
75: wherein ſhe ſignified heraccepting him ro her husband, whom ſhe hadvine 
fauoured ; ſo much cherather, ashe bad perfourmedthecondirionsothes miri- 
age, in bringing co theirdeferued end hergreateſt enemies : withdlly rhahkity this 
ſea, inſuch rearmesas he might wellperceiue it was by ſome-rreafon wroughn 
Plexirtuws ſhip. Whereupon (to make more diligent ſearch) herookeſhip tinildile 45 
and came into Zaconia, enquiring, and by his cnquirie finding; that ſuch a flipway 
indecd with fight and fireperiſhed, none (almoſt) eſcaping. Burfor #yrocles and 
Muſidorss, it was afſuredly derermined thacthey were caſt away z:for the aumeof 
ſuch Princes (eſpecially in Greece) would quickly elſc haue beneadlarge witnellero 
the contrary. Full of griefe with that, for the loſſe of ſuch, who efrthe world pvotg 15 
of perfeion: but more ſoric for Erones ſake, who now by them could notberelis 
uedz a new aduertiſement from Armenia ouertooke him, whichmultiplied the 
force of his anguiſh. It wasa meſſagefrom the Nobleman whohad Zroxain ad; 
viuing him co vnderſtad, char ſincchis departure, Artax/a(vſing the benefit ofrirtie) 
had beſieged himin his Caſtle, demaunding preſent delinerie of her, whom yet 20 
for his faich giucn, he would nor, beforethe day appointed, if paſsibly he cou! 
ſiRt;which he foreſaw, long he ſhould n6&rdo for want of victualt ; which he had not 
ſowiſely prouided, becauſe he truſted vpon the generall oath taken'for two yeares 
ſpace: and therefore willed /him to make haſte co his ſuccour, and' come with no 
mall forces; forallthey that were of his {ide in Armenia were conſamed, and Hf 25 
zaxia hadencreaſed her might by mariage of Plexirt#s, who-now crowned king 
there, ſtickr nor to glory inthe murder of Pyrocles and Muſidorme, as having ialt 
cauſe thereto, in reſpe& of thedeaths ofhis ſiſter A»#dromana, her ion his Nephew, 
and his owne daughter Ze/mare : all whoſclofle he vniuſtly charged them withall,

and now openly ſtickt nor to confeſſe, vvhara reuenge his withad brought foorth. 30. 


Plangws muchaſtoniſhed herewith , berhoughr himlſelfe what ro do : fortorrerurne 
to Armenia was vaine, fince his triendes there, werevtrerly ouerthrowne. Then 
thought he of going to his father; bur he hadalreadic ( even ſince the death of his 
ſtepmorher,and brother) atrempred che recouering of his fauour , andall invaine. 
For they that had before ioyned with 4»dromans rodoec him the wrong, thought 35 
now no life for them if hererurned, and therefore kept him ſtill( with new forged 
ſulpicions)odious to his farher.So chat Plengws releruing that fora worke of longer 
rime, chenthe ſauing of Er9#«could beare, derermined ro goeto the mighrieand - 
good king Ewerchus : vyho lately hauing (ro hiseternall fame) fully,not onely con- 
quercd his enemics, bur eſtabliſhed good gouernement in their countries , hee ho-40 
ped he might haue preſent ſaccourof him, both for the iuſtneſſe of the cauſe , and 
reuengeof his childrens death, by ſo hainousa treaſon murthered.

For ſtillic ſeemed hee had Eroxe ar a ſtake beforc his cyes, ſuch an appre-45 
henſion he had caken of her daunger; vvhich in deſpireof all the comfort I could

knowledge. Bur vertue quickly made him known, and admiration bred him ſuch

And now the oftcn-changing Fortune beganne alſo tochange the hew of the © 
barrels. Forat the firſt , thoughic were terrible, yet Terror was deckt ſo brauelic 
wich rich furniture, gilt{words , ſhining armours, pleaſant penſils, that the eye 
with delight had ſcarce leaſurero beaffraide : Bur now all vniuerlally defiled with 
duſt, bloud, brokenarmour, mangled bodies, rooke away the maske , and ſerte 40 
foorth Horrorin his owne horrible manner. But neicher could daunger be dread- 
fullco Amphialu his vndilmayable courage, nor yetſeeme ongly to him whoſe 
trucly-afte&ted minde, did ſtill paint it oner with the beauty of Philoclea.

ſome other, wholong had hated Philanax, only becauſe he was more worthy , then

But while that deliberation was handled, according rather to the humour 
then thereaſonofcach ſpeaker, Philoclea comming toknowledgeof rhehard plight 
wherein Philanax ſtood, ſhedelired one of the gentlewomenappoinred ro waite 10 
vpon her, togo in hername,and beſcech CAmphialxs, thatif rhe loueofher had any 
power of perlwafion in his mind, he would lay no further puniſhment, then impri- 
ſonment vpon Philanax. This meſſage was delivercd euenas Philanax was entring 
to the preſence of ,{mphialus,comming (according tothe warning wasgiuen him) 
ro receiuea iudgement of death. But when he with manfull re{olution arrended the 15 
fruite of ſuch atyrannicall ſentence, rhinking ir wrong, bat no harme to him thar 
ſhould die in ſo goodacaule; Arphialusturned quiterhe fourme of his pretended. 
ſpeech, and yeelded him humble rthankes, that by his meanes he had cometo that 
happines, as roreceiue a commandement of his Lady : and therefore he willingly 
oaue himliberty coreturnein ſafery whicher he would, quitting him, nor only of 0 
all former grudge, buraſſuring him chat he would be willing to do him any friend- 
ſhipand (eruice: only deſiring thus much of him, chathe would lerhimknow che dif 
courſe and intent of Baſil;zes his proceeding. | 
Trucly my Lord ( an{wercd Philanax) if there were any ſuchknowne to mee, le- 
cret in my maiſters counſell, as that the reucaling cherof might hinder his good x;

But ſince ſoitpleaſerh him, whoſe wiſe 
domeand goodneſle guidecth all, purthy confidencein him, and oneday we ſhall 
bleſledly meer againe, neucrto depart : meane whilcliue happily , deare Parthenia, 
and [ perſwade my ſelf, itwill encreaſcthe bleſſedneſſe ofmy ſoule, lo to ſeethee.zg 
Loue well the remembrance of chy louing , and truly louing, Argalss: and letnot 
(wich thac word he ſighed) this diſgraceof mine, make thee one day thinke, thou - 
hadſtan vnworthy husband. They could ſcarcely vnderſtand the laſt words : for 
Death began to ſeaze himſelfeof hisheart, neithercould Parthenia makeanſwer, ſo 
full was her breaſt ofanguiſh, Bur while che other ſought ro Ranch his remedileſle 
wounds, ſhe wich herkiſſcs made him happie :for his laſt breath was deliuercd into

14- Bur when indcede ſhe found hisghoſt was gone, then Sorrow loſt the witte of 
vtterance, and grew ragefull, and madde, ſothat ſherare her beautifull face, and 
rent her hairc, asthough they could ſerue for nothing , ſince Argalus was gone z-4ll 
Amphialus ({o moued with pittic of that ſight, asthar he honoured his aduerſaries 
gecath with tearcs) cauſed her (with the helpe of her woman that camewith her 
partly by force) tobe conueyed intothe boat, with thedead body of 4rgalus.from 
which ſhe would nordeparr.

beare vpthe wings of Amphialusfamet ro whom yer (fich-was was his cafeYthar 
Trophe vpon Trophe, {till did bur build vp the monument! his thraldomie ;hee 
cucr tinding him(cltein ſuch fauour of Philocles , that ſhe wasmoſtablenr, when he 
to was preſet with her ; andeuer ſorieſt , when hee had beſtſwecefſe : which would 
haue made him renounce all comfort, butchat his mother,wirh dinerlicy 'of deui- 
ſes, kept vp his harr, 
Bur whilcheallaycd thus his outward gloriegwith inward dicornfore hewes like

Among othertharattended Baſis in this cxpedirion, Dametas wav one;wherher 
to be preſent with him,orabſent from 27ſs : once,cettaineit was withovtany mind 
tomakehisſiword curled by any widow.

Bur the more hungric of 
his purpoſe, themore he was bard the foodof it : diſdaining the reſiſtance, borhof 
force and forcune, hee returned vpon the ſpurreagaine, and rannewith ſuch vio- 
[ence vpon Am#phiales,that his horſe with the force of the ſhocke roſe vp before al- 


10 moſt overturned: which 4mphialss perceiving, with rayne and ſpur pur forth his 


horſe; and withall gauea mighty blow in the deſcent of his horſe, vpon che ſhoul- 
der of the forſaken Knight from whence ſliding,it fellypon the necke of his horſe, 
ſoashorſeand man fell rotheground: but he was ſcarce downe before hee was vp 
on his feete againe, with brane geſture ſhewing riſing of courage, in the falling of 


15 fortune. But thecurteous Amphialus excuſed himlelte, for hauing (againſt his will) 


kild his horſe. -Excuſcthy ſelfcfor viler faults (anſwered the forlaken Knight) and 
vſethis pooreaduancagethe beſt thou canſt ;forrhou ſhalt quickly fiadethou haſt 
neede of more. T hy folly (faid Ampbialas) ſhall nor make me forget my ſelfe:and 
therewith ( trottinga lictleaſide) alighred from his horſe, becauic he would noc 
20 haue fortune comero claime any partof the vitorie. Which curtcous at would 
haue mollified the noble heart of rhe forſaken Knight, if any other had done ic, 
beſides the Taylor of his miſtreſſe; bur that was akufficient.defeazaunce for the 
firmeſt bond of good nacure;and therefore he was noſooner alighted, burchat he 
ranne vnto him, reentring intoas cruella fight, as eye did cuer ſee, or thoughc 
25 could reaſonably imagine farre beyond the reach of weake words to be able to cx- 
preſſe it. For what they, had doneon horſebacke, was burasa morſel rokeepetheir 
Romackes in appetite, in campariſonof chat, which now ( being themſelues) they 
did. Noreuerglucton by che change of daintiedier could be broughe rofreſh fee- 
 ding(when he might haue been ſatisfied before) with morecarneſtneſic, thenthoſe 
30 (by the change ofcheirmannerof fight) fell cleanero a new fighr, rhough any elle 
would have thought they had had their filalrcady. 4myphialas being the taller man, 
forthe moſt part ſtood with hisright legge beforezhis fhield arche vrrermoſt kength 
of hisarmezhis ſword hic;but with thepoint toward hisenemy.Bur when he ſtrake, 
which came ſo thick, as ifevery blow would ftriuerobe foremoſt, his arme ſeemed 
35 ſtillapoſtillion of deach. The forſaker:Kaight ſhewed wich like skill,valike geſture, 
kceping him(elfe in concinuall motion, proportiading the diſtance betweenerhem 
roany thing that Ampbialasatrempted, bis cye guided his foore, and his foor con- 
veighed his hand ;and-ſince nature bad made him ſomething theloweroftherwo, 
hemadeart fallow, and nos ftriue with nature:ſhunning rather then warding his 
40 blowes; like a cunning maſtifle, whoknowesthe ſharpnes of the horne & ſtrengrh 
of the Bull;fights low ro ger his proper aduantage;anſwering miglitines withaim- 
blenes, and yerat rimes.ityployinghis wonderfull force, wherein he was fecondro 
none. In ſumme; the blawes were ſtrong, thetbruſts thicke;;and the: avoydings 
cunning. But the forſaken:Knight (that chought ira degree of berng conqueredro 
45 belong inconquering)Rrakethim fo mighty a blow, thac he made Amphiales pur 
knee co the ground, wicbqur any humblcneſſe. Bur when be felr:himiclfe tri 
downe,and ſaw himſclfeſtriken downeby his riuall;chen ſhameſeemed onearmo, 
and di(daincanother;fury in hiseycs, andreuenge in his heart; skilland force gaue 
place 
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place,and they rooketheplace of $kil and force: with ſo vnweariablea'manner.thar 
the forſaken Knightalſo was driuen to lcaue the ſtcerne of cunning, andgiuchimielf 
wholly to be guided by the ſtorme of fury :there being in borh(becaule hate would 
not ſuffer admiracion) cxtreame diſdaine to find chemſclues ſo matched, |

ſters and Gyants haucfalnedead , when I only fought cauſcleſſcaducntures? and 
can one Knight now withſtand mein the preſenceot Philoclea,and fighting for Phi 
lecleator (inceIloſt my liberty, have 1loſt my courage?haue I gorren the hearcof a 


flaue as well as the forcune? If an army were againſt me in theſight of Phuloclea;

' Amphialas:hauc not pas{ions kild him,and wretched I (I know noc how)lucceeded 
inco his place?Of the other ſide,the forlaken Knight wich no leſle ſpite, fell our with 
himſclfe;Haſt chou broken ( ſaid heto himſelfe.) the commandement of thy onely 
Princeſle, ro come now into her preſence, andin her preſence to proucthy telfeg 
coward?

T heſe thoughts indeede nor ſtaying, bur wherting theit 
angry ſwords , vvhich now had pur on the apparell of Crueltie: they bleeding 
ſoaboundantly, that eucry bodiethar ſaw them, fainted for them, and yet - 
fainred nor in themſclucs : their ſmarc being more ſenſible ro others eyes, theri't 
cheir owne feeling.

Which when the hardic-brothers of LMnaxivs perceiued, not recking law of 
40 armes,nor vſc of chiualrie;they flew inro'defend theirfriend,or reuenge theirlofſe

forſaken knight, whereof the one-being all in greetie; boch armourand furniture, 
it ſeemed apleafant garden, wherein grew Orange treesz which with cheirgolden 
fruires; cunninghy beaten mardembroyderdd , greatly inriched the eye-pleafing

and therefore hadofren both by her owneexample, and comfortablereaſons, per- 
10 [wadcd chem toouerpaſſe many inſolentindignities-of-their proude ſuters;, who

1 {nl orien 
Burin Zelmane then Dildaine becamewiſedome, and Anger gaue occaſion, For - 3 
35 abiding no _ aboad inthe matrer,ſhe that had nor pur off, though ſhe haddiſ- 
guiſed, Pyracles, being farrefuller of ſtrong nimbleneſſe,triptvp his feete,ſotharbee 
felldowne ar hers. And withall (meaning topurſue what ſhe had begunne)puldoue 
his word which he wareabour him : bur before ſhee could ſtrike him withall, bee 
gat vp,and ranne toa fairechamber, where he hadleft bis ewo'brethren, preparing 
40 themſelues ro come downetotheir Miſtrefſes. Burt ſhe followedatr his heeles, and 
ceucnas hecametochrow himſclfe incotheirarmes far ſuccour;ſhe hit him with his

cyevpon his brother Lycwrgws, Brother, ſaid he, chaſtiſe this vile creature, while I 
goedowne,and take orderleaſt further miſchiefeariſe: and ſo wenr downero-the 
Ladies,vvhom he viſited,doubring there had bin ſomefurther pratiſerthen.yerhe 
Ee ; '_  conceiuesd, 
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conceiucd. But findingthem onely ſtrong in paticnce, he went and lockr a:grear 
Iron gate,by which onely any body might mounttotharpartofthe Caftleyracher 
ro conceale the ſhame of his brother,ſlain by a woman, then for doubr of any other 
annoyance? &then went vp rorecciueſome comfort of che execution, he was lure 
his brother had done of Zelmane. Bur Zelmane no ſooner ſaw thoſe brothers, of 
whom Reaſonaſſured her ſhewas roexpe@ revenge, but chat ſheleaptroa Targer, 
asonethart well-knew the firſt marke-of valour ro be defence. And then accep- 
ting che opportuniry of 4naxiws going away, ſhe wayted not theplealure of Zycur- 


2s, but without any words (which ſhe ever thoughtvaine, whenreſolution tooke 


che placcof perſwaſion)gaue her owneheartthecomentmenttobetheaſlailer.Zy- 10 
curgus,who wasin the diſpoſirionof his nature hazardouſe, & by the lucky paſsing 


through many dangers,growne confidenc in him(clfe, went toward her,ratherasro 


a ſpoyle,then roa fight; ſo farre from feare,that hisafſuredneflediſdained rohope. 
Bur when her ſword made demonſtrations aboue all flatcerie of arguments;and 
chat he found ſhe preaſt ſo vpon him, as ſhewed char her courage ſprang norfrom x5 
blinde deſpaire, bur wasguarded both wich cunningand ſtrength: ſclfe-louethen 
firſtin him divided ic ſelfe from vain-glory , and made him findethatthe worldof 
worthincfle had not his whole Globe compritedin his breaſt, buttharit was necef- 


faricto haue ſtrong reliſtance againſt ſo ſtrong aflailing. And fo betweenethem;for 


a few blowes, Mars himſclfe might haue beenedelightedro lookeon. But Zelmane, 2, 


who knew thatin hercaſeflowncſſeof vitory was little betterthen ruine, withrhe 
bellowes of hate, blew the fire of courage ; and he ſtriking a maine blow at herhead, 
ſhe warded it with che ſhield, bur ſo warded, that the ſhield was cur in twopieces 
whilcir prorcfed her:and wichallſhe ran in co him, &thruſtingat his breaſt,which 


be putby wich his Targer, as he waslifting vp his {word to ſtrike againc,ſhelerfall 2; 


the piece of her ſhield, and with her lefe hand carching his (word of theinlideof 
the pommell, wich nimbleand trong ſleight , ſhee had gotten his ſword out of his 
hand, before his ſenſe could convey ro his' imagination what was to bee doubted, 
And having now two (words againſt one ſhield, meaning not foolifhly ro bevt- 


gratefullco good fortune, while he was no moreamazed with his being vaweapo-30 ' 


ned,then with the ſuddenneſs thereof, ſhe gauc him ſuch a wound vpon his headyin 
deſpitcof the ſhiclds ouer-weake refiſtance,that withalthe fel] tothe ground, aſto- 
niſhed with the pain,andagaſt with feare. But ſecing Zelmanercady toconcludeher 
victory in hisdeath, bowing vp his headro her,witha countenance that had forgot- 


ren all pride, Enough exccllent Lady,faid he,the honor is yours: whereof youhall 35 


wantthe beſt witneſle, if you kil me. As you haue taken from men theglory ofman- 
hood,returne ſ@-now againeto your owne ſcx,for mercy. I will redecme mylifeof 
you with noſmall ſeruices; for I will vndertake to make my brother obey all your 
commandements.Grantlife,I befcech you, for your own honor, & for the perſons 
ſake that you loue beſt. Zelmane repreſta while her great hearr, either diſdainingto 40 
be cruel or pitiful,& cherforenot cruel:& now the image of the humane condition, 
began co bean Orator vnto her of copaſsion,when ſhe ſaw,as he lifred vp hisarmes 
with aſuppliantsgrace,about one of them, vnhappely rycd, a garter with a jewell, 
w®(giuento Pyroclesby his aunt of Theſ/aiza,and greatly efteemed by him) hehad 
preſented to Philoclea, with inward rage promiſing extreame harred,had ſeen L-45 
curgus witha proude force,& not without ſom hurt vnto her, pull away from Phile- 
clea,becauſear intreary ſhe would nor give it him.Burthe ſight of thac was like acy- 
pher,ſignifyingallthe injuries w** Philocleahad of himſuffred , &thar —_

feeding vpon wrath , croddowneall conccirs of mercy: And therefore ſayingno 
more; bur Novillain,die-itis Philockeethatſendsthee this token for chy loue,YVith

5 ofdeaths Ambaſſadours.- But neither chat ſtayed Ze/manes hand ,,nor yet Anaxius 
cric vnto her; who hauing made faſtche iron gare,cucneticn camerothe roppe of 
the ſtaires, when,contrary roall his imaginations, he ſaw his brother lic at Zelmanes 
mercy. T hereforecrying,promiſing;&chrearningto herto hold her hand: the laſt 
groneof his brotherwascheonly antwer he could get'ro kis vnreſpeted eloquence, 
10 Butthen Pitie would fainehane drawne teares,, which Furic in their ſpring dryed ; 
and Anger would faine haueſpoken,burthat Diſdain ſealed vp bis lippes : bur in his 
heart he blaſphemed heaven, thac ir could haue ſucha-powerouer him 5-no lefle a- 
ſhamedofthevitory he ſhould haue-of her, chen of his:brorhers overthrow ; and 
no more ſpiced that it was yet vareucnged;thenthar aherevenge ſhould be no grea- 
15 ter chena womansdeſtruftion. T herefore-wichnq ſpeech, burſucha groning crye 
as ofcen is the language of forrawfol anger,he came xrunningarZe/aine; vicot figh- 
ting then ſeruingin ſteadof patient conſideration what rodoe. Guided cherewich, 
though he did nor wich knowledge, yet did heaccording;co knowledge , prefsing 
vpon Zelmane inſuch a welldefended manner,chat inall the combars chat ever ſhe 
20 had fought, ſhe had neuer moreneed ofquicke ſcnſes,and ready vertue. | For being 

- oneof the greateſt men of ſtature chen living; as hee did: fully aafwere that ftarure 
in grcatneſle of might :{o did he exceed bath. in greatnefle of courage, which wich 
acountenance formed by the nature both of his mindeand body.toanalmoſthor- 
rible fterceneſſe, was able to haue carried feareroanyiminde, that:was notpriuiero 


25 it ſelfe of a rrueand conſtangworrhineſſe;»Buir-2yroe/ts; whole ſavle might well be 


ſeparated from his body , bur.neuer alienated fromrheremembring of:what was 
comely,ifat the firſt hedidalictle apprehend the dangerouſneſſeof his aduertary, 
whom oncc before he had. ſomething trygd,,andnowperfeAlylawe, as the very 
pitture of forcible fury : yer was that apprehenſionquickly ſtayedin him, rather 
zo ſirengrheningrhen weakning bis vertue bycharwreſtlingy like winezgrowingthe 
ſtronger by being moued.

Burlike two contrary tides;ey- 
ther of whichareable to carrie worlds of ſhips, @& men vpon them , wichſuch ſwift- 
neſſe, as nothing {eemes able ro-withſtand them: yet mecting oneanorher, with 
mingling their watrie forces ,% ftrugling togerher;irislong rofay whether ſtream 
gets the victory : ſo berweene theſe, if Pallas had beene there ; ſhee could (carce-

wherewith hecouercd his head) he had a huge ſhield, ſuch perchance;j\a&_ychilles 
ſhewed tothe pale wallesof Troy,whecrewirhall that great body was couered./ Bis 
Pyrocles,vtrerly vnarmed for defence, to offend had theaduantaget for, ineyrhee 
hand he hadaſword,& wich both hands nimbly performed tha office: Andaccois - 
dingasthey were diuerſly furniſhed, ſo did they difterinthe manner of fighting: 
for Anaxius moſt by warding;and Pyroclesoftneſtby auividing, reſiſted the aducriy; 
riesaſſault. Both haſty co cnd,yet both often ſtaying for aduancage:Time,diſtinee;. 
and motion,cuſtome made them fo perfe&in; that asif they had binfellow Conte 
ſellers,and not encmies, cach knew the others minde,and knew how co preventit, 
Soas their ſtrength failed chem ſooner thentheir skill, andyec cheir breath fayled $6 
chem ſooner then their ſtrength. And breathleſle indeedthey grew , before eyrher 
could complaincofany loſſe of bloud. (25-613 4s (OHEL | 
Sorhat conſenting by the mediation of neceſsity,to a breathingtime of cruceþbes - 
ing withdrawnealictle one from the other, Anaxi«s ſtood leaning vpon his ford; 
with his grimme eyelo ſcrttled vpon Zelmane,as is wonto be the lockeofan earneſt tf 
thought. Which Zelmane marking, and accordingro'the Pyroclean nature, filllet 
of gay braueric in the midſt,then in the beginning of danger : Whar is ic (ſaid ſhe) 
CAraxiuethatthou ſo deeply muſeſt on? Doth thy brothers example makechee 
think of thy faultpaſt,orofthy commingpuniſhment? I thinke(faid he)wharſpit& 
full god it ſhould be, whoenuying my glorie, hath brought me roſucha wayward 4, 
caſe,thatneyther thy death can bea revenge, nor thy ouerthroweavitory. Thou 
doeſt wellindeed (faid Zelmane) to imnpute thy caſerothe heauenly prouideiice; 
which will have thy pride findeit ſelfei(cgen inthat whereof chou arrmoſt proud) 
puniſhed by rhe weake ſexe which thou moſt contemneſt. ': 6p 
Bur then, hauing ſufficiently reſted chemſelues , they renewedagaine their com- 
bat, farre moreterriblethen before: likenimblevaulcers,who atche firſtand ſecond 
leape doe bur ſtirre,and (3s it were) awakethe fiery and ayrie parts, which after 
che other leapes they doc wich more excellencicexerciſe. For inthis pauſing; each 
had brought ro histhoughtsthe maner of the others fighting,and the aduanrapes, 
which by thar,and by che quality of their weapons they might worke themiclues;; 5 
and ſo againe repeated theleſſon they had ſaid before, moreperfedtly, by the vſing ? 
of it. _Anaxims oftner vied blowes, his huge force (as ir were) moredelighting ther- 
in,andrthe large protection of his ſhield animating bim vntoir. Pyrocles,of a more 
fine and deliuer ſtrength , watching his time when rogive fic thruſts;as, with the 
quicke obcying of his body, to his eyesquicke commandement, he ſhunnedany ,,; 
harme Anaxius could doto him : ſo would he loon have made anend of Axaximat 35 
he had nor found him a man of wonderfull, &almoſt marchlcſleexcellency inmat- 
ters ofarms. Pyroclesvied divers faynings to bring Anaxius on inco ſom inconuent 
encc: but 4naxims keeping a ſound manner of fighting , never offered but ſecing 
faire cauſe ,and rhet followed it with well goueracd violence. Thus ſpenetheya ,, 
great time, ſtriving ro do, and with ſtriving rodo, wearying themſclues morerhen 4 
with thevery doing : Anaxiw finding Zelmane lo neare vnto him, that with lictle 
motion he mighrreach her , knircing all his ſtrength rogerher, atthatcime'manl 
foyncdat her face. Buc Zeimane ſtrongly purting it by with her right hand ſword, 
comming in with her left foore and hand, would haue gipen a ſharpe viſitation to 45 | 
hisright ſide, bur that he was fainero leape away.VVhereat aſhamed, (as hauing ne- 
ucrdoneſo muchbeforein his lite.)

Thus the fire of rage then burning contempt out ofhis breſt,did burſt forthin 


flames through his eyes,& in ſmoake from his mouth: ſo that hee was returning 
with a terrible madneſle [all the ſtrength of his whole body transferred to the 


with a prouidently all-deſpiiing courage, whileſt the cares of 4nnaxius were ſud- 
denly arreſted by a ſound z whereof they were onely capable, which (lince in 
conſort with his owne humonr)could onely of him with authoritie haue chal- 
lenged a due attendance : ſtraight a martiall noyle (rayſed by the violence 
of Inuaders,and diſtrattedneſle of others,dreadfully rumulreuous)giuving him in- 
telligence what a bloudy Scene was aRing withoutinthe Court of the Callle, 
where he was cxpeRted as a ſpeciall Ator. Though his eye (as harbinger of his 
blow) had already marked the roome where his bended arme threatned to lodge 
it; yer his feet did ſo ſuddenly rauiſh away the reft of his body,that cuen hisown 
thoughts (much more Zelmayes) were prevented by the ſuddennes of bis flight: 
aflight indeed , not trom the fighcing with one, but to the fighting with many ; 
where he did looke for an object worthy of the wrath of Anwexiue. So that vani- 
ſhing away,as carricd ina cloud of whirle- wind, Ze/mane cither could not,orelſe 
would nor, reach him - as diſdaining the baſe advantage of thoſe diſhonourable 
wounds ; which,though greatelt ſhame to the flying recciuer, cangiue noglorie 
tothe vnrcſiſted giuer., 46 

T he impetuous ſtormethat tranſported che ſpirit of Anzexiws, had quickly 
blowne him downe the ſtaires, and vp the doore: his ſword vihering his way,till 
his eyes were enconntred with the beames of the lightning weapons of a {mall 
number;which rather ſcemed ſurpriſed within the Caſtle,then to have ſurpriſed 
the Caſtle, Yet they had ſpeedily purchaſed a great roome for ſo ſmall acompa- 
nie, challenging as their owneall the baundsthat their ſwords could aimagls : 
and in cffe& their enemies prooued their fewnefſe many; reckoningthe blacke 
Knight and his ſeconds (as ciphersare eſteemed when valued by others, oucr 
which they are rayſed) not forthe number which indeed they were, but forthe 
number which they were worth, Thoſethree were quickly knowneby their 
wonted armes, but more by their wonted valour. The Court had beene a fit- 
terliſts for two, then a ficld for ſo many: where the narrownesof the place, not 
giving placeto ſlight, there was no way but by plaine force z ſotbatthe greateſt 
cowards were as forward as the moſt couragious, feare makingthem bold, who 
ſaw no refuge but by fighting:which made the conflict exceWing crueLeitherof 
theparties hauing more ſpurres then one to draw bloud. + | 

The Amphialians, beſides their rage for being abuſed by an yexpeRed ftra- 
tagem,and theirdelireto defend the place, being bound bath by priuar intereſt 
and publike vowes: they had added further,to make vp the acdanpliſhment ofa 
iuſt wrath, the meanes of revenge (as they thought) on thetk Maſters murthererz 
looking no otherwiſe on the black knight, then as on him whothad buried al their 
hopes in the ruine of Amphialus, whereof, totheir further griefezthey had beene 
idle witneſſes. All this made them deſperatelyendeuour, thatthe eyes of 4»- 
mxius might be entertained with their viRorie, beforc his cares could be burde= 
ned with their error.Chiefly at his comming,thoſe of his own traiokindled their 


courage at the Torches of his eyes, prodigious Comets of a deluge of bloud, As 


forthe purſued purſuers, like thoſe, who landing to make warre in an Iland;burn 


the ſhips which brought them thither , by the impoſhbilitie of their returne, to' 
Ul 
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ſhew the deſperate neceflitie of their viAtorie z they were aſſured they could nei. 
hed aduancenorrctirc, but ouer the bellies of their enemies. 'Yet were they not 
{o deſperate of their retrear, as confident of their vitorie. The blacke Knight, 
though all the Giants that fought againſt thegods bad becne there, hee thoughe 
they could not hinder him, from going where his heart was alreadie, nor from 
prevailing where the prize was, the deliuerie of his Lady,and Friend, thedouble 
treaſures of his ſoule 3 whereofany was valued about his life, yea both were bal- 
lanced with his honour ; ſo that he did ſhew, notonly the height of valour, butz 
rauiſhing of his ſoule,anda tranſportation of magnanimirie, farre from theleuell 
of ordinarie aymes, and cuen ſcarce within the proſpetof more loftie thoughts, 
Yet neither loue nor courage could blinde his iudgement, in ſeeipg his aduan- 
tage : marching with his companie eucr next the wall,to preuent the being com- 
paſſed; though ſometimes making braue ſallies. Which Annaxiws ar his firſ 
. approch eſpying,vpbraided his owne troupe,as vnworthy of his attendance,and 
all as traytors in recciuing , or daſtards in not expelling that (in hig eyes) cos 
remned crue : oftentimes vrging them by their retiring to make way for him; 
and hee alone would cither bear them ouer the walles, or in the walles. For the 
truth is, they ſeemedall roo ſmall a ſacrifice to appeaſe his high indignation. Tt 
was a ſuperfluous labour for Ales to inflame his ſoule with poyſonous inſpires 
tions: for his ſonule might haue furniſhed all the infernall fories with furie, and 
yet haue continued the molt furious of all it ſelfe. Rage and diſdaide;burnigghl 
boſome, made him vtter a roring voice, as if his breath had beene able to hae 
blowne away the world ; which, for the ſound that his ſword made, could not 
diftinaly be vnderftood. . 

The firſt whom heencountred, lifting his hand to ſtrike, and withall opening 
his mouth, asif intending ſome ſpeech : his propoſition was preuented by an+ 
Qive anſwer; cutting him from the lips tothe cares, ſo by opening his mouthres 
fraining his ſpeech. The Knight of the Sheepe ſucceeding in his place {a vit» 
difiue heire) was exchanging blows with Amraxiue with no diladuantage: whets 
ſuddenly a dart (none knew to whoſe hand the honour of it was duc) dif 
wound him inthe thigh ; which hee (doubtfnll to whom hee ſtood debtor)'did 

pay backe to many /an extraordinary intereſt) with the death of ſome one 
ſtriving todefray every drop of his bloud. 

. Theblacke Knight, blacke indeedeto all his aducrfarics, when viewing the 
wonderfull valour of Aznaxiz«(with whom then rivallsin fame he entertaineds * 
terrible emulation) what bred terrour in others, bred him contentment; thathis 
conqueſt, whereof heneuer doubted, might be endeered by the difficu]tie, and 
his vitorie be honoured by ſo honourable an enemie; with whom, aboueall 0+ 
thers, he laboured to meete ; by the ruine of many,making a roome wherethey 
might fight. 

But in the meane time the torrent of the violence of 4»naxiws was interrup- 
ted by a ſudden tumnlt ; ſeeming to proceed from an ambuſhment broken forth 
from the houſes behind them. And no wonder though all thought ſo : the two 
ſwords of Zelmane being riotous in their charges, were ſo couctous to extend 
their confines. Shee following, or rather asa Faulcon, in an earneſt chaſe flying 
downethe ftayres after him, did not overtake 4»»ax7s but with her eyes, till he 
was walled about with the armed multitude: and then, like a Lionefſe lately en- 
larged, that had beenelong famiſhed in priſon, ſhee ranged our all for her prey. 

But 
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But yet like a cunning Hound, that out of a whole heard of Deere doth only ſin- 
gle him out, with whom thee hadentred firſt in hoflilicie (alittle droppe of his 
bloud haning betraicd all the reſt ) ſhee diſdained ro fight with any other; bur 
would bee reſiſted by none, till (hee might vnbend all her forces on 4#naxizs. 
Whoſe ſightas ſoone as her cies had greedily ſwallowed, ſhe burſt forth : Baſe 
daftard, who haſt abuſed the world with ſhaddowes of worth, yer art void ofall 
valour, having doubly forfeited thy vſurped titleof honour, in offering iniuri- 
ous violence toa woman, and yet flying the iuft violence of a woman,to hidethy 
ſelfe (being proteRted by anothers ſhield) where the ſufficiencie of others may 
conceale thy cowardices. Butall this ſhall not defraud my wrath, nor prevene 
thy puniſhment, | 

Anvexius, more troubled with thoſe words,then if all the ſwords ofthe ene- 
mies had lighted vpon him(who for the higheſt of all his wiſhes, would haue but 
wiſhed her a man, yea anarmy of men) looked oucr his ſhoulder with an eye 
burning with diſdaine, as ifone of his lookes might haue ſerued to conſume a 
woman : and at the ſame inftant (vttering his rage another way ) with a blow 
worthic of his arme, hce did cleaue one before him through the helmerto the 
ſhoulders ; making him ſo, by being two-headed, headles. But ſeeing Zelmene 
preaſe necre him : though he hoped for no honour from her, yet to prevent dil- 
honor from her,he commanded Armagines his Nephew(a youth of great valour) 
to take thoſe fooliſh fellowes priſoners, who durſt aduenture within that Caſtle 
without his leaue, and to ſhutall the gates, that nonc of them might eſcape; and 
therewith whirling abour, and caſting a ſideward looke on Zel/mane,made an im- 
perious ſigne with a threatning allurement (adiſinuiting inuiting of her) to fol- 
low:which ſhe performed with a countenance witneffing as great contentinent, 
ascuer Yew did to meet with Mars; Mars & Venue at that ſame time hauing mer 
within her minde, to make,though aleſſeloning, yet a more martiall meeting. 

The clouds of people in their way, were quickly diſperſed by the tempettu- 

ous breath of An»axius, ſo that they had no hinderanee : he being feared of all, 
and ſhc hated of none. Neither was their ſolitarie retiring, in reſpe& of their dif- 
ferent ſeeming ſex, ſuſpitiouſly cenſured by any: the diſdainfulneſle of their 
countenance bearing witneſle, that they were led by hate to honour, and not by 
loueto the contrary. | 

The place appointed by fortuneto be famous by the famouſnes of thiscom- 
bat, was a backe court : which they found ont at that time empticd of Inhabi- 
rants; the ſtronger being gone to purſue others, and the weaker runto hide them- 
ſelues: mediocritic being no more a vertue, where all was at height, to make cx- 
cellencie eminent in extremitic, | 

They twocame here alone, for they would haue no ſeconds,or rather were ſo 
farre firft asthey could haue no ſeconds: and euery one ofthem being confident 
in his owne worth, could not miſtruſt anothers. As if words had been roo weake 
Meſſengers of their wrath, and ſwords onely worthy to vtter their mindes; they 
began with that wherewith they hoped to end; none of them now could flatter 
himſelfe ſo farre againit the proofe of his owne experienced knowledge, as to 
contemne his fellow. | 

Annaxius at the firſt, rioting in rage, and burning with a voluptuous appetite 
of bloud,did abandon his hands to their accuſtomed prodigalitic, which, contra- 
rieto the nature of that vice, was ptciudiciall te the receiuer, and Ol 
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forthe ſpetider. But Zelmane well weighing with whom ſhee had rodeale,, was 
more waric in her charges: and circumſpeMly mannaging the treaſure of her 
ftrengrh, would notidlely beftow it, but was liberall when occaſion offred.It was 
hard co ſay,whether the one was more franke,or the other more thankful: the 
guerdon ncuer deferred; oft preuenting the gitt aboue the deſire of the receiuer, 
yet ſhort ofthe giuers minde.. T heir thought, eye, band, and foot ſecmed chai. 

ned to one motion; as all being tuned by violence, to make vp a harmonie in hor. 

ror. Neuer was courage better ſupported-by skill and ſtrength, nor $kill and 

ftrength better accompanied by courage : the blowes of cucry one of them ſee. 
med not onely to ſtriue with the others, but even amongft themſelues,for ſingy- 

laritie ; the latter ſtill, by being more obſeruable, ſecking to burie theremem- _ 
brance of the former. | 

It ſeemed that thoſe two were not retired from the battel,but that the battell 
was transferred where they were. T he cie might wel haue taken them to betwo: 
but the eare would neucr have beene perſwaded,that ſo mightic ſounds couldbe 
ſent but from the weapons of a number: the enuironing windowes with a ſad ſo- 
litarineſſe ſcemed to bewaile their want of eyes, which defrauded them theen- 
tertainment of that deleable terror and tranſporting ſport. = _ 

Amnaxius more angry with himſelfe,then with his encmic,that he ſkonld bee 
ſo long in vanquiſhing,where (when vitorious)he would be but aſhamed ofthe 
vittorie, all his ative powers being highly bended both by choller and courage, 
he thus diſcharged his tongue : What ſpightfull god;icalous of my greatnelle, or 
enuying my glory, hath ſent this Diuell in a womans ſhape (as a clowd for lane 
£0 1xion) tomocke me? But allthis is one : though thou be a Diuel in a woman, 
or all the Diuels in one Diuell,I ſweare by this blow, I will beat thec hence rothe 
Hels, to the cternall terrour of all thedarke Region: and with that lightedon 
Zelmane with ſuch a hugh force, that all ſhee could procure by the mediationof 
one of her ſwords was, that what was intended wholly at her head, by the wry. 
ing of her body, did but wound heralittle on the ſhoulder. T his was fo far from 
diſmaying her, that it did confirme (increaſe it could not) her teſolutionalres- 
dieata height : Yea though not morecourage,ſhe pretended more furie,compal- 
ſing him about to ſpie aduantages: and ofrgiuing him fained alarmes,as bragging 
to make a breach in his breſt, aduanced her right-hand ſword, which Annaxize 
beat downe, and withall encroached to vſurpe a roome in her right (ide; but 
Zelmane ſuddenly inclining to the left, gaue him a flat blow with that hands 
ſword, which returned back clad with the ſpoiles of that part ofthe body which 
it had forced, 

Both thus being already allied by bloud, yet did ſtriue for amore ſtriR affini- 
tie : wounds(in regard oftheir frequencie) being no morereſpeed,then blowes 
were before. Though they met in divers colours, now both were cladinone 
livery, as moſt ſuteable to their preſent eſtate: being both ſeruants to one Maſter, 
and rivals in preferment. Neither could ſhowres of bloud quench the windes of 
their wrath , which did blow it forth in great abundance : till faintneſſe would 
have faine perſwaded both that they were mortall ; and though neither ofthem 
by another, yet both ouercomeable by death. T hen deſpairecame to re-inforce 
the fight, ioyning with courage, not as a companion, but as a ſeruant: for courage 
never grew deſperate, but deſpaire grew couragious; both being reſolued, ifnot 
conquering, noneof them ſhould ſuruiue the othersconqueſt, nor owe trophee 
but to death, | | The 
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Thegreateſt griefe of the one, was to die by a woman; and of the other;todie 
as 2 woman:both in reſpe& ofher apparrel,&/#s ſhe thoughr)aRion;being mat- 
ched by one man, who had ore-matched multitudes of men. Ar laft thegrear 
ftorme of blowes being paſt, ſhe reſted one of her ſwords on the earth,cither for- 
ccd by faintnes;or intending arr, offering a thruſt with the other : which Annaxi- 
#; percciuing, did ſpeedily repell; and with that(gathering his diſtreſſed firengrh 
rogether, as ready to remoue, bur firſt bent to giue a gallant farewel|)ranne tor- 
ward with ſuch a violent violence on Zelmane (nought being able to reſiſt his vn- 
reſiſtable force) that ſhe preſently interpoling her repoſed [word, though it ran 
him thorow the hcart (or rather hee bis heart vpon it) it could not hinder hin 
from running herthrongh the body, and both to the carth; a braue flaſh ofa 
dying light ! a mightie thunder ofa quenched lightning! Thus did he overthrow 
his ouerthrowcr ; not falling till none was able to ſtand before him: whileſt, 
though he were vanquiſhed , none could vaunt ofthe vicorie, His breſt fell a- 
boue the hand with the ſword, as if he would needes dic embracing it, euen after 
death adoring that Idoll of his life ; and his dead weight firiuing with Zelmanes 
weake life, whileſt ſhe ſtruggled toriſe, did break the ſword,a part remaining vn- 
der him; and thereſt within her : thus hatd it was to force Annaxizs, though he 
was dead, and impoſhible while heliucd. Fer? 

Zelmane after hcr riſing, did draw the other ſword out of him, as bent to re- 
curne notintereſted in any thing. She was ſtepping forward with a ſword in cue» 
rie hard, and a part ofone in her breft : Atrophie of vioric, yet a badge of ru- 
ine; neuer better weaponed, neuer more vnhrt for fighting; when lo, all the fol- 
lowers of 4»raxius, diſcomforted by hisabſence, but more by the black Knights 
preſence, Armagines having his death honoured by his hand; thereſt were quick» 
ly diſcomfited, and (deſpairing to ſaue the Caſtle) ſoughtto ſave themſclues. 

Theblacke Knight committed the following of their flight to others, as a dans 
gerleſſe ation, and therefore not worthy of him,then fearing that elſewhere for 
another,which he could no more findethere for himſelfe : He went by thedire- 
Aion of his cyes, and the information of his cares, to ſecke out the tworetired 
Champions, when ſuddenly hee encountred his other-ſelfe , marching like Pale 
jrom the Giants overthrow. | | 

As ſoone as the eyes of Prrocles, no, his ſoule, was raviſhed with the ſight of 
Uluſiaorus, it hauing infuſed a freſh vigour in his feeble members, and that Phy- 
ſicke applyed to his minde, triumphing over the infirmitic of his body, hee 
threw away his ſwords (oncly conquerable by kindneſle) and pnlled out that 
which was in his body , that nothing might hinder him from embracing the T- 
- mage of his ſoule, which refle&ted his owne thoughts. Their ſoules by a divine 
ſympathie did firft ioyne, preventing theelementall maſſes of the bodies: but 
ab, whileſt they were claſped in others armes (like two graffes graffed in one 
ſtocke) the high tide of oucr-flowing afteQion reſtraining their tongues with a- 
ſtoniſhment, as vnable to cxpreſſe an vnexprefſable paſſion. | 

Pirocles weakned with loſſe of bloud (the effets ofhate) and in that weake- 
neſſe ſurcharged with kindnefle, the fruits of love ; notable to abide theinter- 
choaking of ſuch extremities: T hepalcneſle of his face witneſſed the parting of 
his ſpirits : ſo that nor able to ſtand, Au/idorws was forced to fall with him,or elſe 
would not ſtand after him. And at the ſuddennes of this vnexpetted aduenture, 
or ychemently reſpeAable miſaducnture: like one, who vnawares ſlipping from! 
a grea& 
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a great height, is choaked betwixtthe height and the lowneſſe, erche cah confi. 


der, cither whence hefell,or where he falls. Being throwne from the rop of cog-.. 


rentment, to be drowned in the depths of miſery, hee had his reaſonableparts 6 
haſtily overwhelmed with confuſion, that he remained dead alive, asthe other 
was liuing in death. Atlaſt re-aſſembling his confounded ſenſes from the rockes 
of ruine, gricte had gathered ſo much ftrengrh through weakneſle,as to attempt 
an impoſhbilitie in manifeſting it ſelfe. | 

O what amonſterof miſerie am I? Eucn when moſt fortunate, moſt inforty. 
nate; who neuerhad alightning ofcomfort, bur that it was ſuddenly followed 
with athunder of confuſion. T wice was my felicitic by land (that it might bee 
waſhed for cucr away) madea prey tothe inexorable waucs, whileſt the relent- 
ing deſtinics pittying the rigour oftheir own decrees, to prevent their threatned 
efte&s, wouldhaue drowned mein (reſpeting the Ocean of ſorrow prepared to 
ſwallow mc) thatlittle drop ofthe Sea. And O thrice happy I, If I had periſhed 
whileſt I was altogether vnhappy : then, whena dejeed — offenſine. 
to the perfeion of the world, Icould hardly (being oppreſfled by contempt) 
make my ſelfe worthy to be diſdained : diſdaine to the deſpiſed, being adegreeof 
grace.O would to God that I had died obſcurely,whileſt my lite might ſtil haug 
lined famous with others, and my death baue dyed with my ſelfe; whileſt my 
not being known, might hauc kept my diſhonor vnknown, eucn then when max. 
ched, matched by one,& inthe preſence of many fighting for one, who was more 
dcareto methen all the world. Ah me moſt miſerable,in not being more miſe. 
rable. Sucha peſtilentious influence poyloned thetime of my nativitie, that} 
haue had a ſparke ofhappineſle,to cleere me the way to deſtruRion.I wascarrk 
cd high,to be fit for a precipice: and that from that height I might behold, how 
low thedungeons were wherein I wasto fall.Eucn now I was ſo tarre from feare, 
as I was higher then hope, being in imagination Maſter ofall my wiſhes: yet at an 
inſtant,asif all chatcould beinflited on my ſelfe, was not ſufficient ro affli& mez 
being armed with reſolution, both to brauc the terrors of death, and tocontemne 
the flatterics of life, Iam tormented in another , whoſe ſufferings could onely 
make metenderly ſenſible. And with that, ſorrow,as it were ſorry to be interrup 
ted by vtterance,did damme itſelfe vp to ſwel higher, feeding on the contemp 
tion of it ſelfe within 3 where, vvhen abſolute tyrant ofthe bref, it mightrathet 
burſt him, then burſt our. 

T hen he vvas lying downe ſenſelefly on his ſenſeleſſe friend , asin all eſtates 
ftriving to be ſtill like him,vvhen lo, be fclthis breſt beate,and thereafter ſaw his 
vnclowded eyes vveakly ftriue to ſhine againe thus firſt re-ſaluting the light, Q 
vvhercam I ? Me/idorws replied : With him vvhois haſting to die vvith you. No, 
faid he, I haue baſted tolive vvith you. Death or life, ſaid Muſidorws; cither of 
them muſt ioyne vs, but neither of them is able ropart vs. With that Prrode 
vveakly riſing,entruſſed his feet vvith their owne burden : but Mu/idorw,icalous 
of the carriage of ſo precious atreaſare,vvould ncedes aide them vvith hisarme; 
his ftrength ſtrengrthning Pirocles,and the vveakneſle of Prrocles vveakening him. 

Thus whileſt(guided by one who vyas acquainted with the Caſtle)they were 
ſeeking outa roome,vvhere Pirocles repoling, might caule take a trial ofthe eftate 
of his body, &repaire the bloudy breaches of the late batterie, it being , though 
euill fortified, yet vvell defended: As they vvere vvalking alongft a Galerie, they 
heardfroma Chamber neighbouring the fide of it,a dolorous ſound, but ſo =_ 
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ily deliucred with a diſordered conuoy,tharchoaked with ſobbes, elſe drowned 
with tcares, the paine of the bearer had ſoſpoyled the birth, thatircould not be 
known: yeta ſecret ſimpathy, by an vnexpreſſeable working,did more wound the 
minde of Pirocles,then it was wounded by allthe wounds of the body; hee pitty- 
ing the complaint, though not knowing trom whom, nor for whar. - O how the 
ſoule, apc for al impreſſions tranſcending reaſon,can comprehend vn-apprehenſi- 
blethings! this was the Jamentation ot the lamentable Philoclea, 

T hc Ladies, after the departure of Zelmane,by the inundationin their cares of 
horrible ſounds, were violently inuited tocome ftearctully to a window,ouerloo- 
king the Court,where they beheld the bloudy effects of that whereof they were 
the innocent cauſes. At firit the Lillies of their cheekes, ouergrowing the Ro- 
ſes, paleneſſe had almoſt diſplaced beautie; had not beautie beene ſo powerfull as 
ro make paleneſle bcautitull; yer thereafter trauelled memorie inſtructed their 
judgement, that miſery being at a height , could not but of force either worke 
the endotir ſelfe, or a begtnning of comfort, and they could expe@tnoworſe e&» 
ſtare then thatin which they were,  - 

Pamela would faine haue flatrered her ſelfe, to thinke that it was UMuſtaorue' 
come to deliuer her: but ſhe had rather have remained ſtill captive, thento hane 
drawn him to ſuch a danger for her deliverie: and having once apprehended thar 
he was there, neucr a blow wasgiuen but ſhee was wounded with it, being cuer 
ſorric for the ouerthrowne, ncuer glad for the ontrthrower; either pittic preuai= 
ling with the tendernefle ot her ſex, or becauſe ſhe knew no danger could come 
by oucrcomming. | | 

Asfor Philocea,{hc,who through the gentlenes ofher own nature,would hane 
ſmarted for any other, who had beene in danger : when ſheremembred the ha 
zard of her treaſure Zelmane, who (as ſhee knew) did not vie to be an idle ſpeRa- 
tour of ſo carneſta game, a multitude of thoughts did paint feare in her face, and 
engraue griete in her boſome. Whileſt they continued thus, Pamelainvaine ftri- 
uing to match maieſtic with affeion, ſtood with a difiraRted ſtatelineſle, & with 
a ſtately aſtoniſhment, where griefeand feare-in Philoclea madeeafily aconſortin 
ſorrow, with waterie cycs(like the Sunne ſhining ina ſhowre) weakly clearing a 
clowdie countenance : when ſuddenly they heard one cry, ſincethe Caftle was 
won, to ſerthe Ladies at Jibertie: but they who were well acquainted both with 
the frownes & ſmiles of fortunc,as they had ever triumphed ouer the one,would 
not ſuſfer themſelues to be led captives by the other; neither could thisaccom- 
pliſh their contentment, till they had the Lords of that pleaſant bondage, which 
they did value more then vn-ualuablelibertie; the conſtrained captivitie of the 
bodice having nothing diminiſhed the voluntaric thraldome of the minde. 

But ah / this ſmooth calme came onely to make them the more ſcnſible ofthe 
ſucceeding danger, which the breath of one from below (roring forth the death 
of Ze[mane)did thunder vp vpon them. Pamela (like a Rocke amidſt the ſea, bea- 
ten both with the windes and the wanes, yetir ſelfe immoucable)did receiue this 
rigorous charge with a conſtant (though ſad) countenance, and with fixed eyes, 
witncfling the moving of her minde: yet neither vttering word nor teare, as dif- 
dayning ro imploy their weakneſle in ſogreatagriefe. Such might havebeen the 
geſture of Vzobe, hearing the newes of her childrens death, creſhe was meramor- 
phoſcd into a ſtone;likeone(maieſtietriumphing ouer miſery) who would rather 
burſt trongly within, then bedisburdned by burſting out inanabieR manner. 
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But ah me, the confounded Philecles, who being the weaker, had received the _ 
ſharpeſt aſſault, (an affeQionate furie torcing from her anabſolute pafhon, which 
2dutifull kindneſſe,through compaſhon,onely prouoked in her Siſter) ſhe ſmo. 
thered with ſo monſtrousa weight,did {inke downe vnder it to the earth. 

This made Pamela forgerher other gricte without any comfort: trans ferring | 
ber paſſions, from her friend, to her more then friendly liſter, for whom ſhe ſaw 
at that time her ation would be more ſerviceable ; wherwith ſhe broughther to 
her ſelfe, and ſhe her ſelfe ro ſorrow. At firſt, therongueand the eyes being too 
feeble inſtruments for ſo violent a paſhon, ſhe vied ber hands; beating that bref 
which the moſt barbarouscreature elſe in the world could not have done: offe« 
ring thoſe torne hayresas oblations to him after death, which had beene thee: 
lights of his life; and deforming that face, the regiſter of Natures wonders, con- 
firmed by the admiration of men. W hich. when Pamela (of a Patient, become 
Phyſician) ſoughtto hinder, (hee thus ſaid, Alas, ſiſter, you doe notknow what 
2 treaſure [ have loſt,euen a treaſure more worth thenall the world was worthy 
toenioy. Ah pardon me thou, whom euen death is nor able to kill in my ſoule: 
pardon me, who hauc cuer concealed thy ſecret,now to diſcouer minc owne; Fox . 
while my life laſts (ſhort may it bee,and long it ſhall not be) I will ſhew toall the © 
. vyorld that, which, whileſt thou lived, I would have bin aſhamedrto have ſhowne 
ro thy ſelfe; even thy perfeQtion, and mine aftefion. Neitherdoc I regard how 
the conceits of others cenſure my carriage in thiszfor there is no eyenow, where- 
in I deſire to appeare precious;norno opinion, whereof I crauc to makea pur- 
chaſe:death may end my life, but not my love, which(as it is infinite)muſt beins 
mortall, I would gladly viſe meancs todiſpatch this miſerablelife : but it wereg 
ſhame for mee, if, after ſo great adiſaſter, ſorrow onely were not ſufficient tokill 
mee. And with that beautie inthe heaven of her face {two Sunnes eclipſed) bs 
ing wrapped vp in paleneſle, ſhe fell downe groucling ontheground. 1G) 

Pirocles imagining what report might be made, and not doubting what effe 
it would worke, bent to furniſh phylicke for her minde, erche ſought any forhis 
ownebodie, came in at the doore : whom Pamela (herarmes and her tonguerk 
vals in kindneſſe) imbracing, ſaid, Never more welcome, thovgh eucr welcome, 
Zelmane ; thou who artcucr viforious, haſt thou likewiſe broughtthy ſelfex> 
way a trophee from death ? Sweet Ladies (replied ſhe) who would faint to fight 
for ſuch diuine creaturesas youare? and who could have forceto fight againſt

: Philocles,who at the firſt, cither du] through excefliue dolor, did not conceiut © 
her ſiſters words;or clſe ſuſpeing(as ſhe thought)her impoſſible deſireto pleiſe 
her all being doubtfull to truſt what they doe extremely affe&t):8id milcon- 
cciue her meaning. She was rayling her eyes to examine her cares : bur the moſt 
truſtie of her ſenſes preucnting both, by a palpable proofe, gaue heran abſolute 
aſſurance; ſo that ere ſhe could thinke Zelmane-was at all to be imbraced, finding 
her ſelfe imbraccd by Zelmane, ſhe was lifted vp to a heauen of ioy, as before ſhe 
had beene ſunke downe ina hell of griefe; never abſolutely her owne; but eithet 
rauiſhed orruined. Spying the bloud on Zelmanes garment, not knowing whe- 
ther her owne, or her enemies, ſhe grew pale : and then looking on her Sifter,ſhe 
bluſhed ; ſuſpeRing that ſhce ſuſpefted the cauſe of herpaleneſle (conferring it 
with her former plaints) to be more then a friendly kindneſſe. But Zelmne, fea- 
ring what might be the cffcRs of her feare, (aid, that ſhe expeRed a PTSIEL 
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of her viRtorie, and nota condoling of paſſed danger: which was acquired with 
the ſpeechlcſſe anſwer of an afteQionante looke; and a palhonare prefling of her 
hand. NIE 
T hen Poels,inquiring the perilous courſe ofher ſhort progreſle ; ſhee told; 
how fortified with their tortune (truſting more to ic than ro her owne valovr) 
which like their beantie could nor bur preuaile, ſhe had firli fatally ouerthrowne 
therwo brethren of Amnaxiwe ; and thereafter fighting with-himſelfe, irwas her 
chance (God (trengrhning her weakeneſſeto puniſh his vniuſtice) ro kill him; 
ſhce could nor ſay overcome him : no, ſhee was not alhamed ro-affirme, thar; 
rhough he was killed, ſhe thought him notouercome, leeinghec died both in 0- 
pinion,and in aCion of viorie; death preventing the knowledge of his laſt ſuc- 
ceſſe. Ararc happineſle : his life, and fortune hauing both-one bounds. | 
Both highly praiſing her valour,admiring her modeſtic,and glad of thetr own 
dcliuerie, whereof they thought her the author (thoughts ſtrtuing to expreſſe 
themſclucs the more powertully without words)they were acknowledging the 
ſame with a gratefull countenance, and kindly aftcing lookes, when Zeimane 
(not complementally hunting that which ſhe fled, but Ike one who with aglaſle 
reflegrhe force of the Sunne on another) carncftly proteſted, thar ſhec would 
be loth to vſurpe that which was due to another; ſpecially in the owners pre- 
ſence. And turning towardsthe blackeK night (who all the time ftood afide as 
her attender, rhough armed, trembling for fearc of one vnarmed, who vnarmed 
would not have been ſo atraidofan Armie in armes) ſhe freely affirmed, T here 
isthe deliuerer of vs all: from whom weereceiue ovr libertic ; to whom wee 
owe ourſelues, fince chat which makes vs our felnes. 00575 
Then the blacke Knight, inuited by the willing countenanceof the Princeſſe 
(abaling his helmet)aduanced (more fearctully then ro a bartell) to kiſſe her 
hand: when Zelmanecourteoully retired Philocleaa little diſtance from thence; 
asglad roconferre withher,as to giue her friend occafionto conferre with Pame- 
lz. Who preſently(whileſt the roſes of his lippes made a flowre ofaffetionwith 
the Lillies ofher hands)knowing her owne Dore : atthe-ſuddennefle ofthe al- 
ſaulr, the mouing of her mind was betraicd by the changes of her countenance; 
the bloud of her face cbbing and flowing according to the tide of affeRion. Yet 
borrowinga maske from hare, wherewith ro hide lone thee thus charged him; 
whoalreadic had ycelded. Howdurft you preſumeto preſent yourſelfein my 
preſence,being diſcharged ir, whe you deſerued the vttermoſt thatrexfoncould 
deviſe,or furic execute? Harh my deieed eftarecmboldned you to exalt your 
ſeltc againſt me? Then be, gathering covrage from the extreminic of deſpaire; 
thuscleared bisintention. T cue itis, Ladie,ot my lite;and ſhall bee of mydeath. 
I was worthy then to have been baniſhed fromthe worid.Burwharotaworld 
of worlds?I was baniſhed from your ſight: and;which is worſt of all,deſernedly. 
Neither come Inow of contempr, but only roteſtifie my obedience; which 0+ 
therwiſc atthis time'mighr haue beene conſtrued totowardice. 'Such: aloue as 
mine, wedded:to'vertue,can never be ſo adulterared by any accident,no,nor yet 
rauiſhed by paſſion, as to bring forth a baftard-diſobedience, whereofWmy very 
con{ciencenotbeingable roaccule my thoughts)I comeroclearemy ſelfe. Bur 
now having performed all that was within the compaſſe of my power; apartof 
my blond witneſhng my affetion,which I with were confirmed by the reft:you 
may ſee(direrefle ofmydeſtiny)thatno forceean force meto any A 
* elle

teſſe from your ſight; ſaue onely your owne will, which is vito mea law,yea an 
Oracle, And now when you ſec I doe itnot for feare of others, but only out of 
areucrenceto you: if not for your ſatisfation,yet for my punilhment,ſo to per- 
ſecute him whom you hatc;I will goe waſte the remnant of my wretched daics 
in ſome remote Wilderneſſc,as not worthy to be ſeene of any, ſince odious in 
your ſight: hauing (I hope ) by many proofes prevailed thus much with your 
opinion, T hatafter my death you will thinkethere was ſome worth in mee; 
though not worthy of your love. When he,full of humble afteQion, was rety- 
ring himſelfe with a courtelie as low as his thoughts: ſhe,thinking cnough done 
ro tric him, yet without ſceming to truſt him, whileſt (rhovgh guiltic ot gricte) 
her countenance could accuſe her cf nocarc, (as out of a freſh remembrance) 
ſaid,that ſhe would not haue Dametes to loſe a ſernznt, nor Mopſa a ſutcr, by 
her meanes; and,it he would needs returne toward the Lodgces,that he ſhould 
firſt expe&t ſomeemployment homeward from hcr. Then he(as one whofalne 
in the bottome of ſome deepe water, comming to floot aboue, in ſight of land, 
receiucth ſome comfort,though Rillin danger) began to rc-aſſemble his dif- 
perſed ſpirits againe, looking morechecrefully.But ere his thoughts/cuery one 
of them ore-flowing another) could ſettle themſclues: ſhe (preventing the vio- | 
lence of ſo ſuddenachbange) did call to her Siſter ; by acculing, exculing theirin- 
. diſcretion,in holding thoſe two ſo long by talking with them, from looking to 
themſclues. Which Phzloclea allowed ; trembling with an carneſt feare, to know 
in whatcſtate Zelmare ſtood, | 

T hey two iniuried by this courte(ie, withan vnwilling obedicnceaccepted of 
it ; more reſpeRing the pleaſure otothers,then their owne neceſſitic. Pamele,as 
only affcting Zelmaye, oftcrcd her eitherall,ora part otrheir chamber:and ſhe 
(her tongue rebelling againſt her heart) rctuſed whar ſhe deſired ; pretendinga 
lothneſſe totrouble them. Then the liſters offered to accompany them : but 
after they had a while colored true kindneſfle with ordinary complements, Zet- 
mane preuailed againſt her ſelfc, to goeaccompanied as ſhe came; yer both look- 
ing as ifthey would bavelefr their cies behind them,as well as their hearts. As 
ſoone as they were by themſelucs in a chamber,Zetmaze diſapparelling herſelf, 
the blacke Knight,though better skilled in giving thenko curing of wounds, yet / 
lately experienced by paſling the like danger, he would needsprovue a Surgeon: 
and after he had purchaſed things neceſſaric,having conſidered his wounds, tice 
found none, ſaue the laſt that wentthrovgh the body, dangerous ; and it nor 
deadly. T hereafter melting their mindes in diſcourſes, either of them kad his 
owne contentment doubled by hearing oftheothers. | 

T hen the blacke Knight taking leaue for a while, locking the doore behinde 

him, went downe to the Court, to tric ifany ſparke of the late fire remained as 
yettoquench. Forafter the oppolite party,as if their armes were not ſufficient 
toarme them, vnleflethe armes were armed with walls, ranneto fortifte them- 
ſelnues within houſes, which had no ſtrength ſave that which men wereto afford 
them : He, who thought his own good fortune no better then a misfortune; till 
hewas aſſured that bis friend had thelike, recommending theremnantofthe ad- 
uerſaries ruines to his two companions, had gone to learne if he were alike hap- 
pic in all places: and they /feare freezing the courage, and diſſolving the hearts 
of their ſcattered enemies) found quickly more throwing theEſce]lues weaponles 


at their feet, then they could haue leiſure ſeuerally toraiſe; ſo that they were 
more 
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more wearie (though more contented) with pardoning, then they had beene 
with puniſhing. | TEn | 

Some more craftie, or more fearefull, cryed out at the windowes, that they 
would render vpon ſecuritie of pardon. Burt they, ſcorning to capitulate with fu- 
gitiues,who would not haue done it with them when fighters:and difdaining al 
that by the moſt large conftruRion could be wrefted tocompulliun;they would 
not equall them with choſe who were alreadie humbled,cill they ſubmitted in a 
more ſubmiſſe manner,depending only on their free diſpoſition. Which they 
(either truſting tothe vertue of others,or miſtruſting their owne)baving done : 
the Knight of the Sheepe was conſtrained (his wound bleeding in great aboun- 
dance,which being made by an impoyloned Dart, had inflamed all his body)to 
retire. T he other, having received the keyes of the gate, committed thechiefe 
Captiues to Keepers,till the black Knights comming : whopreſently thereafter 
exating what conditions he pleaſed,did enlarge them all, T hen Sentinels were 
ſcronthe wall, and a companic appointed to watchall night : when ſuddenly 
onecame from their third friend, todelirethem tocome and taketheir laſt fare- 
well of him : a requeſt wondertully gricuing them, yer quickly granted;yca,per- 


. formed,creanſwered. | 


Being mct,and all others retired, he with theſe words deeply wounded their 
ſoules. Deare friends, whom [ may ivftlycall ſo, though none of vs as yet doth 
know another; I ſee I haue ated my part, and the Curtaine muſt quickely bee 
drawne.Death,the only period ofa} reſpeAts, doth diſpence with a free ſpeech. 
Ara Tilting in Iberia (where I was borne) dedicated to the memorie of the 

acene _Azdromanes marriage : a nouicein armes (amongſt others) Irannein a 
Paſtoral ſhew againſt che Corinthian Knights,whom the ſucceſſc had preferred 
in the opinion of the beholders ; till the worthily-admirable Princes, Au/idors 
and Pirocles,drawne forth by the yong Prince Palledims, brought backetherepu- 
ration to our partie,and there did ſuch things as might haue honoured eMers, if 
he had bin in any oftheir places;and madeeither of them worthy of his. T her- 
after being drawne away from that country by an accident, the report whereof 
crauesa longer time, &a ſtronger breath then the heavens are like to afford me: 
theirglorie, tyrannizing ouer my reſt,did kindle ſuth flamesin my boſome,thar 
burning with a generous ardour,] did reſolue,leauing mine own countrie,rotry 
my fortune, where I mighteither live famous,ordic vnknowne; vowing withall 
to trauel], tillchoſe Princes were either the Subic& or witneſſes of my valour. 
Whar paſſed in my way I pafſe : perchance others may remember. Atlaſt, inui- 
ted by fame, [came to this fatall Countrie, the band ofmy heartwas, and now 
muſt be ofmy body: where firftcarried with curioſity,the feuer of youth, I went 
tothe Arcadian Paftoralls for my recreation; but found the ruine of my rcft, 
There, blinded with bcholding, &tormented with delight, my carneſt cies ſur- 
feited onthe excellecies ofthe patterneof perfeRion,the quinteſſence of worth, 
eucnthe moſt diuinely divine Philecles. Ah too adventurous eyes ! Neither 
could this content them, butthey would needs offer vp berpi&ure onthe altar 
of my heart; where, by my thoughts,theirchoice might beallowed, yea and ido- 
latrouſly adnanced. For they, ſcorning the ſimple rudeneſle of the eyes, eaſily 
defrauded of their too forwardly affe&ed obie; would ſecurely entreaſereitin 
amore precious Place ; ſinking itin the ſoule for ever. For atime, ſuffered as a 


firanger,and a Shepheard z knowne,(as you know) by the name of Philifides a- 
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mongſt the re{t I had the racanes to poure forth my plaints before her; but ne- 
uer to her,and(though orc-thrown not rendred) I had concluded neverto haue © 
throwne the Dice betwixthope and deſpaire, ſo betraying my eſtaterto the ty- . 
rannie of anothers will. No, I was refolued ſhe ſhould never know her power in 
me,tiil Thad known ber mind of me:ſothar if the would not raiſe me,ſhe ſhould 
not haue mcancesto inſult oucr me. Thusif I hadnotprocured pittic, I ſhould 
not hauc expoſed my ſelfe ro difdaine. ] day toil: Hepo 

In the haughtineſſe of my heart (thinking nothing impoſhble) I durſt pro- 
miſe my ſelfe,thar (my decdes having purchaſed reputation) with words, wore 
thy ofreſpe&, I might venter the proceſſe of my afteRion. In the meanetimeT . 
ioynedioytully with youin thisJate warre now ended : though profefling a ge- 
nerall deſire of glory, yetfor a particular cnd ; and happie end, fince I cnd tor 
her.Bur lince, while(t I lived, I had not the meanes (as I wiſhed) to content her, 
I crauenot, by the knowledge of this, after death to diſcontent her. Ir ſhall ſa- 
tisfie me that I die before my hopes: and ſhe cannot gricue forthe loſſe of that 
which ſhe never knew to be hers | 

With this, the other {lidingapartto beare and buric his ſorrow privately,the 
blackeKnight weeping imbraced him in his armes, and told him what hee was: 
ſaying, he was glad that his vow was performed; he being a benefited witneſle, 
not the endangered ſubieR of his valour. Thencontentment, budding forth in 
his countenance, flouriſhed in a ſmile : and having kiſſed bis friends, deſiring to 
live inthcir memorie, wiſhed them as contented liues,as his was a death. Hedied 
as ioyfully as he leftthem ſorrowfull, who had knowne him a mirrour of cou- 
rage,and courteſie, of learning and armes; fothatit ſeemed, that 24ars had be- 
gotten him vp on one of the Muſes. 

Muſidorus,cxceedingly ſorrowful forthis irreparable loſſe, was yet more ſor- 
rowfull when he remembred himſelfc to be in danger of a greater : and recom» 
mending the direQion of all below to the Knight of the Pole, he wenthimſelfe 
vp to vilithis Patient; whom he found,though |ying,not refting, & though not 
ſlcepingy et dreaming. As ſoone as he heard WHuſiderus , ſtarting as one wake- 
ncd out ofaſlumber,helooked on his face (grieucd to ſee the imprefhon of griefe 
in it, he not knowing the cauſe) with an inquiſitiue amazement. But the other 
(preventing that threatned rempeſt)did blow away the clouds that were gathe- 
ring in his countenance telling him, That hee hadno intereſt in the anguiſh, 
which then did afli& him. Whar,ſaid Pirocles, (being paſhonately moued) can 
Muſidorus have any thing wherin I haue no intereſt ? I(faid he)and for the pre» 
ſenta greater wonder ! my gricfe may breed you ioy, Ihavingloſt a friend, and 
you a Riuall. Then he began to diſcourſe vnto him what was paſſed, And be- 
ſide that, which was iuſtly deſerued, pittic adorning praiſe, and praiſe avgmen- 
ting pittie; a generous pathon ſoconquered the vn-conquerable Pirocles,that he 
lamEted him dead, whom he had not known; no,nor would never hauc loueda- 
line,& vndoubtedly would have wiſhed him no better ſucceſſe then he had. Yea 
the very thing which before might hauc moſt diſcontented him, did then moſt 
content him; having his iudgement confirmed by the like,in one of ſach worth. 

After thart,layed down in one bed together (friend{hip making them free,and - 
ſolitarines bold) whilſt their minds began to bedeliuerced of all, wherwith they 
had along time trauelled,a maid came to the dore,ſent by the two ſifters,to viſit 
Zelmane:who hearing twa,where ſhe expeRed but one,&the one by the _ 
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of his ſpeech likely robe a man; did preſently returne and reported to the La- 
dics,wao were lying together, that wherof her cares had giuen her ſufficient al. 
ſurance. At which newes Pamela, burning within, ſparkled forth theſe wordsto 
her Sitter: What wonder though ftrangers, eucr wandring, wanderfrom all 
things,chicfly thoſe of our ſex:who being borne to be bounded within houſes, 
when they cannot be bounded within Kingdomes ; howcanthey be bounded 
* by modeltie? Yer though I hate thedeed:the reſpe& of thedoer, but more of vs 


whoſe companie ſhe hath haunted (lefther reproch, by the commentarie of 


Fame, be roo largely. extended)bindes me to conceale her ſhame, that wee bluſh 
natart it. But we muſt either free our ſelues from her : or the her ſelfe from this 


{lander. 


Oh, bur,anſwered the ener (and more now then euer ) milde Philocles. Wee | 


mult not, ſiſter, raſhly condemne them, whom we have oftentimes conſiderarly 
approued ; leſt the change be in our iudgement,and notin them. No doubt, be- 
cauſeof the indifpoſition ofher body,it was neceffary that ſhe ſhould haue ſome 
one to accompanie her: perchance a woman miſtaken;and ifa man,who knows 
for what cnd ? She, who being ſound would acquaint her ſelfe with none,in this 
cltate could not be acquainted with any. 

[tis aneaſie matter (replied Pamels) for one who can deceive, todifſemble: 
neither is chis a new acquaintance. You might haue ſeene her vie that Knight, 
who did come in with her, rather kindly then courteouſly : a preceding friend- 
ſhip oucrpaſling preſent reſpe&s. For where a great familiaritie is,no ceremoni- 
' aldutie can be obſerued, Then Phileclea hauing found her,could bardly reſtrain 
the violence of a iuſt laughter. As for that which youatfirme laft (ſaid ſhe)I can- 
not denieit:no,I dare aſſure you, and aſſure your ſelf I willafſurenothing withe 
out afſurance,that Knight is the man ofthe world, whom Zelmeze moſtdearely 
loues; and yet I know, that neither would he offer, nor ſhe ſuffer her honour to 
be wronged ,as you imagine. T his laft wound was too deepe for Pamela to ſpeak 
after it: ſo thatſhe abandoning her heart,to throw it fe]fe of the rock of vnkind- 
neſſe, in danger to bedrowned with her owne teares ; was thus prevented by 
Philoclea. Deare ſiſter (and if any word can expreſſe more deareneffe moredeare 
then that) your vſing me not only as a ſiſter, but as a friend in the higheſt degree 


oftruſt, would make meaſhamed to miſtruſt you,or that you ſhould be behol- 


den to any otherthen to me for my ſecret. So might my ſtrangenefle iuſtifie 
your vnkindnefſe. Though you thould diſcouer and condemnethat,which I 
know you willconcealc, perchance approue, and farther being, by my impar- 
ting of itto you, made of the partie, crethe report of others make you a Iudge; 
be bold, my tongue: for though my checkes blulh, yet they couer you. Be not 
alhamed, nay,euen glorie, totell chat Zelmaneisthe Prince Pirocles 5 he whom 
you haue heard ſooft (yet cuer to his honopr) named: and, to deſigne him vn- 
to you more particularly,the friend of Mw//dorus,ouct whom with him youare 
icalous : they lying in one bedde with no leffe foue, thenT rold you. Why hee 
goes diſguiſed with others, and why I am plaine with you, I nced not tell : you 
may imagine. One God bath metamorphoſcd both, the one ina Shepheard, 
the otherina Woman:and we onely can reftore them crothem(ſclues,and them- 
ſelues tothe world ; thatthey may grace it withthe glorie of their ations as 
they were wont todoe. | 


Then Philaclea,exchanging eſtates with her ſiſter (words arreſted by thought) 
ns | 
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the became ſad, and the other ioyfull : who thinking her ſelfe well reuenged of 
the pailed ſcorne,and bauing a ſufficient pledge of hcr tifters {ccrecie, began to 
complaine of their fathers ſtri& viing ot them,by ſurmizings of his owne mind- 
ing ro marre their fortunes: ſo that where hc ſhould reioyceat ſuch an occaſion 
(if comming to theknowledge thereof) he would not faile to diſappoint it, per. 
chance with the ruine of the Princes : which would not only proue a particular 
loſſe for them, but (which ſhe lamented more)a generallloffe tor all the world; 
depriuing it of thoſe patterns of vertue,who inal their ations did bur paint our 
the height of perfection, and encourage others to follow their foot-ſteps inthe 
way of worth. T hereforec it behoucd them to regard themſelues, and [criouſly 
ro conſidera matter of fo great importance. T hen both bcginning romule; 
night d:dcaſt the Nets of ſleep ouer their cies, yet could nor hinder their earneit 
tioughts from proſecuting the courſe of their owpe fancies: for whar they were 
thinking when waking, they ſtill dreamed when ſlceping. 

But ere the Morning-ſiarre began toretire (as giving place toa greater light, 
whoſecomming, ir, as a fore-runner, had only warned the world to atrend)both 
awaked complaining of the nights length:and having with paſhonate diſcourſes 
wornc away darkenefſe (as wearie of them) they atoſe and hattily apparelled* - 
themſclues,though not 1n a curious, yet inacomely manner. T hen with a pre- 
tended charitie they would necdesgoe vilite the diſcaſed patient; being them- 
ſelues impatient. A little before their comming, CHuſzdors being gone to gue 
ordcr forthe burial of Philzdes,and(at the earneſt deſire of Prrocles)of Annaxins, 
whoſe valour now had the full praiſe, trom which his owne preſumption had 
derogated muck whileſt he lived: as they approched.to his Chamber-doore, 
they heard Pirocles preparing his voice forthe conuoy of a ſong, which they re» 
ſolucd notro interrupt zattending theletter which tollowed, : 


More dangerous darts,then Death, Louethrowes I ſþic, 
Il ho by experience now know both their wonng's: 
Death pierc'd me all, yet could not make me die : 
Lowe with a thought me in effect confounds. . 
The power of Death, Art ſometime may reſtraine, 
Where Lone (1 finde) cannener Phyſicke finde : 
Death onely plagues the bodte but with paine, 
Where Loue wth pleaſure doth torment the minde: _. 
Death ſlilltoall alike none free doth leaue, 
IWnhere partiall Lone ſhaft but at ſome doth ſend: 
Death with more mercie kils, than Loue d:th ſaue;, 
Deaths end breeds reft, Lone neuer refis to end. 
Death doth enlarge, where Loue impriſons ſhill: 
Death, ford by fates ; Loue, wilhng!y doth kill, 


As ſhone as this ſong was ended, Pamela opencd the doore, ſaluting him ſtill 
{foro diſguiſe her knowledge ) by the name of Zelmane ; and asked in what c- 
ſtate ſh? was with her ſelfe; who returned this anſwere:How can I ſmart,having 
ſuch 4ngelsrogivemcecomfort ? or how can I teele paincin their preſence, 
whole faces are Heauens of pleaſure? Since(ſaid(Pawela)being only infortunate 
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by falling in our company, the hazard of your life hath procured our libertie, 
ſo that accidentally (though farre from our intention) we have bcen the cauſes 
of all yourtrouble : how can wee thinke of your paine but as of our owne? or 
haueany delight, whileſt you reſt greeued ? Wonders of worth (ſaid Ze/mane) 
] ſhall ever, whileſt I liue, reckon for my higheſt bappineſſe my being honoured 
by your company - and as for my trauelsin this,they arc by the ſucceſle aboun- 
dantly rewarded ; ſince I could aſpire to no higher good, than I haue compaſ. 
ſcd, hauing purchaſed you any contentment. | 
W hileft chat paſhonate Zelmaeyne,withan animated feruencie,did incorporate 
her hand with Philocleas, whoſe ſpeaking lookes, how cuer ſometime out of mo- 
deſtie obliquely mouing, had a continual reuolution about his face : the blacke 
Knights comming in,drew Pamela's ſpirits from herthoughrs to hercics. A Gen- 
tleman followed him;dire&ed from B4/ilrus:who,atter his dutiedone to the La- 
dics,hauing ſhewn them that their Father and Mother were in good health (in- 
uired by their inquiring attendance) told how the firſt , whom prodigall tame 
had breathed forth with newes, (baſted by bimſelfe, as who carricd an accepta- 
ble meflage in hope of benefit or thankes)certified the King how the Caltle was 
won,and his daughters dcliuered by the black Knight, who before had puta pe- 
riod tothe victories of 4mphialus. Artthis, Pamels looking on Xn/idorws, blutb- 
ed: and he (chough by no gefture betraying his Toy) reioiced, not beczuſe hee 
heard himſelfe praiſcd,but becauſe ſhe heard him praiſed; and that Anpexiue 
in a lingle combat was killed by Zelmane: ſhe not long ouerliuing the viRtorie. 
ThcKing hcaring this, who of his gracious nature would rather ſauc one fried 
then deltroy all his enemies, as if the deliuerie of his daughters had beena mat- 
ecr of ſmall moment,and a gainetoolight tocounterpoile ſo greata loſle ; did a- 
bandon his ſoule to the tyranny of ſorrow, cuen morcethen maiefticin a Prince, 
or vertue inaffl:Qion, in the ballances of reaſon, would have allowed of ſuch 
weight, At this,Zelmenes {mile was accompanied with Phzlocleas. Bur when hee 
ſpake of Ginecias griefes overgrowing the other, they grew pale: being atraid of 
the Fountaine from whence her tearesdid flow, leſt it ſhopld drowne them, 
But whileſt Ginecia (the Meſſenger infifted) as runne mad with anguilh, in- 
cloſed in a Chamber, would ſuffer none rocome vnto her: all wondred,that her 
children being ſafe;a Strangers death, or her Husbandsgriefe,could weaken the 
known ſtrength ofher minde ſo much. The next Meſſenger came,being the lat- 
ter, and thereby the better informed, who ſugeredthe firft newes with the aſſy- 
rance of Zelmares ſafetie. T hen the Queene comming forth as aftera great rem- 
peſt,theSky of her countenancecleared, looking brighter then before. T he King 
would hauecomeHtimſelfe here in perſon : but he was perſwadedto fend Phila 
»ax with a number of choſen men to receive the Caſtle. & the Ladies.Efrſoones 
being curious to know who curcd Zelmane,wheir was told himthatthe Knighe 
who won the Caſtle would truſt none with that ſaue himſelfe: he was ſorrie that 
one of h1s worth ſhould be purto ſuch trouble; and would nceds have an ordi- 
nary Surgeon ſought out to vndertake the charge. Inthe mean time,theQueen 
came & brovghrt out of a box a ſoucraigne balme,which ſhe hath ſent by me to 
be applied to your wounds (faire Zelmane)nor doubting but they will quickly 
become ſound if herdireftion be obſerucd : which is onely, T hat you reftand 
keepe your ſe}fe quiet from company now,and by the way; til ſhe herſelfe may 


vie other remedies. And for this effeQ ſhe entrears you (Miracles of Nature)ber 
daughters 
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daughters to forbeare her companieduring this time: that your example(whoſe 
authoritic abuſed might embolden the indiſcretion of inferiours)may be a Law 
for others: and ſhe aflured mc, that ſhe would by a ſecret ſpic learne how ſhce 
were obeyed in this.Such acare hath ſhe of this ſweet Ladies health. 

By the end of this commiſhon well did Zelmane and Philoclea know,at whom 
in particularthoſe general Iniunions did only aime. T his cnioyned abſtinence 
did give Zelmaze a ſurfet in ſorrow :; who had rather haue continued ſtill infirme, 
then to haue recouered by lo cruella Phylicke. And yet her miſerie was multi- 
plied when ſhe remembredthecauſe: whereofthis(in reſpe& of that which ſhe 
did expe) was aflenderifſue,and butalittle furic,ſent to afflit her out of that 
hell of Gineceas breſt 5 into whoſe companie ſhe was ſhortlyto enter. Now the 
black Knight, purpoling to depart betore Phzlanax arriued, brought tis compa- 
nion the knight of the Pole(asa partner of bis vitory)to kitſe the Ladics hands: 
extenuating his owne part, and prefcrring his. T hoſe who haue truc worth in 
themſelues, can never cnuie itin another. Thereafter aduiling him privatly to 
havetheir little companic inreadineſſe, he went with an vncounterteited reue- 
rence, humbling himſelfe before the Idoll of his ſoule to know her will: telling 
her that what he had done, being onely done for her, he would attend thankes - 
from no other: neither would he be knownetill he might be knowne for hers : 
and the(her countenance rather lightning courtcſie then affeion) defired him 
to returne tohisold Maſter, and he ſhould bee reſtored to the eſtate which by 
his fault hee had before jultly fortcited ; wiſhing that he ſhould carric himſelfe 
more moderatly thercafrcr,it he would not incurre herindignation,and raze all 
regard of him out of her memorte. 

T hen Mv»/i4orws (as contented as one who had beene brought from Hell to 
Heauen)with many vehementatreſtations to win truſt with her, and imprecati- 
ons againſt himſclfein caſe of periuric; wiſhed, it ever his minde were ſo vnhap- 
pie, asto be ſurpriſed by any purpoſetending in the leaſt degree ro gricue her, 
T hat he might neuerliuetill it tooke efteR, but die ere it were diſcoucred. And 
(like a warie gameſter, who having once aduantage, is loth to aduenter againe) 
willing to ſeale vp his cares with the acceptable ſounds which they had recei- 
ved, he tooke leave : leaving his heart with her, and taking hers with him. T hen 
went he towards Pzrocles (the toy of his heart ſhining thorow his face ) and ac+- 
quainted him with his vnwillingabſenting himſelfc: referring all further con+ 
ference til! their mecting at the Arbour. And having in a complementall man- 
ner craucd,but not deſired, imployment from Philocles in any ſervice : after the 
funcrals were performed, he marched with his Troupe away ; the moſt part 
thinking that he went ro meet Philanax : whileſt Pamela from a window follow- 
ed with her cies, till clouds of duſt did burie their obicR in the Aire. , 

Soone after their departure from the Caſtle,about this time, Philanax arrived: 
who immediatly after he had receiucd the Caſtle in the Kings name, ſought for 
the Knight; whoſe gitt(though not giuen by him)he cſtcemed it to be. For hee 
b:ing generouſly tudicious,thought it fitter that Princes ſhould defray obligati- 
ons by rewards (cuery man being inferior to him to whom he ſtands indebred) 
then to be behind with any by being bcholding z and hearing that he was gone 
by publikeenqurrie for him, and praiſes of him, he witneſſed to the world how 
highly his valour was valued. After he had faluted the Princeiſes, he vilited Zet- 
29:20; and told her how carcfull his maſter was to have thoſe wounds os 
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which in ais ferpice had.brene-progyred, thas hercafrer hep,might ocherwile 
expreſle his gratcfulneſſe. Bur Zelmane affirmed, 'T bas chough. that bloud 
which was ſhed, had beenc followed by all thegeſt of her bedy: with thaKings 
former courtelies towards her, the deſeruing by che recompente was both-pre- 
ceeded and exceeded. T hen Philavax (lothrotiriuc withgdeeds in worgds):deil- 
red her if her health might ſcrue, to prouide,tor her removing withtherch 
ro morrow.: otherwile, that {hould be done for ber,which ſhee her ſelfe would 
dire1.. ci vote v/tudnir iba tene beth elle neat 
Immediately after bis departure Ze/mane role: & hauiogapparelled-her (elfe; 
began to, walke, not ſo much toric how [hee miglitcomport, with thejnten- 
ded iourncy,as that ſhee might pretend any meahes which migbraflord-herthe 
fatisfation of Philocleas preſence; where ( violently carried;by her thoughts) 
ſhe came ſoone,but not ſo ſooneas ſhe wiſhed,and was wiſhed : where ( famels 
apart cntertayning herchovghts) ſhee thus entred with Plilecles, Dearc loue, 
Oh in whatan Occan of troubles. doth our eſtate continually flote 1, yet hath 
neuer ſo much as attayned the fight of any ſecure Porr. I ſeethatthis freedome 
will but bring vstoa greater bondage : we are led from captiuitie!, onely to be- 
comecaptives. For,where beforerhoſe ſenſeleſſe walls were thought ſufficient 
roguard vs, wee ſhall bee watched now, by.one more icalons then 7uno; with 
more cyesthen euer 4r7gws bad. I would willingly conueigh you where I mighe 
enioy you, and youa Kingdome: butthis,my infirmitie firlt hindred; and the 
comming of ?bilanax hathaltogether prevented, In the meanetime,tillforper- 
forming of that, a longed-for occaſion come; I muftarmemy ſelte againſt your 
Fathers folly, and your Mothers furic. T he one might eaſily bedeladed z bur 
the other cannot be reſiſted, but by aſhew of yeelding,which I muſtcunningly 
counterfeit : and therefore truſt no externall ſhew; for whocuer have my coun- 
tenance, you hane my heart. Philocleas words were, that ſhee cared not where 
ſhe went, ſo it were with him, nor what ſhedid, ſo it-were: warranted by his di- 
reion, as bent rather to burne her breſt, then to let-it lodge any thoughe 
which durſt but doubt of the ſufficiencic of his intentions; ſince, what ever cir- 
cle they made, having alwayes for their center the excellency of. his owne 
worth. So parting, as if they had beene to goeto live in ſundrie Kingdomes, 
thongh going toliuc in one companie, Night inuited themtorepoſe.'. 
Thenext morning,being ſaluted by the Trumpets ſounds, and all readie to 
remoue, they werequickly tranſported oyerthe Lake ; andas quickly. (when -_ 
landed) mounted by the prouident care of Philanax, to finiſh their journey. But 
crethey came two or three miles off the Lodges , Baſilius met them : whoim- 
braced his Daughters ; not that he would goe firſt to them, bur that hee would 
bee laſt with Zelmane, whom hee had kiſſed with his eyes, ere his lips'were 
drawne from his Daughters. And as ſoone as he bad ſhewen as much aftcfion, 
encountring her,as his ſtate before ſo many would permit + hee ſaid, that not- 
withſtanding her countenance was the treaſure in the World, whereof hee was 
moſt couetous , yet it grieued him that another ſhould beeſo happy as to haue 
procured her libertie, rather then himſelfe;z and that it was his purpoſe, as a pri- 
vate aduenturer, to haue maniteſted his aftefion, fighting asa Knight, notasa 
King, for herdeliueric. | | | 
Zelmane replying, T hatithad been againſtall reaſon,that ſogreat ge 
whom 
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whom the liues of fo many did depend, ſhould haue beene hazarded for the life 
of one, whoſe fall could extend no further then her owneruine : your ruine 
(faid he)I wiſh that mine were firſt : for it could not but follow after. And doe 
notthinke that the blacke Knight,or any other durft doe more for you, then] : 
yet ſuch is the miſerable eſtate of vs kings, that we cannot prove men; but are 
compelled to mooue in our owne Spheare. T he iournicsend cutting off their 
diſcourſe,Ginecie was waiting on their lighting : and hauing firſt (dutie tyrannis 
zing oucr affeion)careleſly kifſed Pamela,dildainfully Philecles, and vehement- 
ly Zelmane,thereafter enquiring of her wounds, ſhee was acquited with thankes 
for her Balme which ſhe ſent ; ſhe proteſting that if noother thing could helpe, 
ſhe would pull out her owne heart, when Baſilizs interrupted them, comming 
to hauclightned his heart, by burdening his bodie with his Miftreſſeslighting. 

Dametas came ſtarting and leaping like a giddie Kidde to meet with Pamels, 
and as ſoone as ſhee was lighted, for the firſt alutation, told her how much ſhee 
was beholding tohim, hauing ſhewne his man-hood and good will as much as 
the beſt fellow in thoſe bounds could haue done : ſwearing that hee had ventu- 
red more for her, then he would doe for all theworld againe, and forhis owne 
lifetoo; I (quoth he) and when my man Dorwsdurſt not bee ſcene, who was _ 
thought a braue fellow. Yet he faineda buſineſſefarre from the noiſe of warre, 
to ſeeke ſheepe, but the truth is,to hide himſelfe, whileſt my deeds madeall our 
Armielavgh for ioy : ſo that during all that time of trouble, which Itremble 
yet tothinke vpon, I neuer heard of him, till euen now hee ſent mee word by a 
Shepheard, whom he met on the way,that hee had found the Ewes, which had 
ſtraied with great difhcultie ; and was driving them at leiſure, for feare they 
ſhould miſcarrie. But when he comes, I promiſe I will make his cowardize bee 
knowne for leauing me, when I would faine have left my ſelfe for feare. O but 
(ſaid Pamela) you muſt not be oftended; Suppoſe every man bee not fo ſtout 
as you are; though he be an euill ſouldier, hee may be agood Sepheard: and I 
hope you kcepe him that he may keepe ſheepe ; not that he may kill men. Now 
in good faith( ſaid he) I ſec you are not changed: for you wereeuerwilſe, and fo 
doe youcontinue ſtill. I may well chide the fellow, but I will not beate him. 

Then all entcring the lodge with Be//li«s, though the ſupper was readie, Gi- 
necia would drefſſe Zelmanes wounds firſt, and Ba/iius would ſee them drefled ; 
ſo by his deſpiſed importunateneſle reſtraining the torrent of Ginec:as paſſions, 
which would but burſt forth more furiouſly thereafter. This freeing Zelmanes 
cares at that time, was but ſuch areliefe to her, as they find who expell poyſon 
by counterpoiſon ; being as wearie of him, as afraid ofthe other. 

Thenfitting downe to the ſupper, more curious of afurfeit to their eyes, 
then for ſuſtenance tothereſt oftheir body : the eyes of Beſiliwe were cuer fee+ 
ding on the face of Ze/mane with a fearefull earneſtneſſe, ſave ſometime when 
they were conſtrained toretire by the violence of his wiues lookes: thinking that 
they with a icalous anger had vpbraided his errour, which fhe (otherwiſe buſt- 
ed) had neuer ſo much as obſerued. The one of hereies was ſettled like a fixed 
ſtarre on Z:{maxe: the other, like a wandring Comet threatning confuſion 
whereit ſhined, ſtaired betwixt Zelmene, and her daughter Philocles; watching 
and chaſtifing with alooke her {tolne lookes. Zelmenes languilhing lights made 
the Table cnuicd,whileſt her deiced lookes did onely bleſſeit ; as _— = 
ooke 
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looke on 2ny, fince ſhe might tiot looke where ſhe liked, Phdlocles, chained by 
thoughts to Zelmane, did imitate her being penſiue, becauſe ſhee was penſiue: 
yet like a cunning Painter, who, hauing fully fed his eyes with the affeQed ob- 
ict, turnes backe within himſelfe, that his imagination may engraueitthe 
more exaQly within his memory,ſhe would ſometimes with a thecuiſhly ad- 
uentrous looke ſpic Zelmanes geſture, that ſhe mightthe better counterfeiritin 
her countenance. As for Pamela,ſhe kept her accuſtomed Maieftic, beingabſene 
where ſhe was, and preſent where ſhe wasnot. Then, the Supperbeing ended; 
after ſome ambiguous ſpeeches, which might (for feare of being miſtaken) be 
taken in two ſenſes, or elſe were altogether eſtranged from the ſpeakers minde; 

ſpeaking as ina dreame, not whatthey thought, but what they would bee 
thought to think:euery onerctired to the Lodge where they had vied = 
before tolie ; Be/ilis baving firſt inuited them, the next mot- 
ningto ſeca Paſtorall repreſented by the ordinarie 
Shepheards, tocongratulate their 
proſperous returne; 
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Thus far the worthy Anchor had reviſed or inlarged that firſt wrirteri Arcadia of 
his, which onely paſſed from hand to hand, and was never printed: having a purpoſe 
likewiſe ro haue new ordered, auginented, and concluded the reſt, had he nor bene 
prevented by vncymely death. So thacall which follower here of this Work, rctnay= 
nedas it was done and ſentaway in ſeuerall looſe ſheers (beeing neverafrer 1eview- 
ed.nor ſo muchas ſcencall rogether by himſelf ) wichourany certaine diſpoſition of 

rfe&t order. Yer for thatir was his, howſoener deprived of the iuſt graceir ſhould 

ue had, was held too good to beloſt:& therefofe with muchlabor werethe beſt co- 
herencies,thar could be gathered out of thoſe ſcartfed [ne and afterwards 
Jo printed asnowir is , onely by bir Noble care to whoſe deare hand they were firſt 
' commirred, and for whoſe delight and interraynemenr only vnderraken. = 
VVhart concluſion it ſhould haue had, or how far the Work have bene extended 
(hadir had his laſt hand chereunro) was onely knowne to his owne ſpirit, where 
only thoſe admirable Images were (and no whereelſe) ro bee caſt. GS 
I Andherewearelikewile vtterly depriued of the relation how this combat ehdes; 
| and how the Ladies by diſcovery of the approching forces were delivered and 
reſtored to Baſilixs : how Dor#s returned to his old maſter Dametas : all which vnfor- 
eunate mayme we muſt becantentto ſuffer with thereſt:

my part, mightreioyce toenioy ſucha friend, I ſhould now ſothroughly feel mine25 


owne lofſe,thar I ſhould call the heauensand carth to witneſſe, how cruclly yerob 
me of my greateſt comforr, meaſuring the breach of friendſhip by mine ownepaſ 
ſion. But bccauſe indeedel loue thee for thy felfe, and in my iudgement indgeof 
thy worrhineſleto be loucd, I am content to build my pleaſure vponthy comfong 


And then willI deeme my hap in-friendſhip great, when ſhall ſcethee, whomT1zo , 


loue happy. Ler mee be onely ſure, chouloucſt me ſtill, the onely price of trueaf- 
fetion : go therefore on, worthy Aewſiderss, withthe guide of vertue, and ſervice 
of fortunc. Let thy loue be loued, thy deſires proſperous, thy eſcape ſafe, andihy 
journey caſie. Lercuery thing yeeld hishelp to thy deſert : for my partabſenceſhall 
not take thee from minceyes, nor afflitions ſhall barre mee from gladding inthy 3s 
g00d,nor a polleſled heart ſhallkeepe thee from the placeir hath for cuer allorred 
vnto thee. Dorss would faine hae replied againe, to have madea liberall confeſs

But Pyrotles char had heard his name accuſed, &c6demned by themoutk, which 
ofallche world, and morethenall theworld,he moſtloued: had then cauſe enough 
rocall his minde to his home, & wich che moſt haſte he could (for true louefeares , 
the accident ofaninſtant) ro match rhe excuſing of his fault, with declarationof 
his arrand thicher. And therefore blowne vp & downe with as many contraty pa . 
fions, as 01x ſent out windes vpon the Trojan reliques, guided vpothelea by the 
valiant «&xeas, he went into her chamber with ſuchapaſe as reuerent fearedoth 
teach, where kneeling downe, & hauing prepareda long diſcourſe for her, his eye 
wereſo filled with her fighr, that asif they would hauerobbed all their felowes of 
their ſcruices, both his hart fainted, and hisroung fayledin tuchſorr, that he could 
not bring forth one word, bur referred her vnderſtanding to his eyes language. Bur 
ſhe in extremiticamazedto ſec him there, at ſo vnduea ſeaſon, & afhamed thar'her 
| beaatitullbody made ſo naked aproſpet, drawing in herdelicare limmes into the 
weakeguard of thebed, and preſenting in her faccro bim ſucha kinde of pitiful 
anger, as mighcſhew,this was only a fault;therforc becauſe ſhe had aformer grudge 
vnco him,turningaway her face from hjm ſhe thusſayd vnto him: O Zelmanecor Py-

Doſt thou nor chinke the day torments chou haſt giuen me lufficienc, bur 
chat thou doeſt cnuie me the nights quiet? Wilt thou giuemy ſorrowes no truce, 
but by.making me ſcebefore mine cyes how mach I haue loſt, offer me due cauſeof 
confirming my plaint ? Or is thy hart ſo fullof rancour, that thou doſtdeſirerofeed 
thine eyes with the wretched ſpeQacle of thine ouerthrowne enemie, & ſo to fatil- 
fie che full meaſure of chy vndelerued rage, with the receiving into thy ſight the vn- 
releuableruines of my delolatelife ? 0 Pyrocles, Pyrocles for thine owne vertues lake, 
ler wileries be no muſique vatothee, & beconremt to rake to'thy ſelfe ſome colour 
of cxcule, that thoudidſt nor know to what extremitie thy inconſtancie, or rather 
falſhood hath brought me.

Atthat word/with anguiſh of mindeand 
weakneſle of bodie encreaſed one by the other, and both augmente$by this feareful| - 
accident, ſhe had falne downe ina ſound, but that Pyrocles then firſt ſeuering his | 
eyeliddes,and quickly apprehending htr danger, rohim morethendeath, beyong 
all powers ſtriuing to recouer the commandement ofall his powers, ſtayed her from 
falling: andchenlifring the ſweet burthen of her body in bisarmes, laid heragaine 
in herbed. So thatſhe, but chentche Phyſicion , was now becomethe parient : and 
he, co whom her weakneſſe had bencſeruicable, was nowenforced ro do ſeruice io 4g 
her weakneſſe: which performed by him with char hartic care which the moſt cares 
full loueon che beſt loued ſubie@ in greateſt extremitie could employ , preuaile 

ſo farre, that cre long ſhe wasable( chough in ſtrength exceedingly deieted) rol - 
home her wandering ſenſes, ro yeeld attentionto that herbeloued Pyrocles hady 
deliver. But helying downeon the bed by her, holding her hand in his, with ſokind 5 
anacculing ber of vakindnelle, as inaccuſing her he condemned himſelfe, began firs 
point copoint ro diſcoucr vnto her all chat had paſſed berweene his loathed louers 
and him. How he hadentertained,& by entertaining deceiued, both Baſilius & Gyne- 
cia :and that with ſuch akind of deceipr, as either might ſee the cauſe in theother,bur 
neither eſpie theeffet inthemſelues. Thar all his fauors ro chem had rended only 30 

ro make them ſtrangers to this his ation:&al his ſtrangeneſle to her,to the final ob- | 
raining of her long promiſed, and now to be performed fauor. Which deuile ſeeing 

it had ſo well ſucceeded tothe remouing all other hinderances , that onely her reſo- 
lurion remained forthe taking their happie iourny , heconiured her by allcheloue 
ſhe hadenerbornchim , ſhe would make no longer delay topartake with him what 35 
ſoeuer honors the noble kingdome of Macedon,& alother Evarchus dominions might 
yecld him, ſpecially ſinceinthisenterpriſe he had now waded fo far, as hecouldnor 
polsibly recirehimſelf back, without being overwhelmed with danger and diſhonor. 
He needed not haue vid further perſwaſion: for thatonly coniuraris kad ſo forcibly 
boundal herſpirits, that could her body haue ſeconded her mind,or her mind haue 40 
ſtrengthened her body, withoutreſpe&tofany worldly thing, buroaly feare to bea- : 
gaine vnkind co Pyrecles, ſhe had condiſcended togo with him.But raiſing her felfea 
liccle in her bed,and finding her own vnabilicicinany ſortro endurethe aire:My Pyro- 
cles (aid ſhe(wirh reareful eyesand apiriful countenance, ſuch as wel witneſſed ſhe had 
no will rodeny any thing ſhee had power roperforme) if you can conuey me hence 45 
in ſuch plightasyou ſee me; Iam moſt willing cromake my exrreameſt dangerate- 
ſtimonie, that I eſteemeno dangerin regard of your vertuous fatisfation. But ſhee 
fainted (ofaſt , that ſhewas notabletovtter thereſt of her conceiued ſpeech: wy 
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alſo turned Pyrocles thoughts from expeRing further auſwer, ro the neceſſary care 
of reuiuing her,in whoſe fainting himvelfe was more then overthrown. Afd thac ha- 
uing effefted with all the ſweet meanes his wits could deuile, choughhis higheſt 
hopes were by this vnexpeQed downfall-ſunke deeper then any degreeof Ceſpaire? 

ye leſtthe appearance of hisinward griefe might occaſion her further diſcomfore, 
uing racked his face toa more comfortable ſemblance , hefoughr ſomeſhewe of 
reaſon, to ſhew ſhe had norcaſon, cither for him , or for her ſelfe (6 to beafflicted. 
Which in the ſweere minded Philoclea, whoſe conſideration was limited by his 
words,& whole conceit pierced no deeper then his outward countenahee'; wrought 

o withina while ſuch quiecnefſe of mind,and that quictneſle againe ſuch repoſc of bo- 
die, that ſleep by his harbingers weakneſle,wearineſſe,and watchfulnefle;hadquickly 
taken vp his lodginginallherſenſcs. Thenindeed had Pyroclesleafureroficin ivdge- 
ment on himſelfe, and co heare his reaſonacchſe his raſhneſſe,, who , withour fores 
 caſtof doubt, withourknowledge of his friend, without acquainting: Philoclea with 

x 5 bis purpoſe, orbeingmadeacquainted with her yreſent eſtate, hadfalneheadlong 

_ * inco tharatcempr, the ſuccefle whereof he had long ſince let downe'ts himlielfe as 
the meaſure of all his other fortuncs. Bur calling co minde how weakely they do, 
that rather finde fault with what cannot be amended, then feeke toamend wherein 
they haue benefaulcie : he ſoone turned him from remembring whar' might have 

20 bene done, toconſidering what was nowrto be done,and when that conſideration fai- 
led what was now to beexpeRed. Wherein hauing runne'ouer all thechoughts, his 
realon calledcorhe ſtriteſt'accounts, could bring beforchim, ar length helighred 
onthis: Tharas long asGynecia bewraied not the matter ( which herhought ſhewold

Butof the CArcadian borne ſhepheards, thichercame 
goodold Geroz, young Hiſtor, though vavvilling, and vpright Dicus, merie Pas and - 
tolly Nico, As for Dametas they durlt nor preſume(his pride vvas ſuch ) toinuite him: 
and Dorus they found might not be ſpared. And there vnder a bovver vvas madeof35 
bovves(for Thyrſis houſe vvas notable to receive them)euery one placedaccording to 
his age.

Gyzeciaheardallthis he ſaid , who had caſt a- 
25 bout her Zelmanes garment, wherein ſhecame hither, & had followed Bafihiwsro the 
Cauesentrie, full of inward vexation, berwixt the deadlic accuſation ofher owne 
gvilcinefſe , and thEſpightfulldoubt the had Zelmazehadabuſed her. Bur becauſe of 
the one {ide( finding che king did thinke her ro be Zelmane ) ſhe had libertie ro ima-

Hard 
I muſt needs ſay (although cillavw I neverchought Tſhould have had cauſero ſay) 
is the deſtinic of womankind ,thecriall of whoſe vertuemuſt ſtand vpouthe louing 
of them thar employ alltheir.induſtrie nor robe beloyed.. If Zelmanes.young yeares

Andif in bodily rorment thos, 
much more in ſhame z wherein ſince valure isa vertue, and vertue iscuer limited, x | 
wemuſtnot runneſoinfinitely, as to thinke the valiant man is willingly to ſuffer *” 
any thing ,- ſincetheverie ſuffering of ſome things is a certaine proofeof want of 
courage. Andif any thing vnwillingly, among the chiefeſt may ſhame go : for if 
honour beto be held deere, his contraric is ro beabhorred, and that not for feare, 
bur of arruecleQion. For which isthe leſle inconucnicnt, cither the lofle of ſome 
yearcs more orleſle ( for once we know our liues be not immorrall ) or the ſub- 
micring ourſeluesto each vynworchie miſerie, which the fooliſh world may lay 
vs? Asforthcirreaſon , that feare is contrarie to hope , neither do Idefend fearc, 
nor much yeeld to the authoritie of hope z co either of which grear inclyning 
ſhewes buta feeble reaſon, which muſt be guided by hisſeruants : and who builds 
not ypon hope, ſhall fcareno earthquake of deſpaire. Their laſt alleaging of the 
heauenly powers, as it beares the greateſt name, (o it is theonely thing, thatar all 
bred any combare in my minde. And yer Ido note, but thatif God hath made vs 
maiſters 


maiſters ofany thing, iris of ourowne liucs; our of which without doing wrong 
roany body, weearetoiflucatourowneplalure. And the fameargumentwould 
aſmucti/ preuaileco ſay we ſhould. for no necesficie lay away from vs, any ofour 
joynts, ſince they being madeof him, wichourhis warrancwee ftiould not depart 
5 fromchem;orifcharmay be; fot agrearer cauſe we may paſſe roa greaterdegree. 
And if we be Licurenants of God, inthis licrle Caſtle , doe you not thinke we muſt 
take warning of himto giue.ouer our charge when hee leaues vs.vnprouided of 
good meanesro tarrieinit ? Nocertainlic do not, anſwered the ſorrowfull Phi- 
* declea,fince iris not for vstoappoint that mighty Maicſtic,what time hee willhelpe 
10 vs: theverermoſt inſtant is ſcope enough for him, co reuoke cuerie thing to ones 
owne deſire. And therefore ro preiudicate hisdecerminarion, is. buta dgubrof 
goodneſle in him, whois nothing bur goodneſle. Bur whenindeedehedotheicher 
by ſicknefſe, or outward force lay death vpon vs, thenare weeto take knowledge 
char ſuch ishis pleaſure, and ro know thatall is well thar he doth. Thatwe ſhould 
1 5 be maiſtersofour ſelves; we can ſhew arall no ticle, nor claime; ſince neither wee 
madequrſelues, nor bought our ſclues; we can ſtand ypon no ochier cightbiit his 
gift, which hee muſt limic as it pleaſcth him.Neither is there any proportion be-- 
twixt the loſſe of any other limmeand that; {ince che one bendsco the p 
all, theother tothe deftruQtion of all;the one takes notaway the minde from the 
20aQions for whichit is placed inthe world , the othercurs off all posſibilitieof bis 
working. And truely my moſtdeare Pyrocles, I muſtnecdsproteſt vnto you; that I 
cannot thinke your defence cucn in rulesof vertue ſufficient. Sufficient andexcel- 
lentic were, ifthe queſtion were oftwo outward things ; whereina man mightby 
natures freedomedetermine, whether he would preferreſhametopaine; preſene 
25 lmaller cormenc,togreater following;or no.Buttothis (beſides thecompariſon of 
the martersvalures) there is addedof the one part a dire&cuill doing, which ma- 
kerh the ballance of chat ſide coo much vnequall : ſince a vertuous man wichoue 
any reſpe&, whether thegriefebe lefle or more. isncucrrodo thatwhich hee can 
nor aſſure. himſelfe is allowable beforc che euerliving rightfulnefle; but rather is 
30 torhinke honours orſhames, which ſtand inother menstrueor falſe iudgements, 
paines or nor paines, which yer neuer approach our foules, ro be nothing in re» 
gard ofanvnſpotred conſcience. And theſe reaſons do I remember, I have heard 
200d menbring in, that ſince ic hach nothis groundin an-afſured vertue, ic pro-. 
_ ceedes rather of lome other diſguiſed pas{ion. Pyrecles was not ſo much perſwaded 
35 as delighted, by her well conceined and ſweerelie pronounced ſpeeches 3. but 
when ſhee hadcloſed her pittifull-diſcourſe, andas' ir, were ſealed vp: her delight- 
fulllippes, withthe moiſtnefle of her teares, which followed ſtill oneanotherlike a. 
precious rope of pcarle : now thinking it hye cime ; Bee ic as you ſay (faide be 
moſt yertuovs beautie) in allthe reſt, bur nevercan God himſelfe perlwade mee, 
40 that Pyrocleslife is nor well loſt , forto preſeruethemoſt admirable Philorles. Lec 
thatbe ifit þeposſible writcen on my Tombe,and I will notenuieCodrasbonour. 
With that hee would againe haue vſedthe batre,, meaningif char failed, to leaue 
his brainesvpon che wall ; when Philocleanow-broughttothar ſheemoſt feared, 
kneeled downe vnto him, and embracing lo his legges, that withoart harcing 
45 ber (which for nothing hee would have done) hee could norridde himſelfe from 
her, ſhee did with all the conturing words, which che.aurhoritie of loue may 
lay, beſcech him , hee would not now ſo cruellie abandon her, hee would nor 
lauc hercomfortleſle-in chat mileric, to wdgh he had brought her. Tony _ 
m 1 E 
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indeede.ſhee would cucn in her ſoulc-accuſe him, to hauc molt foully betrayed 
her; thar then ſhe ſhould have cauſe to curſe the time that ever the name of Py- 
rocles came to her cares, which otherwiſe nodeath could make herdoe.' Will you 
leave me,ſaideſhee, not onely diſhonoured as ſuppoſed vnchaſte with you, buras 
a murderer of you ? Will your giue mine eyes: ſuch a picture of hell, before my 5: 
necre approching dcath, as to ſee the murdred: bodie of him I loue more then 
all the lives thar nature can give ? With char ſhee ſware by the hyeſt cauſe afall 
deuotions, that if he did perleuere in that cruel[reſolution,ſhe would (choughyn- 
- truly) noronly confefle to her father, that with her conſentchisafte had been com- 


mitted, butif that would nor ſcrue (afterſhe had puld out her owne eyes, madeac- 10 


curſed by ſucha ſight) ſhce would giue her ſelfe ſo terrible adeath, as ſheemight 
thinkethepaine of it would counteruaile the neuer dying paineof her mind. Now 
therefore kill your (clfe,co crownethis vertuousaQion with infamy : kill yourſelfe 
ro make mee (whom you ſay you loue) as longas Tafterlive, change my louing 
admiration of you, to a deteſtable abhorring your-name. And ſo indeede you 15 
ſhallhaue the ende you ſhootceat: for in ſteede of onedeath, you ſhall gine mce a 
chouſand, and yet inthe meanetime, depriue me ofthe helpe God may ſend mee. 
Pyrocles enen overwayed vvith her ſo wiſcly viteredaffeQtion, finding her deter- 
mination ſo fixed, that his ende ſhould but depriue them both of a preſent con- 
tentment, and not auoide a comming euill (as a manthat ranne not vntoir, by 29 
aſodainequalme of pasfion, bur by a true vie of reaſon, preferring herlifero bis 
owne) now that wiſedome did manifeſt vato him, thar way would not pre- 
vaile, hee retired himſelfe , with as much tranquillicie fromic, as before hee had 
gOnc vACO it. Like a man, that had ſer rhe keeping or leauing of the bodie, as a 


thing without himſelfe, and ſo had thereof a freed and vntroubled confiderarion. 25 


Thereforethrowingaway the barre from him, andraking her vp from theplace, 
where hee thought the conſummaringof all beauties, veric vaworthiliclay , ſuffe- 
ring all his ſenccs to deuoure vptheir chicfeſt foode, which heeafſured himſelfe - 
they ſhouldſhortly afterfor cuerbe depriued off: well, faide he, moſt deere Ladiez 
whoſe contentment I preferre before mine owne, and indgement efteeme more 39 
then mine owne, I yeeld vato-your pleaſure. T he gods (end you haue not wonne 
your owne loſſe. For my partthey are my witneſſes,that Ithinke Ido morearyour 
commaundement, in delaying my death, then another would in beſtowinghis 
life. Burnow,ſfaid he, as thus farreT haucyeelded vnto you, ſograunt mein recom- 
pence thus much againe, that I may finde your loue in graunting , as you haue 35 
found yourauthoricie inobtaining. My hambleſuitcis, you will ſay I cameinby 
forceinco your Chamber, for ſoam I reſolued now toaffirme, andthar will bethe 
beſt for vs both ; but in nocaſename my name, that whatſocucr come of mee, my 
houſe benot diſhonoured. Philoclea fearing leaſt refuſall would turne him backe a- 
gaineto his violent refuge, gauc hima cercaine countenance, that mightſhew ſhee + 
did yceldto his requeſt, thelatrer part whereof indeede ſhee meant tor his ſakero 49 
performe. Neither could they ſpend more words together:for Phlanax,with ewen- 

tic of the nobleſt perſonagesof Arcadiaafter him, were comeintothe Lodge , Phi- 
lavax making thereſt ſtay belowe, for the reucrence hee bare to womanhood; as 
ſtillieas hecould came to the dore, and opening it, drew theeyesofcheſetwo dole- 


full Jouersvpon him. Philocleacloſingagaine for modeſtie ſake, withinherbed che 45 


riches of her beauties, but Pyrocles tooke holde of his batre, minding at leaſt to 
die, before the cxcellent Philoclea ſhould receiueany outrage. Bur Philanax reſted 
awhile 
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awhile pon hiimſelfe, ſtriken vvich adiniration at the goodlie ſhapeof Pyroctes, 
whom beforc he had neuer ſeene, and withallremembring een Farraans, 
blea@ hee had-done (wbenwith his courage and eloquence; hee had ſaucd Beſilins; 
perchaunce the whole ſtare from vterruine) hee felrakindof releming mindeto- 
; wardshim. But when char-fame thought:came waited on with the/remembrance 
of his maiſters death, which he by all probabilicies,rhought he had bin of Counlell 
vio with rhe Queen, compasſion curnedto barefull pasſionand left in Philevax a 
ſtrange medley;berwixr pittie and revenge, betwixt lykingandabhorring:O Lord; 
faidhe ro himſelfe, whar wondersdooth nature in our time, roſet wickednefſeſo 
10 ben garniſhed? and char which is ſtrangeſt, ourof one ſpringro muke won+ 
derfullefte&ts both of vertue and vice to iſſue? Pyrocles ſeeing himin ſuchamule, 
neicher knowing the man, nor the cauſe of his comming, but afſuring bimſelfe, ir 
was forno good, yet thought beſt ro begin with him inthis ſort; / Gentleman ſaid 
he; wharisthecauſeof your comming to. my Lady Fkilecleas chamber ?is icro de- 
5 fend her from ſuch violence, as I might goeabout cooffer vnito her? ific be ſo, truly 
your comming is vaine,for herowne vertuc hath bin a fufficienc reſiſtance, rl 
needs nio ſtrength to beadded to ſo inuiolatechaſticie, rhe excellencieof hermind 
makes her body impregnable. Which for mineowne part I had ſoone yeeldedro 
confefſe, with going our of this place(whereT found burliccle comfort being ſo diſc 
20 dainfully received) had I not beene, I know:not by whom preſencly-vpon my com- 
ming hirher, folocked incochis chamber, thar I could never cſceapehence: where I 
wasfertred in the moſt guilry ſhame,that cuer man was,ſeeing whar aparadiſc of vn 
ſported goodnes, my filthy thoughts ſoughc rodefile. If forthattherforeyoucome; 


already I aſſure you yourerrandis performed;butif icbetobring meroany puniſhs 
25 ment ry rec. "a hauing vndertaken ſoinexcuſable prefumprionruly I beare 
ſuch anaccuſerabour meof mine owne conſcience, that I willingly ſubmic my ſelfe 
vntoit. Onely this much ler me demand of you, that you wil be a wicnes ynto the 
king what you hear me ſay,& oppoſe your ſelf, char neithet his ſodain fury, norany 
other occaſion may offerany hurtro this Lady; in whom you (ce narure hathac- 

30 compliſhed ſo much, that I am fainetolay mine owne faultineſſe, as a foile of her 
_ exccllency. I can ſaieno more, butlooke vpon her baautie, remember her 
blood, conſider her yeeres, and iudge rightlie of her vertues, and Idoubrnora 
genclemans mind, will then bea ſufficicarinſtruter vato you, in this I may tearme 

it miſerable chance, happened vnto her by my vnbridled audacity. Philanex was 

35 content to heare him our, nor for any favour heowed him', burro ſee whether hee 
would reuealeany thing of the originall caule,and purpoſe of the kings death, Bur. 
finding it ſo far from char, thathe named 84/i/;s vnto him, asſuppoſing himaliue, 
thinking ic rather cunning then ignorance: Yong man, ſaid he, whom | hauc cauſe 

to hare, beforc I haue meanero knowe, you vſe bur a point of skill, by coafesſingthe 

40 manifeſt ſmaller fault,ro be belecued hereafter inthe deniall of thegreater. Bucfor 
that marter, all paſſerh co one end, and hereafcer we ſhall haucleaſure by corments' 

co ſeeke the truth, if the loue of truth iclelfe will not bring _ vico it. As for my 
Lady Philoclea,if it fo fal outas you fay,it fhal be the moreficfor her ycers, & com- 

ly for the great houſe ſhee is come of, thar an ill gouerned beaurie hath nor cancel- 

45 ledtherules of vertue.But howſocuer ic be, it is Bot for you toreachan Udreadias,; 
what reucrenc dutie we owe vato any of thar progenie. Bur, ſaid he;come with mee 
wichourreſiſtance,for the ane cannot auaile,and cheother may procyre pitie. Picic? 
faid Pyrocles, witha bircer (miling,; difdained wich ſo curriſh'anaafwere: no, no, 
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Arcadien,canquickly haue: pittie of my ſelfe, and would tbinke my lifemoſt:mis 
ſerable, which ſhould be a gift of thine. Only Idemaundithis innocentLadiesſecus 
ritie, which vacill chou haſt confirmed vnrome by an oath, aſlurethy ſelfe, thefieſt 
that layes handsvpon her ſhall leauc his life, fora teſtimony of his factiledge;:Phile; 
max with an.inward ſcornerbinking it moſt manifeſt they.were borh.;the avleiſtzol 5 - 
counſel with thekings death, Wel,faid he;you ſpeake much ro meof che king :I'do 
here ſwearevnto you, by theloue I hauecuer borne him thee ſhalt haneno wore; 
howfocuer icta}our,then het own parents. And vpo that word:'of yours I yeeld ſaid 
thepoore Pyrocles,deceiued by him thatmeant nor ro decciue him. Thendid Phils: 
ax deliuer himintothe handsof anoblemaninthe company,cueryone deſirousto x; 
have him in his charge, ſo much did his goqdly preſence (wherinctruewvalare ſhined) 
breedadelightfull admiration in all the beholders. Philanax himiclte tayedwith 
Phileclea, to ſee whether of her he mighrilearne ſome diſcloſingof this formercom 
cluſton. Bur ſhe ſweet Lady whom firſtakindly ſhamefaſtneſſehad: _— from 
Pyrocles(bauing beenlefr in amore open view thenher modeſty would well beare) 15 
then cheartrending ber fathers coming;& ſtudying how to behaue her ſelf rowards 
him for both cheir laferics,bad called herſpirits all within her;now thar vp6 a ſodain 
" Pyrocles wasdeliuered out of thechamber from her, acche firſt ſhe wasſoſurprized 
with cheextreame ſtroke of the wofull fight, thatlikerhole that intheirdreamesare 
taken wich ſomevgly viſion, they wouldfaine cry for help, bur havenoforce, fore-20 
mained ſhea while quice depriucd not 6nly of ſpeech, buralmoſt of any other lively 
attion.Bur when indeed Pyrocles was quitedrawn from hereyes,and thar her vitall 
ſtrength began to return vnto her,now not knowing what they didto Pyrocles, but 
(accordingrtothe nature of loue) fearing the worſt, wringing her hands, &letcinga« 
bundanceof reares be the firſt part of hereloquence, bending heramber-crowned 25 
head ouer her bed {idero the hard-harted Phrlanax; O Philanax,Philanax laid ſhe, 
I know how muchauthoricy you haue with my father :thereis no man whoſe wib 
dom heſo much cſteemes , nor whoſe faith ſo much herepoſeth-vpon. Remember 
how oft you haue promiſed your ſeruicevnto me, how ofc you haucgiuen me occa» 
ſion to belecuc that there was no Lady in whoſe fauor you more deſired to temain; 36 
and if rhe remembrance be not vnplealant to your mind, or the rehearſallvnfitcing 
for my fortune, remember there was a time when could deſerue it. Now my 
chaunce is turned, let not your truth turne. I prefentmy ſelfe vnto you, the moſt 
humble and miſerable ſuppliancliuing, neither ſhall my deſirc be great: I ſeckefor 
no morelifc then I ſhall be found worthy of. Ifmy bloud may waſhaway the dif+ 35 
honorof Arcadza, ſparc itnot, although through meir hath indeed neuer been dif- 
honored.My only ſuteis,you wil bea meanefor me, that while Lam ſuffered roen- 
toy this life, I may not be {eparated from him,to whom the Gods haue ioyned me, 
and that you determine nothing of him more cruelly then you docof me. If you 
rightly iudge of what hath paſt, whereinthe Gods (char ſhould haue beene of our 40 
mariage) are witneſſes of our innocencics; then procure, wee may live together. 
Burifmy facher will noc lo conceiueof vs,as the fault(ifany were) was vnited,ſoler 
the puniſhment be vnited allo. T here-wasno man that eucrloucd either hisPrince, 
orany thing pertaining to him, witha truerzecale then Philanax did. This made him 
cuen to the depth of his heart receive a moſt vehement gricf, toſee his maiſter made 4.5 
asit were more milerableafrer death. And for himlelfe, calling ro mind in whar fore 
hislife had bin preſcrued by Philoclea, what time taken by Amphialus he was liketo 
ſuffera cruel death, there was nothing could haue kepr him from falling to tender 
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pictie, but thoperfect perſwaſion he had;thar allrhis:was toynedcothepackeof his 
maſtersdcath, which the miſconceiued ſpeech-of marriage made him the-mote 
beleeue .

-oieof her daughters, proſtitaced the other , empoyſoned thee';roouerthrow: the 
dixdemeof Areedie. Buratiength chusvnro her {elfe he aide if yourfather,, Ma- 
dame, werenow to ſpeake'vnco, trulychere ſhonidno body be found amhareready 
aduocare foryou rhen my lite . For I would ſuffer thisfaulr,though veric grieat;to 
10 bedlotredourof my minde,by your formerkd life; your bencficrowardsmyi(Gite, 
and being danghier ro ſacha tarher. But fince among your ſelues youhauvcaken 
himaway, ia whom wasche only power co haue mercy, youtuſtnow becloched 
in your owne working and looke for-none;orher, then tharwhich deadpitglefle 
lawesmay lot vnco you;For my part, Houedyoufor your,vertue, bucnaijwiwherc 
1 5 is that? Toned you inrefpeR ofa priuace beneficzwhacisrhatincomparifombtihe 
publik loſſe>-Toned you for your tarher,vnhappy folks you hanerobbedchewarld 
of him. T heſe words of herfacherwere ſo licrle nderftood by:cheonly wdllviadet- 
ſtanding Phyloclea, that ſhedeſired himvro tell her,whar hemeanr toſpeakeia tuch 
darke ſort vittoherof her Lord & father, whoſe diſplealure was moredreadfullvn- 
20 tOher, then her puniſhment: thacfhee was free:in her owne:tonſlcience;ziſhe had 
never deſerved evill of him , nowotiincbis laſtfa@t:; wherein if irplealtidhimeo 
to proceed with pariende;heſhoald finde her thoifehadnorbeyge vynformnate. He 
thar ſaw het words wrictenin che plaine table ofherfaire-facejrhonghritimpodlible 
thercſhould therein be coneaineddecvit : and rhetefore fomughthemortabalhed: 
25 Why, ſaidhe, Madame; would you have merthink, yon arenorof conſpiracy! with 
thePrinceſſe Pamedas flight, & yourfarhers deathdwich-rthatword chetwer 
gavca picrifull crie,havitigiſtreightin hor face &breaſtabahUance of witnefles;rhat 
her heart wasfar from'iany ſuch abhominableconſent. Ah of alb{adesvereviyruined 
Phylocles, (aid-thee , how ifidecde I thay wellſaffcrall conceir-of hoperodyeinme. 
30 Deare father;,where ws T, thar mighrnordoyourny laſt ſeruicebefore ſopneafrer 
miſerably following yort?-Philanax perceived tho demonſtration ſo lively &racin 
her; tha he eaſily pe hiehearrofchatfadt, anduhe more was moned to 
ioynewich herin moſt harciefimentarion; Burremembringihim, charchobarthen 
of the ſtareAnd puritſhmientof his maſters murgeters, lay allvpon him ::VVell;ſaid 
35 he; Madame Tcardowithing, withouraltcheRares of 4rcadia: what tlicywilkde- 
rertnine of yon, T knowhior:tor my pare yourſpeeches would machpreaziſe-wirti 
me, buc har findenothow to excuſe yoar givingouer yourbadyito him, tharfor 
thelaſt prodfe of his rtaſon, lenitthiggarmemeradilſguileyourmniiſerablemother, 
KfthemoftvIefadt hehifch comied; Hard fire irwill berolſepatateponiricables, 
40 with whomet you han& fg neerely loynedyourſalfe. Neithordoldefirer,faidetic

T henoble Pamela hauing delivercd ouer the burthen of her fcarfull caresrorhe 
naturalleaſe ofa well refreſhing ſleepe, repoſed both mind & bodie vpon thetru- 
ſed ſupportof her princely ſhepheard , when with the braying cries of a raſcall 5 
cSpany ſhe was robbed of her quier;ſo chat ar one inſtarſhe opencd hereyes, &the 
enraged eMsſidorus roſe from her, enraged berwixt the doubt he had whattheſe 
men would goabour, and the ſpire he concciued againſt theirill-pleaſing preſence. 
But the clownes hauing with their hideous noyſe brought them to their feer, 
had ſooneknowledge what gueſts they had found, for indeed thele weretheskume x6 
my rcmnant of thoſe rebels, whoſe naughtie minds could not cruſt ſo much rothe 
oodnefſe of their Prince,as tolay their hang-worthy necks vpon the conſtancieof 
is promiſed pardon. Therefore when the reſt (who as ſhcepe had bur followed 
their fellowes) ſo ſheepiſhly had ſubmicred chemlclucs, theſe only commited their 
afeticto the thickeſt part of thoſe deſert woods : whoas they were in the conſtiru- 15 
tion of their mindeslittleberter then beaſts, ſo were they apt to degenerateroa 
kind of life, hauing now framed their glutroniſh Romacks to haueforfood 
the wilde benefirs of nature, the vttermoſt end they had, being burto draw out(as 
much as they could) thelincof arediouslife. In this fort vagabonding in thoſe 
vntroden places, they were guided by the cuerlaſting Iuſtice, vſingchemſcluestro 20 
be puniſhersof their faults, and making their @wre ations the beginning of their 
chaſtizements, (vnhappily both for him and themſelues) colight on ©Hzſidorns. 
Whom as ſooneas they ſaw turned cowards them, they full well remembred ic 
was he, thataccompanicd with Baſis, had comertothe ſuccourof Zelmane: and 
had leframong ſome of them bloudie rokens of his valour . As for Pamel, they 25 
had manietimes ſcene her. Thus firſt ſturred vp with a ruſticall reyengeagainſt 
him,andchendeſireof ſpoyle,to help theirmiſcrable wants, butchiefely chinking ix 
was the way to confirme their ownepardon, to bringthe Princeſſe backe ynto her 
father (whom they were ſure he would neyer haueſenc ſo farre ſo ſlightly accom- 
panied) withourany other denouncing of warre, ſct altegerher vponthe worthie 30 
<Muſiderus. Who being before hand aſmuchenflamedagainſtthem, gauerhemſo 
brauea welcome, that the ſmartof ſome made the reſt ſtand further off, crying 
and prating againſt him, but like bad curres, rather barking chen cloaſing : heinthe 
meanetime placing his trembling Lady to one of the Pyne trees, and & ſerring 
himſelfe before her, as might ſhewethe cauſe of his courage grew in himſelfe, bur 3 [1 
theeffe& was onely employed in her defence , the villaines thatnow bad a ſecond 
proofe,how ill wards they had forſuchaſword,turnedalthe courſeof their violece 
intothrowing dartsand ſtones, indeed the only. way ro oucrmaiſter the valourof 
Msfidorus. Who finding them ſomealreadie couch, ſomefall ſoneerce his chiefeſt 
life Pamels, thatin the end ſomeone ororther mighthapto do an vnſuccourable . 
miſchicfe, ſercingall his hopein deſpdire, ran out from his Lady among they, 40 
Whoſtreightlike ſomanie {wine,whena hardic maſtife ſets vpon them; diſperſed 
' themſclues. But the firſt heouertooke,as he ran away, carying his head as farrebe- 
fore him,asthoſe manner of runnings are wont to'doe, with one bloweſtrakeir (0 
cleaneoff, thatir falling betwixtthe hands, andthe bodie falling vpon it, ic made a 
ſhew as choughrhe fellow had had great haſte ro gather yp his headagaine. Ano-45 
ther che ſpeed he made co runnefor the beſt game, bare bim full bucr againſtatrce, 
ſothat cumbling backe with a bruſed face, and adreadfullexpeRarion, Myſidorus 
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was ſtraighrypon him : &parting with his (word vne of his legs from -bim,lefr him 
co makea roring lamentati6 chat his morter-treading was marred forcuer. A third 
finding bis fect too ſlowe, aſwellas his hands roo weake, ſodainly turned backe, be- 
ginning ro open his lippes for mercy, Bur before he had well encred a rudely com- 

5 piledorarion, As/ideras blade was come betweene his iawesinco histhroar, and 
ſorhepoore:man reſted-therefor ever with a very cuill mouth full ofanaunſwer, 
Msſidorwsinthis furious chafe would haue followed ſome other of theſe hatefull 
wtetches;'but that he heard his Lady crie for helpe, whom, three ofthis villanous 
crue, had-(whiles M#ſidoyws followed their fellowes)compasſingabour ſomerrees, 

10 lodainely come vponand ſurpriſed, threatningrokill herif ſhe cried, and meaning 
roconuey her our of fight; while the Prince was making his bloud-thirſty chaſe. 
Bur ſhe chat was reſolued; no worſe thing could fall vnto her,chenchebeing depri- 
uedofhim, on whom ſhe hadeſtabliſhedall her comfort, wicha pircifullcry ferched 
hiscyes varo her: whothen thinking ſo many weapons thruſt inco his eies,as with 

I 5 hiseyes hefaw benragainſt her, madeall heartieſpecd ro her ſuccour. Burt one of 
them wiſer then his companions, ſet his dagger to her Alablaſter chroar, ſwearing 

if hee threw nor away his ſword , he. would preſently kill her, T here was never 
poore ſcholker, that hauingin ſteedeof his booke ſome playing toy abour him, did 
more ſodainely caſtit from-him, atchechild-feared pretence ofa crucll Schoolmai- 


40 adisfigured face,todemaund che revenge ofhisbloud, which ſince hee had penc 


" withthemintheir defence, jt were norcaſon hee ſhould be ſuffered by chemmngie 
difconcemeed:' Theonly. contentment hexrcquircd was,thar by their help wich his 
owne hands he might put his murthererto ſomecruelldeath; he wouldfaine haue 
cried moreagainſt Moſidorys, butthar the much loſle of bloud helped on-withthis 


45 vehemencie, choked vpche ſpirirs of his life, leauing himto makeberwixt his 


. o 


and ſoule anill fauoured parcicion. Bur they ſeeing their fellow in chat ſore 1 be- 
fore their faces, did ſwell. innew mortall rages: All xclolucd ro kill him, butnow 
onely confidering what maner of terrible death chey ſhould inuent for him. ”—- 

| as 
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wasa while the agreement of his ſlaying, broken by diſagtecmentofthemannerof 
it;andextremity of cruelty grew foratimeto be the ſtopofcruelty. Arlength they 
were reſolued, cuery one to haveapeece ofhim,and ro becomeall alwellhangmen, 
asivdgcs : when Pamela tearing her haire, and falling downe 'amongrhem, ſome- 
times with all the ſort of humbleprayers, mixt with promiſes of greargoodturnes 5 
(which they knew her ſtate wasableto performc) ſomtimes threatning them,thar 

if they kild him and not her,ſke would not only reuengeitvpoenthem;butvponall 
their wiues and children : bidding rhem conſider that choughthey mighctrhinkſhe 
wascome away in her fathers diſpleaſure, yer they might belure hee-would cuer 
ſhew himſelfea father, thar the Gods would never ifſheliued, pur her inſobaſce> 15 
Nare, bur that ſhe ſhould haveabilitie to plagueſuch asthey were, returning afreſh 

ro praycrs& promiles,and mixing the ſame again wich threatnings,broughtthem 
who were now growne colder in their fellowes cauſe ( who was paſt aggravating 
the matter, with hiscryes) to derermine with themſelues there was no way, burei- 
thertokillchem both,or ſave them both. As forthe killingalreadiethey haning ans Ig 
{wered themſelucs that that was a way to make them Citizens of the woods fore- 
uer ; they did in fine concludethey would returne them backeagainerorheking; 
which they did not doubt, would be cauſe of a great reward, beſidesrheir ſaferie 
from their fore-deſerued puniſhment. Thus havingeither by fortune; or che force 
of thoſe rwo louers inward working vertue, ſctledtheir cruellhcartsro thisgentler 29 
courſe,they rookthe rwo horſes,and hauing ſet yponthem their princely priſoners, 
they returncd towardsthe lodge. The villaines having decked all their heads with 
lawrcll branches , as thinking they had done a 'notableaQ, ſingingandſhowring} 
ran by them,in hope to have broughtthem the ſame dayagaine ro the king.But che 
time wasſofarre ſpent, that they were forced to takevp tharnights lodging inthe 25 
middeſt ofthe woods. W here while theclownes corinued their warch about chem, 
now that the night, according to his darke nature,did addea kindeof deſolation to 
thepenſiue hearts oftheſe rwoaffliged lovers, Maſidorustaking the tender handof 
Pamela & bedeawing it with his tears, in this ſort gauearr iſſueco the ſwelling ofhis 
hearts griefe. Moſt excellent Lady faid hee; in wharcaſethinke you am I with my 430 
ſelf, how vamerciful iundgements do. Ilate vpon my ſoul,now that I know not what 
God hath ſorcucrſed my well meaning enterpriſe, as in'ſteed of doitigyou thatho: 
nour which I hoped(& nor without reaſon hoped)Thefalia ſhold have yeeldedvn- 

to you,am now like to becoma wretched inſtrumeErof yourdiſcomfore? Alas how 
contrariean end haucall che inclinations of my minde taken !my faith falles outa 35 
creaſon vnto you, and the true honourlT beareyou, is thefield wherein your difho- 
nourisliketo be ſowne! Bur Tinuoke thar viiuerſall andonly wiſdome(whichexs 
mining thedeprh of hearts, hath nothis indgement fixed vpontheevem)to bearte» 
ſtimony with me,char my deſirethough in exrreameſt vehemency, yerdid norſoo; 
uvercharge my remebrance,bur thatas far as mans wie mighrbeexrended, ſought -:: 
ro prevent all things thatmight fall co your hurt. But riowtharall the caill forrunes 49 
ofcuil fortune havecroſſed my beſt framed ifitenc, Iam moſtmilerablein thar,rhilr 
Icannor only nor giue you help, bur whichis worſt of all, am barred from giving 
you counſell. For how ſhould F open my mouth to counſell you in'that, wherein 
by my counſellyouare moſt vndeſeruedlyfallen?The faire & wiſe Pawele,although ; 
fullot cares of the vnhappy curning of this marter, yetſſeeing thegtiefeof Muſido- 45 
r# only ſtirred for her, did ſorread downeall other rfiotions with chetrue force@f 
vertue; that ſhe thusanſwered him, hauing firſt kiſſed him , which before ſhee had

neuter louecommanding her,which doubted:how longthey ſhouldenioy one ano» 
therzorofaliuclyſpark of noblencs,rodeſcend in moſtfauorto/one;whehe is lows 
cſtinafflition, My deare, andeuerdcare Aiwſadoyss ( (laid ſhe) agreaterwrong doe 
you to your ſelf, that wiltorment:you chus with grief for chefaulrofformune.Sines

themuhar ſtand vpon chaunce. Bur greateris the wrong (atleaſt ifiany'thingthat 
comes from you-may bearethename of wrong) you doevnro me; tothinkemeet- 
ther ſo childiſh, asnot ro perceive your faithtull faultleſnciſe; or-perceiuingir, fo 
baſely diſpoled,asto lermy heare beouerthrown; ſtanding vpon 1c ſeifinſo vnſpore 
10 reda putenefſe;Hold for certain,moſt worthy Aw/idorss;ic is yourſelf Tlouegwhicti 
can no-more bediminiſhed by theſe ſhowers: of euill hap;y then flowers ate marred 
with the timcly raines of April.For how.can I'want comfort that haiiechetrueand 
" living comfortof my vnblemiſhed verrue? And how carvT want honour, as long as 
Muſidorusin whom indeed honor is,doth honor me? Nothing bred from my lelfe 
15 candiſcomforrme: and fooles opinions I will not recken as diſhonour.: Moſrderss 
looking vprothe ſtarres, O mind of minds (faid he) cheliuing power ofall things; 
which doeſtwithalthcſecies behold ourener varyingaGtions, acceptinto thy fauo- 
rable ears this praier of mine:If I may any longer hold outthis dwelling on theearth 
whichiscalledalife, granc meability rodeſeruear chis Ladies hands the graceſhee 
20 hath ſhewed vaco me, grant me wiſdome to know herwiſdome; and goodneſle (0 
co encreaſe my loue of her goodnefle , thatall mine owne choſen deftres, beromy 
{cite bur ſecond co her determinations. W hatſoever be, let icbero her ſeruice: ler 
mec herein be ſatisfied, that for ſuch infinite favours of vertue, I have ſome way 
wrought her ſatisfation.Bucif my laſtrimeapprocherh,andchat Iam nolongerco 
25 be amongſt morrtallcreatures, make yermy death ſerue herto fome purpoſe, thar 
hereafter ſhe may not have cauſe to repent her (elferhac ſhe beſtowed ſoexcellenta 
mind vpon Muſidorus. Pamela could notchuſe but accord thecoceitoftheir fortune 
trotheſe pasſionate praicrs, in ſo much rhat her conſtanteyes yeelded ſometeares, 
which wipiag from her faire face with Meſidorns hand, ſpeaking ſoftly vnto kim; 
3 asifſhee had Pared moreany body ſhould be witneſſe of her weaknefle, thenof a« 
ny thing clic ſhee had ſaid, You ſce, ſaid ſhe, my Princeand onely Lord, what you 
workein meby.your too much grieuing forme. I pray you chink I have noioy bur 
in you, and it you filthat with forrow,whardo you leauefor me? W hat is prepared 
for vs we know not;but chat wich ſorow we cannotpreuent it, we know. Now letvs 
35 turne from theſe things, &think you how you wilhaue me behaue my ſelf cowards 
you inchis matcer. M»ſidorws finding the authoricieof her ſpeech confirmed wich 
dirc& necesfirie, the firſt carecame ro hisminde was of his deare friend and couſin 
Pyrocles: with whom long beforc he had concluded whatnames they ſhould beare, 
if ypon any occaſion they were forced cogiue themſclues our for great men;;and 
40 yernot makethemſelues fally known.Now fearing leaſt ifthe Princeſs ſhouldname 
him for Muſidorss,the fame of their rwo beitig rogethier, woulddiſcoucr Pyrocles; 
holding her hand berwixt his hands a good while rogether: Idid nor thinke moſt 
excellenr Princeſſe, ſaid he, to haue madeany furtherrequeſtvico yoo: for hauing 
beenealreadicroyou ſovnfortunare a ſuiter, 1 know not what modeſty can beare 
45 any further demand. Buttheeſtareofgne yong man, whom(next to you, faraboue 
my ſelfe) Tloue more thenall the world, one worthy ofall well being for chenora- 
ble conſtitution of his mind, and moſt vnworthy coreceiue hurt by me ,whom he 
dothin all faich & conſtancy loue, the pitieof higi onely goes beyond all refolution 
= Of 
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cothe contratic. Then did he tothe Princeſſe grear admiration telf herthe whole 
ſorieas farreas he knew of ir,and that when they made the grieuousdifiuntionof 
their long combination, they had concluded, Mwſidorss ſhould enticlehimlſelfe Pa- 
ladins Prince of tberia, and Pyrecles ſhould be Daiphantas of Lycra. | 

- Now ( ſaid Aiwſidorss) heekeeping a womans habir is tro vic noorhernamethen 5 
Zelmane: bur I char find ic beſt,of the one ſide for your honor, you wentaway with 

a Prince and not with a ſhepheard; of the other ſideaccounting my death leſſee 
villthen the becraying of that (weete friend of mine, will rake this meane berwixe 
both, and viing the name of Paleadiss,ifthe reſpe&t ofa Prince willſtop your fathers 
furic, thac will ſerucas wellas Muſidorss, vntill Pyrocles fortune being ſome way c> 1g 
ſtabliſhed,l may freely giue good proof that thenoble country of Theſalisis mine: 
andifthar will noc mitigate your fathers opinion to mewards (nature I hope wor- 
kingin your exccllencies will make him deale well by you) for my part the image 
of death is nothing fearfull varo mce :and this good l ſhall haue reaped by ir, thacT 
ſhal leaue my moſt eſteemed friend in nodanger to bediſeloſed by me. And beſides 15 
(fince I muſt confeſſe, lam nor wichoura remorſe ofher caſe) my verruous mother 
ſhall not know her ſonnes violenc deach hid vnder the fame will go of Paladizs, But 

as longas her yeares now of good number, be counted among theliuing, ſhe may 
joy her ſelf with ſome pos(ibiliry of my returne. Pamela promiſing him vpon no 0c- 
caſioneuer tonamchim , fcilinco excremitic of weeping , as if hereyes had beene 20 
content toſpendall theirſceing moiſtneſle, now that there was a ſpeech of the loſſe 
of thar , which chey held as thcirchiefeſt light. Sochar Muſidorus was forced tore- 
paire her good counſels with ſweet conſolations, which continued berwixrchem 
vntill ic was about midnight, that ſlecpe having ſtolneinto their heauy ſenſes, and 
nowabſolutcly commanding intheir vitallpowers, lefc them delicately wound one 2F 
inanothersarmes quietly to wait for the comming of the morning : which as {von 

as ſheappearcdroplay her part,laden (as you haue heard) wich ſo many well occa» 
fjoned lamencations;thcir lobbiſh guard (who all night had kept themiclues awake, 
with prating how valiant deeds they had done when they ran away :and how tate 

a death their fellow had died, whoat his laſt gaſpe ſucd to bea hangman) awaked 3g 
them, and ſerrhem vpontheir horſes, ro whom theverie ſhining force of excellent 
vertue, though ina very harriſh ſubic&, had wrought a kind of reverence in them; 
Auſidcrusas he ridamongthem (of whom they had no other hold but of Pamels) 
rhinking ic want of wellſquared judgement,to leaue any meane vnafſayed of ſauing 


their lives, tothis purpoſe ſpake ro his vaſcemclie gardians , viinga plaine kinde of 35 


phraſero make his ſpecch the morecredible.My maiſters (faid he) there is noman 
cthatis wile, but hath in wharlocuer he doth ſome purpoſe wherto he dire&s his do- 
ings, which (o long he followes, till he ſec thar eicher chat purpoſe is nor worch rhe 
paines, orchar another doing carries withir a better purpoſe. That you are wiſein 
whar you rakein hand, I haucco my coſt learned: that makes me deſire you torell 45 
me whatis your end in carrying rhe Princcſsand me back to her father.Pardonſaid 
one, reward cried another. Well (ſaid he) rake both ;alchough I know you are ſo 
wiſe toremember,rhar hardly they both will goe together, being of ſo contrarie a 
making, for the ground of pardon isancuill, neicherany man pardons but remem- 
bers ancuilldone, the cauſe of reward isthe opinion of ſomegood att, and who ſo 45 
rewardeth, that holds the chiefe place of his fancic. Now one man of one compa- 
nie, to haue the ſame conſideration borh of good and evill, butthar theconceirof 
pardoning, if ic be pardoned, will takeawaie the mind of rewarding, is verichard, 
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ifnotimposſible.For either even in iuſtice will he puniſhthe faule as well as reward 
the deſerr, or clſc in mercy ballance the one by theother: ſothatthe nor chaſtiſing 
ſhall be a ſufficient ſatisfying. Thus then you may ſeetharin your ownepurpole; 
reſts great vncertaintie. But I will graunt that by this your deede you ſhall obraine 

5 yourdouble purpoſe. Yercon(ider [pray you whether byanother meane,thatmay 
not beter be obtained, and then I doubt not your wiſedomswillteach youtotake 
hold of the becrer. Iam ſure you knowe, any bodie-were better haueno need of a 
pardon thenenioiec a pardon; for as ircaries with ittheſarerie of a preſerved life, ſo 
beares ir acontinuallnoteofa deſerueddearh. Thistherefore (beſides thedaunger 

10 you may run inco, my Lay Pamela being the vndoubred inhericrix of this'Nate, if 
ſhe ſhall hereafter ſeeke rorcuenge your wrong done her) ſhall beconcinuallie caſt 
in your teeth, as men dead by the law: the honeſter ſort will diſdaine your compa- 
nie, and your children ſhall be the more baſclie reputed of, and you your ſeluesin 
eucrie ſleight fault hereafter , as men oncecondernned, apteſtto beoucrchrowne. 

15 Now if you wil (I doubt not you wil, for you are wile) turn your courle,& gard my 
Lady Pamelathitherward , whither ſhe was going * firſt you need nor doubr road- 
venture your fortunes where ſhe goes, and there ſhall you beaſſured inacountrie 
as goodand rich as this, ofthe ſame manners and language, to beſo far fromthe 
conceit of a pardon , as wee both ſhall beforced to acknowledge we hauereceiued 

20 by your.meanes wharſoener wee holdedeareinthislife. Ando for reward iudge 
you whetherit be not morelikely; you ſhall there receiveit whereyou haue done + 
no euill, but ſingularand vndeſerued goodhies; or here whererhislerviceof yours 
ſhall bediminiſhed by your dutie,and blemiſhed by your former fanlc.Yes proteſt 
and ſwearevnto you,by thefaireeyesof that Lady ; there ſhallno Gentlemeninall 

25 thatcountry bee preferred: you ſhall haue riches; eaſe, pleaſure, and that whichis 
beſt coſuch worthy mindes, you ſhallnoc beforced ro criemercy for a good fact; 
You only of allche 4rcadians, ſhall bhauethepraiſe in continuing inyourlarevaliane 
attempr , andnor baſely be brought vnder a halter for ſeeking the libertie of Arce+ 
dra. Theſe words intheir mindes, who did nothing forany loneotgoocnelle, but 

20 onely as their ſenſes preſented greatef ſhewes of profire, began to makerhem wa- 
ur, and ſome to clap their hands and ſcratch theirheads , and ſweare ir was the 
beſtway.Others that would ſeem wiler then thereft, tocapirulate wharrenemencs 
they ſhold haue, what ſubſidies they ſhold pay:othersroralk of their wines, in'doubt 
whether it were beſt to ſend for them, or rorake new where they went: moſt (like 

35 fooles )notreadily thinking what was next ro be done, bur imagining whatcheare 
they would make when they came there, one ortwo of the leaft diſconrles begin- 
ning toturne their faces towards the woods which they had lefr., Bur being now 
come within the plaine neare co the Lodges, vnhappilie they-eſpiedatroupe of 
horſemen. Bur then their falſe hearts had quickly,for the preſent feare, forſaken 

40 their laſt hopes:and therefore keepitig'onthe way toward the Lodge, with longs of 
cries2nd ioy, the horſemen, who were! ſome of thetn- Philanex had ſent ourtothe 
ſearch of Pamela, came galloping vnto- them; marnelling who they weretharin 
ſuch a generill mourning, durſt ſing ioyfullcunes, and in fo publikearuine weare 
che lawrell rokens of vitorie. And that which ſeemed ftraungeſt, rhey mightſee 

45 two among them vnarmed like priſoners, but riding like Capraines. Bue when 
they came nearer, they perceiued the onewasa Lady, andthe Ladie Pamela: Then 
glad they had by hap tound that which they ſolirtle hoped ro meere withall;raking. 
theleclownes (who firſt tefiſted them;for the defire they had ro bethe deliverers e 

che 
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the two excellent priſoners, learning that they were of thoſe rebels, which had 
made the daungerous vprore, as well vndcr colour te puniſh that, asthis their laſt 


withſtanding them, but indeedetheirprincipall cauſe being , becauſe they chem- 
ſelues would haue the only praiſe of their owne queſt, hey ſuffered nor oneofchem 


to live. Marie three of the tubborneſtof them they lefetheir bodies hanging vpon x ' 


therrees, becauſe their doing might carrie thelikclier forme of iudgement. Such an 
vnlooked for end did the fc of tuſtice worke,for the naughty minded wretches,by 
ſubicas to beexecured, that would haue cxecured Princes: and to ſuffer tharwich- 
out law, which by law they had deſerued. And thus rhele yong folks wiſe priſo- 
ners, beforcany duearrelt, delivered of their iaylours, but nor of cheiriayle, had © 
rather change chen reſpice of mileric, theſe ſouldiers that rooke them with verie 
few words ofentertainment, hafting to cary them totheir Lord Philanax:ro whom 
they came, euenas hee going outof the Ladie Philocieas chamber, hadoucrtaken 
Fyrocles, whom before hee had delivered co the cuſtodie of a Nobleman of that 
countrie, VWhen Pyrocles led towards his priſon, ſaw hisfriend Muſidorus, with the I5 
noble Ladic Pamels in that incxpeRed ſort returned, his griefe (ifany griefe were 
ina minde, which had placedeucrie thing according co his naturallworth) was ve- 
rie mach augmented , for befides ſome ſmall hope hee had, if M#ſidorus had once 
beeneclearc of 4r5adia, by bis dealing and authoritie ro have brought his oncly 
gladſome deſiresro a good iſſue: the hardeſtateof his frienddid nolefle, nay ra- 20 
ther more vexe him then his owne. For ſo indeede iris euerfound, wherevalure 
and friendſhip are perfectly coupled inone heart: the reaſon being, chat the reſoluts 
maii, hauing once digeſted in his iudgement the worſt extremity of his owne caſe, 
and hauing either quite expelled or ar leaſt repelled all pasfion , which ordinarilie 
followes an ouerthrowne fortune, not knowing his friends mindeſo well as his 25 
owne, nor with what patience he brookes his caſe (which is as ic were themateri- 
all cauſc of niaking a man happy or vnhappie) doubrs wherher his friendaccomprs 
not himſelfe more miſerable, and ſo indecde be more lamenrable. Buraſſooneas 
Auſidorns was brought by the ſouldiersncere vnto Philanax, Pyroclesnotknowing 
whether ener after hee ſhould be ſuffered toſee his friend, and determining there 30 
could be noaduantage by diſſemblinga not knowing of him, leapt ſodainly from 
their handsthatheld him, and pasſing witha ſtrength ſtrengthened witha trucaf- 
fetion, through them thatencompaſſed Muſidorus, he embraced himas faſtas hee 
could in hisarmes. And kisſing his checkes,O my Palagiss (faid he) lernotour ver- 
tucnow abandon vs; let vs proue our mindsarenoflauesto forrune, bur in aduer- 35 
ſicy can triumph oucraduerſiry. Dearc Daiphantusanſwered Mauſidores ( ſeeing by . 
hisapparell his beinga man was reuealed) I chanke you for this beſt care ofmy beſt 
part:but fearc nor, | haue kepr roo Jong companie with you to wantnow a thorow 
determinationot theſe things ; I well know there is nothing euill but within vs, the 
reſt is cithcr naturall or accidentall. Philanex finding them of ſo neare acquain- 
rance, began preſently co examine them aparr : bur ſuch reſolucion he mer wichin 40 
chem, that by no ſuch meancs hee couldlearne furtherthenit pleaſed chem rode- 
liver, So char he thought beſt ropurt chem both in oneplace, with eſpiallofcheir 
wordsand bchauiour, that way cofift our the more of theſe forepaſled miſchiefs. 
Andfor that purpoſe gaue them both vnto the Nobleman, who before hadthe 
cuſtodieof Pyrecles, by name Sympathus , leauinga truſticſeruant of hisowne to 45 
giue diligent watch to whatmighrpaſſe berwixr them. No manchat hathenerpaſ

peoples mindes would ſway to this determination. Therefore deliring the Gentle-.

For the people alrcadie tyred wich their 25 
ownediuilions, (of which hisclampring had'bene a principallnurſe Yand begin- 
ning now cocſpyea hauen of reſt, haredany thingthat ſhould hinder themfrom 
it: asking one another wherhet this were not be , whoſe cuill roung nomancould 
eſcape ? whether ic were nor Timantus that made the firſt urinous Oration, ro 
ſtrengthen the troubles ? whether 7ipzaurxe, withour cheirconlent, had nor gone 30 
about todeliucr Gyzecaa ? And thus inflaming oneanother againſt him, they chrew 
him our of the aſlemblie, and afterpurſucd him with tones and ſtaves, ſothat with 
lofle of one of his eyes, lore woundedand beaten , he wasfainero flyero Pulanax 
fecte, for ſuccour of his lite : giaing a trueleflon, rhar vice it ſelte is forced to 
ſeeke the ſanQuarie of vertue. For Philenax who hated his euill, but nor his per» 35 
ſon, and knew that a iuſt puniſhmenc might by the mancr be vniuſtly done 5 re- 
membring withall, thatalcthough herein the peoples rage might have hic rightly, 

et if it were nouriſhed in this, no man knew to what extremities it mighrex- 
rendit ſelfe : with carneſt dealing, and employing theverermoſtofhis anthoririe, 
he did prote@ che trembling 7imautze. And then having raken a generall oath, 40 
that they ſhould inthe nonage of the Princeſſe, or cill theſe things were ſettled,

Neither wil Lany, more yeeld co my pasſioof 
lamenting you, which howſocucrit mightagree ro my exceeding; friendſhip, ſure- 
ly ic would nothing to your cxcceding verrue. Addethis to your noble lpeech my 
deare Colin, ſayd Pyrocles,thatit we complaine of this our fortune, or leeme to 35 
our ſclucs faultic, in hauing one hurt the other, we ſkewe a repentance of the 
loue we bearetotheſe matchleſle creaturcs, or atleaſta doubr, it ſhould be over 
dearely bought,which for my part(and ſo dare Ianſwerefor you) 1call allthe Gods 
co witnelle, Iam lo farre from,that noſhame,notorment,nodeath,would make me 
forgo the leaſt part ofthe inward honour,cflemtiall pleaſure, and living life, I haue 40 
enioyed in thepreſence of thee faultleſſe Philoclea, Take the preheminence in all 
things, butintrue loving, anſwered £Muſedorws, for the confes(ton of that no death 
ſhallget of me. Of thatanſwcred Fyrecles ſoberly (miling, I percciue we (ball have 
adebatcintheother world, if at leaſt there remaine any thing of remembrance 
in chac place. I do notthinke the contratie ſayd eMaſidorms , although you know, 45 
it isgreatly held, that with the death of bedie and ſences( which are not cnely the 
beginning, but dwelling and nouriſhing of pasſions, thoughts and imaginations) 
they fayling,memorie likewilefailes,which riſeth onely out of them; & then is ct 
eft 
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[cf gothing, bur the intelleQuall part orimcelligence, which yoide of allmorall ver- 
rues, which ſtand in che meane of perturbations, doth only livein;che contempla- 
tiuc vereue,and power cf the amnipotent good, 'theſouje of toules;, andvniyerſail 
lite of chisgreac worke,& therfore ts viterly void fromeheposſibilicy of drawingto 
ic lelte, rheſeſeniible conſiderations. Certainly antwered Pyreclesleafily yertd;rhac 
welhall nor know one anocher, and mitch lefſethelt paſſed things 3-wich'a ſeblible 
or pasfionarc knowledge. Forthe cauſe being taken away,cheeffeRs followesNei- 
therdol thinke,we ſhall hane lucha memory,as now we haue,which is buta relicke 
of the ſenſes, or rather a prin he ſcnies haveleft of thinges paſtinourchoughrs,buc 


19 jc ſhall beavicalipower of that very intelligence; whichas whileic was here; it held 


thechieteſcate of qurlife,and was as it werethe laſt reſort, to which of allour know- 
ledges, the higheſtappealecame, andiobythar meancs wasncuer ignorantof oor 
attions,though many times rebellioully rcfifted, alwayes withthisprifondarkened; 
ſo, much more being treeof char priſon, and recurning tothelifeofallthings,where 


15 liafinice knowledgeis, ircannoc burbe a right wrelligence, which is boch his 


namcand beiag,of things both prelear and pallcd, though voideof imagining tor 
ſcifeany thing; but even grownelike co his Creator hath allchings, wich aſpiritu- 
allknowledge before ir. The difterenceot whichisas hard forvsro conceiue/asir 
wasfor vs, when we werein our mothers wombes, tocomprehend( if anybody 


20 would hauecolde vs) whatkind of lightwe now in this life ſee,” whar kind of know- 


ledge wenow haue: yet now we donot onely feel our preſent being,bur wet6ceiue 
what we were before we were borne, though remembrance make vs notdo ir; but 
knowledge,andthoughweare viterly withourany remorſe ofanymilery wemight 
chen ſuffer. Euen ſuch and much more ods, ſhallthere bearchaclecond deligery of

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colours,bur lifes of all things chat hauebeneor canbe:cand ſhall ( as Thope)knowe 
our friendſhip, choughexempr fromthe carchly.cares of frendſhip, having 'borh 
vnitcdic, andoarſclues, in that highand heaucnly Joueofthevaquenchabletighe. 
As hge had ended his ſpecch; =Mufidorasr looking with a heauentyioy vponhiny, 
ang his ſong vnto him , hee had made before Joue turned: his muſe ro ahother 
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T husdidthey like quiet Swannes,fing their owne obſcquies, and vertvouſly en- 
ablecbeir mindesagaink all extremities, which they did thinke would fall vpon 
them, eſpecially reſoluing, -thatthe firſt: care they would have, ſhould be by ra- - 
king the fault vpon themſclues:, re cleare the two Ladies, of whoſe caſe (as of no- 
thing elſe that happened) they, had nor-any knowledge. Although their friend- ; 
ly hoſte, the honeſt gentleman Kalander, ſeeking all meanes how tohelpe them, had 
endeuoured ro ſpeake with them,& tomakerhem know who ſhould becheir iudge:. 
Burthecurious {cruant of Philanax forbadhim the entry, vpon paineof dearh.For 
ſoit wasa greed vpon,thar no man ſhould haue any conference withthem,forfcare 
of new tumults.Inſomuch that Xalaxder was conſtrayned toretite him(elfe, having 1 5 
yet obtained thus much, thathe would deliver vncothe rwo Princes, their _—_ 
and iewels, which being left with him at Afartirea(wilely confideringthat their di> 
guiled wecdes which wereall asthen they had, would make them more odiousin 

the fighr of the iudges)he had that night ſent for, & now brought vmto them. They 


accepted their owne, with great chankfulneſle, knowing from whence it came, and 15 | | 


attired thernſclues in itagainſtche next day, which being indeed richand Princely, 
they accordingly determined ro maintaine the names of Pallad/usand Daiphantze, 

as before it is mentioned. Then gaue they themſclues to conſider , in whar fort 
they might defendrheir cauſes, for theyrhought it noleſſe vaine to wiſh death, 
then cowardly tofeareit, till ſomething before morning, aſmall ſlumber raking ,, 
chemathey were by and by after called vp rocomero the aun{were, of no lefle then © 
their liuesimported.Butinthis ſort was the. indgementordered. As ſooneasthe 
morning had taken a full poſſesſion of the Element, Exarchas called vnto him 
Philanax, and willed him to draw outinmtoche middeſt of the greene, ( before the 
chiefclodge ) the:throne of iudgemenr ſeate, in which Bafizzs was wont to fir, 25 
andaccording ta their cuſtomes, waseuer caried with the Prince. For Exarchas 
did wiſcly con{ider, the people ro be naturally raken with exterior ſhewes, farre 
more then with inward confideration of the mareriall points. And thercfore:in 
thisneweentrie into fo entangled a matter, Hee would leave nothing which mighe_ 
becither anarmouror ornament vnto him,: and in-theſe pompous ceremonies 20 
he well knewa ſecret of gouernment much to conſiſt. Thar was performed! 
thediligent Philapax, and therein Euarchns did (et himlelfe all cloathed in blacke, 
withthe principall men, who could in that {uddennefle provide themſclues of 
ſuch mourning raymencs; The whole people commaunded to kerpe anorderly 
filence of cach ſide, which was dulyoblerued of them; partly for thedeſire they 35 
had co ſcea good conclulionofrheſe marters, 2nd partly firiken with admiration, 


_ alwellatche graueand Princely preſence of Enarchus, as at theegreatneſſe of the 


cauſe, which was then to comein queſtion. As for. Philanax,” Euarchns would 
hauedone him the honour to firbyhim, but hee. excuſedhimſcife,':defiring to be 
the accuſcrof the priſoners in his maifters behalfe.; and thereforeſitice hee made 40 
himſclfea partie, 1t was not convenient for him to ſitinthe indicidll place. Then 
wasita while deliberated, wherher the rwoo young Ladies ſhould bebrought forth 
in open preſence: but that wasNopped by.2klanax, whate loucandfaith, diddel- 
cend from his maiſter co his 6biſdren, and only deſired,the (marrſhould light vpon: +.

this, thatneither wiſedome would, they ſhould bee/broughr inpreſence of the 
people, which might hereupon grow to new vprores :-nor iufticerequired, they 
ould be drawne to any ſhame, till ſomebody accuſcdihem, Arid as for mo, 
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heproteſted the liwesof Ilvedis,would notaliowianyiudgemencofher;atrhounl 
Kings badybeng layd vponu Table Juſt bef0te'Boerches Sealcourtedoagewich 
black he priſomers, aainyth&QaceniahelTio your Pres? wHtENNIEG 
5  apphare'in the protectors nattic: which name: was ppt oe Pipe. te 
knowledge how 'neare a kinſman waszo judge of then, but thoaghthinveo beGine 
Noblcman,choſetrby theConncryinthisettrreihity.50 cttWifitiaiecout@had 
thodgderof choheauens produced atchistinie, c th nephew aid or, waernoe

gtouty;ofruſſeteourſeclbath, withapoorefelr hat; which alinoſt' conctedalthe? 
1 5 face, mioſtparrofher goodly haire(oh which her tandes had yd matiy a uitefl! 
hold) fo lying vpon her ſhouldets,as 4/frien miglit well fe, had ro arcificiall Eares 
leſhelſe. Her eyes downeontheground, of purpoſe tiocro looke 6h FIrdtles faces 
which ſhedid not ſo maclifhvn, far thevikindnefle thee concelned'of herownee- 
uerthrow, as for the feare; thoſe moriotisinthis ſhortriie of het life ſhoukiBecrew 
20 vined, which ſheehad wich the paſlage of infinic ſorrowesmoriified: Great wits the 
compasſionthe people felr;to ſretheitDrinceſle Nate; and beaity;ſo deforiiud by 
fortuneand her owne deſert, whom'they hadever foarida Lady moſt wortthicofat 
honour. Buc by & by che ſight of cheother two prilbncrs, drew moſt of theoyeste? 
thatſpeRacle. Pyrocles caineour led by Sympurbis;cloathed afte? the Greekifinticr} 
25 inalongcoare of whice veluet, reaching'to the ſmall of his J&gpe; withigrexmrbat- 
rons of Diam6ds alalongvpon ir: His neck wickioutany collet, nor ſo muchas hid- 
den witharuffe,did paſſe the whitedicfſeof his garments, which was nor thuichinifa- 
ſhis valikero thecrimſon raiment,our Knightsof the order firſtputon. Ort hisfcet 
he had nothing bur ſlippers, which after the auncient manic, wereryed vp with cer- 
30 taine laces, which werefaſtacd vnder hisknee, hautng wrappedabout (with mia- 
ny pretieknors) his naked legges. His faire auberne haire (which hee ware infgrear 
length, and gave ar that rimeadelightfull ſhew , with' being ſtord vp & down wirlf 
the breach ofagentle wind) had nothing vpon it, buta whice Ribbin, inchoſedaies 
viced fora Diademe. Which rouled once or rwiſe about theyppermoſt piirtof his 
35 forchead, fell downevpon his backe, cloiſedvp at each end withthericheſtpearle 
were tobe ſcene inthe world . After him followed: another Nobleman, guiding 
the noble Mwſiderus, who had vpon him a long cloake', after rhe falhionof 
that which we callche Apoſtles mantle, madeof purple Sarren; 'not that purple 
which we now haue, and is but acounterfet of the Gerw/iaw purple (which yet was 
40 farreche meanerin priceand eſtimarion) bur of the right Tyria® purple, which was 
neareſt roacolour betwixc our murry and ſcarlet ; On his head; which was blacke 
and curled , hee warea Perſian Tiers, all ſer dowtie with rowesof (@ rich Rubies, 
asthey were inough to fpeake for him, that they had roiudge of 'no'meante per- 
lonage. | | p; 
45 In this ſorc with erefted countenarices, did theſe vnfortunare Prifices'ſuffer 
themſclues robceledde, ſhewing aright by the compariſon of them and'Gyneere, 
how codiuers perſons, commpasſton is diaerſly to bee ſtirred. For as roGyweria,# 
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Lady knowne of great eſtate, ang greatly eftecmed,,. che. moremilcrabler | 
cation was made of her ſudden avpinestheimore mens hearts werefercediobeyiaile 
ſuchaacuidenc wirneffe of weakohumanitie: ſo torheſemen, norregarded becauie 

;ſirangers\ he 
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wich vngratefulneſſe;the veric poy{on of manhood? VWill you berray yourlong (et- 
led reputation, with the fowle name of craytours? Is this your mourning for your 35, 
Kings death, ro encreafſe hislolle wich his daughters milerie? Imagine your Prince 
dolooke out of the heauens varo you z whar doe you thinke hecould wiſh moreat 
your handes then that you do well by his children? And what more honour Ipray 
you can you do to his obſequies, then rofatisfic his ſoule wichaloving memorie, 
as youdo his body with an vafelc fokemnitie ? What have you done with the Prin- _ 
celle Pamela? Pamelatheiuſt inheretrix of this Countrey, Pamelawhom this carth 40 
may behappic, thar ir ſhall be hereafter ſayd, ſhee was bornein Arcadia, Pamelain 
her (elfe your ornament, in her education your foſter child, and every way your 
onely Princeſſe,, wharaccount can you render to your ſelues of her?

10 ment place, both Sympathu and his guider had porn Rs him,wich che aflu- 
rancethey gaue him, this aflemblic of people had nceicher meaning nor power, to 
doeany hurcto the Princefle, whomethey all acknowledged as their (oueraigne 
Lady. But that thecuſtome of Arcedia was (uch, till ſhe had more yeares, theſtace 

of the countrey to be guided by a ProreQtor, vnder whom; he and his fellow were 

x 5 to recciuerheir iudgement. Thar caſed Aſ#ſedorme heart of his moſt vehemenccare, 
when he found his beloued Ladie to be out of daunger. But Pyrocles affooheasthe 
Queenc of the one {ide ; heeand Maſidorws of the other ,; were ftayed beforerhe 
face of their iudge, (having onely for their barre che Table on which the Kings 
body lay) being nothing lefle vexed with the doubr of Plilocies, then Auſidorus 
20 was for Pamele, in this ſort witha lowly behauiour, and onely then likea ſupplianr; 
heſpake to the Proteftor. Pardon me moſt honoured Tudge;lairh he, that vncom- 
maunded I begin my ſpeech vnto you, ſince boch to you and mie;theſewordsof 
mine ſhall be moſt neceſſarie. To you having the ſacred exerciſe of iuſtice in your 
band, nothing appertaines more properly, thentruch nakedly and freely ſ(erdown: 

25 Tome, being enuironed round abour-with many daungerous calamicies, whar - 
can be more conuenient, then ac leaſt, to bear peace with my ſelfe, in having dif * 
Ebargcd my conſcience, in a moſt behovefull veritie. Vnderſtand therefore, and 
Truly vnderſtand, that the Lady Philocles (ro whole vnſtained verrue ic hath becne

20 is moſt vniuſtly accuſcd ofany diſhonourable fa&, which by my meanes ſhee may 
be thoughtto haue yeelded vnro. VV hatfocuer hath bene done, hath bene myonly 
atrempt, which notwithſtanding was never intended againſt her chaſticie. But 
whatſocuer hath beeneinformed, was my fault, And Iatceſtche heaucns, to blaſ 
pheme which Iam nor now in fic tune, thar ſo much as my comming into her 
35 chamber, was wholly vawitting vnto her. This your widdome may withall con- 
fider,if I wouldlye, I wouldlye for mine owne behoofe, Iam nor ſoold, asro 
bee wearie of my ſelfe; but the verie ſting of my inward knowledge ioyned with 
theconſideration I muſt needes have, what an infinite loſfe ic ſhould bee to all 
thoſe who loyuegoodneſle in good folkes, if ſopure achildof vertue ſhould wrong-- 
4o fully bee deſtroyed, compels me to vie my rongue againſt my felfe,and receiuerhe 
burden of what euill was, vpon mine owne doing. Looke therefore with pitifull 
eyes vppon lo faire beames, and tharmisfortune which by mee hath fallen vppon 
her, helpe co repaire it with your publike iudgement, ſince whoſoever deales 
cruelly with ſucha creature, ſhewes himfelfe a hat ankind, andanenvicr of 
45 the worlds bliſſe. And this petition I make, cuenin the name of juſtice, that bee- 
fore you proceed further againſt vs, I may knowe how you conceiue of hernoble, 
though vaforrunateaQion , and what indgement you will makeof ir. He had nor 


fpoken his laſt word, when all che whole people both of grear and low eſtare, con- 
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firmed with an vniced murmure Pyroclesdemaund, longing (forthelouegenerally 
was borne Philoclea) toknow what they might hope of her . E#arrhas thoughnei- 
cher regarding apri:oners pasſionate prayer, nor bearing ouerplauſible cares ro a 
many hcaded motion, yer well enough coment, to winnetheirliking withrhings 
in themſelues indifferenc, hee wi#s conrenr: firſt, ro ſeckeas much as might bee of 5 
Philecleas behaviour in this matter: which being cleared by Pyroeles, & but weakly 
eainſayd by Philanex(who had framed both his owneeand Dawetas cuidence moſt 
for her fauour, andincruth could hauc gone no furcher then conicRure, ) yer fin- 
ding by bis wiſdomc, thar ſhee was not alrogether faultlefſe, he pronounced, ſhee 
ſhouldall herlife long , be kept priſoner among certaine women of religionlike ;g 
the Feftall Nunnes, ſo to repay therouched honour of her houſe, wich wellobſer- 
uing a ſtrict profesſion of chaſticie . Alchough this werea great preiudicating of 
Pyrocles caſe, yerwas heekcedingly ioyous of it, being afſuredof his Ladies lifes 
and inthe deprhot his mindnor forie, that what cnd ſocuer hchad, noncſhould 
obrainc theafter enioying that Iewcll, whereon he had ſcrhis lives happincs. After 15 
it wasby publike ſentence deliuercd, whar ſhould bee done with the ſweete Phi- 
lecles, the lawes of Arcadia bearing, thatwhat was appointed by the Magiſtrates 

in thenonage ofthe Prince, could notafterwards bee repealed) Euarchw ſtill vſin 

co himſeife poother name but proteorof Arcadia, commaunded thoſerhar ha 
troſay againſt the Queene Gyneciato proceed, becauſe both her eſtarerequired ſhee 29 
ſhould bec firſtheard, andalſoforthartſhee was rakento bee che principall, in the 
oreateſt marter they were to iudgeof . Philanax incontinently ſtepped forth ; and 
ſhewiag in his greedieeyes, that hedidthirſt for her bloud, began a well thoughe 
ondiſcourſe of her (in his iudgement) execrable wickedneſle. But Gynecia ſtanding 

vp before the iudge,caſting abroad herarmes,with hercyes hiddE vnder the bredth 25 
of hervnſeemely hat, layingopen in all her geſtures the deſpairefullafflition, ro 
whichall che mighrofher reaſon was converted, with ſuchlike words ſtopped Phi- 
lanax , as he wasentringinto his inuettiuc oration. Stay, ſtay Philanax, ſayd thee, 
donor defilethy honeſt mouth, wich thoſe diſhonourable ipcechesrhouartabour 

ro veer, againſt a woman, now moſt wretched, lately thy Miſtreſſe. Leceicherthe 30 
remembrance how great ſhe was, mouethy hearrto ſome reuerence; orthe ſecing 
how low. ſheis, ſtirre in thee ſome pitic. It may bee crutch doth makethcee deale vii 
truly, and loue of juſtice framcs vniuſtice in thee, doe nor therefore( neither ſhale 
thou nced) iread vppon my deſolate ruines, Thou (halt haue chat chou ſeekeſtzand 


yet ſhalt nor be oppreſſour of her, whocannot chovie bur loue rhee, for thy ſingu» 35 - 


lar faichtothy maſter. I doe nor ſpeake this ro procure mercic, ortoprolong my 
life, no no, I fay vato you I willnot live, but Iam onely loth, my death ſbould bee 
engreeued withany wrong thou ſhouldeſt doc vnto me. I hauc beene too painefull 

a indgeouer my ſelfe, rodeſire vardon in others iudgement . I haue benctoocruell 

an exccutioner of mine owne ſoule, to deſire that execution of iaſtice ſhould bee 
ſtayed for me. Alas, they that know how ſorow can rent the ſpirits, they chat know 40 
what firy helsare c6tained ina ſelf condemning mind, need nor feare that feare can 
keepe ſuch a one, from deſiring to be ſeparated from char, which nothing burdeath 
can ſeparate. I rherforeſay to thee (diuft Judge) that Tandonely I, wazthe worker

vernements che very knot of the peoples welfare, and light of all thicr doings, to 
{70 which chey arenoronely in conſcience, bur in necesficie bound to beloyall, ſhe had 
trairerouſly empoyloned him, ncither regarding her countries profice, herowne 
dutie, nor the rigorof the lawes.) T har therefore, as well forthe due ſarisfaftion ro 
eccrnall ivſtice andaccompliſhment of the 4rcadzap ſtatures, as for rhe eyerlaſting 
example to all wives and ſubics, ſhe ſhouldpreſently beconueyed rocloſepri- 

2; ſon, and there be kept wich ſuch foodeas mighrſerue ro ſuſtaine heraliue, vnrillthe 
day of her husbandsburiall, at which cime, ſhe ſhould be buricd quicke,in the ſame 
rombe wich him :thatſo his murder might be a murder to her ſelfe, and ſhee for- 
ced tokeepe companie with the body from which ſhe had made fo deteſtable a ſe- 
uerance; and laſtly dearh might redrefle their difioyned coniunttion of marriage. 
40 Hisiudgement was receiucd of the wholeaſſemblie, 4s nor with diſliking, fo with 
orcataſtoniſhment, the greatneſſc of che matrerand perſon as ir were overpresſing' 
che might of heir conceires. Bur whenthey did ſerir tothe beame, with the mon- 
ſtroutneſle ofher ougly miſdeed, they could not but yeeldin their harts, therewas 
no ouerballancing. As for Gynecia, who hadalready ſerled herthoughrs,nor onely 
45 rolooke burlong tor this enent, hauinginthisrime of her vexacion, found a ſweer- 
- nesin thereſt ſhe hoped by death, (witha countenance wirnesſing ſhe had before- 
hand ſopaſſed through all rhe degrees of ſorrow, thac ſhee had nonewelookerofi-, | 
gureforch'any morc)raſe vp, and offered forth her faire hands to bee boundorled 
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asthcy would, being indeede troubled withno part ofthis iudgement, burrhac her 
death wasas ſhethoughrlong delayed. T hey that were appointed for it,conueyed 
hero the place ſheewas in before, where the guard was releeucd, andehenumber 
cacreaſedio keepe her more lure for the time ot. her execution: Noneof them all 
that led her, though moſt of thern-were ſuch, whoſe hearts had benc long hardened x 
with theoften exerciſing ſuch offices, beingablerobarre tears from theit eyes, & 
other manifeſt tokens of compasſionate ſorrow. So goodly:a verrue'is a reſolute 
conſtancie, that euen in euill deſeruers , ir ſeemes thar partie might haue beene no- 
rably welldeſerving: Thus the excellent Lady Gywecia, having paſſed five and thir- 

ty yearesof her age;cuen co admiration of her beautifull mind and body, and ha- x6 
uing notin her owne knowledge, ever ſportcd her ſoule wich any wilfull vice, but 
her immoderate loue of Zelmane,was brought, firſt by the violence of chatill anſwe- 
red pasſion;and chen by thedeſpairing conceir the tooke of the tudgement of God 

in her husbands death and her owne fortune, purpoſely to ouerthrowe hcrlelfe, 
and confirme by a wrong confesſion , that abhominable ſhame, which with her 15 
wiſdome, ioyned tothe rrueth, perhaps ſhee might haue refelled . Then did Ewar- 
chws aske Philanax,whether ic were herhat would charge the cwo young priſoners, 
orthar ſomeorher ſhould doe it, and he fir according to his eſtate, as an asſiſtanc 
incheiudgement. Philanax told himas before hee had done, that heethoughtno 
man couldlay manifeſt the naughtineſle of thoſerwo young men, with ſomuchei- 29 
ther truth or zeale as himſclfe, and therefore he deſired he might do this laſtſeruice 

to his faichfully beloued maſter, as ro proſecure the traiterous cauſers of his death 
and diſhonour ; which being done, forhis part he meant co giue vp all dealing in 
publicke affaires, ſince that man was gone who had made him loue them. Philenex 
thus being readicto ſpeake, the rwo Princes were commanded torell their names, 25 
who anſwered according to theiragreements, thatthey were Daiphants of Lycia, 

& Palladizs Prince of tberia . Which when they had ſaid, they demanded co know 

by whatauthoritie they could iudge of them, ſincethey were nor onely forrcners 
and (o not borne vnder their Jawes, but abſolure Princes, and therefore not to bee 
touched by lawes. Butanſwere was preſencly made them , that Arcadia lawes 30 
wetc to have thcir force vponany were found in Arcadia: (ince ſtraungers haue 
ſcope to know the cuſtomes of a country, before they put them(ſcluesin ic: &when 
they onceareentered, they muſt know, that what by many was made, muſt nor for 
one be broken, And ſo much leſle for a ſtraunger, as hee is ro looke for no priui- 
ledgein that place, ro which in time of neede, his ſeruiceis notto be expetted. As 35 
for thcir being Princes, whether they were ſo orno, the beleefe ſtood in their own 
wordes, wich they hadſodiuerſcly falſified , as they did not deſerue beleefe . Bur 
- wharſocuer they were, Arcadia was to acknowledge them butas private men, 
fince they were neither by magiſtracie noralliance co the princely bloud, roclaime 
any thing in thatregion. T hereforcif they had offended, (which now by the plain- 
tife and cheir defence was to be tudged) againſthe lawes of nations; by the lawes 40 
ot nations they wercto bechaſtiſed : if againſt rhe peculiar ordinances of the pro- 
uince, thoſe peculiar ordinances were to lay holdof them. The Princes ſtood a- 
while vpon thar, demanding lealure to give perfe knowledge of their greatneſle;

Yerif atallthere were 
any ſhew of change in them , it was char Pyrotles was ſomewhar nearer ro baſhfuk 20 
neſſe, and Atwſrdorws ro anger ; both ouer-ruled by reaſon &reſolution. But as with 
greatnumberofarmed men, Philanex wasdeſtending varothem,and thar Atuſtds- 
74 wasbeginningrto ſay ſomething in Pyroclesbebalfe, behold Kelawder, that with 
armescaſtabroad, and open mouth camecrying to Exarchis, holdinga ſtrangerin 
his hand that crycd much morethen he, defiring they mighc be heard ſpeak before 25 
the priſoners were remoued, eucn the noble Gentleman Simpathss aided them in 
ir, and raking ſuchas hee could command, ſtopped Philenax berwixc entreatie and 
force, from carying away the Princes, vncill irwere heard whatnew matters theſe 
men did bring. Soagainemounting to the Tribunall, they hearkened to the ſtran- 
gcrsvehement ſpecch, or ratherappasſionare exclaiming. It was indeede Kelodulae, 30 
the faithfullſeruant of Awſidoras, ro whom his maſter, when in deſpire of his beſt 
grounded determinations hee firſt became a ſlaue roaffettion, had ſent the ſhep- 
heard Menalras to bearteſted : by the helpof whoſe rayment in the meane time hee 
aduanced himſelfero that eſtate, which he accompred moſt high, becauſcic might 
beſcruiccable tothar fancic, which he hadplaced moſt high in his mind.

For as the as heeand his couſin Pyrocles had done in 4ſrs, had fil- 
ledallthe cares ofthe Theſſalian5 and Macedonians with no lefle ioy then admira- 40 
tion : ſo was the feare of theit loſſe no [eſſe grieuous vnto them, when by the noyſe 
of reportthey vnderſtoodof their louely committing rhemſelues to the ſea, theif- 
ſue of which they had no way learned . But now that by Menalcas hee perceiued 
where he was, ghesſing thelike of P3rocles, comparing the vnuſedneſſe of thisaft

30 Andinhisage performed ir,alchough ic wereavery vaineand godleſle ſuperſtiti- 
onzas alſo it was, tothinke ſpirits werecommanded by ſuch verſes, whereuponthis 
word Charmes deriued of Carmisa, commeth : fo yer ſerueth itroſhewthe 
reverence thoſe wits were held in, and altogether not without ground , fince both 
the Oraclesof Delphos and Sybillas prophecies , were wholly deliuered inverſes, 

35 forthar ſameexquiſiceobleruing of numberand meaſure in the wordes, and that 
bigh flying liþerticof conceir proper to the Poet, did ſecme ro haue ſome dinine 
forccinic. And may not I prelumea little farther”, to ſhew the reaſonableneſſeof 
this word Yates, and ay that the holy Dazids Pfalmes area diuine Poeme? If Ido, 
I ſhall not doe it without the tcſtimonic of great learned men borhancient and 

40 moderne. Bureuenthename of Plalmes will ſpeake for mee, which being inter- 
pretcd, is nothing bur ſongs : then thar ir is fully wricten in meter, as all lear- 
ned Hebritians agree, although therules be nor yer fully found. Laſtly and y-_ 
pally , his handling his prophecie, which is meerely Poeticall. For whatelſe is the 
awaking his muſicall Inſtruments, rhe oftcn and free changing of perſons , his 

4; notable Proſopepeias, when he maketh you as it were ſee. God comming in his 

' maieſtie, his relling of the beaſts ioyfulneſſe, and hilles leaping, bura heauenly 
Poeſic, whereinalmoſt he ſhewerh himſelfa pasſionate lover of char o—_

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andeuerlaſting beautic, to be ſeene by the eyes of the mind, onely cleared by 
faich? Buc truely now bauing named him, I fcare I ſeeme to prophane thar hole 
name,applyingicro Poettie, which is among vsthrowne downeto ſoridiculous 
aneſtimarion. But they that with quiet iudgements will looke alitle deeperin- 
co it, ſhall find the end and working of ir ſuch, as being righcly applicd , dcler- 
uethnot ro be (courged out of the Church of God . But.now let vs ſce how the 
Greekes haue namedir, and how they deemed of it. T he Greekes- named him 
nov , which namchath, as chemoſt excellent, gone through other languages: 
itcommechof this word 70:5, which is co make : wherein I know nor whether 
by lucke or wiſedome , wee Engliſhmen haue met with the Greekes in calling ; g 
him a Maker. Which name , how high and incomparable a title it is, I had 
rather wcreknowneby. marking the ſcopeof other ſciences , then by any partiall 
allegation. T here is no Arte deliuered vnto mankind , that hath notrhe workes of 
nacure for his principall obict, wirhour which they could not conſiſt, and on 
which they ſo depend,as they become Ators and Players, asit were,of what Na- 1 
ture will haue ſer forch. So doth the Aſtronomer looke vpon the ſtarres, and by 
chatheſeeth ſer downe what order Nature hach taken therein. Sodorhthe Geome- 
trican and Arithmetician in their diuerſe ſorts of quantities. So.doth the £Mu- 
fitiax in cuncs tell you, which by Nature agree , which not. The naturall Phils- 
ſopher thereon hath hisname, and the morall Philoſopher ſtanderh vpon the natu- , 
rall verrues, vices, or pasſions of man : and follow nature ſaith he, therein,and thou 
ſhalt notcrre. The Zawyer ſaich, whar mcn haue determined. The Hiſtorian, what 
men haue done. 'I he Grammarian ſpeaketh onely of the rules of ſpeech, and the 
Rhetoritian and Lozitian , con(idering what in nature will ſooneſt proue , and 
perſwade, thereon giue arrificiall rules, which ſtill are compaſſed within the cir- 25 
cle of a queſtion, according tothe propoſed matter. The Phy/itian weigheth the 
nature of mans bodie, and the nature of chingsheiptfullor burttull vacoic. Andthe 
eMetaphyſicke thoughir bee in the ſecond and abſtra&t motions, and therefore be 
counted lupernaturall, yer doth he indeed build vpon the depth of Nature. Onely 
the Poet diſdaining to beticd coanic ſuch ſubicAion, lifted vp with the vigour of 30 
his owne inuention , doth grow in eftc@inroanother nature: in making things ei- 
ther betcer then Nature bringeth forch, or quice anew, formes ſuch as never were 
in.nature:as the Heroes, Demrgods, Cyclops , Chymeras , Furies, and (luchlike ; ſo 
as he gocth hand in hand with Nature, notincloſed within thenarrow warrantof 
her gifrs, bur freely ranging within the Zodiacke of his owne wir. Nature neuer 35 
lec forth the carthin ſo rich Tapiſtrie as diverſe Poets haue done, neither with 
ſo pleaſanc rivers, fruicfull trees, ſweere-imelling lowers, nor whatſoeuer elle 
may make che too much louedearth more louely : her worldis braſen, the Po- 
ets only deliuera golden. Bur let thoſe things alone, andgoroman, for whom 
as the other things are, ſo it ſcemeth in him hervitermoſt cunningis imploy- 40 
ed : and know whether ſhee haue brought forth ſorruea lover as Theagenes, lo 
conſtancafriendas Pylades, ſovalianta man as Orlando, (o right a Prince as Xe- 
nophons Cyrus, and ſo excellent a man cuery way as Yirgils Aeneas.Neitherler this 
be ieſtingly conceiued, becauſe the works of the one beeſlentiall, the other in imi- 
tarion or fition : eucry vnderſtanding knoweth the kill of cach Arrtificer ſtan- 45 . 
deth in thar 7dea, or foreconceit of the worke, andnotin the work it ſelfe. And that 
the Poet hath thar 7dea, is manifcſt, by the deliuering them forchin fach exccllency 
as 
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as hec had imagined them.: which deliuering(foorth, alſo is nor whollie ina- 
ginatiue,' as wee arc wont toſay by them that build Caſtles in theaire :-bur {o 
farre ſubſtanuiallicicworketh, nor onely tomakea'Cyrws, which had beae-bura 
particular excellencie, as nature might haue done, but to/beſtow a Cxras:vpon 
che world towake many Cyruſſes, it they will learne aright, why and how that

maker made him. Neither.lct ic be deemed roo fawcie a com » toballance 
the higheſt point of mans wit with cheefficacie of nacure :burrather giue right

1 0 Rothing heſhewerth ſo much asin Poetric , when wich the forceof adiuinebreath, 
he bringechcbings forth ſarpasſing her doings ; wich ao ſmall cs to the 
incredulous of that firſt accurſed faltof Adder, {inccour witmaketh vs 
know whatperfeQionis, and yer ourintefed will keeperh vs from reaching vn- 
eo ic.

The moſt 
notable be che Heroicke , Lyricke , Tragicke, Comicke, Satyricke, Jambicke, Elegiacke, | 
Paftorall, andcertainc others: ſome of theſe being teariedacording to the marter . ; 
ctheydeale with, ſomeby che ſorrof verſethey liked beſt ro write in:/for indeed 
the greateſt part 'of Poets, haue apparclled cheir Pocticall invencions, in thar 
numbrous kind of writing which iscalled Yerſe. Indeed butapparelled Verſe, be- 
ing buranornament, andnocauſe to Poerrie, fincerherehaue-bene manic moſt 
excellcncPoets char never verſified , and now (warme many verſifiersthar need ne- 2© 
ucranſwerrothename of Poets. For Xenphon who did'tmirate ſo excellentlicas 
cogiue vs Effrgiemiuſtiimpery , the porcraiture of aiuſt Empire, vader thename 
of Cyrus, as Cicero faith of him, made therein an abfolute heroicall Poeme. So did 
Helioderws in his ſugred inucntion of that pifture of loue in Theagenes and Chari- , 
clea,. and yet boch theſe wrote in Prole : which I ſpcake to ſhew, thatic is noc J 
rymingand vcrſing thar maketh a Poer, (no more thena long gowne maketh an 
Aduocate , whothough hee pleaded inarmour , ſhould bee-an Advocate and 
no Souldier :) bur ir is that faining notable-images of vertues-,. vices; 'or what 
elſe, with chatdelightfull rcaching, which-muſt be the right detcribingnote to 
know a Poet by. Although indeed the Senareof Pocrs havechoſen verſeas their 
ficceſtrayment : meaning as in:marter they paſſed all in alt, ſo in manger to-go 
beyond them : nor tpcakingrable-ralke faſhion., orlike men ina dreame , wordes 
as theychanceable faltfrom chemonth, burpeaſingcack ſyllable of each word by 
uſt proportion, accotding to the dignity of the ſubie&. Now therefore it ſhall 
not be. amiſle, firſt co weigh this latter ſortof Poetrrie-by his workes, and then J5 
by his parcs ; and if in neicher of cheſe Anatomics he be 'condemnable, I hope 
we ſhall receivea more fauourableſcnrence. T hispurifying of wir, thisenriching 
of memoric,enablingof iudgement, and inlarging of conceit, which commoaly 
we-call learning”, vader what nameſo euverir comeforch, er towharimmediate 0 
end {qcyerit be direQed, the finall end is,ro Jeade and draw vs to as high a per- 40

The HiForian ſcarcel 
giues Icaſurc tothe Moraliſt rofay ſo much , butthar heloaden with old Mouſe- 
caten Records, authoriſing himſelf forthe moſtpare vpon other Hiſtories, whoſe 
greateſt authorities are, built vpow: the notable foundation Heare-ſ&y, having 
much ado roaccord differing writers, and to picke truth out of partializie z better 
acquainted witha thouſand yearesago, then with the prefent age, and yer better 
knowing how this world goes, then how hisowne witrunnes; curiousfor Anti- 
quitics, and inquiſitize'of Nouclties, a wonder to young folkes, anda Tyranc 
40 intable-ralke; dcnyeth in a grear chafe, that any man for teaching of vertue, and 
vertuous aQions, 1s comparable tro him. I am 7e#is temporum, lux veritatis, vita 
m.emorie, matiſiravite, nuncia vetu{tatis. 'I he Philoſopher, ſaith hee, reacheth a 
diſputative vertue, bur I do anaQtiue. His vertueis excellent in the daunger- 
leſlie Acadernie of Flato : but mine ſheweth forth her honourable face in the bar- 
tels of Marathon, F harſalia, Poietiers, and Agincourt. Hee rteachcth vertue by 
4) ceraine abſtra& conliderations : bur: 1-onely bid you follow the footing of them 
that haue gone before you.

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Philoſopher : but 1 gitie the experience of manieages. Laſtly , if hemaketheſong 
.booke, 1; pur thelcarners hand totheLute ,: and if ke berheguide,' Famibelight. 

T hen would healleage'you innumerable cxamples, confirming ſtorie'by Rojies, 
how mych ihe wifeſt Senators and Princes: have ben. direed by'the' credit of 
Hiſtorie,as Brute, <A/pbrnſuof Aragon, (and who notif need bei')\'Atlength. 5 
the long line of their diſputation. makes apointin this ,*tharrhe onegiverhthepre- 
cept, andthe ochertherxample. Now whom ſhall we find, ſincethe queſtion ſtan- 
 dethforthe bigheſt fatme inthe ſchoole of learning, to bemodergtor ? Trulic as 
meſcemeth, thePocr; andif nora moderator, evenihe man thatougheto catic 
__thetitje fromchem both :and much more fromall other ſeruing ſtiences. Thete- 
forecqmparewe the Poet withthe Hiſtorian , and withthemorall Philoſopher : #tid 
ifhe ga beyond them both , noocher humane $kill can match him.'

For his knowledge ftandeth ſovpon the abſtra& and generall, that happie is that 3 
man who may vnderſtand him, and more happy that can applie whac he doth vn- 
derſtand. On the other {ide,the Hitorian wanting the precepr,is ſo tied not to whar 
ſhould be, but to whar is, tothe patricular cruth of things, and not to the general 
reaſon of thinges, that his example draweth no neceſſary conſequence, and there- 
forealeſſcfruitfulldo&rine. Now doth the pecreleſſe Poet performe both : for 3 
whatſoever the Philoſopher faich ſhould be done , hegiuesaperfeRpifture of ir 
by ſomeone, by whom he preluppoſeth it was done, ſoas hee coupleththegene- 
rallnotion withthe particular example. A perfe& piQure ( I ay) for he yeelderhro

ſouleſo much, as that other doth. For as inoutward things roa man thar had nener 
ſcencan Elephant , ora Rhinoceros, who ſhould tell him moſt exquiſitely all their 
ſhape, colour, bignefleand particular markes , or of a gorgious palace an Archi- 
zecfure, who declaring the full beauties, might wellmake the hearer able to rc- 45 
peate as it were by roat all he heard , yer ſhould never farisfic his inward con- 
ceit, with being witneſle to it ſelfe of atrue liuing knowledge : but the fame man, 
aſloene as he might ſee thoſe beaſts well paintd, or that houſe well in modell,

. wealth, asthe VWay of Sir T homas'Moores Extopia. I lay the Way, becauſe where 
Sir Thomas Moore erred, it was the fault of the mai,and notofthe Poet: forthar 
Way of patterning a Common-wealth, was moſtabſolute, though he perchaunce 
| hath notſoablolutely performedir. For thequeſtionis, whether the fainedimage 
30 Of Poerric, or the regular inſtruQion of Philoſophie, hath the more force in tea- 
.ching. Whercin if the Philoſophers haue more rightly ſhewed themſelues Philo- 
ſophers, then the Poets haue attained to the hightoppe of their profesfion ( asin 
truch Medjocribus efſe poetis non Dy , non homines, non conceſſere columne ) itis ( I 
ſay againe)notthe taultof the Arc, butthat by fewe men that Artcanbe accom- 
35 Pliſhed. Certainly, cuen our Sauiour Chriſt couldas wellhaueginen themorall 
common places of vncharicableneſſe, and humbleneſle, as the diuinenarration of 
Dines and Lazarws , or of diſobedience, and mercie,as that heauenly diſcourſcof 
the loſtchild and thegracious Father, butthar histhorough ſearching wiſedome, 
knew theeſtare of Dizes burning in hell, and of Zazarus in Abrahams boſome, 
o would more conſtantly asit were, inhabir both he —_— and iudgement.Tru- 
ly for my ſelfe ( me ſeemes) I ſec before mine eyes, the loſtchildes difdainfullpro- 
digalitie turned toenuy a Swines dinner: which bythe learned Dinimesarethoughr 
not hiſtoricallaQts, bur inftruQing parables. For concluſion, ſay the Philoſopher

But if he knowancxample onely enformes a coniefu- 
red likelihood, & ſo goby reaſon, the Port doth ſo far exceed him, as heisto frame 
his exampleto that which is moſt reaſonable, be ic in warlike , politike, or priuate 
marters; wherethe #iſforiax in his bare, was, hath many times that which we call 35 
fortune, to oucrrulethe beſt wiſedome. Many times he muſtte!l events , whereof 
hecan yeeld nocauſc, orif hedo, it muſt bepoetically, For thar a fained example 
hathas much forcetoteach, asatrucexample (foras forto moue, it iscleare, ſince 
the fained may beruncd to the higheſt key of pasſion) letvsrakeoncexaple wherin 
an Hiſtorian &a Poet did concurre.Herodatus& 7uſtinedo both teſtific , thar Zopirms,

Onely let Aeneas be worne inthe 
Tablec of your memoric, how he gouctneth himſelfe inthe ruineof hisCounteie, 
40 inthe preſerving his olde Father, andcarying _ his rcligious Ceremonies þ it 
obeying Gods Commandement, toleaue Dido, though not _— 
kindnefle, but euenthe bumaneconſideration of vercuous gratefulheſſe,* would 
haue crauedother of him : how:in ſtormes, how inſporcs, how in warte, howin 
peace, how a fugitiue, how victorious, how beſieged ,' how befieging, | howto 
45 ftraungers, how to Allies, how to cnemies, how to his owne? Laſtly, how in 
his inward lelfe, and how in his ourwardigouernmenr , and I thinke ity miride 
moſt prejudiced with a preiudicating _— he will be found in —

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fruicfull . Yea as Horace faith, Melins Chrifippo, & Crantore : but-cruly , I ima- 
gineirfallerch outwith cheſe Poet-whippers, as withſom:good women, who ofren 
areſicke, but infaith they cannoetell where. So the name of Poerrie is odious ro 
them, bur neither: his cauſe hor cftefts, neither the ſumme thar containes him, 
nor the particularities deſcending from him, giue any faſt handle to cheir car- 5 
ping diſpraiſe. Since then Peetrie is of all humane learnings the moſt ancienc, 
and of moſt facherly antiquitie, as from whence orher learnings haue taken their 
beginnings3 Since iris ſo vniuerſall, chat no lcarned nation doth deſpiſcir , tor 
barbarous natien is withouc it . Since both Remane and Greeke gaue ſuch divine 
namesvmoir, rheone of propheſying , the other of making ; and that indcede 19 
that name of making is fit for him, conſidering, that where all other Arts re- 
caine themſelues within their ſubieR, and receiue as it were their being from ir 

T be Poet onely, oncly bringethhis owne ſtuffe, and doth nor learne a Conceit 
outof a matter, bur maketh matcerfor a Conceir . Since neither his deſcriprion, 
nor end, containcth any cuill, the thing deſcribed cannor be euill; {ince his ef- 1 5 
fc&s be ſo goodas to reach goodneſic, and delight the learners of it; ſince there- 

in (namely in morall doQrine the chiefe of all knowledges) hee'doth nor onely 
farrepaſlethe Hiforian , bur for inſtrufting is well nigh comparable co che Phz- 
leſepher , for mouing , leaucth him behind him. Sincethe holy Scriprure(where- 

in there is no vncleanneſſe) hath whole parts in ir Poetical}, and that cuen our 20 
Sauiour Chriſt vouchſafed ro vie the flowers of it: fince all his kindesarenot on- = 
ly intheir vnited formes, bur in their ſcuered difſettions fully commendable, I 
thinke , (and thinke I chinke rightly ) che Laurell Crowne appointed for rrium- 
phant Captaines, doth worthilie ofall other learnings, honour the Poers triumph. 
Bur becauſe we hauc cares as well as tongues, and that the lighreſt reaſons that 2 5 
may bce, will ſceme to waigh greatly , if nothing: bee put in che councerbal- 
lance, let vs heare, and as vvellas weecan , ponder what obieQtions be madea« 
gainſt this Arr, which may be worthie either of yeelding, or anſwering. Firſt 
truly Inote, noronely in theſe ywoousoa Poct-haters, butinall thar kinde of peo- 
ple who ſeckeapraile, by dilpraifing others , char chey doprodigally ſpendagreat 36 
many wandring words in quipsand fcoffes, carping and raunting ar each thing , 
which by ſtirring the ſpleenc, may ſtay the braine from a through bcholding the 
worthineſſe of the ſubiect .

But for Era/mws & Agrippa,they hadanother foundationthen the ſaperfi- 
ciall part would promiſe. Marry theſc other pleaſaunt fault-finders , who willcor- 
ret the Yerb before they vnderſtand the Nowne, and confure others knowledge, 
before they confirme their owne, I would haue them onely remember, char ;

So-thar verſe being in irſelfe [weereand or- 
derly , andbecitig beſt for memorie ;the onely handle of knowledge, irmuſtbe 
in jeſt that any man can ſpeake againſtit; Now then goewee ro the moſt impor- 
35 tant imputationslaid co rhe poore Poets; for ought Ican yer learne, they ate cheſs; 
Firſt ;thar there' being many other more fruitfull knowledges,; a -man-mighc 
berrer ſpend his time in them, then in'this. Sccondly; tharit ische mother of 
lies: Thirdly, char icisthenarſe of abuſe, infeAing vs wich many peſtilencde- 
fires, with a Sirene ſweeteneſle, drawing the minderothe Serpents caileoffinfull 
40 fanſies; and hercin cſpccially Comedies giue the largeſt field ro care, as Chaucer 
faith, how both in other nations and ours, before Poets did foften'vs;vvewere 
full of courage, giuen ro martiall exerciſes, the pillers of manlike libertie,and 
notlulled aflcepein ſhadie idlenefſe with Poets paſtimes.

Now for the Poet, heenorthingaffir- 
meth, andcheretore ncuerilyerh: foras ltakeit, rolie, isto affirme:thar ro beerrucy 
which is falſe. Soasthe other;Artsſtes, andeſpecially the Hifforiay,aflirming many 15 
things, canin theclowdicknowledgeof mankinde, hardlyeſcape from many lycs. 
Butthe Poet as Hayd before, ncuer affirtnech, the Poet neucr maketh any Circles 
abour your imagination, toconfure you to belecue fortrae, wharhe writeth; heci- 
ceth nor authorities of other hiſtorics , but even for his/entrie; calleth the ſweere - 
AMw/estoinſpireinto him a goodinuention. In troth nor laboring to tell you what 26 
is, or is rior, buewhar ſhould. ;:orſhould nor bee. And therefore thoingh he recounc 
things not true, yet becauſe he telleth thein not for crue, he lycrh hor; withourwe 
will ſay, that Nathan lyed in his ſpeech beforcalleaged to Danid,which asa wicked 
man durſt ſcarce lay, ſothink I none ſo ſimple, would lay, tharEſope lyed in the ralts 

of his beaſts : for who thinkerh chat Eſope wrote ic for aQually true, were well wor- 25 
thie tohauchisname Chronicled among the beaſts he writeth of. VVhat child is 
there, that comming toa play, and (ceing Thebes wricten in great letters vpon an 
old doore, doth belecue thar it is Thebes?

Ari#otle writes the Arte of 
Poeſie: and why, if it ſhould not bee written? Pl#tarch teacherh the vie ro be gathe- 5 
redofthem:and how, if they ſhould not bee read? And who reades Platarches ci 

+ ther Hiſtorie or Phils/ophie , ſhall finde he trimmeth boch their garmentes wich 
gardes of Peeſie . Bur I notliſt ro defend Poeſre with the helpe of his vnderling &- 
floriegraphie. Ler'ic ſuffice ro baue ſhewed, itisa fit ſoyleforprayletodwell vpon: 

& what diſpraiſe may ſetvponir, iscither caſily overcome, or transformed intoiult | 
commendations. Sothar ſince the cxcellencies of it may beſo eaſily and ſoiuftly 
confirmed, and the low creeping obiefions ſo ſoone trodden downe, it not bee- 
ing an Arte of lyes, but of true doArine; nor of effeminateneſle, bur of notable 
ſtirring of courage; not of abuſing mans wir, but of ſtrengthening mans witz noc 
baniſhed, bur honored by Plato; ler vs rather plant more Laurels for toingarland 1x5 
the Poets heades ( which honour of being Laureate, as beſides them onely trium- 
phant Capraines were, is a ſufficientauthoririe ro ſhew the price they ought to bee 
heldin)then ſaffer the ill favoured breath of ſuch wrong ſpeakers once to blow vp- 
onthecleare ſprings of Poeſſe. Bur {ince I haue runne ſo longa Carrcirinthis mat- 
rer, methinkes before I give my penneafull ſtoppe , ic ſhall be buralictle moreloſt 29 
time, toinquire why England the mother of excellent mindes ſhould beegrowne 

ſo harda ſtepmother to Poets, who certainly in wit ought to paſſeall others, ſince 

all onely proceeds from their wit, being indeede makers of chemſelues, nor takers 

of others . How can I bur exclaime, Meſa mihi canſas memora quo numine leſs. 
Sweerte Poeſie thar hath aunciently had Kings, Emperours, Senators, great Cap- 25 
raines,ſuch as beſides athouſands others, David, Adrien,Sopbocles,Germanicws,not 
onely to fauour Poets, but to bee Poets: and of our nearerrimes, can preſentfor her 
Patrons, a Robert King of Sicill, che great King Fraunces of Fraunce, King Iamesof 
Scotland,luch Cardinalsas Bembws,& Bibiena; ſuch famous Preachers & Teachers, 

as Bezaand Melanchthon, ſo learned Philoſophers, as Fracaſtorius,and Scaliger ;(o 30 
great Orators,as Potanus,& Muretws,ſo piercing wit,asGeorge Buchanen;(o grave 
Connſelours, as beſides many,bur beforeall, that Hoſprtail of Frence;then whom [ 
think that Realmencuer brought fortha more acc6pliſhed iudgemet, more firmly 
builded vp6 vertne:T fay theſe with ni1bers ofochers,notonly ro reade others Poe- 
ſees, burto Poetiſe for others readingghat PoeſterhusEbraced inalother placesſhold 35 
onely findein our timea hard welcome in England, Ithinke the verie earth laments 
it, & therefore deckes our ſoyle with fewer Laurelsthe it was accuſtomed.For here- 
cofore, Poets haue in England alſo flouriſhed:& which is to be noted, euen inthoſe 
times whEche Truperof Aarsdid ſound lowdeft. And now thatan ouer faint quiet- 
nefle ſhould ſcemeto ſtrow the houſe for Poers, they arealmoſt inas good repurati- 
on,as the Montebanckes at Venice.

For 
wherethe Stageſhouldalwayrepreſentburone place; and-the vitermoſt time pre- 
paſedin ir, ſhould be both by;;4ri/tories precepr, and common reaſon, burone 
day; there is borh1mlany dayesand many places, inartificially imagined:Burif irbe 16 
ſoinGorbodxcke; how much moreinallthereſt? where jou ſhall have 4ſiaof the 
onefide, and Afjrickeot the other, and ſo-many other. vader-kingdomes , that the 
Player when he comes in, mufteucr begin wikh telling where hee is, otelſcthe tale 
willnot be concejued. Now ſhallyou have three Ladies vvalke to gather flowers, 
andchen we muſtbelceve cheſtagero beeagarden.

Eapuch in Terence,thur containeth matterof 2 dayes,yet far ſhort of cwentie yeares, 
Trueitis,& ſo was it tobe played in ewodayes,and(o fitted totherime ir ſet forth. 
Andthough Plaszw haue in oneplacedone amiſle, let vs hic ic with him, and nor 
miſſe with him. Burthey willſay, how then ſhall wee ſer fortha ſtorie which con- 
caines both many places, and many times? Anddo they not know thata Tragedie 39 
isticd to the lawes of Pocſic, andnor of Hiſtorie: not bound to follow the ſtorie, 
but hauing libertic either co faine a quite new matter , or to framethe Hiſtorie to 
the moſt cragicall conucniencie. Againe many things may be told, which cannotbe 
ſhewed: ifthey know the difference betwixt reporting and repreſenting. As for ex- 
ample, I may ſpeake though Iam here, of Pers,and in ſpeech digreſle from thac, to ; 5 
thedeſcription of Calecut: butinattion I cannot reprelentit without Pacolets hore. 
Ando was the manerthe anciets took, by ſome Nuntiws,cto recount things done in 
former timeorother place. Laſtly,if they will repreſent an Hiſtorie, they muſt not 
(as Horace faith) begin ab ovo,bur they muſt come to theprincipal point of tharone 
aQtion which they will repreſent. By cxample this will be beſt expreſſed. I hauea ſto- 46 
ry of young Poliderws , deliuered for ſafetics ſake with greatriches by his father 
Priamus ,to Polimneſior king of Thrace, in the Trotaw warretime. He after ſome 
yeares, hearing of the ouerthrow of Priamws, for to make the treaſure his owne, 
murthercthchechild, the body of chechildis raken vp, Heeubs, ſheethe ſame day 
finderha ſleight to be reuenged moſt cruelly of the Tyrant . Where now would 45 
one of our Tragedy-writers begin, but with the deliveric of the child? Then ſhould 
he faile ouer into Thrace, and fo ſpend Iknow not how many yeares, and travell 


numbers ofplaces . But where doth Exripides ? eucn with the finding of the bodie, 
the 
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the reſt leauing tobe cold by theſpirit of Po/ydorns. This needs no fiirther tobcens 
larged, the dulleſt wit may conceiuc ir. But beſidestheſe grofleablurdities,how all 
their Playcs be neither right T ragedies, nor right Comedies, mingling Kings atid 
Clownes, nor becauſe the marter ſo cariethit, but thruſt inthe Clowne by head & 

5 ſhoulders to play a part in Maieſticall maccers,' with neicher decencie;nor dif 
cretion : fo as neither: the admiration and commileration ; ior the righrſport- 
fulneſſc is by cheir mongrell Tragicomedie obtgined ; 1. know Apalcine did ſome- 
whar ſo, but char is a thing recounced wich (pace of time, not repreſented in 
one moment :and I know the Ancients have oneor rwo.cxamples of Tragicome- 

Io dies, as Plautus hath 4mphitrio.Butif we marke chem well, weſhall find thar they 
neuer or verie daintily match horne-pipes and funeralles So fallethir out, chat 
hauing indecd no right Comedieinthar Comicall part ofour T ragedie,we haue 
nothing bur ſcurrilitic ynworthie of any chaſte eares, or ſomcextreame ſhew of 
dolciſhnefle, indeed fitro lift vp a lowd laughter and nothingellic : wherethewhole 

15 traft of a Comedic ſhould bafullof delight, asthe T ragedie, ſhould beftillmain- 
cained in a-well raiſed admiration. Burour Comedients thinke there is no delighe 
withour laughter, which is veric wtong: forthough laughter may come wich de- 
lighc, yer commeth ir notof delight, as chough delight ſhold be the cauſe of laughe 
cer : bur well may onething breed both crogether. Nay in therhſclues, they haueas. 

20 it werea kind of concrarietic: For delight we {carcely do, butin things tbat hanea 
conuentencie toour ſelucs, ortothe generall nature. Laughter almoſt euer. com- 
meth ofchings moſtdiſproportiquced tqouricluesand nature. Delight hathaioy itt 
Iteicherpermancnc or preſent. Laughter hach onely aſcornfallcickling, Farcxam- 
ple, weeare rauiſhed wichdelighcro ſee a fairewoman,and yerare farrefrom bee- 

25 ing moucd ro laughter . Wee laughart deformed creatures, wherein certainely we 
cannot delight. We delight in good chances ; we Jaugh at. miſchances, Weede- 
light co hear the happincfſc of our friends and Councrie, at which heewere wot- 
chiero be laughedac that wold laugh: we ſhall contrarily ſometimes laughro find a 
matcerquite miſtaken, and godownthe hill againſtthe byas,in che mouthof ſome 

30 ſuch men;as for the reſpe& of them, one ſhall bee hearcily forie he eannor chooſe 
buclaugh, and fois rather pained, then delighted with laughter. Yerdenie I nor ; 
burchatchey may goe vvell rogether: for asin Alexanders pifture well ſet out, vve 
delight vvichout laughter, and inrwentie mad Anricks we: ſaugh withourdelighe : 
Soin Hereslespainted with his great beardand furious countenance ina womans - 

35 attire, ſpinningat Omphales commandement, it breedes both delighrand Jaugh- 
cer: for the repreſenting of lo ſtrangea power in Loue, procures delighr,.and rhe 
ſcornfulnes of che action ſtirrech laughter. Bar Iſpeakero his purpoſe,tbatalithe 
end of the comicall part, be notvpon ſueh ſcornful matters as tirlaughteronly,buc 
mixc with i that delightfullteaching,which is the end of Poeſte, And thegrearfaule 

40 cueninrhat point of laughter, and forbidden plainly by Arifetle, js, tharthey ſtir 
laughterin finfull things, vvhich arerather execrable then-ridiculous: drinmile- 
ralbe,which are rather to be pittied then ſcorned.For whatisitto make folkes gaps 
at a wretched begger, andabeggerly Clowne; or againſt law of hoſpitalitic,ro 
ieſtar ſtrangers, becauſe they ſpeak not Engliſh;fo well as we da? Whardo-we learn; 

45 lince, icisccrtain ,N#l habet infelix paupertas durins in ſe, Lnam quod tiditulos 
homines facit. But rathera buſzelouing Courtier, &a hearcleſſe threatning Thraſs 3 
a ſelfe-wiſe ſceming ſchoolemaſter; a wrie transformed Trauailer: theſeif we ſaw: 
walkein ſtage names, which we play naturally, therein. were delightful laughter þ 

Fry 
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andreaching delightfulneſle, as inthe other thg. Tragedics of Buchanandoiuftly 
bring forth a divine admiration. BurT haue lauifhed out100 many words of this 
play-martccr; I do it, becauſe as they arecxcelling parts of Poeſie, lo is there gone ſo 
much vied in Emgiand; & none can be morepittifully abuſed: which likean vaman- 


nerly daughter, ſhewingu bad eqycarion, cauleth her mother Poefees honeſty tobe 5 


called in queſtion. Other ſort of Poetriealmoſt have we none, bur that Zyricallkind 
of Songs and Sonets, which Lord; if he gaue vs ſo good minds, how well itmighc 


be employed, and with how heauenly fruits, both private & publike, in finging ghe ' 


praiſes ot the immortaltbeautie,the immonall Goodneſſe of that God, who giueth 


vs handsto write, and wits toconceiue: of which we might well want vvords, bur 1g 


neuer matter: of which vve could turne our eyes to nothing , bur vve ſhould euer 
hauc new budding occaſions. But truly many of ſuch writings as come vnder the 
banner of vnreſiſtable loue, FI vvere a miſtrefle, vvould neucr perſwade methey 
were inloue: ſocoldly rhey apply fiery ſpeeches, as men thar had racher read louers 
vvritings, & lo caught vp certaine ſwelling phraſcs, which hang together,like a man 
that oncerold me the vvind was at Northweſt and by South, becauſe hevvould bee 
ſurero name vvinds enow , then thatin truththey fcelerhoſe pasſions, which caſi- 
ly as I chink, may be bewraycd by that ſame forcibleneſſcor Energia (as the Greeks 
call it) of the writer. Bur ler this be alufficient, though ſhort notre, that we miſſe the 


right vie ofthe materiall point of Poeſie. Now for the outſide of ir, which is words, 20 


or(as I may tearmeit) Did#40x,it iscuen well worſe: ſo is that houy-flowing matron 
Elogsence, apparcllcd, or rather diſguiſed ina curtiſan-like painted affeation. One 
time with (o farre-ferched words, that many ſceme monſters, but moſt ſeem ſtran- 
gersroany poore Engliſhman: attother time vvith courſing ofa letter, as ifthey 


were bound to follow the merhode of a DiAionaric: anorher time with figures & 25 


flowers,extreamely winter-ſtarued.. But I would this faule were onely peculiar to 
Verlifiers, and had nor as large pofles{ion among Proſe-Printers : and which isto 
be maruclledamong many Schollers, and which is to be pittied among ſome Prea- 
chers.Truly I could wiſh, ifar leaſt I might be ſo bold co wiſh, ina thing beyond the 


reach ofmy capacitie, the diligent imitators of T#{ly & DemoFhenes, molt worthic 30 


robe imitated, did not ſo much keep N:izolianpaper-books of their figures & phra- 
ſes, as by attentiuetranſlacion,as it were,deuourthcm whole,& make them whol y 
theirs. For now they caſt ſugerand ſpice vpon every diſh that is ſerued artherable: 
like thoſe /wdiams,nor content to wearceare-ringsat the fit and natural place ofthe 


cares, burthey willthruſt jewels chrough their-noleand lips, becauſethey will bee z 5 


ſurero be fine. T#/ly when he was to drive out Catiliwe,as it were with a thunderbolt 
of cloquence, oftenvicrhthe figure of repetition, as vinit E&* wincit, imo in ſenarum 
venit, imo in ſenatum venit,&c. lndced inflamed, wictha vvcll grounded rage, hee 
would haue his words (as it were) doubleoutof his mouth, &ſodothat artificially 


which weſce men incholer do naturally. And we hauing noted thegrace of thoſe 45 


words hale them in ſometimes toa familiar Epiſtle,'when it were too much cho- 
lerto be cholerick. How wel ſtore of Similiter Cadenſes doth ſound with the gravi- 
tiectche Palpir,I would not inuoke Demoſtbenes loulerorell, whowith araredain- 
rincſſe vierth them. Truly they have made methinke of the Sophiſter, that with roo 


much ſubtilcie would proue two Egges three, & though he might be counted a So- 45 


phiſter, had none for his labour. Sorthele men bfinglhg in ſuch akind of cloquence, 
well may they obraincan opinion of a ſecming fincneſle, bur pertwade few, which 
ſhold be theend of their fineneſs.
